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MONDAY,  December  4,  1848. 

A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  bouse  of  delegates  having  quali- 
fied according  to  the  constitution,  appeared  in  their  seats. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Glenoenin,  George  W.  Munford  was  unani- 
mously appointed  clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stovall,  the  house  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
a  q)eaker.  He  then  nominated  Henry  L.  Hopkins^  Esq.,  the  dele- 
gate from  the  county  of  Powhatan,  and  the  names  of  the  members 
being  called  by  the  clerk,  Mr.  Hopkins  received  the  unanimous  vote 
of  those  present,  as  follows :

Mr.  Hopkins  was  declared  by  the  clerk  to  be  elected  speaker.  He 
was  conducted  to  the  chair  by  Messrs.  Stovall  and  Ysbbt,  and  re- 
turned his  acknowledgments  to  the  house. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Stovall, 

Opderedy  That  Daniel  Ward  be  appointed  sergeant  at  arms. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stovall,  the  rule  requiring  but  one  appointment 
to  be  made  at  the  same  time,  was  suspended,  and  it  was 

Ordered^  That  Robert  Bradley  be  appointed  first  doorkeeper,  and 
William  Chambers  second  doorkeeper. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stovall, 

Resolved^  That  the  sergeant  at  arms  employ,  for  the  service  of  the 
house,  two  pages,  whose  compensation  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars  per 
day. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stovall,  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  for 
the  government  of  the  last  house  of  delegates,  were  adopted  for  the 
government  of  the  present  session. 

THEV    ARE   THE    FOLLOWING: 

1.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house, 
without  leave,  unless  he  be  sick,  and  unable  to  attend. 

2.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advancing, 
shall,  with  due  respect,  address  <^  Mr.  Speaker,"  confining  himself 
strictly  to  the  point  in  debate,  avoiding  all  indecent  and  disrespectful 
language. 

3.  When  any  member  rises  and  addresses  the  chair,  the  speaker  shall 
recognize  him  by  his  name ,-  but  no  member  shall  designate  another  by 
name. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  with- 
out leave. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined,  must  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  house,  and  cannot,  during  the  same  session,  be  drawn  again  into 
debate. 

6.  While  the  speaker  is  reporting  or  putting  a  question,  none  shall 
entertain  private  discourse,  read,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across 
the  house. 

7.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question,  in  the  event  of  which  he 
is  immediately  and  personally  interested ;  nor  in  any  other  case  where 
he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put  by  the  speaker  or  chair- 
man in  any  committee. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is 
put,  shall  on  a  decision,  be  counted  on  one  side  or  the  other. 

9.  A  majority  of  delegates  shall  be  necessary  to  proceed  to  business ; 
and  every  question  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  vote  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  present,  except  where  the  constitution  otherwise 
provides ;  any  smaller  number,  together  with  the  speaker,  shall  be  suflS- 
cient  to  adjourn ;  twenty  may  call  a  house,  send  for  absentees,  and 
make  any  order  for  their  censure  or  discharge. 

10.  When  the  house  rises,  every  member  shall  remain  in  his  seat 
until  the  speaker  passes  him. 

11.  On  a  call  of  the  house,  the  doors  shall  not  be  closed  against  any 
member  until  his  name  shall  have  been  once  enrolled. 
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12.  Any  member,  sustained  by  se^en  others,  shall  have  a  right,  be- 
fore the  question  is  put,  to  demand  the  ayes  and  noes  on  the  decision 
of  any  question ;  and  on  such  occasions,  the  names  of  the  members 
shall  be  called  over  by  the  clerk,  and  the  ayes  and  noes  respectively  en- 
tered on  the  journal,  and  the  question  decided  as  a  majority  shall  there- 
upon appear.  After  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  have  been  taken,  and  be- 
fore they  are  counted  or  entered  on  the  journal,  the  clerk  shall  read 
over  the  names  of  those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  of  those  who 
voted  in  the  negative,  at  which  time  any  member  shall  have  the  right 
to  correct  any  mistake  committed  in  enrolling  his  name. 

13.  No  business  shall  be  introduced,  or  considered  after  12  o'clock, 
until  the  orders  of  the  day  be  disposed  of,  except  messages  from  the 
senate  or  executive.  Among  the  orders  of  the  day,  those  which  are 
general  in  their  nature,  shall  have  precedence  over  such  as  are  private 
or  local. 

14.  The  speaker  may  call  any  member  to  the  chair,  who  shall  exer^ 
cise  its  functions  for  the  time ;  but  no  member,  by  virtue  of  such  ap- 
pointment, shall  preside  for  a  longer  time  than  one  day. 

15.  The  speaker  shall  set  apart  convenient  seats  for  the  xwe  of  the 
members  of  the  senate  and  executive,  and  of  the  judges  of  the  supe- 
rior courts  of  this  commonwealth  and  of  the  United  States,  and  of  such 
other  persons  as  he  may  invite  within  the  bar  of  the  house. 

16.  All  bills  or  other  business  shall  be  dispatched  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  introduced,  unless  the  house  shall  direct  otherwise  in 
particular  cases.  In  future,  all  bills  of  a  general  nature  shall,  after 
their  first  reading,  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  house. 

17.  The  clerk  shall  not  permit  any  records  or  papers  to  be  taken 
from  the  table,  or  out  of  his  possession  ;  but  he  may  deliver  to  a  mem- 
ber any  bills  depending  before  the  house,  on  taking  his  receipt  for  the 
same. 

18.  The  journal  of  the  house  shall  be  drawn  up  by  the  clerk,  on 
each  day,  and  after  being  examined  by  the  speaker,  shall  be  printed 
and  delivered  without  delay. 

19.  The  clerk  shall  publish,  with  the  laws,  all  resolutions  of  a  gene- 
ral nature,  annex  marginal  notes  to  each  law  or  resolution,  and  subjoin 
an  index  to  the  whole. 

20.  The  clerks  of  the  senate  and  house  of  delegates  may  interchange 
messages  at  such  time,  between  the  hour  of  adjournment  and  that  of 
meeting  on  the  following  day,  as  that  the  said  messages  may  be  read 
immediately  after  the  orders  of  the  day. 

21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  make  an  alphabetical  sche- 
dule of  the  petitions  presented  during  the  session,  with  a  short  analy- 
sis of  each,  for  the  information  of  succeeding  legislatures. 

22.  No  petition  of  a  private  nature  having  been  once  rejected,  shall 
be  acted  on  a  second  time  unless  it  be  supported  by  new  evidence; 
nor  shall  any  such  petition,  after  a  third  disallowance,  be  again  acted 
on.  The  several  clerks  of  committees  shall  keep  alphabetical  lists  of 
all  such  petitions,  specifying  the  sessions  at  which  they  were  presented, 
and  the  determination  of  the  house  thereon ;  and  shall  deliver  the  ori- 
ginal petitions  to  the  clerk  of  the  house,  to  be  preserved  in  his  office.

23.  No  petition  or  memorial  shall  be  recei^d,  praying  for  the  divi- 
sion of  a  county  or  parish,  changing  the  place  of  holding  any  court  or 
other  local  matter,  unless  the  purport  of  such  petition  or  memorial  shall 
have  been  fixed  up  at  the  courthouse  door  of  the  county  where  such 
alteration  is  proposed,  at  two  different  courts,  and  shall  have  remained 
there  one  day  during  the  sitting  of  each  court,  and  at  least  one  month 
shall  have  passed  after  the  holding  of  the  last  court,  and  before  the  pe- 
tition or  memorial  is  presented.  And  no  petition  or  memorial  shall  be 
received,  or  bill  brought  in  for  establishing  or  discontinuing  ferries,  nor 
for  any  other  purpose  affecting  private  rights  or  property,  unless  the 
parties  interested  shall  have  had  one  month's  notice,  and  if  they  be 
not  known  to  the  petitioner  or  memorialist,  the  purport  of  the  petition, 
memorial  or  bill,  shall  be  set  up  at  the  courthouse  in  the  manner  before 
directed,  and  also  three  times  inserted  in  some  newspaper  in  the  state 
most  convenient  for  conveying  the  intended  information,  one  month 
before  offering  or  moving  the  same. 

24.  No  petition  shall  be  received  claiming  a  sum  of  money,  or  pray- 
ing the  settlement  of  unliquidated  accounts,  unless  it  be  accompanied 
with  a  certificate  of  disallowance  from  the  executive  or  auditor,  con- 
taining the  reason  why  it  was  rejected.  But  this  order  shall  extend  to 
no  person  applying  for  a  pension. 

25.  When  any  petition,  or  bill  founded  on  one,  is  rejected,  such  pe- 
tition shall  not  be  withdrawn,  but  the  petitioner,  or  member  presenting 
his  petition,  or  any  member  from  the  county  or  corporation  in  which 
the  petitioner  resides,  may  without  leave,  withdraw  any  document  filed 
therewith  ;  and  a  list  of  every  document  so  withdrawn,  shall  be  pre- 
served by  the  cleric  All  petitions  not  finally  acted  on,  may,  with  the 
accompanying  documents,  be  in  like  manner  withdrawn,  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  session  at  which  they  were  presented. 

26.  No  petition  shall  be  read  in  the  house,  unless  particularly  re* 
quired  by  some  member;  but  every  member  presenting  one,  shall  an- 
nounce the  name  of  the  petitioner,  the  nature  of  the  application,  and 
whether  in  his  opinion  a  simitar  application  had  been  before  made  by 
said  petitioner.  He  shall  also  endorse  on  the  back  of  the  petition,  his 
own  name  as  a  pledge  that  it  is  drawn  in  respectful  language :  where- 
upon it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk,  by  whom  it  shall  be  laid  before 
the  proper  committee. 

27.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session,  the  following  commit- 

tees shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker : 

1.  A  committee  of  privileges  and  elections,  to  consist  of  nine 

members. 

2.  -A  committee  for  courts  of  justice,  to  consist  of  not  less  than 

nine  nor  more  than  thirteen  members. 

3.  A  committee  for  schools  and  colleges,  to  consist  of  not  less 

than  nine  nor  more  than  thirteen  members. 
A.  A  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances,  to  consist  of  not 

less  than  nine  nor  more  than  thirteen  members.     . 
6.  A  committee  of  claims,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  nine  nor 

more  than  thirteen  members. 
6.  A  committee  of  roads  and  internal  navigation,  to  consist  of 

not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  thirteen  members. 
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7.  A  committee  on  the  militia  laws,  to  consist  of  Dot  less  Iban 

five  nor  more  than  seven  members. 

8.  A  committee  of  finance,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven 

nor  more  than  nine  members. 

9.  A  committee  on  the  penitentiary,  to  consist  of  not  less  than 

five  nor  more  than  seven  members. 

10.  A  committee  on  the  armory,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven 

nor  more  than  thirteen  members. 

11.  A  committee  on  executive  expenditures,  to  consist  of  not 

less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  members. 

12.  A  committee  to  examine  first  auditor's  office,  to  consist  of 

not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  members. 

13.  A  committee  to  examine  second  auditor's  office,  to  consist  of 

not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  members. 
14  A  committee  to  examine  clerk's  office,  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  seven  members. 

15.  A  committee  to  examine  the  register's  office,  to  consist  of 

not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  members. 

16.  A  joint  committee  to  examine  the  treasurer's  accounts,  to 

consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  mem- 
bers. 
17*  A  joint  committee  to  examine  the  bonds  of  public  officers, 
to  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven 
members. 

18.  A  joint  committee  on  the  public  library,  to  consist  of  not 

less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  members. 

19.  A  committee  on  agricuUnre  and  manufactures,  to  consist  of 

not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  thirteen  members* 

20.  A  committee  to  examine  enrolled  bills,  to  consist  of  not  less 

than  five  nor  more  than  ten  members. 

21.  A  committee  to  examroe  the  lunatic  asylums  in  this  com- 

monwealth, to  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
ten  members. 

22.  A  committee  on  banks,  consisting  of  not  less  than  seven  nor 

more  than  eleven  members. 

23.  And  a  committee  on  trade  and  mechanic  arts,  to  consist  of 

not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  thirteen  members. 

28.  The  several  standing  committees  shall  appoint  their  own  clerks 
when  necessary,  and  discbarge  them  as  soon  as  their  services  can  be 
dispensed  with. 

29.  Five  members  of  any  standing  or  select  committee,  shall  be  a 
Riorum  to  proceed  to  business. 

30.  The  several  committees  are  instructed  to  report,  in  all  cases  to 
them  referred,  whether  other  cases  may  arise,  comprised  within  the 
principle  of  the  petitioner:  and  if  a  bill  be  ordered,  it  shall  be  so 
drawn  as  to  provide  for  all  such  cases,  as  well  as  that  in  which  it  ori-. 
ginated ;  and  in  petitions  and  other  matters  referred,  the  committee 
shall  have  power,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  to  report  by  bill. 

31.  Select  committees  shall  not  consist  of  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  thirteen  members. 
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32.  The  committee  of  pri\rileges  and  elections  shall  examine  the 
oaths  taken  by  each  member,  and  certificates  of  election  furnished  hj 
the  sheriffs,  and  report  thereon  to  the  house. 

33.  The  committee  of  privileges  and  elections  shall  report  in  all 
cases  of  privilege  or  contested  elections,  the  principles  and  reasons  on 
which  their  resolutions  are  founded. 

34.  The  committee  for  schools  and  colleges  shall  annually  examine 
into  the  state  and  manner  of  administration  of  the  Literary  fund,  and 
make  such  report  as  they  may  ^eem  proper. 

35.  The  committee  of  finance  shall  annually  examine  into  the  state 
of  the  debts  due  from  the  commonwealth  ;  of  the  revenue  and  expen- 
ditures of  the  preceding  year,  and  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  expenses 
of  the  succeeding  year,  and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

36.  Any  person  contesting  the  election  of  a  member  returned  to 
serve  in  this  house,  will  be  entitled  to  receive  his  wages  only  from  the 
day  on  which  such  person  is  declared  duly  elected. 

37.  Whenever  J)y  the  equality  of  sound,  a  division  of  the  house  is 
rendered  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  speaker,  or  of  a  member,  the 
members  shall  be.  required  to  rise  in  their  places ;  and  if  on  a  general 
view  of  the  house,  a  doubt  still  exist  on  the  mind  of  the  speaker,  or  of 
a  member,  as  to  the  side  on  which  the  majority  voted,  the  members 
shall  be  counted  standing  in  their  places,  either  by  the  speaker,  or  by 
two  members  of  opposite  opinions  on  the  question,  to  be  deputed  for 
the  purpose  by  the  speaker. 

38:  Documents  printed  by  order  of  the  house,  shall  be  printed  on 
paper  of  the  same  size  with  the  journal,  and  a  copy  shall  be  bound  np 
with  each  journal,  and  furnished  the  members  at  the  end  of  the  ses- 
sion ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  public  printer  to  furnish  186  ad- 
ditional copies  bound  for  that  purpose. 

39.  Any  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  sue  out  an  original  writ,  or  sub- 
poena in  chancery,  to  prevent  a  bar  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  or  to 
file  any  bill  in  equity,  and  examine  witnesses  thereupon,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preserving  their  testimony  against  any  member  of  this  bouse : 
Provided^  That  the  clerk,  after  having  made  out  and  signed  such  ori- 
ginal writ,  or  subpoena,  shall  not  deliver  it  to  the  party,  nor  to  any  other 
person,  during  the  continuance  of  the  member's  privilege. 

40.  Any  person  summoned  to  attend  this  house,  or  any  one  of  its 
committees,  as  a  witness,  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  his 
coming  to,  attendance  on,  or  return  from  the  house  or  committee  ;  and 
no  such  witness  shall  be  obliged  to  attend,  until  the  party  at  whose 
request  he  was  summoned,  shall  pay  or  secure  to  him  for  his  atten- 
dance and  travelling,  the  same  allowance  which  is  made  to  witnesses 
attending  the  general  court. 

41.  If  any  person  shalt  tamper  with  a  witness,  in  respect  of  his  evi- 
dence to  be  given  before  this  house,  or  one  of  its  committees,  or  direct- 
ly or  indirectly  endeavour  to  deter  or  hinder  a  person  from  appearing 
or  giving  evidence,  it  shaH  be  deemed  a  high  misdemeanor,  which  the 
house  will  severely  punish. 
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42.  No  person  shall  be  taken  into  eu8tod7  by  the  sergeant  at  arms, 
on  any  complaint  of  breach  of  privilege,  until  the  matter  Js  examined 
by  the  committee  of  privileges  and  elections,  and  reported  to  the  house, 
unless  by  order  of  the  speaker. 

43.  In  all  blections,  but  one  vacancy  shall  be  filled  a^  a  time. 

44.  In  elections  by  jpint  vole  of  the  two  houses  of  the  general  as- 
sembly, eacb  house  shall  first  communicate,  by  message  to  the  other, 
the  names  of  the  persons  who  may  be  put  in  nomination  for  the  said 
office  in  each  house  respectively ;  and  then  each  house  shall  vote  se- 
parately in  its  own  chamber ;  and  shall  each  appoint  a  committee  on 
Its  part  to  meet  a  committee  on  the  part  of  the  other  house,  and  com- 
municate the  result  of  the  vote  in  each  house  respectively;  and  if 
upon  such  vote,  any  person  have  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
votes,  the  same  shall  be  reported  by  the  committees  to  their  respective 
houses,  and  the  speaker  of  each  house  shall  declare  such  per$on  duly 
elected ;  and  if  no  person  shall  have  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
of  votes,  both  houses  shall  in  like  nmnner  proceed  to  another  vote, 
dropping  the  person  who  shall  have  the  smallest  number  of  votes  on 
the  former  vote ;  and  so  on  till  an  election  be  made  ;  and  the  results 
of  each  vote  in  each  house  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  communicated  by 
each  house  to  the  other,  and  reported  by  their  respective  committees ; 
and  the  election,  when  made,  shall  in  like  manner,  be  declared  by  the 
respective  speakers  of  the  two  houses. 

45.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  previous  to  reading 
each  bill,  to  announce  whether  it  is  on  its  first,  second  of  third  reading. 

46.  On  every  day,  so  soon  as  the  speaker  takes  the  chair  and  calls 
the  house  to  order,  the  standing  committees  of  the  house  shall  be  called 
over  to  enable  them  to  make  reports. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  3tovall, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inform  the  governor  of 
the  commonwealth  that  this  house  is  now  organized  and  ready  to  re- 
ceive any  communication. 

And  a  committee  was  appointed  of  Messes.  Stovall,  Whittle  and 
Boisseau. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  house  a  communication  from  William 
Smith,  Esq.  governor  of  the,  commonwealth,  which  was  read  as  fol- 
lows :  * 

Executive  Department,  Pecember  4tb,  1848. 
To  the  Speaker  qf  the  House. of  Delegates. 

Sir, — 'Having  been  officially  notified  t)iat  the  house  of  delegates  is 
now  in  session  and  ready  to  receive  the  communication  required  by 
the  constitution,  I  herewith  transmit  it  to  you  to  be  laid  before  that 
body.

Gentlemen, 

• 
In  my  last  annual  message  I  inforined  you  that  the 
balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  .30th  of  September  1847,  amiable  for 
the  uses  of  the  then  existing  fiseal  year,  was  $  127,114  02,  and  that 
there  would  be  probably  in  the  treasury  on  the  first  day  of  October 
1848,  the  sum  of  $  145,000;  but,  as  will  be -seen  from  the  treasurer's 
report,  the  actual  balance  is  only  $104,251  37.  This  apparent  defi- 
ciency, however,  does  not  actually  exist,  there  beijig  in  the  hands  Qf 
the  various  state  agencies  connected  with  our  internal  improvements 
about  $  30,000 ;  while  the  payments  from  the  treasury  to  roads  autho- 
rized by  the  last  assembly  are  larger  than  in  the  year  preceding.  In 
fact  our  state  is  steadily  improving  in  population  and  wealth,  our  reve- 
nue havjn^  been  increased  about  five  per  cent,  within  the  past  year, 
not  by  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  taxation,  but  by  an  increfise  in  the 
number  of  subjects  upon  which  it  has  been  assessed.  I  herewith  com*- 
municate  a  table  prepared  in  the  first  auditor's  office,  illustrating  this 
pleasant  and  agreeable  fact,  in  which  the  number  of  almost  every  sub- 
ject of  taxation,  and  the  amounts  collected  on  each,  for  the  three  last 
years  will  appear.  [See  table  A.]  In  further  illustration  of  these  con- 
clusions, I  herewith  communicate  the  first  auditor's  annual  report,  to- 
gether with  a  tabular  statement  of  population,  &c. ;  and  also  the  trea^ 
surer 's  annual  reporti 

This  condifion  of  our  revenue,  highly  gratifying  as  it  must.be  to 
every  Virginian,  will  not  enable  us,  without  some  new  provisions  of 
law,  to  meet  the  hei^vy  liabilities  which  have  been  authorized  by  the 
general  assembly  at  their  two  last  sessions.  The  general  assembly, 
at  its  session  of  1846-7,  authorized  liabilities  to  the  amount  of 
#2,887,800;  of  which,  up  to  the  first  day  of  October  last,  |  849,453 
69  cents  was  paid.  Of  the  remainder,  it  is  highly  probable  that  about 
$261,600  will  not  be  required;  $ 744,000  of  the  loan  to  tlie  James 
river  company  is  provided  for;  leaving  $  1,032,766  41  of  those  appro- 
priations for  which  provision  must  be  made  at  an  early  day.  At  jour 
last  session  various  acts  were  passed  authorizing  liabilities  to  the 
amount  of  $  1,908,830.  Of  this,  about  $  140.000  has  been  paid,  and 
upwards  of -$400,000  will  certainly  1)e  required.  Of  the  residue, 
amounting  to  about  $  1,300,000,  it  is  highly  probable  nothing  will  be 
called  for  except  the  appropriations  to  the  New  Shenandoah  company, 
and  the  Alexandria  and  Orange  railroad  company,  two  improvements 
of  great  importance  to  the  country  through  which  they  pass,  and  to 
one  of  our  principal  towns.  So  that  the  almost  certain  demands  upon 
the  treasury,  under  the  various  laws  of  your  two  last  sessions,  will 
amount  to  not  less  than  $  2,000,000,  exclusive  of  the  lodn  to  the  James 
river  and  Kanawha  company ;  of  which  large  sum  about  $  1,500,000 
will  be  required  in  the  years  1849  and  1850. 

How  is  this  very  considerable  amount  to  be  obtained?  The  law 
DOW  directs  it  to  be  raised  by  loans;  but  I  am  satisfied  that  we  cannot 
rely  upon  that  means  alone,  punctually  to  meet  our  engagements.     It 
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u  to  be  remembered  that  state  bonds,  to' the  amonnt  of  about  ^800,000, 
have  been  sold  in  this  market  during  the  two  years  preceding  the  1st 
day  of  October  last ;  that  the  James  river  and  Kanawha,  and  other 
companies,  now  hold  for  sale,  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $228,000;  and 
that  the  James  river  and  Kanawha  company  have  now  a  right  to  de« 
mand,  and  will  ha^e  at  different  periods  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January  1849,  state  bonds  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  $  744,000 ;  all 
of  which  will  seek  a  market.  In  the  face  of  this  early  demand  upon 
the  snrplus  capflal  of  our  citizens  by  companies  actively  engaged  in 
prosecnting  their  works,  can  it  be  prudent  to  rely  upon  loans  onfy  to 
iroel  our  state  engagements?  To  do  so,  and  actively  press  the  sale  of 
our  state  bonds,  might  not  only  impair  our  unsullied  credit,  but  seri- 
ously injure  companies  wo  have  undertaken  to  aid.  Much  the  larger 
portion  of  our  state  bonds  is  held  by  our  own  citizens,  and  nearly  all 
the  recent  investments  therein  have  been  made  by  them ;  and  it  is  of 
great  importance  to  our  prosperity  that  this  policy  should  be  encou- 
raged, ivhich  in  no  way  can  be  so  effectually  done  as  by  keeping  the 
sepply  short  of  the  demand;  thus  giving  an  assurance  to  those, who 
invest  in  our  stock,  that  it  will  not  depreciate.  I  do  not  think  that  we 
can  safely  rely  upon  loans  for  more  than  $  400,000  per  annum — ^the 
treasury  can  spare,  for  the  uses  of  the  next  year,  abont  $200,000,  and 
I  can  see  no  other  resource  but  taxation,  or  the  sale  of  bank  stock, 
when  it  can  be  made  at  par,  for  the  residue,  amounting  to  about 
$  150,000.  Our  bank  stocks  are  now  in  ^ne  credit,  and  producing 
handsome  dividends ;  and  I  deem  ii  indispensable  to  the  proper  sup- 
port of  our  state  credit,  that  the  second  auditor  should  be  clothed  with 
the  power  of  disposing  of  them,  when  necessary,  to  meet  any  public 
exigency.  If  the  companies  in  which  the  state  has  embarked,  and  the 
works  that  she  has  undertaken  on  hqr  own'^count,  proceed  with  the 
spirit  with  which  they  have  commenced,  I  am  confident  that  $1,500,000 
is  the  least  sum  that  will  suffice  to^meet  the  public  engagements  up  to 
the  end  of  the  year  1850.  And  to  prevent  an  enlargement  of  this 
sum,  yon  will  have  to  pass  an  hot  similar  to  the  one  passed  on  the  17th 
of  March  1840,  entitled  ^'an  act  directing  the  suspension  o(  surveys 
and  subscriptions  en  the  part  of  the  state;"  which  I  earnestly  recom*- 
mend. 

In  my  former  annual  communications,  I  presentedio  the  general  as- 
sembly the  importance  of  digesting  a  system  of  internal  improvements 
which  should  be  confined  to  two  great  railroads, — the  indispensable 
necessity  of  deferring  all  secondary  works  until  those  should  be  com- 
pleted— the  certainty  when  that  period  arrived  of  realizing  an  income 
snffictent  rapidly  to  oomplete  every  work  in  which  private  capital 
would  engage — and  I  appealed  to  the  pride,  patriotism  and  wisdom  of 
your  predecessors  for  the  adoption  of  this  policy,  but  I  appealed  in  vain. 
County  roads,  sectional  schemes,  improvements  that  properiy  belonged 
to  the  past  or  the  future,  found  favour  with  the  general  assembly, 
thereby  absorbing  to  a  great  extent  the  resources  of  the  state,  without 
contributing  essentially  to  her  improvement,  or  advancing  in  but  slight 
degree,  if  at  all,  to  the  completion  of  the  great  works  indispensable  to 
the  attainment  of  that  high  destiny  to  which  she  is  properly  entitled. 
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It  hacrloDg  been  a  cherished  object  with  rae,  to  extend  the  Louisa 
railroad  to  tl^  Ohio  river,  and,  as  for  as  practicable,  in  a  northwesterly 
direction.  When  in  the  senate  I  pressed  this  policy,  which  also  re- 
ceived the  sanction  of  the  general  assembly.  The  president  of  this 
company,  when  a  member  of  the  senate,  and  in  his  present  official 
character,  also  actively  cooperated  in  securing  the  success  of  this  policy. 
I  shall  ever  regret,  as  a  great  public  calamity,  that  this  gentleman  and 
the  private  stockholders  of  this  company'should  have  changed  their 
views,  and  against  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  public  works,  should 
have  turned  their  road  in  a  different  direction,  under  the  authority  of 
an  act  which  it  is  positively  certain,  wo\ild  never  have  been  passed,  had 
the  construction  that  was  put  upon  it,  been  anticipated. 

At  your  last  session  an  act  was  passed  providing  for  the  extension  of 
this  road  on  the  route  originally  designed,  and  authorizing  ti  subscrip- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  state.  But  the  wish  of  the  state,  as  indicated 
by  said  act,  and  the  vote  of  the  state  proxy  representing  a  majority  of 
the  stock,  aided  by  a  portion  of  the  private  stock,  in  consequence  of 
the  scale  of  voting  now  adopted  by  law,  w?s  overruled  by  a  minority 
of  the  stock  in  sstid  company,  and  the  act  rejected ;  thus  under  the  in- 
fluence of  private  interests,  defeating  a  long  cherished  and  most  im*- 
portant  public  policy.  Are  you  prepared,  gentlemen,  to  permit. this 
important  measure  to  be  defeated?  Are  you  willing  to  abandon,  to 
foster  and  enrich  an  adjoining  state,  one  fourth  of  our  own  ?  Or  will 
you  not  persevere  with  this  improvement,  until  it  shall  reach  the  shores  . 
of  the  Ohio,  and  make  a  noble  unity  of  our  beloved  commonwealth  ? 

The  Louisa  railroad  will,  when  eompletcd  in  the  direction  it  baa 
tdken,  to  the  extent  of  its  present  means,  destroy  two  improvements  as 
dividend-paying  subjects,  which  now  handsomely  c<:>ntribute  to  the 
treasury ;  and  if  extended  westwardly,  as  is  contemplated  by  its  mana- 
gers, will  invade  the  chartered  rights  of  the  James  river  and  Kanawha 
company,  and  render  hopelessly  unproductive  our  immense  interests  in 
that  company,  amounting  to  $6,603,229  69,  and  that,  too,  without  se- 
curing any  local  advantages  which  would  not  have  been  realized  to  equal 
extent  upon  the  abandoned  route.  This  company  is  also  actively  making 
arrangements  for  the  extension  of  their  road  to  this  city,  substantially 
parallel  to  the  one  now  in  operation,  and  which  is  paying  a  dividend  of  7 
per  cent,  to  the  state.-  It  is  manifest  that  if  this  scheme  is  carried  out 
it  must  affect  injuriously  the  income  of  the  Richmond  and  Potomac 
railroad  company,  in  which  theetate  is  interested  as  a  stockholder  to 
the  amount  of  $275,200;  a  consequence  which  the  state  ought  not  to 
encourage.  Are  private  interests  in  our  public  works  not  entitled  to 
protection  ?  Are  our  own,  inimense  as  they  are,  not  worth  presefva^ 
tion  ?  Every  citizen  is  deeply  interested  in  these  questions,  and  in 
giving  success  to  the  works  in.  which  we  engage.  S^icCess  will  effec* 
tnally  prevent  an  increase  of  public  burdens,  and  success  will  give  to 
the  system  of  internal  improvements  an  argument  in  favour  of  its  ex- 
tension, which  no  probable  combination  of  circinnstances  can  resist. 

Had  the  Lontsa  company  adhered  to  its  original  route  it  would  not 
have  provoked  a  single  enmity,  nor  interfered  with  an  important  pubtio 
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iDterest.  It  woold  have  qt]ietl7  wended  its  iTHy,  every  dtepof  its  pro- 
gress marked  by  benefits;  and  when  it  should  have  accomplished  its 
high  destiny  in  the  completion  of  this  noble  enterprise,  its  patrons  and 
managers  might  justly  haye  claimed  to  be  regarded  as  public  benefac* 
tors.  Nor  is  there  any  thing  ia  the  topography  of  this  route  to  justify 
its  abandonment.  Although  criticised  for  the  expression  of  this  opi- 
nion in  my  former  messages,  I  repeat  it  "with  increased  confidence. 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohib  railroad  is  prosecuting  its  surveys  through  a 
eountry  equally  rugged,  "and  has  already  ascertained  that  a  grade  can 
be  obtained,  no  where  exceeding  seventy^nine  and  a  half  feet  to  ths 
mile;  and  it^  gifted  engineer,  Mr.  Latrobe,  by  the  following  extract 
from  a  letter  recently  written  by  him,  prefers,  under  the  circumstances, 
and  will  probably  adopt,,  a  grade  of  one  hundred  add  sixteen  feet  to 
the  mile.  **  Yoo  are  aware,"  he  says,  ^^  that  the  subject  of  grades  is  a 
mooted  one,  and  some  engineers  are  bolder  in  their  views  than  others. 
The  highest  grade  heretofore  used  upon  any  leading -line  of  road  is 
about  84  feet  per  mile.  But  this  is  certainly  much  within  the  capacity  ' 
of  the  locomotive  as  now  improved,  and  in  crossing  the  Alleghany 
west  of  Cumberland;  I  thinl  it  more  than  probable  that  a  grade  of  up- 
wards of  100  feel — say  116  feet— may  te  adopted.  The  line  will  be 
80  mach  shortened  and  cheapened  by  it,  that  I  feel  sdre  it  will  more 
than  pay  for  any  additional  expense  and  risk  of  working  such  a  grade. 
Above  Cumberland,  on  one  of  the  coal  railroads,  we  have  a  grade  of 
135  feet  per  mile  safely  worked,  with  the  heaviest  trains,  by  engines 
of  23  tons.  I  think  the  locomotive  will  be  Mill  further  improved  for 
operating  on  high  grades,  so  that  I  entertain  no  doubt  whatever^of  the 
entire  feasibility  of  the  grade  above  mentioned,-(116  feet,)  on  a  line  of 
general  business."  I  have  therefore  again,  with  profound  solicitude, 
to  recommend  this  subject' to  your  favoiKable  attemioU. 

In  a  former  message,  I  pointed  out,  with  all  the  power  of  which  I 
was  capable,  the  destructive  efiects  of  railroad  competition.  I  stated 
the  wide  ruin  which  had  been  wrought  by  it  in  England,  and  the  re- 
medy that  had  been  adopted  to  arrest  it.  I  called  attention  to  our  own 
experience,  particularly  that  which  was  furnished  by  the  struggle  be- 
tween the  late  Portsmouth  iand  Roanoke  railroad  and  the  Petersburg 
and  Roanoke  railroad,  which  resulted  in  the  destruction  of  the  former, 
while  the  latter  barely  escaped  a- similar  fate,  but  which  being  now  re- 
lieved from  the  struggle,  is  eminently  prosperous.  Competition  for  the 
mighty  trade  of  the  west  is  fully  justifiable,  and  is  a  high  and  solemil 
duty  in  which  we'  cannot  fail  of  success.  But  competition  among 
ourselves  for  the  limited  supplies  of  our  own  exhausted  fields  by  the 
construction  of  rival  works,  cannot  be  vindicated  by  practical  wisdom, 
and  will,  I  trust,  henceforth  receive  no  favour  from  the  general  as- 
sembly. *  ' 

I  have  dwelt  longer  upon  this  subject  than  I  would  have  done,  but 
for  my  conviction  that  the  fate  of  internal  improvements  in  Virginia  is 
involved  in  it.  Capitalists  will  not  risk  their  money  amid  tbe-^var  of 
rival  routes,  and  the  people  will  uot  bear  burdens,  contnmally  increas- 
ing, without  some  prospect  inthe  distance  of  prosperity  and  relief. 
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t/ly  views  ia  relation  to  the  chsuract^r  of  the  iniprovement,  and  the 
point  »t  which  it  should  commence  between  James,  river  and  4he  Tea- 
nessee  Hne,  have  been  heretofbre  so  fully  expressed  that  it  may  be  con- 
sidered presonipkioas  to  urge  them  again  upon  your  attention^  especi- 
ally tis  a  different  improvement  was  adopted  and\is  now  in  progress  of 
construction.  But  1  am  iso  fully  satisfied  that  a  turnj^ike  can  answer 
no  important  public  end,  that  I  hope  to  be  ezct^sed  fdr  recommending 
that  die  further  t)rosecution  of  this  work  south  of  Salem  be  aban- 
doned, atnl  the  money  appropriated  for  it  be  applied  iii  aid-of  the 
Lynchburg  and  Tennessee  railroad,  in  which  I  hope  to  see  the  state 
become  a  leading  partner.  By  ihis  means  the  true  policy  of  the  state, 
according  to  the  views  t  have  heretofore  expressed  and  still  entertain, 
can  be  substantially  accomplished,  and  the  great  advantages  I- have 
formerly  depicted,  and- so  anxiously  covet  for  our  state,  be  secured.  I 
understand  that  a  railroad  from  the  Hiwassee  to'Enoxville  in  Tennes- 
-see,  has  been  recently  put  under  contract,  artd  our  enterprising  sister 
will  be  on  our  borders  ready  to  greet  us  before  we  can  be  prepared, 
with  our  utmost  diligence,  to  give  her  an  appropriate  welcome.  It  is 
wonderful,  that  in  this  enlightened  day,  with  9tores  of  experience 
around  us,  we  should  have  attempted  to  develope:an  important  section 
of  our  state  and  connect  distant  and  inland  points  with  a  turnpike !  I 
doubt  if  there  is  in  the  world  a  similar  work  under  opnstruction  for  si- 
milar purposes.  - 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  public  works,  with  the  exception  of 
the  governor,  being  annually  elected,  and  looking  exclusively  to  their 
oflSces'for  employment  and  support,  give  as  strong  assurance  of  fidelity 
to  their  trusts  as  can,  be  expected  from  any  human  agent.  Entirely 
disconnected  with  all  private  pursuits — ^brought  into  daily  contact  with 
the  people  in  the  performance  of  their  public  duties,  and  with  ample 
opportunity  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowJedge  of  the  public  improve- 
ments, it  is.difficult  to  conceive  an  agent  more  likely  to  perform  bis 
duty  in  a  pure  and  elevated  spirit,  or  one  in  whom  the  legislature  can 
more  implicitly  rely.  But  the  duties  ef  the  board  are  daily -increa^* 
ing  in  delicacy  und  importance,  and  ought  to  be  defined  with  clear- 
ness and  precision.  This  is  particularly  necessary,  not  only  to  release 
the  board  from  anxiety,  but  to  protect  the  public  interests,  which  have 
been  seriously  compromitted  in  my  judgment;  but  for  the  particulars 
of  which,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  public  works. 

The  Board  of  public  works  being  the  agent  of  the  state,  to  execute 
her  will  as  expressed  by  the  ge^ieral  assembly,  ought  not  to  be  con- 
trolled, except  by  thstt  body,  to  which  all  exceptions  to  the  decisions 
of  the  board  can  be  properly  referred.  I  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  such  a  law  as  will  exempt  the  Board  of  public  works  from 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  cxc(^t  as  to  money  demands, 

I  deem  it  indispensable  to  the  public  service  that  the  Board  of  pnb- 
lie  works  should  have  the  constant  aid  of  an  experienced  engineer  of 
high  and  well  established  character.  True  economy,  and  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  state,  in  our  internal  improvements,  will  he  promoted 
by  it.     Such  au  officer  wc^uld  also  be  able,  with  but  little  expense  to 
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the  state,  to  HMke  a  atate  map,  crirically  accurate  ia  all  its  greal  essen- 
tials, ia  which  our  preseut  maps  fire  ascertained  to  be  lamentably  defi- 
cient. 

I  also  recommend  that  nccdrnpany  shall  bereafte%organize,  whose 
act  of  incorporation  provides  for  a  subscription  by  the  state,  until  such 
sabscriptioo  shall  have  been  obtained.  Such  may  fairly  be^  inferred  to 
have  been  the  intention  of  the  legislature  in  the  act  incorporating  the 
Richmond  and  Danville  railroad  company.  But  that  company  having 
secured  its  charter,  proceeded  to  the  appointment  of  its  officers,  and 
when  it  received  the  state  subscription  of  three  fifths,  refused  tp  recog- 
nize the  state  officers  who  had  been  s^ppointed  to  represent  and  protect 
it;  and,  although  a  minority  of  the  stock  actually  subscribed,  assumed 
npon  itself  to  determine  the  eastern  terminus  and  Location  of  their 
road,  and  to  put  about  two  thirds  of  it  under  contract.  Thns  taking 
all  the  real  and  fundamental  measures  in  such  improvements,  not  only 
without  the  concurrence  of  the  state,  but  actually  refusing  to  permit 
her  to  advise  about  them.  Certainly,  the  law  ought  to  be  so  plainly 
expressed  as  to  preclude  hereafter,  the  possibility  of  a  similar  occur- 
rence. 

.  The  scale  of  voting  in  our  internal  improvement  companies  is,  it 
seems  to  me,  unjust,  and  ought  to  be  repealed.  As.  the  law  now 
stands,  the  man  who  ojrns  one  hundred  shares  of  stock  is  entitled  to 
but  nineteen  votes,  and  one  hundred  men  owning  a  i^hare  each  are  en-, 
titled  to  one  hundred  votes.  In  the  one^case  ihe  owner  of  the  one 
hoodred  shares  has  a  sufficient  interest  to  secure  his  attention  to  the 
affairs  of  his  company,  but  in  the  other,  the  one  hundred  men  possess- 
ing each  an  interest  too  inconsiderable  to  repay  the  trouble  of  atten- 
tion, make  a  proxy  of  some  iiiterested  person ;  and  thus  practically  ends 
their  interest  in  the  affairs  of  their  company.  Can  such  a  state  of 
things  be  right  or  politic  ?    I  a^k  attention  to  the  following  statement :

Comment  on  this  distribution  of  power,  is  useless.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  interests  of  the  state  are  at  the  pleasure  of  private  interests, 
which,  being  wrong  in  itself,  will,  I  hope,  be  corrected  in  every  in- 
stance, at  the  first  practicable  moment. 
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To  preveixt  some  of  the  evils  to  which  I  have. above  ad^ttod^  it 
should  be  provided  by  law,  that  no  officer  of  a  company  should  act  as 
proxy.  This  policy  has  already  been  adopted  in  relation  to  oor  banks, 
and  it  is  equally^portant  in  regard  to- our  internal  improvement  com- 
panies.  .  ^  .  * 

I  deem  it  a  matter  of  great  consequence  to  the  public  interests,  that 
the  state  should  own  the  three  railroads  between  the  Roanoke  and  the 
Potomacl  The  heavy  expend  of  three  several  adminietrationSf^  and 
the,  want  of  harmony.ahd  conibination  between  them,  affect  very  in- 
juriously, the  incontes^of  their  respective  roads.  Were  these  roads  ua- 
der.one  administration,  a  great  saving  of  annual  expense  would  be  ef- 
fected ;  and  moving  with  one  will,  every  exigency  could  be  met  with 
tact  and  vigoui^,  and  the  travel  retained,  in  spite  of  all  opposition. 
Were  the  Board  of  public  wojrks  authorized  to  enter  the  market  and 
purchase  at  their  discretion,  it  is  believed  they  ceuld,  on  very  favoura- 
ble terms,  soon  obtain  the  entire  control  of  these  companies. 

It  is  indispensable  that  something  should  be  done^and  that  speedily, 
for  the  extrication  of  Clie  Richmond  and  Petersburg  railroad,  from  its 
embarrassments.  The  proposition  made  in  it«  report,  is  clearly,  inad- 
.  missible ;  and  if  the  road  should  not  be  purchased  by  (he  state,  the 
only  measure  I  can  sliggest>  is  to  provide  by  taw  ibr  its  junction  with 
the  RichnK>nd,  Fredericksburg  and  Pptomac  railroad  company,  and  an 
amalgamation  of  their  stock,,  upon  terms  that,  I  think,  can  be  made 
satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  I  regard  the  junction  of  these  two  roads 
as  of  great  importance  to  their  prosperRy,  and  I  am  persuaded  that  the 
City  of  Richmond  would  grant  the  necessary  privilege,  if  the  legisla- 
ture should  request  it. 

I  herewith  communicate  the  ammal  report  of. the  Jajnes  river  ami 
Kauawba  company. 

In  my  former- annual  messages,  I  recommenced  that  it  be  provided* 
by  law,  that  the  supreme  court  of  appeals  shodd*  pronounce  no  final 
jiKlgment  or  decre?  -in  axause,  expept  when  three  of  the  five  judges 
concurred  therein.  I  am  still  of  the  same  opinion,  and  respectfiilly 
renew  this  recdmmcndation.  I  cannot  think  it  politic  or  just  to  settle 
the  rights  of  property^  except  by  adjudications  which  settle  the  law 
of  the  land..  I,  however,  need  not  repeat  the  reasons  with  which  I 
undertook  to  enfonce  my  recommendations,  as  they  are  to  be  found  in 
my  former  communications,  to  which  I  respectfully  refer  you. 

In  the  first  message  I  had  Hie  honour  to  submit  to  the  general  as- 
sembly, I  used  the  following  language  : 

<<  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  circuit  superior  courts  of  law  and 
chancery,  would  be  more  acceptable  to  the  people,  if  the  jtidgesthereof 
were  required  to  hold  the  courts  of  the<tifierent  circuits  in  some  pve- 
scribed  rotation.  Judges  are  men,  with  many,  of  their  passions  and  in-- 
firmities.  Few  pass  through  life  without  enmities,  fi3W  without 
friendships,  and  fewer  still  can  r^ise  superior  to  the.  influence  of  these 
relations.  It  is  so  natiural  to  favottr  our  friends  and  to  iojure  one  to- 
wards whom  we  feel  antipathy,  that  a  judge  may  unconsciously  to 
himself,  allow  Ms  footings  to  warp  his  judgment,  and  infiict  thereby  a 
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great,  and  it  may  be,  a  fatal  injury.  Nor,  is  this  all ;  riding  his  circuit 
for  years,  he  is  apt  to  share  the  feelings  of  his  friends,  and  feel  the  ex- 
citement of  every  feud  therein.  It  is  difficult  for  any  one,  however 
eminent,  under  such  circumstances,  to  hold  the.scal§sof  justice  in  fair 
and  equal  poise,  and  it  is  more  difficult  to  satisfy  his  suitors  that  he 
has  done  so.  To  do  justice  is  the  first  duty  ;  the  second  is  to  satisfy 
those  interested,  that  justice  has  been  done  to  them.  This  can  rarely 
be  attained  by  a  judge  who  has  grown  up  among  those  over  whom  he 
presides,  sharing  with  them,  as  he  necessarily  must,  those  various  af- 
fections which  pervade  all  communities.  Justice  should  not  only  be 
pure,  but  unsuspected. 

''  The  system  would  be  productive  of  great  advantage  and  conve- 
nience, in  suits  in  which  the  judge  was  concerned  before  his  election, 
in  which  he  is  a  suitor,  in  which  he  is  related  to  either  party,  and  in 
which  the  suitor  is  his  open  enemy.  Such  suits  are  usually  sent  to 
another  jurisdiction,  to  the  great  annoyance  and  heavy  expense  of  the 
parties  therein.  But  the  necessity  of  a  change  of  venue  would  not 
exist  under  the  rotary  system." 

I  ask,  gentlemen,  if  you  do  not  know,  or  have  not  heard,  that  many 
of  these  evils  extensively  prevail  ?  And  if  so,  may  I  not  hope  that 
you  will  provide  by  law  for  their  removal.  These  evHs,  at  least  some 
of  them,  have  not  for  the  first  time  occupied  the  attention  of  the  pub- 
lic authorities.  As  far  back  as  the  reign  of  Edward  111.,  five  hundred 
and  nineteen  years  ago,  a  statute  was  passed,  followed  by  two  others, 
in  the  reigns  of  Richard  II.  and  Henry  YIIL,  the  purport  of  which  is 
thus  described  in  the  third  book  of  Blackstone's  Commentaries :  '*  The 
prudent  jealousy  of  our  ancestors,  ordained  that  no  man  of  law  should 
be  judge  of  assize  in  his  own  county,  wherein  he  was  born  or  doth 
inhabit;"  and  tlie  learned  commentator  proceeds  and  says:  *'Anda 
similar  prohibition  is  found  in  the  civil  law,  which  has  carried  this 
principle  so  far,  that  it  is  equivalent  to  the  crime  of  sacrilege  for  a  man 
to  be  governor  of  the  province  in  which  he  was  born,  or  has  any  civil 
connexion."  And  this  continued  uninterruptedly  the  law  of  England 
for  upwards  of  four  hundred  years,  until  the  twelfth  year  of  the  reign 
of  George  II.,  when  it  was  modified.  Blackstone  says,  4th  book : 
"But  that  local  partiality  which  the  jealousy  of  our  ancestors  was 
careful  to  prevent,  being  judged  less  likely  to  operate  in  the  trial  of 
crimes  and  misdemeanors,  than  in  matters  of  property  and  disputes 
between  party  and  party,  it  was  thought  proper  by  the  statute,  12  Geo. 
II.,  c.  27,  to  allow  auy  man  to  be  a  justice  of  oyer  and  tetminer^  and 
general  gaol  delivery,  within  any  county  of  England." 

It  is  the  principle  of  those  venerable  statutes  of  our  ancestors  that 
I  desire  to  see  engrafted  into  our  law.  And  fully  convinced  that  it  is 
indispensable  to  the  unsuspected  administration  of  justice,  at  least, 
that  it  should  be  done,  I,  for  the  third  time,  present  this  interesting 
subject  to  the  attention  of  the  general  assembly.  Were  four  circuits 
nnited  into  one  district,  and  the  judges  thereof  required  to  follow  each 
other  in  succession  through  the  several  circuits,  the  evils  of  which  I 
have  spoken  would  be  obviated.  The  inconveniences,  if  any,  which 
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wonld  grow  out  of  the  system,  would  be  unimportant,  and  would  be 
greatly  overbalanced  by  the  advantages  to  be  obtained. 

I  herewith  communicate  the  resignation  of  Judge  Edwin  S.  Duncan, 
and  inform  you  that  I  have  appointed  George  H.  Lee,  Esq.  of  Harrison, 
an  accomplished  lawyer,  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created.  I  regret  to 
have  to  inform  you  of  the  death  of  that  amiable,  upright  and  learned 
lawyer.  Judge  James  H.  Gholson.  I  have  appointed  that  well-known 
and  experienced  lawyer,  John  W.  Nash,  Esq.  of  Powhatan,  to  succeed 
him. 

I  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  county  courts  and  the 
justices  thereof.  It  is  not  to  be  disguised,  that  this  important  tribunal 
has  suffered  of  late  years  in  the  public  estimation,  and  that  its  reform 
is  essential  to  its  utility.  This  reform  is  entirely  practicable,  and  the 
right  to  make  it  clearly  within  the  scope  of  your  constitutional  powers. 

The  right  which  the  members  of  this  court  possess  of  appointing 
their  successors;  was  unknown  to  our  English  ancestry,  and  is  trace- 
able to  our  early  colonial  legislation.  It  is  a  power  liable  to  great  abuse, 
and  is  frequently  exerted  to  establish  or  continue  family  and  party  in- 
fluence, to  the  prejudice  of  the  best  interests  of  the  people.  Although 
this  power  is  created  by  the  constitution,  and  cannot  therefore  be  an- 
nulled, yet  it  nray,  undoubtedly,  be  so  regulated  by  law,  as  to  prevent 
much  of  the  abuse  to  which  it  is  now  liable. 

But  our  laws  have  also  increased  the  objectionable  powers  of  this 
court.  By  the  revised  act  of  January  11,  1819,  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
the  county  court  to  nominate  to  the  governor  three  of  their  own  body, 
one  of  whom  to  be  commissioned  '*  to  execute  the  office  of  sheriff  in 
such  county."  By  the  act  of  March  6,  1819,  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
the  county  courts  to  appoint  commissioners  of  the  revenue;  and  the 
practice  is,  in  some  sections  of  the  state,  to  confer  this  appointment  in 
annual  succession  upon  members  of  their  own  body.  An  act  was 
passed  on  the  24th  day  of  February  1841  to  arrest  this  mischievous 

Eractice,  but  it  is  practically  defeated  by  the  appointment  of  some  mera- 
er  of  the  family  of  the  justice,  who  by  rotation  would  have  received 
it  but  for  the  provisions  of  this  law.  This  court  exercises  over  each 
of  these  officers,  in  some  respects,  an  official  supervision,  and  may  be 
called  upon  to  act  against  both  judicially.  Can  it  be  expected  that  it 
will  firmly  and  impartially  administer  justice  against  officers  with 
whom  the  members  of  the  court  must  necessarily,  and  it  may  be  in  a 
short  time,  change  places?  The  most  upright  men,  unconsciously  to 
themselves,  may  be  affected  in  their  opinions  by  the  unseen  sympathies 
which  will  assuredly  arise  from  such  relations.  By  act  passed  April  2, 
1831,  it  is  provided  that  this  court  shall  appoint  commissioners  of  elec- 
tion for  their  county :  practically,  this  is  an  important  political  power, 
and  is  exerted  almost  invariably  for  the  advancement  of  party  ends, 
and  tends  necessarily  to  impair  their  character  for  justice  and  impar- 
tiality in  the  mind  of  a  large  portion  of  the  people. 

In  this  brief  review  of  some  of  the  powers  of  this  important  court, 
you  cannot  fail  to  see  that  no  other  similar  tribunal  has  ever  been  en- 
trusted with  such  a  mass  of  delicate  and  important  powers,  so  well  cal- 
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colated  to  impair  its  just  value  as  a  coart  of  justice ;  and  I  therefore 
hope  that  you  will  concur  with  me  in  the  necessity  of  its  reformation. 

In  aid  of  this  design,  I  respectfully  suggest  the  passage  of  a  law, 
providing  that  the  several  counties  of  the  state  shall  be  divided  into 
districts,  each  containing  from  one  to  two  thousand  inhabitants ;  that 
a  justice  of  the  peace  bo  appointed  for  each  district,  who  shall  reside 
therein  ;  that  the  justice  of  such  district  shall  hold  therefor,  at  some 
central  point,  a  monthly  court;  that  three  justices  shall  be  competent 
to  form  the  county  court ;  that  the  justices  shall  be  required  to  hold 
the  county  court  in  a  prescribed  rotation  ;  that  all  future  nominations 
by  the  court  shall  be  to  fill  vacancies  as  they  occur ;  that  the  justices 
shall  be  incapable  of  holding  the  shrievalty;  that  they  shall  each  re- 
ceive one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  their  services  per  yecur,  payable 
out  of  the  county  levy ;  that  they  shall  farm  out  the  shrievalty,  the 
proceeds  of  which  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  county  revenue ;  that 
each  justice  in  his  district,  which  shall  be  an  election  precinct,  shall  be 
ex  officio  sole  commissioner  of  election  therein ;  and.  that  the  county 
coort  shall  appoint  a  constable  for  each  district,  who  shall  within  such 
bounds  ex  officio  perform  the  present  election  duties  of  the  sheriff,  and 
the  duties  also  of  the  commissioner  of  the  revenue.  By  this  system 
the  justice  and  his  constable,  the  officers  conducting  all  elections, 
would  necessarily  know  every  person  within  their  district,  and  conse- 
quently could  protect  the  ballot  box  against  fraud ;  particularly  if  each 
voter  were  required  to  vote  in  the  district  in  which  he  possessed  the 
right  of  suffrage.  By  it,  no  subject  of  taxation  could  escape  the  eye 
of  the  commissioner,  and  our  income  would  be  increased  ;  and,  lastly, 
by  it  the  county  court  would  be  stripped  of  those  powers  which  affect 
its  impartiality  and  shake  it  in  the  public  confidence. 

Nor  is  there  any  difficulty  in  the  way  of  carrying  out  this  important 
reform  in  the  tenure  by  which  the  justices  hold  their  office.  A  reie- 
rence  to  the  common  law,  to  our  colonial  legislation,  and  to  the  first 
section  of  the  fifth  article  of  our  constitution,  will  satisfy,  I  am  per- 
suaded, every  person  that  our  justices  hold  their  offices  at  will.  But  I 
apprehend  no  difficulty  from  this  question.  I  entertain  too  high  an 
opinion  of  the  patriotism  of  our  justices  to  believe  that  they  will  in- 
terfere to  arrest  reforms  demanded  by  the  best  interest  of  the  country. 
Besides,  some  of  those  now  in  commission  will  no  doubt  be  selected 
for  the  important  duties  contemplated  in  these  suggestions,  thus  provi- 
ding, it  is  highly  probable,  for  all  those  who  have  been  distinguished 
for  long  and  unrequited  service. 

These  county  districts  might  also  be  adopted  as  school  districts,  and 
the  bounds  of  one  or  more  militia  companies,  creating  a  coropreheor 
sive  and  harmonious  system,  providing  for  the  interests  and  securing 
the  convenience  of  the  people  in  an  unusual  degree.  In  fact,  this 
scheme  of  districts  is,  in  principle,  nothing  but  the  township  system  of 
many  of  our  sister  states ;  nothing  but  the  ward  system  of  the  illustri- 
ous Jefferson ;  nothing  but  the  hundred  system  of  the  great  Alfred. 
It  is  a  system  sanctioned  and  approved  by  ancient  and  modem  expe- 
rience; which  lean  with  great  confidence  recommend  to  your  favour- 
able consideration. 
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NothiDg  is  more  necessary  to  the  administration  of  justice  by  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  than  a  book  of  forms  adapted  to  the  existing  con- 
dition of  our  civil  and  criminal  law.  The  want  of  such  a  book  is  ex- 
tensively and  seriously  felt,  and  will,  I  hope,  receive  your  early  at- 
tention. 

The  law  of  bail,  as  it  now  stands,  is  frequently  productive  of  great 
oppression.  It  gives  one  who  holds  the  obligation  of  another.  Whether 
due  or  not,  the  power,  by  his  own  will,  to  hold  the  presumptive  debtor 
to  bail,  and  to  imprison  him  if  unable  to  give  it.  It  is  a  power  incon- 
sistent with  the  humane  and  enlightened  spirit  of  the  age,  derogatory 
of  the  rights  of  personal  liberty,  and  wholly  unnecessary  to  the  ends 
of  justice.  I  recommend  that  the  law  of  bail,  as  now  applicable  to 
open  accounts,  be  made  general,  superseding  thereby  the  law  as  it  now 
stands  in  relation  to  bonds,  notes,  &c. 

The  state  owns  several  small  pieces  of  real  property,  of  no  public 
use  whatever,  which  are  subject  to  frequent  depredation,  and  are  daily 
diminishing  in  value.  I  advise  the  passage  of  a  law  directing  them 
to  be  sold. 

I  herewith  communicate  the  various  reports  in  relation  to  the  peni- 
tentiary. They  shoulji  receive  the  most  careful  consideration.  The 
penitentiary  agent  paid  into  the  treasury  $10,500  during  the  past  fiscal 
year,  $8000  during  the  year  preceding,  and  $4200  in  the  years  1845 
and  1846.  On  the  first  day  of  October  1845,  the  balance  in  his  hands 
was  $  40,899  39 ;  on  the  first  day  of  October  last,  it  was  only  $31,016 
36  cents;  so  that  nearly  one  moiety  of  the  payments  of  the  last  four 
years,  has  been  at  the  expense  of  capital ,-  and  it  is  obvious,  that  the 
flattering  conclusion  of  the  worthy  agent  is  altogether  fallacious.  The 
report  of  the  superintendent  is  equally  delusive,  as  to  results.  Not- 
withstanding the  annual  investment  in  "  permanent  improvements," 
amounting  in  four  years  to  about  $14,699,  which  are  intended  to  af- 
ford increased  facilities  to  manufacturing  operations ;  notwithstanding 
the  large  capital  employed  in  this  institution  ;  and  notwithstanding  we 
are  habitually  notified,  in  the  annual  reports  of  this  officer,  of  its  in- 
creasing prosperity,  the  fact  is  undeniable,  that  the  penitentiary  is  an 
annual  charge  upon  the  treasury.  Now,  how  and  why  is  this  ?  The 
result  has  always  existed,  under  every  administration.  It  involves  no 
character,  as  far  as  I  am  informed,  and  must,  therefore,  be  a  question 
of  system  or  management,  or  both.  In  this  state  of  things,  I  again 
recommend  that  one  or  more,  or  all,  of  the  shops  be  rented  out.  This 
policy  has  been  adopted  in  many  of  the  states,  with  decided  success, 
and  is  no  experiment.  But  if  this  policy  be  unacceptable,  then  I  ad- 
vise that  no  further  payments  of  any  kind  be  made  at  the  treasury  on 
account  of  this  institution,  but  that  it  be  required  to  pay  all  charges,  of 
every  description,  preserving  at  the  same  time  its  capital  from  diminu- 
tion. Such  a  policy  would,  I  have  no  doubt,  produce  very  valuable 
reforms ;  it  would,  at  least,  protect  the  treasury,  I  am  sure,  from  future 
claims  on  this  account. 

By  the  penitentiary  report,  we  also  learn,  that  on  the  first  day  of 
October  last,  there  were  in  the  penitentiary  119  white,  and  81  negro 
convicts,  the  white  population  contributing  about  16  for  each  100,000 
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persons,  and  the  free  negroes  contributing,  from  similar  numbers  of 
their  own  race,  about  160  persons,  to  the  penitentiary ;  proving  that 
the  free  negro  perpetrates,  at  least  ten  times  as  much  crime  in  propor- 
tion to  numbers  as  the  white  man.  This  statement,  verified  by  our 
legislation,  presents  such  a  picture  of  the  moral  degradation  of  our  free 
negro  population  as  is  well  calculated  to  excite  the  sympathy  of  the 
philanthropist.  Without  meaning  to  enter  into  any  discussion  as  to 
the  moral  and  intellectual  capacity  of  the  negro,  as  to  which  I  have 
heretofore  very  fully  and  distinctly  expressed  my  opinion,  I  ask  how 
it  is  possible,  that  he  can  be  other  than  he  is,  under  the  laws  to  which 
we  subject  him.  Born  in  a  hovel,  the  companion  of  the  slave,  and 
the  tool  of  the  vicious  white  man,  he  naturally  sympathizes  with  the 
degradation  around  him.  By  law,  he  is  forbid  to  intermarry  with  the 
whites,  to  bear  testimony  against  them,  to  learn  to  read  and  write,  to 
preach  the  Word  of  God  to  his  fellows,  to  bear  arms,  and  to  resent  in- 
sults from  a  white  man.  Many  other  laws  of  the  same  character  are 
on  our  statute  book ;  and  in  every  relation,  from  the  cradle*  to  the 
grave,  he  is  never  allowed  to  forget  that  he  is  of  an  inferior  rs^ce.  By 
the  providence  of  God,  such  is  his  destiny ;  and  according  to  natural- 
ists, history,  and  the  experience  of  all  mankind,  he  is  regarded  as  the 
third,  or  an  inferior  species  of  the  race  of  man.  But  not  content  with 
this,  by  all  the  arts  of  legislation,  we  force  him  below  that  position  in 
the  scale  of  humanity,  to  which  he  is  naturally  entitled.  And  is  this 
state  of  things  forever  to  continue  ?  Are  the  promptings  of  benevo- 
lence and  the  pleadings  of  philanthropy  to  be  in  vain  ?  I  am  aware 
that  our  policy,  as  indicated  by  our  laws, cannot  be  relaxed:  the  stern 
necessities  of  our  condition  forbid  it.  But  there  is  a  way  in  which  I 
would  hope  the  condition  of  the  free  negro  might  be  alleviated ;  it  is 
to  deport  him,  to  send  him  beyond  our  limits  into  communities  where 
the  disabilities  which  oppress  him  here  do  not  exist;  where  his  moral 
and  intellectual  qualities  may  be  developed,  and  the  great  problem 
solved  of  his  fitness  and  capacity  for  freedom.  Shall  it  be  done,  gen- 
tlemen ;  or  will  you  still  retain  this  class  among  us  in  a  state  of  hope- 
less, never-ending  degradation.  In  my  former  messages,  I  presented 
this  subject  for  consideration,  and  was  denounced  from  different  quar- 
ters for  the  inhumanity  of  my  proposition.  I  now  repeat  it ;  and  the 
question  is,  who  is  justly  liable  to  this  charge,  he  who  wishes  to  re- 
move the  free  negro  to  other  places  where  he  will  be  freed  from  our 
soul-degrading  legislation,  and  where  he  would  have  a  right  to  learn  to 
stand  up  and  feel  and  say  I  am  a  man — or  he  who  persists  in  retaining 
him  in  our  midst,  subject  to  the  inexorable  legislation  to  which  I  have 
adverted?  This  question  I  leave  with  you,  and  with  the  country, 
without  uneasiness  or  apprehension. 

But  the  objection  to  the  removal  of  our  free  negroes,  upon  the  ground 
of  its  inhumanity,  is  not  well  considered,  in  other  respects.  It  is  im- 
possible that  such  a  population  can  have  strong  local  attachments.  In- 
deed, it  is  a  feeling  very  much  weakened  with  all  classes  of  our  popu- 
lation, from  the  habit  of  emigration,  which  has  long  extensively  pre- 
vailed. Scarcely  a  family  of  the  highest  respectability  and  wealth 
which  has  not  sent  out  one  or  more  of  their  members  to  people  our 
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western  valleys.  Our  slaves,  too,  with  better  habits,  and  with  feelings 
of  a  purer  and  more  domestic  character  than  those  usually  possessed 
by  our  free  negroes,  are  daily  emigrated  to  the  south,  and  that,  fre- 
quently, (from  the  necessities  of  masters,)  withont  regard  to  domestic 
ties.  By  our  law,  if  a  slave  be  freed  he  is  compelled  to  leave  the  state, 
oo  matter  how  strong  may  be  his  attachments,  or  what  ties  may  be 
sundered.  We  are  also  familiar  with  the  policy  of  removing  Indian 
tribes  by  force,  upon  a  large  scale,  and  within  a  fkw  years  past ;  and 
indeed  we  are  indebted  to  this  policy  for  the  homes  we  occupy,  and 
the  noble  state  of  which  we  are  so  justly  proud.  With  all  proper 
deference,  then,  to  the  opinions  of  others,  I  conclude  that  there  is  in 
this  objection  nothing  that  presents  any  real  difficulty. 

But  the  free  negro  seriously  affects  the  value  of  our  slaves.  He 
awakens  in  the  slave  new  appetites  and  wants,  teaches  the  road  to 
crime,  makes  him  restless  and  dissatisfied,  increases  the  spirit  of  in- 
subordination, and  consequently  imposes  a  severity  which  otherwise 
would  be  unnecessary.  Of  the  eighty-one  negro  convicts  now  in  the 
penitentiary,  ten  are  there  for  the  crime  of  stealing  and  enticing  away 
slaves. 

Nor  is  this  the  only  way  in  which  the  free  negro  acts  injuriously. 
In  every  community  of  whites,  there  are  some  to  be  found  with  vi- 
cious and  immoral  propensities,  who  are  tempted  to  commit  crime  from 
the  ease  with  which  they  can  obtain  in  the  free  negro  a  convenient 
tool.  In  this  way,  and  in  many  others  which  it  would  not  be  proper, 
perhaps,  to  enumerate,  the  beauty  and  purity  of  our  social  state  is  se- 
riously demoralized. 

Although  the  fifty  thousand  free  negroes  in  our  state,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, are  known  to  be  thriftless  and  unproductive,  and  live  mainly 
by  depredation  upon  the  labour  of  others,  yet  they  congregate  in  our 
villages,  and  do  the  little  jobs  that  arise  in  the  progress  of  ordinary 
labour,  wholly  superseding,  by  the  smallness  of  their  compensation, 
and  the  character  of  its  payment,  the  employment  of  white  men  ;  thus 
creating  a  moral  necessity  for  the  emigration  of  no  inconsiderable  por- 
tion of  our  labouring  white  population.  I  can  appeal  with  confidence 
to  the  experience  of  every  member  of  the  general  assembly,  in  support 
of  the  truth  of  the  above  view ;  and  I  ask  if  this  of  itself  does  not 
give  this  subject  a  claim  to  your  favourable  consideration  ? 

The  legislation,  in  relation  to  the  free  negro,  to  which  I  have  here- 
tofore adverted,  is  the  result  of  long  experience  and  intimate  know- 
ledge of  the  free  negro  race,  and  cannot  be  relaxed.  And  we  must 
deliberately  and  calmly  ask  ourselves,  whether  we  will  not  at  once,  in 
a  bold  and  comprehensive  spirit,  adopt  the  policy  I  have  recommend- 
ed, which  is  plainly  requisite  for  his  happliiess,  and  the  true  interests 
and  prosperity  of  the  state.  It  is  difficult  to  imagine  a  policy  more 
interesting  to  the  country  or  more  fraught  with  good  to  all  concerned. 
To  us,  the  good  will  be  broad,  deep  and  all-pervading.  Not  an  ele- 
ment in  our  character,  not  an  interest  of  our  people,  but  will  feel  its 
refreshing  influence.  May  I  not  then  hope,  gentlemen,  that  in  press- 
ing this  important  measure,  for  the  third  time,  upon  your  attention,  I 
shall  not  have  done  so  in  vain. 
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Of  the  right  to  consammate  this  measure,  I  entertain  no  doubt.     I 
attempted  to  make  that  plain  in  m^  last  message.     The  details  of  the 
plan  are  few  and  simple,  and  can  be  easily  executed.     Nor  is  there  any 
difficulty  in  finding  places  to  which  to  send  them.     Liberia,  the  French 
and  English  islands,  and  some  of  the  free  states,  especially  New  York 
and  Massachusetts,  are  all  eager,  if  I  am  to  believe  the  evidences  be- 
fore me,  to  receive  them.     The  British  islands,  I  have  no  doubt,  from 
information  in  my  possession,  would  pay  the  expense  of  all  those  sent 
to  them.     And  Massachusetts,  a  few  years  ago,  in  an  elaborate  exposi* 
tion  to  the  American  people,  admitted,  and  undertook  to  convince 
others,  that  the  free  negro  is  an  American  citizen,  and  entitled  to  go 
and  come  at  will.     With  this  acknowledged  right,  he  could  there  find 
a  home,  and  not  a  vessel  would  sail  from  our  shores  for  that  ancient 
and  prosperous  commonwealth,  but  would  be  happy  to  take  at  a  cheap 
rate,  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  passengers.     Then  where  is  the  diffi- 
culty ?    In  ten  years,  at  an  expense  of  $20,000  a  year,  our  state  may 
be  freed  from  the  curse  of  our  free  negro  population.     Profoundly  con- 
vinced of  the  wisdom  and  humanity  of  this  measure,  and  its  all-per- 
vading importance  to  our  beloved  commonwealth,  I  earnestly  recom- 
oiend  it  to  the  general  assembly. 
I  herewith  communicate  the  report  of  the  register  of  the  land  office. 
I  communicate  also  the  report  of  the  superintendent  of  weights  and 
measures.     Nothing  has  been  done  yet  towards  supplying  the  several 
towns  and  counties  of  our  state  with  this  important  standard  ;  and  I 
am  satisfied  nothing  can  be  efficiently  done  under  our  present  laws. 
The  room  in  the  basement  of  the  capitol  will  not  answer  for  this  ser- 
vice on  account  of  its  dampness,  thorough  dryness  being  indispensable. 
The  weights  and  measures  are  of  the  nicest  and  most  delicate  mechan- 
ism, and  should  be  placed  in  charge  of  a  man  with  some  knowledge  of 
mechanics.     I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  duty  be  confided 
to  the  captain  of  the  public  guard,  who  could,  with  a  small  additional 
expense,  have  them  made  in  his  own  workshops  and  under  his  eye 
and  superintendence — a  duty  which  he  would  cheerfully  undertake, 
without  charge,  if  relieved  of  the  duties  of  superintendent  of  public 
edifices,  which  might  very  advantageously  be  assigned  to  the  present 
superintendent  of  weights  and  measures,  at  the  salary  now  received  by 
him.    Of  course,  the  legislatnre  will  require  these  weights  and  measures 
to  be  made  within  our  own  state. 

I  herewith  communicate  the  report  of  our  worthy  vaccine  agent. 
His  operations  during  the  last  year  have  been  quite  important  to  the 
state. 

I  also  herewith  communicate  the  report  of  the  weighmaster  of  live 
stock.  ' 

The  reports  of  the  register  of  the  land  office;  of  the  superintendent 
of  weights  and  measures;  of  the  weighmaster  of  live  stock,  and  of 
the  vaccine  agent,  are  not  now  required  by  law,  but  were  called  for  by 
me,  that  I  might  present  a  complete  view  of  the  condition  of  the  com- 
monwealth. I  recommend  that  a  law  be  passed,  requiring  in  future, 
aonoai  reports  from  those  officers. 
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By  act  passed  March  14th,  1840,  "providing  for  the  payment  of 
slaves  condemned  to  dealh  or  transportation,"  it  is  enacted,  that  "  the 
justices  who  shall  condemn  such  slave,  shall  value  him  or  her  at  the 
cash  price  for  which  he  or  she  would,  in  their  opinion,  sell  at  public 
sale,  under  a  knowledge  of  his  or  her  guilt."  This  law  regards  the 
slave  condemned  to  death,  as  diminished  in  value  by  his  sentence,  and 
designs  to  pay  to  his  owner  only  such  value.  Practically,  however, 
this  intention  is  disregarded,  and  a  price  is  generally  fixed  upon  con* 
demned  slaves,  that  they  would  not  command  in  our  best  market,  if 
free  from  all  exception.  The  slaves  who  were  condemned  to  death, 
and  reprieved  for  transportation  during  the  last  five  years,  were  priced 
by  the  courts  at  the  aggregate  sum  of  $  26,108  74,  besides  the  cost  of 
transporting  them  to  the  penitentiary;  on  the  sale  of  whom,  only 
$20,715  96  have  been  obtained.  Various  ineffectual  efforts  have  been 
made  to  fix  the  prices  of  slaves  according  to  the  intention  of  the  act 
above  recited,  and  further  legislation  is  clearly  necessary.  I  cannot  see 
the  propriety  of  the  state  taking  possession  of  a  slave  reprieved  for 
transportation,  removing  him  at  a  heavy  expense  to  the  penitentiary, 
and  then  submitting  to  a  loss  upon  his  sale ;  and  I  therefore  recom- 
mend, that  upon  the  reprieve  of  a  slave  for  transportation,  such  slave 
be  still  regarded  as  the  property  of  his  master,  to.whom  he  shall  be  de- 
livered upon  his  giving  bond  and  security  for  his  removal  from  the 
commonwealth ;  the  slave  to  be  retained  in  jail,  at  the  cost  of  his 
master,  until  he  is  ready  to  remove  him.  The  owner  would  then  cer- 
tainly receive  the  sum  for  which  he  would  *'sell  at  public  sale,  tinder 
a  knowledge  of  his  or  her  guilt;"  and  the  intention  of  the  legislature 
would  be  fully  executed. 

I  again  respectfully  ask  your  attention  to  our  usury  laws.  Prom 
much  experience  in  the  business  affairs  of  men,  I  am  satisfied  they 
ought  to  be  repealed;  for,  undoubtedly,  they  increase  the  price  of  mo- 
ney by  increasing  the  hazard  of  losing  it,  and  frequently  cripple  busi- 
ness by  preventing  conscientious  men  from  lending  at  current  rates, 
who,  sooner  than  violate  the  law,  will  keep  their  money  by  them  idle 
and  unproductive. 

Usury,  as  originally  understood,  was  the  taking  of  any  increase  for 
the  loan  of  money.  The  Israelites  were  forbidden  to  lend  money  at 
usury  to  their  brethren.  Says  Moses,  "  Thou  shalt  not  give  him  thy 
money  upon  usury,  nor  lend  him  thy  victuals  upon  increase." 

This  ordinance  of  the  Great  Lawgiver  was  adopted  by  the  Christian 
Church,  and  for  centuries  its  violation  was  denounced  as  a  mortal  sin, 
and  enforced  with  such  severity  as  to  throw  the  business  of  lending 
money  into  the  hands  of  the  Jews  and  Lombards.  At  length  the  error 
of  this  policy  became  so  apparent,  and  its  injurious  effects  so  serious, 
that  the  political  |)ower  of  the  state  was  compelled  to  interfere,  and 
about  four  hundred  years  ago  it  was  made  lawful  to  lend  money  upon 
increase.  But  wedded  to  ancient  error,  and  yielding  to  the  religious 
prejudices  of  the  day,  our  ancestors,  established -a  rate  of  interest 
which  all  persons  were  forbidden  to  exceed  under  heavy  penalties. 
And  such  has  remained  the  policy  of  the  most  enlightened  nations, 
until  the  reign  of  her  present  majesty  the  Clueen  of  England,  during 
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which  the  laws  of  usary  have  been  repealed  in  her  dominions,  except 
in  relation  to  loans  on  mortgages ;  and  they  have  also  been  extensively 
modified  in  many  of  the  states  of  our  Federal  Union.  During  this 
whole  period,  under  the  Mosaic  dispensation,  the  canons  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church,  and  the  acts  and  rescripts  of  political  power,  it  may  be 
safely  affirmed  that  the  practice  of  usury  has  never  ceased.  This  long 
experience  of  the  utter  inability  of  laws,  sacred  and  profane,  to  prevent 
loans  on  usury  ought  to  satisfy  every  statesman  that  the  policy  is  radi- 
cally wrong,  and  contrary  to  some  great  principle  of  public  necessity, 
and  ought  therefore  to  be  abandoned. 

The  true  definition  of  interest  is  the  price  paid  for  the  Use  of  money, 
which  price  is  wholly  dependent  upon  demand  and  supply.  It  is 
manifestly  impossible  for  laws  to  regulate  such  price ;  depending  as  it 
does  upon  the  various  o[)erations  and  wants  of  men.  Our  ancestors 
attempted  in  vain  to  regulate  the  price  of  labour  and  commodities ;  the 
remnants  of  which  policy  still  remain  to  us  in  the  ofiences  of  forestal- 
ling, regrating  and  engrossing,  and  combinations  among  workmen  to 
raise  wages.  These  laws  are  practically  obsolete,  but  are  not  more 
distinguished  for  folly  than  the  policy  which  still  maintains  the  usury 
laws. 

The  great  argument  in  favour  of  these  laws,  is  that  they  will  pro- 
tect the  borrower  against  the  rapacity  of  the  money  lender.  But  is 
that  the  fact  ?  Do  we  not  know  it  to  be  otherwise  ?  The  hazard  of 
losing  any  commodity,  not  money,  however,  more  than  anything  else, 
always  enters  into  the  price  demanded  for  its  use.  If  you  leave  men 
to  regulate  this  element,  the  borrower  to  reduce  the  hazard  by  increas- 
ing the  certainty  of  his  security,  the  rate  will  necessarily  be  much  di- 
minished. This  is  not  only  known  to  be  true  from  the  conclusions  of 
all  writers  upon  political  economy,  but  from  the  higher  evidence  of  our 
own  reason  and  experience.  But  when  the  law  steps  iif,  and  disregard- 
ing the  security  which  the  borrower  may  have  given,  confers  on  him 
the  power  of  paying  or  not  at  his  will,  the  hazard  becomes  obviously 
80  imminent,  that  no  lender  will  incur  it  without  the  only  indemnity 
at  his  command,  a  premium  sufficiently  large  to  cover  the  losses  occa- 
sionally to  be  expected  from  the  dishonest  borrower. 

It  is  in  vain  for  the  law  to  attempt  to  regulate  the  dealings  of  men 
in  money.  It  may  corrupt  them,  it  may  continue  to  sacrifice  thou- 
sands, as  it  has  heretofore  done,  but  the  practice  of  usury  will  continue 
so  long  as  it  is  interdicted  by  law.  No  man  will  pay  six  per  cent,  for 
money  when  he  can  obtain  it  for  five  per  cent. ;  nor  will  he  lend  money 
at  six  when  it  is  worth  seven  in  the  market ;  and  the  inevitable  conse- 
quence of  legal  restraints  upon  money  dealing  is  to  diminish  the  sup- 
ply, and  of  course  to  enhance  the  price.  By  repealing  the  usury  laws, 
and  allowing  every  man  to  be  his  own  chapman,  competition  would 
prevent  the  making  of  extraordinary  profits,  just  as  certainly  as  it  now 
does  in  every  other  department  of  capital  and  industry.  The  Bank  of 
England  is,  I  believe,  now  taking  three  per  cent,  on  loans  of  money ; 
while  about  two  years  ago  it  discounted  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent., 
with  immense  advantages,  no  doubt,  to  the  business  interests  of  that 
kingdom.  Had  the  bank  been  prohibited  from  discounting  at  that 
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rate,  and  had  therefore  wholly  declined  affording  such  facilities,  maDjr 
a  commercial  house  would  have  been  declared  bankrupt  at  once,  or 
have  fallen  into  the  hands  of  usurers  ultimately  for  a  similar  destiny, 
which  is  now  in  high  credit  and  prosperous  condition.  Thoroughly 
satisfied  that  the  usury  laws  are  immoral  in  their  tendencies,  pernicious 
in  their  effects,  and  destructive  to  those  they  undertake  to  befriend,  I 
urgently  recommend  their  unconditional  repeal. 

The  debt  due  from  Henry  and  Emory  college  is  still  without  a  pros- 
pect of  payment ;  but  I  respectfully  recommend  for  adoption  the  plan 
for  the  liquidation  of  the  interest  annually  falling  due  thereon,  which 
will  be  found  in  the  annual  reportof  the  superintendent  of  the  Literary 
fund.  Should  this  plan  be  adopted  by  the  general  assembly,  this  in- 
stitution will  materially  aid  in  supplying  our  state  with  well  educated 
teachers.  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  above  report  for  information 
of  the  detailed  progress  of  our  educational  system. 

I  think  it  very  important  to  the  interests  of  education,  that  a  uniform 
set  of  school  books  should  be  carefully  selected  and  adopted  for  general 
use  in  the  state.  The  practice  now  is,  to  change  school  books  with 
every  change  of  teachers,  to  the  injury  of  the  scholar,  and  at  no  slight 
expense  to  parents.  Some  of  the  school  books  in  use  are  also  found 
to  contain  exceptionable  sentiments.  These  objections  would  all  be 
obviated  if  the  plan  suggested  were  adopted.  I  respectfully  recom- 
mend it  to  your  consideration. 

The  University  of  Virginia,  around  which  so  many  of  our  hopes 
have  clustered,  is  moving  steadily  onwards  in  her  career  of  public  use- 
fulness, cheered  by  her  increasing  prosperity  in  the  performance  of  her 
various  and  important  duties. 

I  herewith  communicate  the  report  of  the  visitors  of  the  deaf,  dumb 
and  the  blind,  with  its  accompanying  documents.  It  will  be  observed 
that  increased  accommodations  are  desired,  and  that  the  sum  of 
$14,000  is  requisite  to  supply  them.  I  am  not  sufficiently  informed 
as  to  the  propriety  of  making  this  appropriation,  to  advise  upon  it. 
But  so  recently  as  October  1847,  the  principal  of  the  deaf  mute  de- 
partment, in  his  annual  communication  to  the  visitors,  in  speaking  of 
the  accommodations  provided  for  the  deaf,  dumb  and  the  blind,  elo- 
quently says,  that  "  it  is  a  subject  of  gratulation  to  all  friends  of  hu- 
manity, in  common  with  yourselves,  that  so  many  children  of  mis- 
fortune have  furnished  forth  to  them  here,  a  home  unsurpassed,  I 
might  say  unequalled,  in  this  country,  for  the  spacious  and  comfortable 
accommodations  afforded,  the  substantial  elegance  of  its  appearance, 
and  for  the  beauty  and  salubrity  of  its  site." 

I  herewith  communicate  the  reports  of  the  superintendents  of  our 
lunatic  asylums. 

I  herewith  also  communicate  the  report  of  the  board  of  visitors  of 
the  Virginia  military  institute.  This  institution  is  realizing  the  fullest 
expectations  of  its  most  ardent  and  enthusiastic  friends,  and  is  entitled 
to  the  favour  of  the  state  and  her  authorities. 

I  herewith  communicate  the  report  of  Alexandre  Vattemare,  our 
state  agent  for  international  exchanges ;  and  also,  particular  instructions 
as  to  the  manner  of  collecting  and  preparing  objects  of  natural  history, 
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&xr.  I  respectfully  recommend  this  agency  to  the  continued  favour  of 
the  generd  assembly.  The  system  of  international  exchanges,  to 
which  Mr.  Yattemare  has  devoted  his  time  and  fortune  for  the  last 
twenty  years  of  his  life,  is  one  by  which  a  large  amount  of  good  may 
be  effected  at  an  inconsiderable  expense,  and  commends  itself  to  the 
best  feelings  of  our  nature.  I  recommend  that  the  appropriation  be 
increased  to  the  sum  originally  expected,  and  that  it  be  made  per- 
manent. 

I  also  communicate  herewith  the  various  reports  of  the  several  banks 
of  our  state,  with  the  single  exception  of  the  Merchants  and  Mechanics 
Bank  of  Wheeling.  The  exceptionable  practice  of  our  banks,  upon 
which  in  my  two  preceding  messages  I  freely  animadverted,  still  con- 
tinues. It  is  unaccountable  to  me  that  the  banks  of  this  city  should 
permit  specie  to  be  daily  quoted  at  a  premium,  establishing  the  depre- 
ciation of  the  currency  in  ordinary  use,  and  reflecting  strongly,  in  my 
judgment,  upon  the  proper  character  of  our  institutions.  This  practice 
has  been  the  subject  of  frequent  conversation  and  remark  here,  as  well 
as  of  severe  animadversion  in  the  monied  circles  of  other  states,  and  is 
really  injurious  to  our  public  reputation.  Still  it  continues,  without 
prospect  of  change  from  the  voluntary  action  of  the  banks  as  now 
administered ;  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  a  law  be  passed,  giving 
to  the  state  the  appointment  of  a  majority  of  the  directors,  who,  as 
representing  a  state  policy,  and  having  the  power,  would  no  doubt 
deem  it  their  duty  to  arrest  this  exceptionable  practice. 

I  ask  attention  to  the  report  of  the  adjutant  general,  herewith  com- 
municated. Our  present  militia  system  requires  thorough  reform.  As 
it  is,  it  wastes  the  time  of  the  people,  leads  to  dissipation,  and  is  a  tax 
upon  the  treasury,  without  one  redeeming  advantage.  The  enrol- 
ment, requisite  to  obtain  our .  proportion  of  the  appropriation  by  the 
federal  government  for  arming  the  militia  does  not  make  it  necessary, 
for  it  can  be  made  more  thorough  and  complete  by  a  different  system. 
In  every  point  of  view,  I  recommend  this  subject  to  your  careful  con- 
sideration. 

I  herewith  communicate  the  resignations  of  Gen.  Evan  S.  Pindali 
of  the  10th  brigade,  3d  division,  and  of  Gen.  Thomas  H.  Botts,  1st 
brigade,  2d  division  of  the  Virginia  militia. 

The  public  guard  maintains  its  beautiful  efficiency;  and  the  public 
armory  displays  that  admirable  neatness  and  order  which  may  always 
be  expected  at  a  military  post,  in  charge  of  the  spirited  and  accom- 
plished soldier. 

It  is  known  to  you,  gentlemen,  that  the  armory  occupies  a  very  low 
position.  Surrounded  by  large  bodies  of  water,  it  is  rarely  free  from 
the  influence  of  a  damp  atmosphere,  which  greatly  increases  the  dif- 
ficulty of  preserving  the  public  arms  from  rust  and  decay.  It  has  also 
a  large  manufactory  of  iron  immediately  adjoining,  which  is  a  source 
of  danger  and  annoyance.  It  is  also,  from  its  age,  in  many  of  its  parts, 
in  a  state  of  dilapidation,  and  will,  in  a  short  time,  require  extensive 
repairs.  Looking  to  these  facts,  I  am  satisfied  that  it  is  much  to  the 
interest  of  the  state  to  change  the  site  of  this  establishment ;  and  that 
this  change  can  be  most  advantageously  effected,  without  a  tax  upon 
the  treasury. 
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The  armory  property  is  probably  the  most  valuable  in  this  city  for 
manufacturing  purposes.  With  a  water  front  on  the  canal  of  five 
hundred  feet,  running  back  to  the  river,  it  affords  sufficient  distance 
and  fall  to  operate  the  water  from  the  canal  three  times  over  before  it 
finally  disembogues  into  the  river.  Undoubtedly,  it  will  command  a 
sufficient  sum  to  purchase  a  more  eligible  location,  and  to  reconstruct 
the  accessary  establishment,  with  all  the  improvements  of  modern  ex- 
perience. But  if  it  be  your  pleasure  to  apply  the  annual  appropria- 
tion for  the  public  guard  to  the  support  of  a  military  school,  which  I 
earnestly  recommend,  then  the  sale  of  the  armory  property  will  be  in- 
dispensable, it  being  wholly  unsuited  to  such  design.  With  these 
suggestions,  I  respectfully  submit  the  subject  for  your  consideration. 

By  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  act,  passed  March  19,  1820,  enti- 
tled '<an  act  to  amend  the  several  laws  concerning  the  penitentiary  in- 
stitution," it  is  made  "  the  duty  of  the  executive  to  report  to  the  gene- 
ral assembly,  at  each  session,  every  case  of  pardon  granted  by  them." 
Although  this  act  has  never  been  complied  with  in  a  single  instance, 
and  has  consequently  grown  into  disuse,  recent  circumstances  have 
drawn  my  attention  to  it ;  and  in  a  subsequent  message,  which  I  shall 
do  myself  the  honour  to  communicate  to  you,  I  will  comply  with  its 
requirement. 

The  term  of  the  gubernatorial  office  commences  at  a  most  incon- 
venient time,  in  the  midst  of  winter,  at  the  close  of  one  year  and  the 
beginning  of  another;  and  the  governor  elect  is  called  upon  to  aban- 
don his  private  affairs,  and  speed  with  all  diligence  to  the  seat  of  go- 
vernment, that  he  may  commence  at  the  proper  time  his  official  career. 
The  removal  of  his  family  is  impracticable,  not  only  from  want  of 
time  but  from  the  natural  inclemency  of  the  weather ;  and  should  he 
reside  in  remote  parts  of  the  commonwealth,  it  would  be  impossible 
for  him  to  receive  notice  of  his  election,  and  be  in  place  at  the  com- 
mencement of  his  official  term.  To  obviate  these  inconveniences,  and 
other  objections  which  readily  suggest  themselves,  I  recommend  that 
it  be  provided  by  law  that  the  gubernatorial  term  shall  commence  on 
the  first  day  of  October  next,  and  on  the  first  day  of  the  same  month 
every  third  year  thereafter,  instead  of  that  now  fixed  by  law.  Many 
of  the  reasons  for  this  change  so  readily  present  themselves,  that  I 
shall  not  give  them  here;  but'I  will  remark,  that  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober is  the  commencement  of  our  fiscal  year;  the  period  up  to  which 
the  various  state  agencies  are  directed  to  make  their  annual  reports ;  at 
which  the  term  for  which  members  of  assembly  are  elected  begins, 
and  at  which  for  the  sake  of  uniformity  alone  there  would  be  a  pecu- 
liar propriety  for  the  commencement  of  the  gubernatorial  term. 

In  connexion  with  this  subject,  I  respectfully  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration the  propriety  of  increasing  the  salary  of  the  governor.  As 
now  fixed  by  law  it  is  not  only  no  equivalent  for  the  sacrifice  of  pri- 
vate interests  which  this  officer  must  make,  but  it  is  inadequate  for  the 
support  of  the  proper  hospitalities  of  the  government  house.  You  can 
well  imagine,  gentlemen,  how  mortifying  it  must  be  to  the  man  you 
may  honour  with  this  high  office,  if  without  private  fortune,  to  be  com- 
pelled to  decline  it,  or  if  he  accept  it,  to  deny  himself  the  endearments 
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of  his  family;  and  the  practice  of  that  hospitality  so  pleasant  and  so 
natural  to  every  Virginian,  and  which  our  chief  magistrate  should  take 
especial  pleasure  in  extending  to  every  distinguished  stranger.  I  make 
these  suggestions  from  a  sense  of  duty  to  the  state  and  to  my  succev- 
sors,  and  with  the  more  satisfaction  that  they  can  under  no  circumstan- 
ces enure  to  my  advantage.  With  these  remarks,  I  confide  this  sub- 
ject to  your  pride  and  sense  of  justice. 

In  my  last  annual  message,  I  informed  you  that  the  regiment  we  had 
furnished  at  the  call  of  our  country,  to  aid  in  the  Mexican  war,  had 
not  had  the  good  fortune  to  win  honours  on  the  field  of  battle.  I  have 
now  to  inform  you,  that  this  war  having  been  closed,  our  regiment  has 
returned  home,  in  fine  health,  but  little  diminished  in  numbers  by 
death,  and  with  a  high  character  for  soldierly  efficiency  have  been  ho- 
nourably discharged  from  the  public  service. 

By  the  war  with  Mexico,  which  has  been  closed  by  an  honourable 
peace,  we  have  greatly  elevated  the  American  name,  and  largely  ex- 
tended our  federal  limits.  Within  this  acquisition  is  to  be  found,  I 
have  no  doubt,  the  richest  country  of  the  earth,  affording  to  every  citi- 
zen ample  scope  for  his  enterprise  and  industry. 

But,  gentlemen,  I  regret  to  see  a  determination  manifested  in  certain 
sections  of  our  Union  to  exclude  our  southern  population  from  our  new 
acquisitions.  I  am  mortified  also  to  believe  that  this  determination  is 
the  result  in  part  of  the  conviction  that  we  will  submit  to  such  exclu- 
sion. It  is  my  anxious  desire  to  see  this  question  settled  during  the 
session  of  congress,  which  commences  this  day ;  but  if  not,  I  have 
great  confidence  in  the  patriotism  of  the  senate  of  the  United  States, 
and  have  strong  hope,  from  the  position  and  character  of  the  president 
elect,  that  he  will  not  permit  this  unjust  and  oppressive  policy  to  be 
consummated  by  giving  to  it  his  official  sanction.  If,  however,  the 
policy  of  exclusion  should  prevail  by  the  passage  of  the  Wilmot  pro- 
viso, or  any  other  kindred  measure,  then  indeed  the  day  of  compro- 
mise will  have  past,  and  the  dissolution  of  our  great  and  glorious  Union 
will  become  necessary  and  inevitable.  May  God  in  his  mercy,  how- 
ever, pass  this  cup  from  our  lips.  In  the  meantime,  I  recommend  the 
passage  of  firm  and  temperate  resolves,  similar  in  character  and  princi- 
ple to  those  unanimously  adopted  by  the  general  assembly  on  the  8th 
day  of  March  1847. 

I  have  thus,  gentlemen,  presented  to  you  my  views  of  the  condition 
of  the  commonwealth,  and  such  measures  as  are  calculated  to  increase 
her  prosperity.  Before  closing  my  last  annual  message,  however,  I 
must  ask  your  attention  to  a  brief  statement  of  the  leading  measures 
that  I  have  recommended,  and  the  principles  and  feelings  which  have 
governed  me. 

In  my  first  message,  I  recommended  the  call  of  a  state  convention, 
for  the  purpose  of  revising  our  state  constitution ;  but  the  people  did 
not  seem  to  feel  any  great  anxiety  about  it,  and  I  have  forborne  since 
to  urge  it.  My  opinion,  however,  is  unchanged,  for  I  am  decidedly  in 
favour  of  the  measure.  Deeming  a  system  of  internal  improvements 
indispensable  to  the  prosperity  of  the  state,  I  embraced  the  first  oppor- 
tunity, earnestly,  and  almost  passionately,  to  press  it  upon  your  atten- 
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tion  i  but  I  advised  most  anxiously  that  we  should  select  one,  or  at 
most  two,  great  enterprises,  and  concentrate  our  resources  upon  them, 
until  they  should  be  completed,  leaving  all  secondary  improvements  to 
a  future  day.  Such  has  been  my  policy  in  this  respect,  perseveringly 
enforced ;  and  I  cheerfully  leave  its  wisdom  to  the  test  of  the  public 
judgment.  Seeing,  in  my  opinion,  defects  in  our  judicial  system 
afifecting  seriously  the  pufe,  sound  and  certain  administration  of  jus- 
tice, I  have  pointed  them  out  repeatedly,  with  a  hope  that  you  might 
undertake  their  reform.  Considering  it  important  to  the  success  of 
that  career  of  enterprise  and  industry,  in  which  I  hoped  to  see  our 
state  vigorously  engage,  that  all  the  capital  held  by  her  citizens  should 
be  liberated,  I  have  recommended  from  time  to  time  the  repeal  of  the 
usury  laws.  Looking  to  our  social  state,  and  finding  that  it  embraced 
two  races  and  three  classes  of  people,  each  governed  by  different  laws : 
one  of  them,  the  free  negroes,  hopelessly  degraded  here,  impairing  es- 
sentially the  value  of  the  slave,  and  sapping  seriously  the  character  of  a 
portion  of  the  whites,  I  could  not  see  this  state  of  things  and  be  si- 
lent— and,  accordingly,  I  have  repeatedly  recommended  measures  for 
its  improvement.  These,  and  numerous  other  measures  of  secondary 
importance,  embracing,  however,  various  and  important  educational 
suggestions,  are  the  means  by  which  I  have  proposed  to  improve 
our  physical,  social,  intellectual  and  moral  condition.  And,  after  my 
best  reflections,  I  persuade  myself  that  there  is  not  one  of  these  which, 
if  fully  carried  out,  would  not  conduce  to  the  real  prosperity  of  our 
state. 

In  reference  to  the  principles  by  which  I  have  been  governed,  I  can 
truly  say  that  the  great  and  controlling  one,  has  been  fidelity  to  the 
high  and  honourable  trust  which  has  been  confided  to  me.  The  va- 
rious measures  which  I  have  recommended,  have  not  in  any  instance 
been  the  result  of  selfish  considerations,  but  of  a  sincere  desire  to 
promote  the  best  interests  of  our  state ;  and  I  feel  that  I  may  claim 
this  character  from  the  public  judgment,  when  it  is  remembered,  that 
there  is  scarcely  an  important  interest  that  I  have  not  at  sonie  time  or 
other  interfered  with  and  opposed. 

In  a  few  days,  and  I  shall  be  an  humble  unit  of  that  mighty  aggre- 
gate which  makes  this  great  republic.  With  our  country  at  peace 
with  all  the  world,  and  overflowing  with  every  blessing;  wrth  a  fame 
rapidly  rising  in  the  estimation  of  nations,  and  already  distinguished 
as  the  model  republic,  I  shall  leave  you  cheered  and  animated  by  these 
auspicious  circumstances,  to  the  active '  performance  of  your  patriotic 
duties. 

In  the  little  world  of  my  own  domestic  happiness  and  toil,  to  which 
I  shall  cheerfully  retire,  I  shall  feel  many  an  anxiety  for  the  wisdom 
and  success  of  your  measures ;  and  shall  ever  cherish  the  passionate 
hope,  that  our  noble  old  commonwealth  may  rapidly  grow  in  riches 
and  in  honours,  and  that  our  glorious  Union  may  endure  until  Time 
himself  shall  be  no  more — esto  perpetua.

of  them,  and  that  they  report  their  proceedings  from  time  to  time  as 
they  may  deem  proper. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Stovall  inform  the  senate  that  this  house  agree 
to  their  said  amendment. 

The  Speaker  deferred  announcing  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the 
house  until  to-morrow.

$2Q  is  allowed  by  law,  in  which  case  the  fee  should  remain  as  it 
now  is.         '

gons,  as  that  the  ferriage  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  tons 
carried  over.

Gentlemen, — ^Yonr  letter  of  this  date,  informing  me  that  the  legis- 
lature had  elected  me  tlte  governor  of  this  commonwealth  for  three 
years  from  the  first  of  January  next,  is  now  before  me.  In  reply  to 
which  allow  me  to  say,  I  accept  the  appointment,  and  feel  most  sen- 
sibly the  high  and  distinguished  honour  conferred  upon  nie  by  m7 
native  state.  At  the  same  time,  I  cannot  help  regarding  it  rather  as 
an  honour  due  to  the  west  and  conferred  upon  my  constituency,  thaui 
one  to  which  I  myself  am  entitled  from  ar»y  merit  of  my  own. 

The  executive  authority  of  Virginia  is  extremely  limited  under  the 
coiistitution  and  laws,  and  therefore  there  is^  but  little  scope  given  to 
the  chief  magistrate  for  exercising  a  beneficial  influence  upon  the  des- 
tiny and  interest  of  the  state.  So  far,  however,  as  I  shall  be  invested 
with  power,  I  will  exercise  it  with  a  carefnl  regard  to  the  welfare  of 
the  commonwealth  ;  and  of  this  the  legislature  and  the  community  at 
large  may  be  assured,  that  the  honour  and  dignity  of  Virginia,  so  far 
as  they  are  committed  to  my  keeping,  shall  in  no  wise  be  tarnished  or 
brought  down. 

Be  pleased,  gentlemen,  to  convey  to  the  general  assembly  my  pro- 
found acknowledgments  for  the  distinguished  honour  they  have  con- 
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ferred  Dpon  me;  and  accept,  for  yourselves,  my  grateftd  thanks 
for  the  obliging  manner  in  which  you  have  conveyed  to  me  the 
intelligence.

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the 
propriety  of  directing  the  governor  of  the  commonwealth  to  cause  to 
be  prepared  and  presented  to  major  Andrew  Waggoner  of  Mason  coun- 
ty, a  sword  with  suitable  devices,  for  his  heroic  and  gallant  defence  of 
Craney  island  during  the  last  British  war. 

And  a  committee  was  appointed  of  Messrs.  Clendenin,  Pugate,.  Bas- 
sel,  Watson,  Thomas  and  Hiett. 
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Mr.  Pitts  submiUed  the  following  resolation,  which,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Perrow,  was  laid  upon  the  table :

Whereas  on  the        day  of  ,  the  general  assembly  of 

Yirginia  passed  an  act  for  the  cession  of  ten  miles  square^  or  a  l^er 
quantity  of  territory  within  this  state  to  the  United  States  in  congress 
assembled,  for  the  permanent  seat  of  the  federal  gorernment ;  and  by 
a  resolution  passed  on  the  10th  day  of  December  1789,  it  was  declared 
that  in  case  congress  should  deem  it  expedient  to  establish  the  perma- 
nent seat  of  government  on  the  Potomac,  so  as  to  include  the  cession 
of  Yirginia  or  Maryland,  or  a  part  of  the  cessions  of  both,  the  general 
assembly  would  pass  an  act  for  advancing  a  large  sum  of  money  to  the 
United  States,  to  be  applied  in  such  manner  as  congress  should  direct 
towards  erecting  public  buildings.  And  whereas  congress  accepted  the 
overture,  and  did  establish  the  seat  of  the  general  government  on  the 
Potomac,  and  accepted  the  cession  of  Yirginia  so  as  to  include  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  her  territory  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  over 
which  congress  by  virtue  of  the  said  cession  had  exclusive  jurisdiction, 
and  Yirginia  paid  to  the  United  States  the  sum  of  $  120,000.  And 
whereas  the  part  so  ceded  has  been  retroceded  to  Yirginia,  and  now 
forms  a  part  of  her  territory,  and  it  seems  reasonable  that  the  money 
so  given,  together  with  the  interest  thereon^  should  be  refunded ;  and 
the  general  assembly  being  willing  that  the  same  shall  be  devoted  to 
an  object  in  which  not  only  Yirginia,  hut  the  other  states  of  the  Union 
are  interested,  and  especially  many  persons  having  business  at  the  seat 
of  government : 

1.  Be  it  therefore  resohed,  That  the  claim  of  the  state  of  Yir- 
ginia to  have  the  money  aforesaid,  together  with  the  interest  thereon 
refunded,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  transferred  to  the  Orange  and 
Alexandria  railroad  company ;  and  the  congress  of  the  United  States 
are  hereby  requested  to  pass  an  apt  directing  the  same  to  be  paid  to  the 
said  company :  Provided,  That  the  payment  thereof  shall  not  be  made 
until  the  said  road,  with  a  branch  to  Warrenton,  from  some  point  there- 
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of  in  the  county  of  Fauquier  shall  be  completed,  or  until  the  said  com- 
pany, or  some  person  for  them,  shall  give  bond  with  sufficient  sureties, 
payable  to  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  for  the  use  of  the  com- 
monwealth, conditioned  that  the  said  company  shall  faithfully  apply 
the  same  in  the  construction  of  the  said  road  and  its  branches,  and  in 
procnring  the  means  of  transportation  thereupon :  And  provided  also^ 
That  a  part  of  said  money,  proportionate  to  the  length  of  the  main 
.stem  and  the  branch  to  Warrenton,  shall  be  applied  to  the  construction 
of  that  branch  so  soon  as  the  amount  of  stock  subscribed,  or  other 
means  at  the  disposal  of  the  company,  exclusive  of  income  from  the 
road,  shall  be  sufficient  to  construct  both  the  main  stem  and  the  said 
branch. 

2.  Resolved^  That  copies  of  the  foregoing  resolution  be  forwarded 
to  the  representatives  from  Virginia  in  the  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States. 

On  motion^  of  Mr.  Yerbt,  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the 
table* 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  preamble  and  resolutions  be  printed.  [Doc. 
No.  40.] 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pitts, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  banks  enquire  into  the  expediency 
of  reporting  a  bill  to  incorporate  the  savings  bank  of  Wheeling. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Irving  of  Cumberland, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice  enquire  into  the 
expediency  of  amending  or  explaining  the  15th  section  of  the  act 
passed  January  12th,  1818,  entitled  ^<an  act  to  reduce  into  one  the  se- 
veral acts  for  the  better  securing  the  payment  of  rents,  and  to  prevent 
the  fraudulent  practices  of  tenants,  and  to  regtilate  the  practice  of  suing 
out  and  prosecuting  writs  of  replevin. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Segab, 

Resolved,  That  the  select  committee  on  the  removal  of  free  negroes 
enquire  into  the  expediency  of  providing  by  law  that  no  owner  of 
slaves  shall  emancipate  the  same  unless  provision  be  made  for  their  re- 
moval beyond  the  limits  of  this  commonwealth. 

On  oootion  of  Mr.  Finney, 

Resolved,  That  the  select  connnittee  on  the  removal  of  free  negroes 
be  instructed  to  enquire  what  legislation  is  necessary  more  effectually 
to  prevent  slaves  from  going  at  large,  and  to  prevent"  the  owners  of 
slaves  from  hiring  to  them  their  own  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Collins, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  be  in- 
structed to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  the  election 
heretofore  held  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Tavenner  in  Elizabethtown,  Wirt 
county,  at  the  house  now  used  for  the  courthouse  in  said  county. 

Mr.  Thompson  of  Botetourt  presented  a  petition  of  the  president, 
trustees  and  others  of  the  Fincastle  female  seminary,  asking  the  pas- 
sage of  an  act  to  incorporate  said  seminary,  and  to  appropriate  an 
amount  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  buildings  for  said  academy. 

Mr.  Pitts,  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  City  of  Wheeling,  for  an 
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amendment. to  the  act,  entitled  "an  act  for  the  establishment  of  a  dis- 
trict public  school  system." 

Ordered^  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  committee  of 
schools  and  colleges. 

Mr.  Btrd  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  county  of  High- 
land, for  the  establishment  of  a  separate  election  at  M'Olung's  school- 
hoDse  or  mill  in  said  county. 

Mr.  Collins,  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  county  of  Wirt,  for  the 
establishment  of  a  separate  election  at  the  house  of  John  F.  Petty  in 
said  county. 

Ordered^  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  committee  of 
propositions  and  grievances. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Massey, 

Ordered^  That  the  communication  from  the  governor,  relative  to 
the  pardon  of  John  J.  Johnston,  together  with  the  documents  accom- 
panying the  same,  be  printed.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stme, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  agriculture  and  manufactures  en- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  incorporating  the  Swift  creek  manufac- 
turing company  in  the  county  of  Chesterfield. 

Mr.  Stue  presented  a  petition  of  Jabez  Smith,  asking  the  incorpo- 
ration of  a  joint  stock  company  for  manufacturing  purposes,  which 
was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  agriculture  and  manu- 
factures. 

Mr.  Watson  presented  a  petition  of  the  general  temperance  assem- 
bly of  Virginia,  for  the  passage  of  an  act  for  taking  the  sense  of  the 
people  at  the  polls  on  the  propriety  of  continuing  to  license  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors^  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee of  propositions  and  grievances,  and  to  be  printed.     [Doc.  No.  42.J 

Mr.  CoNWAT  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions, 
which,  on  his  motion,  were  ordered  to  be  printed.     [Doc.  No.  43.] 

Whereas  the  institution  of  slavery  was  fully  disctissed  in  the  con^ 
vention  which  formed  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  aod  the 
rights  of  slaveholders  recognized  and  protected  by  the  provisions  of 
that  instrument ;  that  without  the  compromises  then  solemnly  entered 
into,  the  union  of  the  states  never  could  have  been  formed : 

And  whereas  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  regarding  what  is 
known  as  the  ''  Wilmot  proviso,"  as  a  law  in  palpable  disregard  of  the 
compromises  of  the  constitution,  did,  on  the  8th  day  of  March  1847, 
adopt  a  series  of  resolutions  distinctly  indicating  the  course  which  the 
state  of  Virginia  would  pursue  in  the  event  of  its  passage  by  the  con- 
gress of  the  United  States : 

And  whereas  the  present  general  assembly  have  seen,  with  deep 
concern,  a  disposition  manifested  by  the  house  of  representatives  of 
the  United  States,  to  violate  the  principles  embodied  in  said  resolutions, 
and  to  make  still  further  aggressions  upon  the  rights  of  the  southern 
states : 

Under  these  circumstances,  this  general  assembly  deem  the  occa- 
sion fit  to  reaffirm  said  resolutions,  and  most  respectfully,  but  most 
Ql^rnestly,  to  call  the  attention  of  all  who  are  attached  to  the  union  of 
the  states,  to  the  serious  and  inevitable  consequences  which  must  fol- 
low such  action  upon  the  part  of  the  general  government :  Be  it  there- 
fore, 

I.  Resolved  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia^  That  after  the 
fullest  re-examination  and  reconsideration  of  the  resolutions  adopted 
on  the  8th  of  March  1847,  by  this  body,  we  do  consider  said  resolu- 
tions as  foiuided  in  truth,,  consonant  with  the  constitution,  and  condu- 
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cive  to  its  preservation,  aud  therefore  we  feel  it  to  be  our  indispensa- 
ble duty  to  adhere  to  and  reaffirm  the  same,  as  follows : 

Whereas  a  bill  appropriating  money  to  prosecute  war  or  negotiate 
peace  with  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  has  passed  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives of  the  congress  of  the  United  States,  with  the  following  pro- 
viso attached  thereto :  "  Provided,  That  as  an  express  and  fundamen- 
tal condition  to  the  acquisition  of  any  territory  from  the  Republic  of 
Mexico  by  the  United  States,  by  virtue  of  any  treaty  which  may  be 
negotiated  between  them,  and  to  the  use  by  the  executive  of  the  mo- 
neys hereby  appropriated,  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude 
shall  ever  exist  in  any  part  of  said  territory,  except  for  crime,  whereof 
the  party  shall  be  first  duly  convicted ;"  and  this  general  assembly 
deeming  this  proviso  to  be  destructive  of  the  compromises  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  an  attack  on  the  dearest  rights  of 
the  south,  as  well  as  a  dangerous  and  alarming  usurpation  by  the  fede- 
ral government:  Therefore, 

1.  Be  it  resolved  unanimously  by  the  general  assembly  of  Fir- 
ginia^  That  the  government  of  the  United  States  has  no  control,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  mediately  or  immediately,  over  the  institution  of 
slavery,  and  that  in  taking  any  such  control,  it  transcends  the  limits 
of  its  legitimate  functions,  by  destroying  the  internal  organization  of 
the  sovereignties  who  created  it. 

2.  Resolved  unanimouslyj  That  all  territory  which  may  be  acquired 
by  the  arms  of  the  United  States,  or  yielded  by  treaty  with  any  fo- 
reign power,  belongs  to  the  several  states  of  this  Union,  as  their  joint 
and  common  property,  in  which  each  and  all  have  equal  rights;  and 
that  the  enactment  by  the  federal  government  of  any  law  which  should 
directly  or  by  its  effects  prevent  the  citizens  of  any  state  from  emi- 
grating with  their  property,  of  whatever  description,  into  such  terri- 
tory, would  make  a  discrimination  unwarranted  by  and  in  violation  of 
the  constitution  and  the  rights  of  the  states  from  which  such  citizens 
emigrated,  and  in  derogation  of  that  perfect  equality  that  belongs  to 
the  several  states  as  members  of  this  Union,  and  would  tend  directly 
to  subvert  the  Union  itself. 

3.  Resolved,  That  if  in  disregard  alike  of  the  spirit  and  principles 
of  the  act  of  congress  on  the  admission  of  the  state  of  Missouri  into 
the  Union,  generally  known  as  the  Missouri  compromise,  and  of  every 
consideration  of  justice,  of  constitutional  right  and  of  fraternal  feeling, 
the  fearful  issue  shall  be  forced  upon  the  country,  which  must  result 
from  the  adoption  and  attempted  enforcement  of  the  proviso  aforesaid, 
as  an  act  of  the  general  government,  the  people  of  Virginia  can  have 
no  difficulty  in  choosing  between  the  only  alternatives  that  wilt  then 
remain,  of  abject  submission  to  aggression  and  outrage  on  the  on^ 
hand,  or  determined  resistance  on  the  other,  at  all  hazards  and  to  the 
last  extremity. 

4.  Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  general  assembly  holds  it  to 
be  the  duty  of  every  man  in  every  section  of  this  confederacy,  (if  the 
Union  is  dear  to  hhn,)  to  oppose  the  passage  of  any  law  for  whatever 
purpose,  by  which  territory  to  be  acquired  may  be  subject  to  such  a 
restriction.

II.  Resolved^  That  we  regard  the  passage  of  a  law  by  the  congress 
of  the  United  States,  abolishing  slavery  or  the  slave  trade  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  as  a  direct  attack  upon  the  institutions  of  the  south- 
ern states,  to  be  resisted  at  every  hazard. 

III.  Resolved,  That  in  the  event  of  the  passage  by  congress  of  the 
*^  Wilmot  proviso,"  or  any  law  abolishing  slavery  or  the  slave  trade  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  is  re- 
quested immediately  to  convene  the  legislature  of  this  state,  (if  it  shall 
have  adjourned,)  to  consider  of  the  mode  and  measure  of  redress. 

IV.  Resolved,  That  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  be  re- 
quested to  send  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  each  of  the  states  of 
this  Union,  and  also  to  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Pitts,  that  the  house  adopt  the  follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  thirteen  be  appointed  by  this  house 
to  act  jointly  with  a  committee  of  on  the  part  of  the  senate,  to 

which  the  several  resolutions  on  the  Wilmot  proviso  and  kindred  sub- 
jects be  referred,  and  that  said  joint  committee  be  requested  to  report 
on  said  subject  on  Thursday  next. 

And  the  question  being  put  thereupon,  was  determined  in  the  affir- 
mative.    Ayes  84,  noes  ^8.

southern  states,  which  will  justify  them  in  resorting  to  any  and  every 
measure  calculated  to  preserve  their  institutions. 
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Oo  motion  of  Mr.  Btrd, 

Resolvedf  That  the  committee  of  schools  and  colleges  be  instructed 
to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  passing  an  act  to  authorize  the  pay- 
ment to  Joshua  Ering,  of  Bath  county,  the  sum  of  f  34  73  for  the 
tuition  of  poor  children  by  him,  regularly  entered  by  the  school  com- 
missioners of  said  county,  but  in  consequence  of  some  derangement 
in  the  meeting  of  the  school  commissioners,  and  want  of  funds,  arising 
chiefly  out  of  the  division  of  said  county  to  form  the  new  county  of 
Highland,  the  same  has  not  been  paid  and  still  remains  unprovided  for.

Resolved,  That  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice  be  instructed  to 
enquire  into  the  expediency  of  amending  so  much  of  the  41st  section

<^ontinnance  of  a  suit  against  an  executor  or  administrator,  defendants, 
after  their  fiduciary  powers  are  revoked,  and  after  an  administrator  de 
bonis  non  has  been  appointed  by  the  court. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Laidlet, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  of  schools  and  colleges  enquire  into 
the  expediency  of  so  amending  the  laws  in  relation  to  primary  schools, 
under  either  system,  as  to  make  uniform  the  time  within  which  the 
seireral  counties  and  corporations  of  the  commonwealth  shall  forfeit 
their  respective  quotas  of  the  school  fund,  and  as  to  the  propriety  of 
fixing  said  term  at  two  years.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Seoab,  the  said  resolution  and  proposed  anrtnd- 
ment  were  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pehrow, 

Resolved,  That  this  house  will,  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  pro- 
ceed on  the  27th  instant  to  the  election  of  a  brigadier  general  for  the 
third  brigade  of  Virginia  militia,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the 
resignation  of  Gen.  Alexander  Brown. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  communicate  the  same  to  the  senate  and 
request  their  concurrence. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Buswell, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  roads  and  internal  navigation  be 
instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  so  amending  the  act  to 
incorporate  the  New  Market  and  Sperryville  turnpike  company,  as  to 
provide  for  the  construction  of  that  section  of  the  road  between  New 
Market  and  the  town  of  Luray  in  the  county  of  Page. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Faulkner,

Bear  in  the  town  of  Churchville,  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to 
the  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances. 

Mr.  Thompson  of  Botetourt  presented  a  document  as  evidence  to 
shew  that  Lieut.  William  P.  Griffin  of  the  United  States  navy  is  enti- 
tled to  a  sword,  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
the  subject  of  awarding  swords  to  distinguished  Virginians. 
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Mr.  HousER  presented  a  petition  of  Washington  Skelton,  asking  to 
be  released  from  the  claim  of  the  state  for  a  fine  incurred  by  him  for 
retailing  ardent  spirits  without  a  license,  which  was  ordered  to  be  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  of  claims.

No.  176.  A  bill  authorizing  the  state's  guarantee  to  certain  bonds  of 
the  James  river  and  Kanawha  company. 

No.  104.  A  bill  to  provide  for  the  repairs  of  the  governor's  house 
and  the  purchase  of  furniture  therefor,  was  taken  up  on  motion  of  Mr. 
HiETT,  and  the  amendment  submitted  by  Mr.  Harper  being  under 
consideration,  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Hiett  to  amend  the  said 
amendment ;  thereupon,  with  the  leave  of  the  house,  Mr.  Harper  ac- 
cepted the  said  amendment  as  a  substitute  for  the  amendment  offered 
by  him. 

The  first  section  of  the  bill  provided  "  that  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated  by  law,  to  be  expended  by  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings  in  such  repairs  to  the  governor's  house,  and  in  the  pur- 
chase of  such  furniture  for  the  same,  as  the  governor  of  the  common- 
wealth may  direct,"  &c. 

The  amendment  submitted  by  Mr.  Hiett  proposed  to  strike  out  the 
words  "five  thousand  dollars"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"  three  thousand  dollars,"  and  the  said  amendment  being  under  dis- 
cussion, Mr.  M'CuB  demanded  the  previous  question,  and  being  sus- 
tained by  the  house,  the  question  was  put  upon  adopting  said  amend- 
ment and  was  determined  in  the  negative.     Ayes  57,  noes  70.

The  said  bill  was  then  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third 
time;  and  having  been  forthwith  engrossed  and  the  rule  of  the  house 
having  been  suspended,  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  communicate  the  same  to  the  senate  and 
request  their  concurrence. 

No.  137.  An  engrossed  bill  incorporating  the  town  of  Gnyandotte 
in  Cabell  county,  was  taken  up  on  motion  of  Mr.  Moore,  read  a  third 
time  and  passed. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  communicate  the  same  to  the  senate  and 
request  their  concurrence. 

The  report  of  the  joint  committee  on  the  subject  of  the  Wilmot 
proviso  and  other  kindred  subjects,  with  the  amendment  thereto  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Thomas,  which  was  under  consideration  when  the  house 
adjourned  on  yesterday,  was  taken  up,  and  the  said  amendment  being 
under  discussion.

**  An  act  releasing  to  Joel  Fergerson  a  certain  fine  imposed  by  the 
circuit  superior  court  of  law  and  chancery  for  Wayne  county."  (No. 
37.) 

"  An  act  declaring  Mud  river  and  the  Beach  fork  of  Twelve  pole  ri- 
ver public  highways,  and  for  other  purposes,"  (No.  64 ;)  and 

"  An  act  to  confirm  the  grant  by  the  common  council  of  Alexandria 
of  part  of  certain  streets  in  said  town  to  the  Alexandria  canal  com- 
pany."    (No.  88.) 

They  have  also  passed  the  bill,  entitled 

<'  An  act  to  amend  the  several  acts  concerning  the  Martinsburg  and 
Winchester  turnpike  company,"  (No.  65,)  with  an  amendment,  in  which 
they  request  the  concurrence  of  the  house  of  delegates. 
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The  said  amendment  being  read,  was  agreed  to  by  the  house^  and  it 
was  ordered  that  the  clerk  inform  the  senate  thereof. 

Mr.  Coleman,  from  the  committee  of  schools  and  colleges,  presented 
the  following  bills : 

No.  188.  A  bill  to  regulate  the  forfeiture  of  undrawn  school  quotas 
to  the  Literary  fund ;  and 

No.  189.  A  bill  to  incorporate  the  Fincastle  female  seminary. 

Mr.  HiNER  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  county  of  High- 
land, asking  for  the  establishment  of  a  separate  election  in  said  county. 

Mr.  Watson,  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  county  of  Albemarle,  for 
the  establishment  of  a  separate  election  at  Blackwell's  tanyard  in  said 
county. 

Ordered^  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  committee  of 
propositions  and  grievances. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Querbant,  leave  was  granted  to  withdraw  the 
petition  of  Robert  H.  Mitchell,  presented  at  the  last  session  of  the  ge- 
neral assembly,  asking  to  be  divorced  from  his  wife ;  thereupon,  Mr. 
GuERRANT  again  presented  the  same,  and  it  was  ordered  to  be  referred 
to  the  committtee  for  courts  of  justice. 

Mr.  M'Clung  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  county  of  Fa- 
yette, asking  for  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  the  town  of  Coving- 
ton to  the  Kanawha  river,  and  for  aid  to  tunnel  the  Blue  Ridge,  which 
was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  roads  and  internal  na- 
vigation. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Robinson,  that  the  house  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved^  That  all  debate  shall  close  on  the  Wilmot  proviso  resolu- 
tions before  the  house  adjourns  to-day. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Cook  to  amend  the  same  by  striking 
out  the  words  <<  before  the  house  adjourns,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "  at  3  o'clock ;"  thereupon,  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Hart, 
that  the  resolution  and  amendment  be  laid  upon  the  table ;  and  the 
motion  being  under  discussion,  Mr.  Whittle  demanded  that  the  main 
question  be  now  put,  and  it  was  sustained  by  the  house,  and  the  ques- 
tion being  put  upon  the  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table,  was  determined 
in  the  negative.     Ayes  51,  noes  74

The  question  recurred  upon  the  said  amendment,  and  Mr.  Moncd&e 
of  Caroline  demanded  that  the  main  question  be  now  put,  and  it  was 
sustained  by  the  house,  and  being  put,  the  amendment  was  agreed  to^ 
and  the  resohition  as  amended  was  then  adopted. 

Mr.  Yerbt  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  which 
on  his  motion  were  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table,  ?iz : 

Whereas  proceedings  have  been  commenced  in  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States,  to  abolish  the  institution  of  slavery 
within  the  District  of  Columbia,  a  district  c^ded  by  the  slave  states 
Maryland  and  Virginia,  to  the  general  government,  for  purposes  none 
other  than  the  accommodation  of  the  federal  government  for  its  resi- 
dence and  its  legitimate  exercise  of  functions  only  necessary  to  its  ad- 
ministration of  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  the  constitution,  and  not 
for  an  administration  of  power  which  can  no  where  be  found  in  the 
cession  of  deeds  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  a  state  of  alarm  has  been 
produced  which  calls  for  an  expression  of  the  voice  of  the  southern 
people  in  their  primary  assemblies. 

Therefore,  we,  the  people  of  the  county  of  Northampton  and  state 
of  Virginia,  now  met  in  convention,  do  declare  that,  however  we  may- 
be divided  by  party  lines  upon  other  questions  which  have  heretofore 
and  do  still  excite  us,  we  kxiow  no  division  of  sentiments  on  the  ques- 
tion of  our  rights  under  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  in  and 
over  the  institution  of  slavery. 

We  believe  that  congress  has  no  power  over  the  subject ;  and  we 
insist  that  none  shall  ever  be  exercised  by  it. 

However  unlimited  the  terms  of  language  employed  by  the  states, 
Virginia  and  Maryland,  in  their  deeds  of  cession,  we  have  no  doubt, 
that  at  the  time  of  cession,  the  idea  that  congress  might  ever  claim 
power  over  slavery  had  never  entered  the  head  of  any  one  of  the  pa- 
triotic rulers  of  these  generous  and  confiding  old  states — slave  states 
as  they  then  were — and  slave  states  as  they  then  expected  to  remain. 

We  further  declare  to  our  fellow-citizens  of  these  United  States  that, 
in  reference  to  this  claim  of  power  over  the  district,  whilst  we  are  not 
to  be  understood  as  admitting  in  the  least  degree  a  legal  power,  we 
plant  ourselves  on  the  position  that  congress  has  no  moral  power  what- 
ever ;  and  that  we  will  never  submit  to  emancipation  in  that  district 
without  the  consent  of  the  people  of  said  district,  and  of  the  people  of 
Maryland  and  Virginia,  and  we  shall  not  hesitate  to  stigmatize  any  and 
every  one  of  the  American  people  who  may  ever  be  willing  to  perpe- 
trate on  Virginia  and  Maryland  a  fraud  that  would  be  as  monstrous  and 
as  hideous  as  would  be  that  of  the  man  who  could  abuse  his  friend's 
confidence  by  inserting  in  a  '<  carte  blanche"  something  about  which 
that  friend  had  never  been  consulted  :  Therefore, 

Resolved^  That  we  cordially  approve  and  commend  the  course  of 
all  those  southern  members  of  congress  who  have  recently  met  in  con- 
vention for  the  purpose  of  resisting  the  slavery  agitators,  and  of  con- 
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sideriBg  and  adopting  what  action  it  becomes  them  to  take  for  the  pre- 
8er\ration  of  the  rights  of  the  south. 

Resolved,  That  upoir  all  occasions  which  are  forced  upon  ds  for  the 
expression  of  our  views  of  our  rights  in  and  over  slavery,  we  wilt  em- 
ploy such  language  only  as  shall  carefully  indicate  our  purposed  action ; 
and  that  in  our  heretofore  expressions  that  congress  neither  has  nor 
shall  exercise  any  power  ov^r  slavery,  we  desire  to  be  understood  that 
we  will  resisi,  even  if  it  be  at  the  cost  of  our  lives. 

The  report  of  the  joint  committee  on  the  Wilmot  proviso  and  other 
kindred  subjects,  with  the  amendmeot  thereto  proposed  by  Mr.  Tho- 
mas, wt)ich  was  under  discussion  when  the  house  adjourned  on  yester- 
day was  taken  up. 

The  said  report  was  read  as  follows : 

Whereas  the  institution  of  slavery  was  fully  discussed  in  the  con- 
vention which  formed  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
rights  of  slaveholders  recdgnized  and  protected  by  the  provisions  of  that 
instrument;  and  without  the  compromises  then  solemnly  entered  into, 
the  union  of  the  states  never  could  have  been  formed:  And  whereas 
the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  regarding  what  is  known  as  the 
"Wilmot  Proviso"  as  in  palpable  disregard  of  the  compromises  of  the 
constitution,  did,  on  the  8th  day  of  March  1847,  adopt  a  series  of  re- 
solutions distinctly  indicating  the  course  which  the  state  of  Virginia 
would  pursue,  in  the  event  of  its  passage  by  the  congress  of  the  Uni- 
ted Slates,  as  applicable  to  territory  to  be  acquired  from  Mexico:  And 
whereas  the  present  general  assembly  have  seen  with  deep  concern,  a 
disposition  manifested  by  the  house  of  representatives  of  the  United 
Stales,  to  violate  the  principles  embodied  in  said  resolutions,  and  to 
make  still  further  aggressions  upon  the  rights  of  the  southern  states : 
Under  these  circumstances,  this  general  assembly  deem  the  occasion  fit 
to  reaffirm  said  resolutions,  and  most  respectfully,  but  most  earnestly, 
to  call  the  attention  of  all  who  are  attached  to  the  union  of  the  states, 
to  the  serious  and  inevitable  consequences  which  must  follow  such  ac- 
tion upon  the  part  of  the  general  government : 

I.  Be  it  therefore  resolved  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia^ 
That  after  the  fullest  re-examination  and  reconsideration  of  the  reso- 
lutions adopted  on  the  8th  of  March  1847,  by  this  body,  we  do  consi- 
der said  resolutions  as  founded  in  truth,  consonant  with  the  constitu- 
tion, and  conducive  to  its  preservation ;  and  therefore  we  feel  it  to  be 
our  indispensable  du^y  to  adhere  to  and  reaffirm  them  as  follows : 

1.  Be  it  resolved  unanimously  by  the  general  assembly  of  Vir- 
ginia, That  the  government  of  the  United  States  has  no  control,  di- 
rectly of  indirectly,  mediately  or  immediately,  over  the  institution  of 
slavery,  so  as  to  impair  the  rights  of  the  slaveholder,  and  that  in  taking 
any  such  control,  it  transcends  the  limits  of  its  legitimate  functions,  by 
destroying  the  internal  organization  of  the  sovereignties  who  created  it. 

2.  Resolved  unanimously,  That  all  territory  which  may  be  ac- 
quired by  the  arms  of  the  United  States,  or  yielded  by  treaty  with  any 
foreign  power,  belongs  to  the  several  states  of  this  Union,  as  their  joint 
and  common  property,  in  which  each  and  all  have  equal  rights;  and 
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that  the  enacttnent  by  the  federal  government  of  any  law  which  should 
direct,  or  by  its  effects  prevent  the  citizens  of  any  state  from  emigra- 
ting with  their  property,  of  whatever  description,  into  such  territory, 
would  make  a  discrimination  unwarranted  by,  and  in  violation  of  the 
compromises  of  the  constitution  and  the  rights  of  the  states  from 
which  such  citizens  emigrated,  and  in  derogation  of  that  perfect  equa- 
lity that  belongs  to  the  several  states,  as  members  of  this  Union,  and 
would  tend  directly  to  subvert  the  Union  itself. 

3.  Resolved,  That  if,  in  disregard  alike  of  the  spirit  and  principles 
of  the  act  of  congress,  on  the  admission  of  the  state  of  Missouri  into 
the  Union,  generally  known  as  the  Missouri  compromise,  and  of  every 
consideration  of  justice,  of  constitutional  right  and  of  fraternal  feeling, 
the  fearful  issue  shall  be  forced  upon  the  country,  which  must  result 
from  the  adoption  and  attempted  enforcement  of  the  Wilmot  proviso, 
as  an  act  of  the  general  government,  the  people  of  Yir-ginia  can  have 
no  difficulty  in  choosing  between  the  only  alternatives  that  will  then 
remain  of  abject  submission  to  aggression  and  outrage  on  the  one  hand, 
or  determined  resistance  on  the  other,  at  all  hazards  and  to  the  last 
extremity. 

4.  Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  general  assembly  holds  it  to 
be  the  duty  of  every  man  in  every  section  of  this  confederacy,  (if  the 
Union  is  dear  to  him,)  to  oppose  the  passage  of  any  law,  for  whatever 
purpose,  by  which  territory  to  be  acquired  may  be  subject  to  such  a 
restriction. 

5.  Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  passage  of  the  above  men- 
tioned proviso,  makes  it  the  duty  of  every  slaveholding  state,  and  of 
all  citizens  thereof,  as  they  value  their  dearest  privileges,  their  sove- 
reignty, their  independence  and  their  rights  of  property,  to  take  firm, 
united  and  concerted  action  in  this  emergency. 

II.  Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  passage  of  a  law  by  the  congress 
of  the  United  States,  abolishing  slavery  or  the  slave  trade  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  as  a  direct  attack  upon  the  institutions  of  the  south- 
ern states,  to  be  resisted  at  every  hazard. 

III.  Resolved,  That  in  the  event  of  the  passage  by  congress  of  the 
"  Wilmot  Proviso,"  or  any  law  abolishing  slavery  or  the  slave  trade 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  is  re- 
quested immediately  to  convene  the  legislature  of  this  state,  (if  it  shall 
have  adjourned,)  to  consider  the  mode  and  measure  of  redress. 

lY.  Resolved,  That  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  be  requested 
to  send  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  each  of  the  states  of  this  Union, 
and  also  to  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress. 

The  amendment  of  Mr.  Thomas  proposed  to  strike  out  all  of  said 
report  down  to  the  end  of  the  third  resolution,  and  to  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  states  came  into  this  Union  as  equals,  and 
that  their  citizens  are  entitled  to  equal  rights,  privileges  and  immuni- 
ties under  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  proceedings  of  the  convention  by  which  the 
federal  constitution  was  framed,  clearly  demonstrate  that  the  institu- 
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tioD  of  slavery  was  maturely  considered,  and  that  the  union  of  the 
states  could  never  have  been  formed  without,  and  was  finally  secured 
by  incorporating  into  that  instrument  distinct  and  ample  guarantees  of 
the  rights  of  the  slaveholder. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  view  with  deep  concern  the  constant  aggres- 
sions on  the  rights  of  the  slaveholder  by  certain  reckless  politicians  of 
the  north,  and  we  consider  the  recent  proceedings  on  the  subject  of 
slavery  fraught  with  mischief  well  calculated  to  disturb  the  peace  of 
our  country,  and  should  call  forth  the  earnest  and  prompt  disapproba- 
tion of  every  friend  of  the  Union. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  enactment  of  any  law  by  congress  which 
shall  directly  or  indirectly  deprive  the  citizens  of  any  of  the  states  of 
the  right  of  emigrating  with  their  slave  property  into  any  of  the  terri- 
tories of  the  United  States,  and  of  exercising  ownership  over  the  same 
while  in  those  territories,  will  not  only  be  an  act  of  gross  injustice  and 
wrong,  but  the  exercise  of  power  contrary  to  the  true  spirit  of  the 
constitution,  and  should  be  resisted  by  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed 
best  for  the  preservation  of  the  institutions  of  the  south. 

5.  Resolved,  That  while  we  do  not  intend  hereafter  to  be  under- 
stood as  conceding  that  congress  has  the  power  under  the  constitution 
to  enact  a  law  prohibiting  slavery  in  any  portion  of  the  territories  of 
the  United  States,  yet  to  preserve  the  peace  and  promote  the  perpe- 
tuity of  the  Union,  we  are  willing  that  the  basis  of  the  Missouri  com- 
promise should  be  adopted  in  reference  to  the  recently  acquired  terri- 
tories of  New  Mexico  and  California. 

6.  Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  passage  of  any  law  by  congress, 
interfering  with  the  rights  of  slaveholders  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
as  a  direct  attack  upon  the  institutions  of  the  slaveholding  states,  which 
ought  to  be  met  at  the  threshold  and  resisted  at  every  hazard. 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  the  said  amendment,  was  deter- 
mined in  the  negative.     Ayes  43,  noes  89.

Mr.  Price  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  county  of  Kanawha, 
praying  for  a  repeal  of  the  district  free  school  system  in  said  county, 
which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  schools  and 
colleges.

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  communicate  the  same  to  the  senate  and 
request  their  concurrence.

Resolved,  That  the  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  en-

imported  by  him  from  Arabia ;  and  more  particularly  for  the  patriotic 
interest  and  the  liberal  spirit  which  be  has  manifested  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  cattle  of  his  native  state.

Resolved  as  the  opinion  -of  this  committee^  That  it  is  inexpedient 
at  this  time  to  change  the  principle  of  taxation. 

A  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  clerk's  office, 
was  read  as  follows : 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  clerk's  office  have,  in 
obedience  to  order,  performed  their  duty.  That  the  clerk  has  com* 
plied  with  the  role  requiring  schedules  of  petitions  and  an  index  to 
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the  journal.  That  we  found  the  books  and  papers  in  good  order  and 
systematically  arranged.  The  enrolled  bills  are  safely  secured  iu  tin 
cases  and  in  a  good  state  of  preservation.  The  office  is  well  adapted 
to  preserve  the  books  and  papers.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion 
that  the  rule  requiring  the  clerk  to  keep  a  schedule  of  all  petitions  is 
unnecessary,  and  results  only  in  imposing  additional  labour  upon  the 
clerk.  The  schedule  is  made  up  from  the  index  to  the  journal,  and 
every  thing  can  be  as  conveniently  found  in  the  index  to  the  journal.

dionld  be  created. 

Your  committee  further  state,  that  Judge  Taliaferro's  circuit  (the 
10th)  is  also  far  more  than  an  average  one,  and  they  think  it  just  and 
proper  that  it  should  be  diminished  by  detaching  Carroll  county  from 
the  10th  and  adding  it  to  the  16th  circuit,  Judge  Brown's.  But  as  it 
is  scarcely  expedient  to  increase  materially  the  labours  of  Judge  Brown, 
your  committee  recommend  that  the  county  of  Monroe  should  be  trans- 
ferred from  his  circuit  to  Judge  Johnston's,  the  17th,  in  the  place  of 
Greenbrier,  which  is  designed  to  be  embraced  in  the  proposed  new 
circuit. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  of  the  subject  referred  to  them.

Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Pbilip  Courtney,  of  the  Methodist  church. 
A  eommtuiioation  from  the  senate  by  their  clerk,  was  read  as  follows : 

IN  SENATE,  January  29,  1849. 

The  senate  have  passed  the  bill,  entitled 

*<  An  act  to  amend  the  act  passed  April  4th,  1848,  entitled  'an  act 
amending  the  act,  entitled  '  an  act  concerning  oysters  and  terrapins, 
and  the  penalties  in  regard  to  them,'  passed  March  22d,  1847,  and  for 
other  purposes,'  "  (No.  26,)  with  an  amendment,  in  which  they  request 
the  concurrence  of  the  hoiTse  of  delegates. 

The  said  amendment  being  read,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Sbbpard,  the 
bill  and  amendment  were  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Strother,  from  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice,  presented 
reports  upon  resolutions  for  supplying  at  the  public  charge  the  clerics 
with  the  reports  of  decisions  of  the  court  of  appeals ;  for  amending 
the  laws  so  as  to  make  justices  eligible  to  the  office  of  commissioner 
of  the  revenue,  and  to  authorize  them  to  celebrate  the  rites  of  matri- 
mony in  all  cases ;  and  for  amending  the  laws  to  permit  justices,  as 
also  the  courts,  to  give  judgment  in  favour  of  defendants  without  the 
necessity  of  instituting  a  new  suit,  when  the  account  of  the  defendant 
is  found  to  exceed  that  of  the  plaintiff;  and  the  following  bills:

of  citizens  of  Harper's  Perry,  for  authority  to  raise  by  lottery  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  Harper's  Perry  female  institute ;  and  the  following  bills  t 

No.  278.  A  bill  amending  the  act,  entitled  <<an  act  concerning  dis- 
trict free  schools  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,"  passed  March  27,  1848. 
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No.  279.  A  bill  establishing  free  schools  in  the  county  of  Albe^ 
marie;  and 

No.  280.  A  bill  to  incoq)orate  the  stockholders  of  the  Female  col* 
legiate  institute  in  the  county  of  Buckingham. 

Mr.  Cheatham,  from  the  committee  of  claims,  presented  the  follow- 
ing bill :

Mr.  HiETT,  from  the  committee  on  the  second  auditor's  office,  pre- 
sented a  report  upon  the  condition  of  that  office. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle, 

Resolved^  That  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice  enquire  into  the 
expediency  of  enacting  that  no  demurrer  shall  be  entertained  to  any 
declar^ion  because  of  misjoinder,  on  the  ground  of  the  union  in  the 
same  declaration  of  a  count  in  case  and  a  count  in  trespass  for  the 
same  matter. 

Mr.  Bassel  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  county  of  Harri- 
son, for  the  establishment  of  a  separate  election  at  the  house  of  Jesse 
Hall  in  said  county,  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to-the  committee 
of  propositions  and  grievances. 

No.  61.  A  bill  making  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  new  bar- 
racks at  the  Virginia  military  institute,  was  taken  up  on  motion  of  Mr. 
DoRMAN,  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Monday  next. 

The  following  report  was  taken  up  on  motion  of  Mr.  Moncure  of 
Stafford,  and  read: 

The  committee  of  revision  have  revised  and  considered  the  first  re- 
port of  the  revisors  of  the  Civil  Code,  except  the  title  concerning 
<'  Public  Defence,"  and  have  agreed  upon  certain  amendments  thereto, 
which  they  will  in  a  few  days  report  to  the  house.  They  did  not  ex- 
amine the  title  concerning  '*  Public  Defence,"  because  they  were  in- 
formed it  was  imder  the  consideration  of  the  committee  on  the  militia 
laws,  to  which  the  subject  more  appropriately  belongs.  They  will  pro- 
ceed, with  as  much  diligence  as  possible,  to  revise,  consider  and  report 
upon  the  remaining  reports  of  the  revisors,  including  those  which  are 
hereafter  to  be  made ;  but  they  do  not  believe  the  legislature  can  pos- 
sibly adjourn  earlier  than  the  middle  of  April  if  the  subject  be  fully 
acted  on  during  the  present  session.  And  even  then,  from  the  short- 
ness of  the  time,  and  from  interruptions  occasioned  by  other  legislative 
business,  the  subject  cannot  receive  that  careful  examinationand  de- 
liberate consideration  which  its  great  importance  demands. 

The  committee  are  informed  that  the  other  business  of  the  legisla- 
ture will  not  require  it  to  sit  longer  than  the  1st  of  March,  if  so  long. 

Ought  the  legislature  then  to  continue  in  session  a  month  and  a  half 
longer  for  the  purpose  of  endeavouring  to  complete  the  revision  ?  Or 
would  it  not  be  better,  as  soon  as  the  other  business  is  disposed  of,  to 
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adjoaro  eilher  to  some  future  day,  or  sine  die,  and  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  revision  to  sit  after  the  adjournment,  and  to  report  their  pro- 
ceedings to  the  adjourned  session,  or  the  next  legislature,  as  the  case 
may  be  ?  These  are  questions  which  the  committee,  from  their  pecu- 
liar connection  with  the  subject,  have  felt  it  their  duty  to  consider, 
with  the  view  of  jreeommending  the  adoption  of  such  course  as  might 
to  them  seem  best  calculated  to  effect  the  object  in  view.  And  they 
now  respectfully  report  the  result  of  their  consideration  to  the  house. 

They  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  if  the  legislature  can  get 
through  its  other  business  by  the  1st  of  March,  or  even  early  in  that 
month,  it  ought  not  to  continue  in  session  for  the  purpose  of  comple- 
ting the  revision. 

They  are  also  unanimously  of  opinion  that  a  joint  committee  should 
be  appointed  to  sit  as  long  as  may  be  necessary  after  the  adjournment 
for  the  purpose  of  revising  and  considering  the  reports  of  the  revisors, 
and  having  the  whole  subject  ready  to  be  acted  on  by  the  legislature. 

But  whether  to  be  acted  on  by  an  adjourned  session  of  the  present 
legislature,  or  by  the  next  legislature,  is  a  question  on  which  the  com- 
mittee are  not  unanimous. 

The  majority  are  of  opinion  that  an  adjourned  session  of  the  present 
legislature  would  be  preferable.  They  do  not  believe  it  will  be  at- 
tended with  much,  if  any,  additional  expense  to  the  commonwealth, 
and  certainly  not  enough  to  couuterbalance  the  advantages  in  other 
respects  of  such  a  session.  They  believe  that  by  getting  through  with 
all  the  other  busi^iess  before  the  adjournment,  and  holding  the  ad- 
journed session  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of  attending  to  the  revi- 
sion, the  business  can  be  accomplished  in  much  less  time  than  during 
an  ordinary  session.  It  can  also  be  better  done.  There  will  be  no-* 
thing  then  to  divide  the  attention  of  the  legislature.  The  minds  of 
all  its  members  can  foe  exclusively  devoted  to  the  important  subject  in 
which  the  whole  commonwealth  is  so  deeply  concerned. 

Another  circumstance  worthy  of  consideration  is,  that  the  members 
of  the  committee  of  revision,  which  will  sit  after  the  adjournment, 
(should  such  a  committee  be  appointed,)  may  not,  and  many  of  them 
probably  will  not,  be  members  of  the  next  legislature ;  and  cannot, 
therefore,  be  present  to  explain  their  amendments,  and  answer  objec- 
tions which,  from  their  examination  of  the  subject,  it  might  be  in  their* 
power  to  remove.  The  next  legislature  would  probably  be  unwilling 
to  act  on  the  subject  without  having  it  fully  examined  by  their  own 
committee.  And  as  such  an  examination  would  always  render  it  dif- 
ficult to  complete  the  work  during  an  ordinary  session,  it  would  pro- 
bably be  found  necessary  to  resort  at  last  to  an  adjourned  or  extra 
session. 

For  these  and  other  reasons4  the  majority  of  the  committee  are  in 
favour  of  an  adjourned  session.  There  may  be  difficulty  in  fixing 
upon  a  time  for  the  session  which  would  suit  the  convenience  of  all. 
A  majority  of  the  committee  think  the  month  of  September  would  bo 
most  convenient,  and  that  it  would  afford  sufficient  time.  In  the  suc- 
ceeding month  the  official  term  of  the  present  members  will  expire. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  committee  have  come  to  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 
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1.  Resolved^  That  if  the  legmlature  can  get  throcrgh  its  other  busi- 
ness hy  the  Ist  of  March,  it  ought  not,  in  the  opinion  of  this  commit- 
tee, to  continue  its  session  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  revision. 

2.  Resolvedy  That  if  the  legislature  shall  adjourn  before  (he  revision 
be  completed,  a  joint  committee  should  in  the  opinion  of  this  com- 
mittee be  appointed,  to  sit  at  such  times  as  may  be  convenient,  and  as 
long  as  may  be  necessary  after  the  adjournment,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
vising and  considering  the  reports  of  the  revisers,  and  having  the  whole 
subject  re^dy  to  be  acted  on  by  the  legislature. 

3.  Resolved,  That  if  the  legislature  shall  adjourn  before  the  revision 
be  completed,  4t  will  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee  be  expedient  to 
hold  an  adjourned  session,  to  commence  on  the  1st  daj  of  September 
next,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  exclusively  to  the  subject  of  revision. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Cokwav  to  amend  the  same  by  substi- 
toting  therefor  the  following : 

The  committee  on  revision  having  reported  it  was  necessary  to  the 
proper  discharge  of  the  important  duty  assigned  them^  that  they  should 
have  more  time  for  the  examination  of  the  Civil  and  Criminal  Code, 
and  having  also  recommended  an  adjourned  session  of  the  present 
general  assembly  for  that  purpose  :  Therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  That  when  the  pre- 
sent legislature  shall  adjourn  on  the  day  of  next,  ic 
shall  adjourn  to  meet  on  the  28th  day  of  May  1849. 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  the  amendment,  was  determined 
In  the  affirmative. 

The  question  recurred  upon  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee as  amended,  and  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.  Ayes  62| 
noes  68.

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Ferguson  to  amend  the  rule  by 
striking  out  the  words  **feed  counsel"  and  insert  the  word  "persons." 

Thereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Price,  the  said  rule  and  proposed 
amendment  were  indefinitely  postponed. 

Mr.  Ferguson,  from  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice,  presented  a 
teport,  which,  on  his  motion  was  taken  up  and  read  as  follows : 
.      29 
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The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  bad 
under  consideration  the  preamble  and  resolutions  in  relation  to  the 
cession  by  the  state  of  Kentucky,  of  a  portion  of  her  territory  to  the 
state  of  Virginia,  to  them  referred,  and  recommend  their  adoption. 

Whereas  a  portion  of  the  citizens  of  Pike  county,  in  the  state  of 
Kentucky,  have  presented  to  this  general  assembly  their  petition, 
avowing  their  purpose  to  apply  to  the  legislature  of  Kentucky  at  its 
present  session,  to  pass  an  act  ceding  to  the  state  of  Virginia  that  part 
of  the  said  county  of  Pike  included  within  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit :  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Big  creek  on  the  Tiig  fork  of  San- 
dy river ;  thence  up  and  along  the  top  of  the  ridge  above  said  creek  to 
the  top  of  the  main  dividing  ridge  between  the  waters  of  the  right  and 
left  hand  forks  of  Sandy  river,  thence  with  and  along  the  top  of  said 
main  dividing  ridge  to  the  line  between  Kentucky  and  Virginia,  thence 
with  said  line  to  Tug  river,  and  down  the  same  to  the  beginning;  and 
have  prayed  such  legislation  by  this  general  assembly  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  effect  that  object : 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  by  the  general  assembly^  That  in  case 
the  legislature  of  Kentucky  shall  at  any  time  pass  an  act  ceding  to  the 
state  of  Virginia  that  portion  of  her  territory  included  within  the  above 
limits,  Virginia  will  accept  such  cession  ;  and  that  the  territory  so  ce- 
ded shall  be  annexed  to  and  form  a  part  of  the  county  of  Logan. 

Resolved^  That  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  be  requested  to 
transmit  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolutions  to  the  governor  of 
Kentucky,  with  a  request  that  he  communicate  the  same  to  the  legis- 
lature of  that  state. 

The  said  resolutions  were  severally  agreed  to,  and  it  was  ordered 
that  the  clerk  communicate  the  same  to  the  senate  and  request  their 
concurrence. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Faulkner,  the  report  of  the  committee  to  en- 
quire into  the  existing  legislation  of  congress  upon  the  subject  of  fugi- 
tive slaves,  was  taken  up  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Tuesday 
next. 

No.  114.  A  bill  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  <'an  act  coticerning  the 
City  of  Norfolk,"  passed  February  13ih,  1845,  with  the  amendment 
thereto  proposed  by  Mr.  Price,  was  taken  up  on  motion  of  Mr.  Robinson, 
and  with  the  leave  of  the  house  Mr.  Price  withdrew  the  said  amend- 
ment; thereupon  Mr.  Robinson  submitted  an  amendment  by  way  of 
substitute,  which  on  his  motion  was  ordered  to  be  printed,  and  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  ScoTT  the  bill  and  amendment  were  laid  upon  the  table. 

No.  11.  A  bill  concerning  juries  in  civil  cases,  was  taken  up  oa 
motion  of  Mr.  Scott,  read  a  second  time,  and  amended  on  motions 
severally  made ;  a  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Kilbt,  further  to 
amend  the  same ;  and  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Lane  of  Lee,  to 
amend  said  amendment,*  and  then  on  his  motion  the  bill  and  amend- 
ments were  laid  upon  the  table  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Fri- 
day next. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mato, 

Resolved^  That  the  committee  on  agriculture  and  manufactures  en- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  passing  a  law  to  prevent  any  manufac- 
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tarer  of  tobacco  within  this  commoo wealth  from  using  the  brand  or 
mark  of  another  manufacturer  of  the  same  article. 

A  report  of  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice  upon  the  petition  of 
the  Rer.  Isaac  Soule,  was  taken  up  on  motion  of  Mr.  Martz,  and  or- 
dered to  be  committed  to  the  committee  which  brought  it  in. 

Mr.  Mato  presented  a  petition  of  the  insurance  company  in  the  City 
of  Richmond,  and  of  merchants  and  owners  of  property  in  said  city 
and  in  the  cities  of  New  York,  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia,  engaged 
in  trade  and  commerce,  asking  the  passage  of  an  act  to  define  the  pay 
of  commissioners  of  wrecks. 

ISr.  Robinson,  a  petition  of  N.  C.  King,  in  behalf  of  the  firemen  of 
the  City  of  Norfolk,  praying  an  amendment  to  the  act  of  March  6, 
1840,  exempting  certain  fire  companies  from  petit  jury  duty. 

Mr.  SiBERT,  a  petition  of  Reuben  Lee,  a  free  man  of  colour,  asking 
to  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  commonwealth. 

Ordered,  That  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  committee  for  courts 
of  justice. 

Mr.  Masset  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  county  of  Bote- 
tourt, praying  the  passage  of  an  act  to  authorize  Charles  B.  Penn  to 
establish  a  ferry  or  bridge  from  the  town  of  Jackson  to  the  lands  of 
said  Penn. 

Mr.  M'Clung  presented  a  petition  of  William  Morris,  remonstrating 
against  the  manner  in  which  certain  property  condemned  by  the  James 
river  and  £[anawha  company  has  been  used  by  them  to  his  prejudice. 

Ordered^  That  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  roads 
and  internal  navigation.

been  made  for  making  and  completing  said  repairs  and  additions  within 
the  limits  hereby  authorized,  as  the  amounts  shall  respectively  become 
due  under  said  contracts. 

2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

The  committee  appointed  to  enqtiiro  how  far  the  existing  legislation 
of  congress,  under  the  third  clause  of  the  second  section  of  the  fourth 
article  of  the  constitutions  fulfils  tlie  intent  and  object  of  that  instru- 
ment, in  affording  an  adequate  remedy  for  the  recapture  of  slaves  ab- 
sconding from  this  state  into  the  nonsiavcholding  states  of  this  confe- 
deracy ;  and  if  found  inadequate  in  its  provisions,  to  suggest  such  re- 
lief as  the  urgency  of  the  case  requireSj  and  also  the  mode  in  which 
the  rights  of  the  citizens  of  this  state,  and  of  tlie  other  slaveholding 
Slates  of  the  Union,  shall  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  congress 
of  the  United  States,  have  bestowed  on  the  subject  the  attention 
which  its  importance  dcmandsj  and  now  report  to  the  house  the  result 
of  their  enquiries. 
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The  elaiise  of  the  constitution  referred  to  in  the  resolution  of  the 
house,  is  to  the  following  effect : 

^'  No  person  held  to  service  or  labour  in  one  state,  under  the  laws 
thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or  re- 
gulation therein,  be  discharged  from  snch  service  or  labour,  but  shall 
be  delivered  up,  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such  service  or  labour 
may  be  due." 

A  knowledge  of  the  history  of  this  constitutional  provision  is  essen- 
tial to  a  right  understanding  of  the  subject  referred  to  the  committee. 

Long  before  the  revolutionary  war,  the  institution  of  slavery  had 
diffused  itself  throughout  the  thirteen  colonies,  which  by  the  result  of 
that  war  subsequently  became  the  United  States  of  America.  The 
prevalence  of  this  institution  through  all  the  colonies  had  created,  at 
an  early  period,  a  customary  law,  under  which  the  owners  of  fugitive 
slaves  were  allowed  to  recapture  them  in  whatever  colony  found,  and 
convey  them  to.  that  from  which  they  had  escaped.  This  usage,  the 
offspring  of  mutual  interest  and  of  international  comity,  was  still  in 
force  to  a  great  extent,  when  the  articles  of  confederation  were  formed 
by  the  states.  And  this  may  account  for  the  omission,  in  those  arti- 
cles, of  a  clause  like  that  under  consideration,  legalizing  the  reclama- 
tion of  fugitive  slaves,  in  whichever  of  the  states  they  might  be  found. 

But  this  customary  law  had  no  other  sanction,  in  the  middle  and 
eastern  states,  than  a  public  opinion,  mainly  growing  out  of  a  sense  of 
interest,  and  when  the  discovery  was  made,  that  slave  labour,  in  those 
states,  was  comparatively  worthless,  a  growing  distaste  to  the  whole 
institution  of  slavery  withdrew  from  this  customary  law  its  only  sanc- 
tion, and  made  its  enforcement  every  year  more  difficult.  As  early  as 
1st  of  March  1780,  Pennsylvania  passed  an  act  for  the  gradual  aboli- 
tion of  slavery ;  and  in  the  same  year  Massachusetts  made  provision 
for  the  prospective  emancipation  of  her  slaves.  In  a  few  years  after- 
wards these  examples  were  followed  by  aH  or  nearly  all  of  the  New 
England  states.  So  that  under  the  confederation  the  want  of  some 
legal  provision  on  this  subject  was  felt  as  a  grievous  inconvenience  by 
the  slaveholding  states ;  as  we  learn  from  the  elder  Judge  Tucker,  in 
many  states  no  aid  whatsoever  was  allowed  to  the  owners,  and  some- 
times, indeed,  they  met  with  open  resistance. 

Some  idea  of  the  vital  importance  which  the  slaveholding  states  at 
that  period  attached  to  the  right  of  recapturing  their  escaping  slaves, 
may  be  derived  from  the  fact,  that  as  early  as  the  adoption  of  the  cele- 
brated ordinance  of  1787,  (before  the  present  constitution  was  in  be- 
ingi)  the  proposition  to  exclude  slavery  or  involuntary  servitude  from 
the  Northwestern  territory,  was  obstinately  opposed  and  successfully 
resisted  by  the  south,  until  the  provision  for  the  delivery  up  of  fugitive 
slaves  was  incorporated  into  that  ordinance.  And  the  fact  is  suggested 
by  the  distinguished  senator  from  South  Carolina,  Mr.  Calhoun,  in  a 
recent  speech  in  the  senate  of  the  United  States,  with  a  strong  proha« 
bility  of  its  truth,  although  there  is  no  direct  and  positive  information 
on  the  subject,  that  this  very  clause,  interdicting  involuntary  servitude 
in  that  territory,  was  in  itself  the  result  of  compromise;  and  that.it 
was  yielded  by  Virginia  and  the  south,  upon  condition  that  the  gua- 
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cantee  which  accompanies  it  should  be,  as  it  was  giyeni  for  the  re- 
covery of  fugitive  slaves. 

It  was  with  this  experience  before  us  of  the  insecurity  of  our  slave 
population,  resulting  from  the  changed  policy  and  public  sentiment  of 
the  northern  states,  that  the  proposition  for  a  more  perfect  union  ori- 
ginated with  some  of  the  leading  statesmen  of  Virginia.  It  is  true 
the  primary  and  avowed  object  of  the  call  of  the  convention  was  to 
provide  more  effectually  for  a  uniform  system  of  commercial  regula- 
tions amongst  the  states,  yet  time  had  already  sufficiently  shewn  the 
utter  inadequacy  of  the  confederation  to  guard  against  those  constantly 
recurring  incidents  which  threatened  to  disturb  the  harmony  of  the 
states,  and  an  almost  universal  sentiment  had  taken  possession  of  the 
public  mind,  of  the  necessity  of  a  government,  whose  energies  would 
pervade  the  entire  Union,  and  guard  and  protect  every  interest  which 
was  likely  to  be  endangered,  by  those  sectional  diversities  of  opinion 
prevailing  in  the  several  states,  and  which  were  every  day  becoming 
more  broadly  and  distinctly  marked  with  the  progress  of  time. 

At  this  period  the  institution  of  slavery  was,  as  before  remarked,  ra- 
pidly disappearing  from  the  northern  and  eastern  states.  It  was  found 
adapted  neither  to  their  habits,  their  climate,  nor  their  pursuits.  Its 
numbers  were  within  the  control  of  a  wise,  prospective,  legislative 
policy.  It  had  never  sought  those  bleak  and  barren  regions  as  its  na- 
tural home ;  but  to  the  extent  that  it  did  exist  there,  the  fact  must  be 
ascribed  to  a  redundant  supply  from  the  foreign  slave  trade,  in  the  pur- 
suit of  which  traffic,  the  New  England  states  almost  whitened  the  ocean 
with  their  canvass.  Such  was  not  the  limited  and  precarious  state  of 
that  institution  in  the  southern  portion  of  this  confederacy.  Its  valua- 
ble agricultural  staples  had  given  full  vigour  to  its  growth  and  extension 
here.  It  already  embraced  one  full  third  of  the  population  of  the 
southern  states,  and  in  Virginia  it  exceeded  thirty-nine  per  cent,  of  her 
population.  It  had  interwoven  itself  into  all  habits  and  feelings  of 
our  people ;  it  had  become  an  essential  part  of  their  social  condition; 
it  formed  their  productive  labour,  and  had  acquired  the  stability  of  a 
fixed  and  permanent  system  of  policy  amongst  us.  In  the  language 
of  an  acute  and  enlightened  foreigner,  *^  slavery  at  the  north  was  a 
question  of  commerce  and  manufactures — ^in  the  south  it  was  a  ques- 
tion of  life  and  death." 

It  could  scarcely  be  supposed,  that,  in  framing  a  government  like 
that  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  was  designed  to 
endure  for  ages,  and  which  was  expected  to  diffuse  the  blessings  of 
fraternity  and.  peacp  over  numerous  republics  marked  by  such  diversi- 
ties of  climate,  pursuit,  opinion,  interests  and  domestic  policy,  an  in- 
stitution so  peculiar  and  permanent,  so  wide  spread  and  important  in 
all  its  consequences  as  slavery,  should  not  receive  its  due  share  of  con- 
sideration in  that  body.  We  accordingly  learn  from  the  authentic  re- 
cords of  that  period,  that  it  formed  a  leading  and  exciting  topic  in  the 
discussions  of  the  federal  convention.  Its  existence  and  its  influence 
npon  the  future  destiny  of  such  portions  of  the  confederacy  as  were 
likely  to  retain  it  as  a  permanent  portion  of  their  policy,  were  discussed 
with  the  fullest  and  nK)st  mature  deliberation.     The  opposing  interests 
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of  north  and  south  were  brought  out  in  full  array,  and  after  weeks  of 
consideration  and  debate  by  the  wise  and  illustrious  men  who  com- 
posed that  assembly,  after  great  and  mutual  coooeasions  made  on  aU 
sides  for  the  public  good,  their  labours  on  this  subject  resulted  : 

1st.  In  the  distinct  recognition  of  its  validity  in  all  the  states  whecs 
the  people  of  those  states  choose  to  retain  it. 

2d.  In  a  solemn  guaranty  in  the  constitution  to  enforce  the  rights  of 
the  owner  of  slaves  in  all  the  states  of  the  Union  into  which  they 
might  make  their  escape. 

And  3dly.  In  according  to  the  slave  population  a  representative 
weight  in  the  federal  councils.  It  thus  became  a  fundamental  element 
in  the  structure  of  the  new  government.  Political  power  was  claimed 
and  accorded  to  our  then  existing  and  forever  increasing  slave  populft- 
tion.  Under  the  operation  of  this  feature  in  the  constitution,  we  have 
at  this  time  twenty  members  of  the  house  of  representatives,  and  oo 
a  recent  occasion  enjoyed  the  advantage  of  twenty  votes  in  the  col- 
lege for  the  election  of  a  president  and  vice-president  of  the  United 
States.  Entering  into  the  constitution  of  the  legislative  and  execu- 
tive departments  of  the  government,  it  is  an  agent  m  every  law  and  in 
every  act  of  the  government.  In  the  language  of  an  eminent  judge 
of  the  federal  court  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania:  Slavery  is  the  cor- 
ner stone  of  the  constitution — ^^  the  foundations  of  the  government  are 
laid  and  rest  on  the  rights  of  property  in  slaves,*  and  the  whole  struc- 
ture must  fall  by  disturbing  the  corner  stone."  (Opinion  of  Judge 
Baldwin  in  the  case  of  Johnson  v.  Tompkins ^  1  Bald.  p.  597.) 

It  is,  however,  only  to  that  guaranty,  so  solemnly  provided  in  the 
constitution  for  the  delivery  of  fugitive  slaves,  that  the  attention  of 
this  committee  has  been  specially  invited. 

This  provision  was  so  obvious  and  indispensable — so  essential  to 
preserve  the  relations  of  harmony  amongst  the  states,  and  to  give  con- 
fidence and  security  to  the  slaveholders  of  the  south — that  it  seems, 
after  the  general  basis  of  the  constitution  was  fixed,  to  have  excited  no 
opposition  in  the  convention,  but  to  have  been  adopted  with  absolute 
unanimity,  from  a  general  acquiescence  in  its  necessity. 

When  the  people  of  th8  south  were  called  upon,  in  their  respective 
state  conventions,  to  act  upon  the  momentous  question  of  adopting 
or  rejecting  the  plan  of  government,  submitted  to  them  by  the  general 
convention,  this  provision  of  the  constitution  attracted  its  full  share  of 
attention,  and  was  used  with  irresistible  power  by  the  advocates  of  the 
Union,  to  relieve  the  apprehensions  of  the  hesitating,  and  to  manifest 
the  good  faith  with  which  the  nonslaveholding  slates  had  entered  inte 
this  permanent  fraternal  alliance.  The  history  of  that  period  abounds 
in  proofs  that  the  south,  in  giving  its  assent  to  the  Union,  did  so  iu  a 
full  reliance  upon  the  faithful  execution  of  this  provision  as  affording 
an  ample  and  effectual  security  for  their  slave  property. 

In  the  Virginia  convention,  to  satisfy  the  minds  of  the  people  that 
this  properly  was  abundantly  protected,  Edmund  Randolph  held  this 
language :  *»  Were  it  right  to  mention  what  passed  in  convention  on 
the  occasion,  I  might  tell  you  that  the  southern  states — even  South  Ca- 
rolina herself— conceived  this  property  to  be  secured  by  these  words.^ 
31 
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In  the  North  Carolina  convention,  Jodge  Iredell,  referring  to  this 
clause  of  the  constitution,  says:  "  In  some  of  the  northern  slates  they 
have  emancipated  all  of  their  slaves.  If  any  of  our  slaves  go  there, 
and  remain  there  a  certain  time,  they  would  by  the  present  laws  be 
entitled  to  their  freedom,'  so  that  their  masters  could  not  get  them 
again.  This  would  be  extremely  prejudicial  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  southern  states,  and  to  prevent  it,  this  clause  is  inserted  in  the 
constitution.'* 

To  the  same  purpose,  but  with  more  emphasis,  Charles  Cotes- 
worth  PiNCKNEY  said  to  the  people  of  South  Carolina,  in  the  conven- 
tion of  that  state,  "  We  have  obtained  a  right  to  recover  our  slaves,  in 
whatever  part  of  America  they  may  take  refuge,  which  is  a  right  we 
bad  not  before.". 

That  the  importance  of  this  provision  has  not  been  overrated  by 
southern  statesmen,  the  following  extract  from  the  opinion  of  the  su- 
preme court  of  the  United  Slates,  delivered  in  January  1842,  in  the 
case  of  Prigg  v.  The  State  of  Pennsyloaniaj  (16  Peters,  p.  539,)  will 
conclusively  shew : 

In  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  Mr.  Justice  Story,  on  page 
611,  uses  the  following  language: 

"Historically,  it  is  well  known  that  the  object  of  this  clause  was 
to  secure  to  the  citizens  of  the  slaveholding  states  the  complete  right 
and  title  of  ownership  in  their  slaves  as  property,  in  every  siate  in  the 
Union,  into  which  they  might  escape  from  the  state  where  they  were 
held  in  servitude.  The  full  recognition  of  this  right  and  title  was  in- 
dispensable to  the  security  of  this  species  of  properly  in  all  the  slave* 
holding  states,  and  indeed  was  so  vital  to  the  preservation  of  their 
domestic  interests  and  institutions,  that  it  cannot  be  doubted,  that  it 
constituted  a  fundamental  article,  without  the  adoption  of  which  the 
Union  could  not  have  been  formed.  Its  true  design  was  to  guard 
against  the  doctrines  and  principles  prevalent  in  the  nonslaveholding 
states,  by  preventing  them  from  intermeddling  with  or  obstructing  or 
abolishing  the  rights  of  the  owners  of  slaves.'* 

To  the  same  effect  is  the  opinion  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania,  as  delivered  by  Chief  Justice  Tilghman,  in  the  case 
of  Wright  V.  Deacon,  5  S.  &  R.  63 : 

"  Whatever  may  be  our  opinions  on  the  subject  of  slavery,  it  is  well 
known  that  our  southern  brethren  would  not  have  consented  to  have 
become  parties  to  a  constitution,  under  which  the  United  Slates  have 
enjoyed  so  much  prosperity,  unless  their  property  in  slaves  had  been 
secured.  This  constitution  1ms  been  adopted  by  the  free  consent  of 
the  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every  man,  whatever 
may  be  his  office  or  station,  to  give  it  a  fair  and  candid  construct i*>n." 
.  William  Rawie,  another  distinguished  jurist  of  the  stale  of  Penn- 
sylvania, in  his  admirable  essay  on  the  constitution  of  the  United 
Stales,  speaking  of  fugitives  from  justice  and  fugitives  from  service 
or  labour,  says: 

"To  the  two  latter  descriptions  of  persons  no  ost/lam  can  by  the 
constitution  of  ihe  United  States  be  afforded.  The  stales  are  consi- 
dered as  a  common  family,  whose  harmony  would  be  endangered  if 
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they  were  to  protect  and  detain  such  fugitives  when  demanded  in  one 
case  by  the  executive  authority  of  the  state,  or  pursued  in  the  other 
by  the  person  claiming  an  interest  in  their  ser^^ice." 

This  solemn  compact  between  the  slaveholding  and  nonslaveholding 
states  was  adopted  by  the  unanimous  votes  of  the  states  then  present 
in  the  convention.  The  dissent  of  a  single  state  might  have  marred 
the  whole  scheme  of  compromises  so  elaborately  prepared  as  a  basis  of 
the  new  constitution,  and  remitted  the  states  of  the  confederacy  to  a 
condition  little  short  of  anarchy. 

That  the  constitution  of  1788,  was  in  truth  founded  on  a  delibe- 
rately formed  scheme  of  compromises  and  equivalents,  is  an  historical 
fact  denied  by  none  in  terms,  but  virtually  and  practically,  by  many 
who  believe  themselves  to  be  statesmen,  but  who  are  nevertheless,  po- 
liticians merely.  But  the  vital  importance  of  this  historical  fact  jus- 
tifies, if  it  does  not  demand,  an  exhibition  of  the  evidence  in  part,  at 
least,  by  which  it  is  sustained.  Amidst  the  affluence  of  material,  se- 
lection is  the  only  difficulty.  None  could  be  more  conclusive  than  the 
following  statement  made  by  Alexander  Hamilton  to  the  New  York 
convention,  assembled  at  Poughkeepsie  in  June  1788,  to  pass  on  the 
new  constitution  submitted  to  the  states  by  the  general  convention  as* 
sembled  at  Philadelphia.   It  is  extracted  from  Elliott's  Debates,  p.  212: 

"  In  order  that  the  committee  may  understand  clearly  the  principles 
on  which  the  general  convention  acted,  I  think  it  necessary  to  explain 
some  preliminary  circumstances. 

*'  Sir,  the  natural  situation  of  this  country  seems  to  divide  its  inte- 
rests into  different  classes.  There  are  navigating  and  non-navigating 
states — the  northern  are  properly  the  navigating  states:  the  southern 
appear  to  possess  neither  the  means  nor  the  spirit  of  navigation.  This 
difference  of  situation  naturally  produces  a  dissimilarity  of  interests 
and  views  respecting  foreign  commerce.  It  was  the  interest  of  the 
northern  states  that  there  should  be  no  restraints  on  their  navigation, 
and  that  they  should  have  full  power,  by  a  majority  in  congress,  to 
make  commercial  regulations  in  favour  of  their  own  and  in  restraint  of 
the  navigation  of  foreigners.  The  southern  states  wished  to  impose  a 
restraint  on  the  northern,  by  requiring  that  two  thirds  in  congress 
should  be  requisite  to  pass  an  act  in  regulation  of  commerce :  they 
were  apprehensive  that  the  restraints  of  a  navigation  law  would  dis- 
courage foreigners,  and  by  obliging  them  to  employ  the  shipping  of 
the  northern  stales,  would  probably  enhance  their  freight.  This  be- 
ing the  case,  they  insisted  strenuously  on  having  this  provision  en- 
grafted in  the  constitution  ;  and  the  northern  states  were  as  anxious  in 
opposing  it."   ■ 

Again :  "  Much  has  been  said  of  the  impropriety  of  representing 
men  who  have  no  will  of  their  own  :  whether  this  be  reasoning  or  de- 
clamation I  will  not  presume  to  say.  It  is  the  unfortunate  situation  of 
the  southern  states  to  have  a  great  part  of  their  population  as  well  as 
property  in  blacks.  The  regulation  complained  of  was  one  result  of 
the  spirit  of  accommodation  which  governed  the  convention ;  and 
without  this  indulgence  no  union  could  possibly  have  been  formed. 
And,  sir,  considering  some  peculiar  advantages  which  wo  derive,  it  is 
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•ntirely  just  that  tbey  should  be  gratified.  The  southerD  states  p06-> 
i688  certain  staples,  tobacco,  rice,  indigo,  &c.,  [and  now,  above  all, 
cotton,]  which  must  now  be  capital  objects  in  treaties  of  commerce 
with  foreign  nations;  and  the  advantages  which  they  necessarily  pro- 
cure  in  these  treaties,  will  be  felt  throughout  all  the  states/' 

"  It  became  necessary,  therefore,  to  compromise,  or  the  convention 
would  have  dissolved  without  effecting  any  thing.  Would  it  have 
been  wise  and  prudent  in  that  body,  in  this  critical  situation,  to  have 
deserted  their  country  ?  No.  Every  man  who  hears  me — every  wise 
man  in  the  United  States  would  have  condemned  them.  The  con- 
vention were  obliged  to  appoint  a  committee  for  accommodation.  In 
this  committee  the  arrangement  was  formed  as  it  now  stands,  and  their 
report  was  accepted.  It  was  a  delicate  point,  and  it  was  necessary  that 
all  parties  should  be  indulged." 

So  much  for  the  testimony  of  a  distinguished  northern  statesman,  to 
the  fact  that  the  constitution  was  a  deliberately  concocted  system  of 
compromises — the  work  of  "a  committee  for  accommodation^^^  spe- 
cially appointed  for  the  purpose,  and  in  which  committee  the  rights 
of  the  slaveholder  were  distinctly  recognized  and  guarantied.  And 
stronger  still  is  his  evidence,  as  the  representative  of  a  great  navigating 
and  commercial  state,  as  to  the  value  and  importance  of  the  equivalents 
g;iven  by  the  south  for  all  the  concessions  made  in  convention,  by  the 
north,  connected  with  the  subject  of  slavery. 

Equally  conclusive  is  the  evidence  of  the  eloquent  and  patriotic 
Fisher  Ames,  whose  fate  it  was,  like  Hamilton,  to  be  cut  off  in  the 
full  bloom  of  his  intellectual  powers.  Urging  the  acceptance  of  the 
new  constitution  in  the  convention  of  Massachusetts,  he  exclaims  with 
the  honest  fervour  of  strong  conviction : 

•*  Shall  we  put  every  thing  that  we  hold  precious  to  the  hazard,  by 
rejecting  this  constitution  ?  We  have  great  advantages  by  it  in  re- 
spect of  navigation^  and  it  is  the  general  interest  of  the  states  that  we 
should  have  them.  But  if  we  reject  it,  what  security  have  we  that 
we  shall  obtain  them  a  second  time,  against  the  local  interests  and 
prejudices  of  the  other  states?" 

The  fears  of  the  eloquent  Ames  were  groundless^  and  the  new 
constitution,  with  all  its  compromises  and  equivalents,  was  adopted 
by  all  the  states.  Under  the  protection  of  that  constitution,  and 
of  the  great  name  and  power  of  the  Union,  the  navigating  and 
commercial  states  (now  become  great  manufacturing  communities, 
also,  by  the  help  of  a  free  market  in  the  south)  have  prospered  in 
a  manner,  with  a  rapidity,  and  to  an  extent  unparalleled  in  the 
history  of  the  human  race.  The  New  England  states  especially, 
notwithstanding  the  admitted,  nay,  boasted  sterility  of  their  soil, 
and  (he  ungenial  character  of  their  climate,  have,  in  view  of  the 
extent  of  their  population,  beconoo  the  most  prosperous  and  wealthy 
communities  in  the  world.  Whilst  we  of  the  south,  as  was  foreseen 
by  (he  sagaci(y  of  the  far-reaching  men  of  that  period,  have  witnessed 
our. commerce  and  navigation  transferred  from  our  own  harbours,  to 
enrich  the  commercial  emporiums  of  the  north — the  disbursements  of 
ihe  national  government  yearly  poured  out  in  partial  and  reckless  pro- 
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fusion,  to  add  to  the  advantages  which  they  already  possess  in  their 
overflowing  capital  and  numerons  and  capacions  harbours — and  the 
profits  of  our  agricultural  toil  and  slave  labour  daily  passing  from  out* 
selves  to  stimulate  and  reward  the  enterprise  and  industry  of  that  sec- 
tion of  the  Union.  Yet  we  have  never  for  one  moment  repined  at 
their  prosperity,  nor  sought  by  any  illegal  or  improper  means  to  check 
their  rapid  and  onward  advancement.  But  is  it  not  cause  of  just 
complaint  on  our  part  to  find  that  the  very  power  which  tliey  now 
enjoy — that  power  which  results  from  those  concessions  made  by  us 
as  an  equivalent  for  full  protection  to  our  slave  property — is  now  Imbi* 
taally  perverted  to  the  injury  and  destruction  of  that  interest  which 
they  then  so  solemnly  covenanted  to  guaranty. 

It  was  not  in  human  nature  that  our  northern  brethren  of  that  gene* 
ration,  when  the  objects  of  this  compromise  were  fresh  before  their 
eyes,  should  be  forgetful  of  the  abyss  from  which  they  had  been  res- 
cued by  the  great  national  compact  of  1788,  and  should  begin  to  cavil 
at  the  price  they  had  agreed  to  give  for  the  inappreciable  benefits  of 
the  Union.  Least  of  all,  was  it  to  be  expected  that  they  would  im|)ede 
the  execution  of  the  clause,  by  which  they  had  recognized  the  right 
of  the  slaveholder  to  seize  his  fugitive  slave  within  their  borders,  and 
bonnd  themselves  to  surrender  him  to  the  owner,  when  the  violation 
of  such  solemn  compact  on  their  part,  would  inflict  on  themselves  a 
perpetual  and  incurable  evil.  For  it  was  to  be  expected  that  the  en- 
lightened and  sagacious  people  of  the  north  would  see  at  a  glance, 
that  the  violation  of  that  compact  would  create,  and  continually  re- 
cruit on  their  soil,  a  class  of  paupers  like  the  Parias  of  Hindostan — of 
outcasts  from  society — of  men  who  are  neither  slaves  nor  citizens — a 
wen  on  the  body  politic — an  anomaly  on  their  institutions,  and  a  pesti* 
lent  curse  to  them  and  their  posterity. 

It  cannot  be  doubted  that  prudential  considerations  like  these,  cotn* 
bined  with  others  of  a  higher  and  nobler  class,  protected  the  people  of 
the  south,  for  nearly  thirty  years,  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  constitu* 
tional  rights  guarantied  to  them  and  their  posterity  by  the  clause  under 
consideration.  For  it  is  historically  known  that  the  act  of  congress, 
passed  on  the  12th  of  February  1793,  so  far  as  it  related  to  the  recap- 
ture and  removal  of  fugitive  slaves,  was  not  called  for  by  any  com- 
plaint from  the  south.  It  grew  incidentally  out  of  a  call  which  was 
made  for  remedial  legislation  on  the  kindred  subject  of  the  surrender 
of  fugitives  from  justice. 

Senator  Butler  of  South  Carolina  has  furnished  us  with  an  histori- 
cal review  of  public  sentiment  at  the'period  referred  to,  which  is  va» 
Inable  not  merely  for  its  facts  but  for  the  high  source  from  which  they 
emanate : 

"  For  many  years  the  clause  immediately  under  consideration  had  a 
self-sufficing  efficacy,  having  all  the  incidents  and  advantages  con- 
ceded to  it  of  an  extradition  treaty.  The  common  practice  of  the 
times  was  an  honest  and  imposing  commentary  on  the  intention  and 
object  of  the  provision.  A  slave  escaping  into  a  nonslaveholding  state 
could  be  pursued,  and  in  general  could  be  as  easily  apprehended  there 
as  in  the  state  from  which  he  bad  made  bis  escape.     It  was  aot  un- 
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common  for  judges  to  remand  to  a  slave  state,  to  be  tried,  a  person  of 
colour,  upon  an  issue  involving  his  freedom;  and  state  courts  and- ju- 
dicial and  ministerial  officers  of  nonslaveholding  states  were  in  the 
constant  habit  of  using,  as  a  matter  of  recognized  obligation,  their 
power  and  agency  in  bringing  about  the  delivery  of  a  fugitive  slave  to 
his  pursuing  master.  The  right  of  the  owner  to  apprehend,  where 
the  slave  could  be  identified  as  a  fugitive,  was  not  disputed,  much  less 
impeded  by  state  laws  or  the  violence  of  irresponsible  mobs.  The 
paramount  authority  of  the  constitution  and  its  active  energy  were  ac- 
knowledged by  common  consetit.  It  executed  its  provisions  by  the 
active  co-operation  of  slate  aLithority^  in  the  fulfilment  of  what  they 
then  recognized  as  a  constitutional  duty.  The  duty  to  deliver  up, 
seemed  to  be  regarded  as  equal  to  the  right  of  the  owner  to  demand 
his  escaping  servant.  The  term  '^deliver  if/?"  had  a  meaning  so  preg- 
nant and  obvious  J  that  it  carried  with  it  all  the  obllgatiorjs  by  common 
consent,  growing  out  of  its  use  j  as  it  imparted  a  conceded  rights  so  jt 
was  regarded  as  containing  a  perfect  obligation.  The  dictate  of  fjond 
faiih  found  in  the  nonslaveholding  states  no  disposition  to  evade  or  deny 
Its  obligations.  The  framers  of  the  constitution  were  then  the  living 
and  honest  expotindcrs  of  its  meaning  and  active  operation.  The 
jealousy  of  noliiical  interest  was  not  then  strong  enough  for  hostile 
and  tuiconstitutional  legislation." 

It  thus  appears^  that  for  many  years  after  the  adoption  of  the  cou- 
stitution,  the  guaranty  of  the  right  to  recapture  fugitive  slaves  was 
held  sacred  by  the  people  of  ihf^  north.  And  it  is  now  painful  to  re- 
cur to  the  pcriodj  when  under  thf^  influence  of  sectional  jealousy  and 
political  fanaticism,  those  plighted  engagements  of  public  faith  were 
ruthlessly  cast  aside,  and  those  dormant  elements  of  miscliief  roused 
into  action  which  now  arrest  the  fears  of  every  patriot  heart,  audeveri 
at  that  time  caused  our  illustrious  Jefferson  to  express  the  hope  that  he 
might  not  live  to  weep  over  their  results.  The  period  here  alluded  to 
is  that  when  the  lerrimry  of  Missouri  asknd  for  admission  as  an  equal 
and  sovereign  member  of  this  confederacy.  The  evil  and  pernicious 
passions  to  whicfi  that  controversy  gave  rise  ;  the  elements  of  section- 
al strife  and  of  unholy  discord  which  it  developed,  have  cast,  and  still 
contiiitie  to  cast  their  deepening  shadows  over  the  fate  of  this  Union. 
The  resuhs  of  that  stormy  and  exciting  session  of  congress  are  fami- 
liar to  us  all.  Missouri  was  admitted  as  a  stale,  free  from  any  condi- 
tion tfiat  impaired  her  equality  ond  sovereignty  as  a  member  of  this 
confederacy.  To  that  extent  the  constitution  was  saved  from  violence 
and  the  Union  preserved  from  the  perils  that  threatened  to  engulf  it. 
Yet  from  that  day  to  the  present,  the  feeling  engendered  in  that  sectional 
war  of  ambit  ion  against  the  soinh.  has  never  slumbered.  It  may  be 
traced  in  the  laws  passed  by  their  slate  legislatures — it  may  be  seen  in 
the  judicial  decisions  of  their  courts,  and  it  may  be  observed  in  all  the 
results  of  their  individual,  social  and  political  action.  Then  it  was 
that  tlic  nonslaveholding  states  commenced  a  war  of  legislation  ngainst 
the  owners  of  fugitive  slaves,  seeking  to  recapture  them  beyond  the 
frouiiors  of  tlie  slavehoMing  stales.  A  morbid^  and  in  some  ca^es  it 
may  be  feared  a  feigned  phtlanihrophy  carried  out  and  kept  in  advance 
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of  the  hostile  enactments  of  the  state  legislatures.  Fngitive  slaves 
were  harboured  and  protected  ;  vexatious  suits  and  prosecutions  were 
instituted  against  the  owner  or  his  agent,  resulting  sometimes  in  im- 
prisonment for  want  of  bail :  irresponsible  mobs,  composed  of  fanatics, 
ruffians  and  fngitive  slaves,  who  had  already  found  an  asylum  abroad, 
were  permitted  by  the  local  authorities  to  rescue  recaptured  slaves  in 
the  lawful  custody  of  their  masters,  and  to  imprison,  beat,  wouncLand 
even  put  to  death  citizens  of  the  United  States,  seeking  to  enforce  by 
lawful  proceedings,  the  rights  guarantied  to  them  by  the  constitution. 

But  these  irregular  outbreaks  of  brutal  violence  and  ferocity  were  a 
part  only  of  the  machinery  employed  by  the  nonslaveholders  of  the 
north  against  their  brethren  of  the  south.  Abolition  societies  were 
formed  for  the  avowed  purpose  amongst  others,  of  protecting  fugitive 
slaves  against  recapture  by  their  owners.  Nor  was  the  activity 
of  these  societies  confined  by  geographical  limits.  The  fact  is  noto- 
rfous  and  undeniable  that  their  emissaries  have  penetrated  into  the 
very  hearts  of  the  slaveholding  states,  and  aided  the  escape  of  slaves 
whom  they  had  seduced  from  the  service  of  their  owners. 

It  may  well  be  believed,  for  it  could  not  be  otherwise,  that  the  ten- 
ure of  slave  property  is  every  day  becoming  more  and  more  precarious 
by  reason  of  these  forays,  and  the  impunity  with  which  they  are  ac- 
complished. Their  frequency  and  success  have  in  effect,  imposed  a 
heavy  tax  on  the  frontier  counties  of  the  commonwealth,  which  is  just 
so  much  more  oppressive  than  an  ordinary  tax,  as  a  ruinous  ineqnality 
can  make  it. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  people  of  the  frontier  counties  will 
long  submit  to  this  state  of  things.  Unless  some  legal  remedy  be 
found  for  this  evil,  an  illegal  one  will  inevitably  be  resorted  to.  The 
territory  of  the  nonslaveholding  states  will  be  invaded  in  sudden  and 
rapid  incursions  by  those  who  have  been  robbed  of  their  properly  by 
the  nefarious  acts  of  the  abolitionists,  with  the  view  to  its  recapture  by 
the  strong  hand  of  power.  And  thus  we  shall  see  reacted  in  the  nine- 
teenth century  the  forays  and  counter-forays  of  the  semi-barbarous 
English  and  Scottish  borderers;  terminated  there,  by  the  union  under 
one  ojonarch,  of  two  hostile  nations;  but  originating  and  growing  up, 
here,  between  brethren  of  the  same  race,  and  living  under  a  govern- 
ment which  we  boast  of  as  the  best  on  earth,  the  last  and  greatest  ef- 
fort of  political  science.  An  edifying  lesson  it  will,  in  truth,  be  to  the 
nations  of  Europe,  now  seeking  to  improve  their  condition  by  the  es- 
tablishment of  republican  institutions  similar  to  our  own. 

But  the  evil  and  disgrace  of  a  petty  border  warfare  may  not  be  the 
last  or  worst  consequence  of  the  continued  violation,  by  the  nonslave- 
holding states,  of  the  constitutional  guaranties  on  the  subject  of  slave- 
ry. This  glorious  Union  itself,  which  for  more  than  half  a  century  has 
held  out  the  promise  of  liberty,  peace  and  happiness  to  the  white  man, 
at  least  for  an  indefinite  series  of  ages,  in  a  territory  capable  of  sus- 
taining in  comfort,  the  whole  population  of  Europe,  may  be  rent 
asunder  by  the  feuds  which  are  becoming  daily  more  embittered  on 
this  exciting  subject.  The  members  of  this  committee  are  not  in  any 
degree  emulous  of  the  character  of  alarmists.     But  they  cannot  forget 
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that  in  one  of  Ihe  fkbles  which  the  wisdom  of  antiquity  has  bequeathed 
to  us,  the  cry  of  "  the  wolf,*'  "  the  wolf,"  was  disregarded  by  the  drowsy 
shepherd — once  too  often. 

Nor  does  the  note  of  alarm  come  first  from  lliem.  It  was  sounded 
by  Alexander  Hamilton,  a  northern  statesman,  more  than  sixty  years 
ago,  when  he  told  the  people  of  New  York,  in  convention,  that  the 
Union  could  hot  have  been  formed  without  the  guaranties  demanded 
by  the  south  on  the  subject  of  slave  property.  It  was  sounded  by 
Fisher  Aries,  a  northern  statesman,  at  the  same  period  when  he  made 
ft  similar  statement  to  the  people  of  Massachusetts  in  convention  as- 
sembled. It  was  sounded  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  slate  of  Penn- 
sylvania, when  it  announced  through  one  of  its  most  venerable  ora- 
cles of  the  law :  '*  That  the  south  would  not  have  consented  to  have 
become  parties  to  the  constitution,  unless  their  property  in  slaves  had 
been  secured."  It  was  sounded  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  Uuiied 
States,  when  it  announced  to  the  north,  through  the  lips  of  a  northern 
judge:  *^That  the  full  recognition  of  this  right  and  title  was  indis- 
pensable to  the  security  of  this  species  of  property  in  all  the  slave- 
holding  states,  and  was  so  vital  to  the  preservation  of  their  domestic 
interests  and  institutions,  that  it  constituted  a  fundamental  article, 
without  the  adoption  of  which,  the  Union  could  not  have  been 
formed." 

'  Look  well  at  these  solemn  warnings,  and  then  look  at  the  actual 
state  of  things  in  the  sixtieth  year  of  the  constitution  !  It  is  simply 
and  undeniably  this:  That  the  south  is  wholly  without  the  benefit  erf 
that  solemn  constitutional  guaranty  which  was  so  sacredly  pledged  to 
it  at  the  formation  of  this  Union.  Our  condition  is  precisely  in  effect, 
that  which  it  was  under  the  articles  of  the  old  confederation.  No  ci- 
tizen of  the  south  can  pass  the  frontier  of  a  nonslaveholding  state  and 
there  exercise  his  undoubted  constitutional  right  of  seizing  his  fugi- 
tive slave,  with  a  view  to  take  him  before  a  judicial  officer  and  there 
prove  his  right  of  ownership,  without  imminent  danger  of  being  pro- 
secuted criminally  as  a  kidnapper,  or  being  sued  in  a  civil  action  for 
false  imprisonment — imprisoned  himself  for  want  of  bail,  and  sub- 
jected in  his  defence  to  an  expense  exceeding  the  whole  value  of  the 
property  claimed,  or  finally  of  being  mobbed  or  being  put  to  death  in 
a  street  fight  by  insane  fanatics  or  brutal  ruffians.  In  short,  the  con- 
dition of  things  is.  that  at  this  day  very  few  of  the  owners  of  fugitive 
slaves  have  the  hardihood  to  jkiss  the  frontier  of  a  nonslaveholding 
state  and  exercise  their  undoubted,  adjudicated  constitutional  right  of 
seizing  the  fugitive.  In  such  a  conjuncture  as  this,  the  committee 
would  be  false  to  their  duty — they  would  be  false  to  iheir  country,  if 
they  did  not  give  utterance  to  their  deliberate  conviction,  that  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  state  of  things  cannot  be,  and  ought  not  to  he  much 
longer  endured  by  the  south — be  the  consequences  what  they  may. 

In  such  a  diseased  state  of  opinion  as  prevails  in  the  nonslavehold- 
ing states,  on  the  subject  of  southern  slavery,  it  may  well  be  imagined 
what  the  character  of  their  local  legislation  must  l>e.  Yet  it  is  deemed 
by  the  committee  their  duty  to  present  before  the  country  the  actual 
state  of  that  legislation,  that  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  and  of 
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the  entire  south  may  see  how  rapid  and  complete  has  been  its  transi- 
tion from  a  fraternal  interest  in  our  welfare  to  a  rank  and  embittered 
hostility  to  our  institutionSi  The  legislation  to  be  found  upon  this 
snbject,  on  the  statute  books  of  the  nonslaveholding  stateS;^  may  be 
divided  into  two  classes. 

The  first  of  which,  would  embrace  the  legislation  of  those  states, 
which,  professing  a  seeming  respect  for  the  obligations  of  the  consti-^ 
tution,  do,  under  the  pretext  of  conforming  to  its  requisitions,  subject 
the  slave  owner  to  conditions  utterly  incompatible  with  the  recovery 
of  his  slaves. 

These  laws,  in  the  general,  provide, 

1st.  That  the  fact,  whether  the  person  claimed  be  a  slave  or  not, 
shall  be  tried  by  a  jury  as  in  other  cases  of  jury  trial. 

2d.  That  he  shall  be  defended  at  the  public  cost. 

3d.  If  the  finding  of  the  jury  shall  be  in  favour  of  the  slave,  that 
he  shall  be  set  at  liberty,  and  shall  never  thereafter  be  molested  on  the 
same  claim. 

4lh.  That  the  claimant  of  the  slave  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  pro- 
cess for  the  recovery  of  him  until  he  shall  give  bond  with  securities, 
resident  and  freeholders  of  the  state,  in  a  heavy  penalty,  and  with  cpn* 
ditions  to  pay  all  costs  legally  chargeable  against  him;  to  ))ay  to  the 
slave  so  much  per  week  whilst  the  proceedings  are  pending ;  to  pay 
not  only  costs,  but  the  expenses  of  the  slave,  if  the  jury  should  find 
in  his  favour,  and  also  to  pay  a  heavy  sum  to  the  slave,  and  all  dama- 
ges which  he  may  sustain  in  consequence  of  the  proceeding. 

5th.  No  judicial  officer  of  the  state  shall  issue  any  process,  except 
under  said  acts,  and  of  course  shall  not  execute  the  act  of  congress, 
upon  that  subject,  under  pain  of  being  held  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

It  has  already  been  well  (Observed  in  regard  to  this  class  of  laws, 
"that  they  aim  an  insidious  blow  at  the  institution  of  slavery,  through 
the  forms  oi  honest  legislation.  That  they  are  palpable  frauds  upon  the 
south,  calculated  to  excite  at  once  her  indignation  and  her  contempt. 
It  is  an  insult  to  her  intelligence  to  suppose,  that  she  can  see  in  it  any 
purpose  to  do  her  justice.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  manifestly,  plainly, 
and  beyond  all  question,  a  contrivance  to  defeat  justice ;  to  get  around 
the  plain  provisions  of  the  constitution  ;  to  defeat  by  indirection,  the 
rights  of  southern  men,  and  to  give  liberty  to  the  southern  slave  under 
tl^  specious  and  deceitful  pretence  of  extending  the  right  of  trial  by 
jury." 

But  in  the  maddening  progress  which  abolitionism  has  made  in  the 
northern  states,  this  class  of  laws  has  fallen  far  behind  the  spirit  of  the 
times,  and  has  yielded  to  a  new  brood  of  statutes,  marked  by  deeper 
venom  and  a  more  determined  hostility.    And  in  this  class  are  embraced,- 

Second.  The  laws  of  those  stales  which  affect  no  concealment  of 
their  hatred  to  southern  institutions,  nor  of  their  utter  and  open  con- 
tempt and  defiance  of  the  obligations  of  the  federal  compact. 

Of  this  class,  which  is  now  indeed  the  prevailing  legislation  of  al- 
most the  whole  nonslaveholding  states,  an  act  passed  by  the  general 
assembly  of  the  state  of  Vermont,  on  the  1st  day  of  November  1843, 
may  be  cited  as  a  fair  illustration.     It  is  in  these  words; 
32 
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"  An  Ad  Jbr  the  protection  of  PerwnQl  Liberty. 

'^'It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of  Ver- 
meni,  as  follows : 

"  Sec.  1.  No  court  of  record  in  this  state,  nor  any  jndge  thereof,  no 
justice  of  the  peace  nor  other  magistrate,  acting  under  the  authority  of 
this  state,  shall  hereafter  take  cognizance  of.  or  grant  any  certificate, 
warrant  or  other  process,  in  any  case  arising  under  section  three  of  an 
act  of  congress,  passed  February  twelfth,  seventeen  hundred  and  nine- 
ty-three, entitled  *an  act  respecting  fugitives  from  justice,  and  persons 
escaping  from  the  service  of  their  masters,'  to  any  person  claiming  any 
other  person  as  a  fugitive  slave  iu  this  state. 

"  Sec  2.  No  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  high  bailiff,  constable,  jailor,  or 
other  officer  or  citizen  of  this  state  shall,  hereafter,  seize,  arrest,  or  de- 
tain, or  aid  in  the  seizure,  arrest  or  detention,  or  imprisonment  in  any 
jail  or  other  building  belonging  to  this  state,  or  to  atiy  county,  town, 
city,  or  person  therein,  of  any  person  for  the  reason  that  he  is  or  may 
be  claimed  as  a  fugitive  slave. 

<'Sec.  3.  No  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  high  bailiff,  constable,  or  other 
officer  or  citizen  of  this  state,  shall  transport,  or  remove,  or  aid  or  as- 
aisi  in  the  transportation  or  removal  of  any  fugitive  slave,  or  any  per- 
son claimed  as  such,  from  any  place  in  this  state-  to  atiy  other  place 
within  or  without  the  same. 

"  Sec  4.  If  any  such  judge,  justice  of  the  peace,  magistrate,  offi- 
cer or  citizen,  shall  offend  against  the  two  preceding  sections,  such 
judge,  justice  of  the  peace,  magistrate,  officer  or  citizen,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  penalties  provided  in  section  five  of  this  act. 

<<  Sec  5.  Any  judge  of  any  court  of  record  in  this  state,  any  justice 
of  the  peace  or  other  magistrate,  any  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  high  bailiff, 
constable,  or  jailor^  or  any  citizen  of  this  state^  who  shall  offend  against 
the  provisiona  of  this  act,  by  acting  directly  or  indirectly  under  the 
provisions  of  section  three  of  the  act  of  congress  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit 
a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  to  the  use  of  the  slate,  to  be 
recovered  upon  information  or  indictment,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  siate 
prison  not  exceeding  five  years." 

Laws  of  similar  character  and  in  almost  the  same  language  are  to  be 
found  on  the  statute  books  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island. 

But  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  has  gone  a  bow  shot  beyond  all  the 
rest  in  this  new  legislative  war  against  the  constitutional  rights  of  the 
slaveholding  states.  An  act  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of  that  state 
ou  the  3d  of  March  1847,  entitled  "an  act  to  prevent  kidnapping,  pre- 
serve the  public  peace,  prohibit  the  exercise  of  certain  powers  herelo- 
ibre  exercised  by  judges,  justices  of  the  peace,"  &c. 

The  first  section  makes  it  highly  penal  to  kidnap  any  free  negro  or 
mulatto. 

The  second  section  makes  it  only  a  little  less  penal,  knowingly  to 
8tll,  transfer  or  assign  any  free  negro  or  mnlattlo,  for  the  purpose  of 
flratidulenily  removing,  exporting  or  carrying  such  free  negro  or  mu- 
lauo  out  of  the  state,  with  design  of  making  him  or  her  a  slave  or 
servant  for  life. 
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On  these  sahitary  additions  fo  the  crimmat  code  of  Pennsylvania, 
the  committee  will  make  but  a  single  remark.  It  is,  that  the  southern 
slaveholder,  against  whom  all  the  remaming  sections  of  the  act  are  JH 
terms  directed,  is  passed  npon,  by  the  legislature  of  this  our  sisCer 
state,  along  with  kidnappers,  thieves  and  felons.  Ex  pede  Hercuiem. 
6uch  is  the  spirit  of  nonslaveholding  legislation ! 

The  tAtrd  section  is  in  accordance  with  the  legislation  of  Vermont 
Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island,  and  forbids  ail  of  her  judicial  officoM 
to  execute  the  act  of  congress  of  the  12th  of  February  1793. 

The  fourth  section  is  as  follows : 

"  Sect.  4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  claiming  any  negro  iff 
mulatto  as  fugitive  from  servitude  or  labour,  shall,  under  any  pretenet 
af  authoriljf  whatsoever^  violently  and  tumultuonsly  sei2e  upon  and 
carry  away  to  any  place,  or  attempt  to  seize  and  carry  away  in  a 
riotous,  violent,  tumultuous  and  unreasonable  manner,  and  so  as  to 
disturb  or  endanger  the  public  peace,  any  negro  or  mulatto  within  ihie 
commonwealth,  either  with  or  without  the  intention  of  taking  such 
negro  or  mulatto  before  any  district  or  circuit  judge,  the  person  or 
persons  so  offending  against  the  |)eace  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  i)t 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  before 
any  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  this  commonwealth,  siiall  be  sentenced 
by  stich  court  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  with  costs  of  prosecution  ;  and  further, 
to  be  confined  in  the  county  gaol  for  any  period,  at  the  discretion  ef 
the  court,  not  exceeding  three  months." 

It  is  impossible  to  wink  so  hard  as  not  to  see  through  the  trant^ 
parent  veil  which  covers  this  penal  section.  The  pretended  object  at 
the  section  is  to  preserve  the  public  peace ;  its  real  object  is  to  mak6 
highly  penal  the  exercise  by  the  southern  slaveholder,  within  the 
limits  of  Pennsylvania,  of  his  undoubted  and  adjudicated  constitutional 
rights.  It  points  out  to  the  fanatic  and  abolitionist  an  easy  mode  of 
defeating,  by  the  use  of  a  little  wholesome  violence,  any  attempt  by 
a  slave  owner  to  reclaim  his  fugitive  slave.  The  owner  of  the  slave> 
nnder  the  authority  of  the  constitution  and  the  act  of  congress,  at-^ 
tempts  to  seize  him,  or  in  fact  has  seized  him,  in  order  to  take  him 
before  a  judge  of  one  of  the  federal  courts.  In  the  actual  state  of 
public  opinion  in  Pennsylvania,  such  an  attempt  cannot  be  made 
without  producing  an  assemblage  of  abolitionists,  fugitive  slaves  and 
others  actuated  by  hostile  feelings.  Under  such  circumstances,  nothing 
is  easier  than  to  produce  a  tumultuous  and  riotous  movement.  A 
breach  of  the  peace  er>sues.  The  slave  is  rescued  and  conveyed  to  a 
place  of  safety,  while  the  owner  is  arrested  on  the  charge  of  having 
attempted  to  seize  his  slave,  or  of  having  actually  seized  him,  ''in  a 
violent,  riotous  and  tumultuous  manner."  The  prosecution  may  pc9^ 
sibly  result  in  the  acquittal  of  the  slave  owner;  but  in  the  meantime 
his  slave  has  escaped,  and  the  true  object  of  the  fourth  section  H 
attained. 

The  fifth  section  gives  to  the  judges  of  that  state  the  authority  to 
award  legal  process  to  take  the  slave  from  the  possession  and  custody 
of  his  master,  whilst  it  denies  to  the  same  judges  all  authority  to  inter- 
pose on  behalf  of  the  owner  in  the  recovery  of  his  property. 
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The  sixth  section  forbids,  under  heavy  penalties,  tlie  use  of  the 
public  gaols  of  the  state  to  preserve  the  property  of  the  master  from 
the  violence  of  irresponsible  mobs,  whilst  it  opens  these  same  gaols  as 
A  secure  refuge  to  the  slave  from  the  demand  of  the  master. 

But  this  disgusting  and  revolting  exhibition  of  faithless  and  uncon- 
stitutional legislation  must  now  be  brought  to  a  close.  It  may  be  suf- 
ficient to  remark,  that  the  same  embittered  feeling  against  the  rights 
of  the  slaveholder,  with  more  or  less  of  intensity,  now  marks,  almost 
without  exception,  the  legislation  of  every  nonslavehoidiug  state  of 
this  Union.  So  far,  therefore,  as  our  rights  depend  upon  the  aid  and 
co-operation  of  st^t6  officers  and  state  legislation,  we  are  wholly  with- 
out remedy  or  relief. 

This  committee  was  directed  to  enquire  how  far  the  existing  legis- 
lation, under  the  third  clause  of  the  second  section  of  the  fourth  article 
of  the  constitution,  fulfils  the  intent  and  object  of  that  instrument,  in 
afibrdiog  an  adequate  remedy  for  the  recapture  of  slaves  absconding 
from  this  state  to  the  nonslaveholding  states  of  this  confederacy.   < 

The  only  provisions  so  far  made  by  congress  to  carry  into  effect  this 
guaranty  of  the  constitution,  are  io  be  found  in  the  3d  and  4th  sec- 
tions of  an  act  passed  on  the  12th  of  February  1793.  These  sections 
are  in  the  following  language : 

<'  Sect.  3.  That  when  a  person  held  to  labour  in  any  of.  the  United 
States,  or  in  either  of  the  territories  on  the  northwest  or  south  of  the 
river  Ohio,  under  the  laws  thereof,  shall  escape  into  any  other  of  the 
said  states  or  territory,  the  person  to  whom  such  labour  or  service  may 
be  due,  his  agent  or  attorney,  is  hereby  empowered  to  seiae  or  arrest 
such  fugitive  from  labour,  and  to  take  him  or  her  before  any  judge  of 
the  circuit  or  district  courts  of  the  United  States,  residing  or  being 
within  the  state,  or  before  any  magistrate  of  a  county,  city,  or  town 
certiorate,  wherein  such  seizure  or  arrest  shall  be  made,  and  upon  proof, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  such  judge  or  magistrate,  either  by  oral  testimony 
or  affidavit  taken  before  and  certified  by  a  magistrate  of  any  such  state 
or  territory,  that  the  person  so  seized  or  arrested  doth,  under  the  laws 
of  the  state  or  territory  from  which  he  or  slie  fled,  owe  service  or  la- 
bour to  the  person  claiming  him  or  her,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
judge  or  magistrate  to  give  a  certificate  thereof  to  such  claimant,  his 
agent  or  attorney,  which  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  removing  the 
said  fugitive  from  labour,  to  the  state  or  territory  from  which  be  or 
she  fled. 

'<  Sect.  4.  That  any  person  who  shall  knowingly  and  willingly  ob- 
struct or  hinder  such  claimant,  his  agent  or  attorney,  in  so  seizing  or 
arresting  such  fugitive  from  labour,  or  shall  rescue  stich  fugitive  from 
such  claimant,  his  agent  or  attorney,  when  so  arrested,  pursuant  to  the 
authority  herein  given  or  declared ;  or  shall  harbour  or  conceal  such 
person,  after  notice  that  he  or  she  was  a  fugitive  from  labour,  as  afore- 
said, shall,  for  either  of  the  said  ofiences,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars." 

It  has  already  been  remarked  that  this  law  did  not  result  from 
any  complaint  upon  the  part  of  the  south ;  that  at  the  period  of  its 
passage,  the  constitution  itself  found  a  self-sufficing  efficacy  in  the 
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good  faith,  the  integrity  and  the  patriotism  of  the  northern  people; 
and  that  its  existence  upon  the  statute  book  is  to  be  ascribed  solely  to 
its  incidental  connexion  with  a  kindred  provision  in  the  constitution,  on 
which  remedial  legislation  was  at  that  time  deemed  necessary.  Passed 
under  such  circumstances,  it  could  scarcely  be  prf:sumcd  to  possess  the 
requisite  energy  to  reach  the  intensity  and  extent  of  that  evil  which 
now  threatens  such  disastrous  crnscquenccs  to  the  Union.  Besides, 
the  founders  of  our  government,  many  of  whom  were  members  of  tlie 
second  congress,  knowing  how  essential  good  faith  was  to  the  stability 
of  their  mighty  structure,  and  believing  that  every  consideration  of 
self-interest,  of  sound  policy  and  of  constitutional  obligation,  would 
urge  the  northern  states  to  a  faithful  execution  of  this  clause  in  the 
compact,  committed  the  most  of  its  high  functions  to  state  officers  and  to 
state  agents.  It  is  superfluous  to  say,  after  the  details  which  have  been 
presented  in  this  report,  how  groundless  has  proved  the  confidence  that 
was  reposed  in  the  patriotism  and  good  faith  of  the  nonslaveholding 
states,  and  how  worthless  and  inadequate  has  the  remedy  provided  by 
the  law  of  congress  proved.  In  the  mild  but  expressive  language  of 
the  chief  justice  of  the  United  States,  <'  the  act  of  congress  of  1793 
scarcely  deserves  the  name  of  a  remedy." 

It  is  true  that  act  does  enable  the  owner  of  a  slave,  under  certain 
circumstances,  to  apply  to  a  district  or  circuit  judge  of  the  United 
States ;  but  when  it  is  recollected  that  in  many  of  the  states  there  is 
but  one  district  judge,  and  that  there  are  but  nine  states  which  have 
judges  of  the  supreme  court  residing  in  them;  and  when  we  farther 
examine  the  other  provisions  of  the  law,  we  shall  see,  sinco  the  with- 
drawal of  state  support,  in  the  language  of  chief  justice  Taney,  "  how 
ineffectual  and  delusive  is  the  remedy  provided  by  congress^ 

This  law  does  not  authorize  the  judge  to  issue  a  warrant  to  arrest 
the  fugitive ;  it  does  not  authorize  a  demand  by  the  slave  owner  upon 
the  services  of  the  marshal  or  any  other  ministerial  officer  of  the 
federal  government.  Before  the  law  can  operate  at  all,  the  master, 
always,  of  necessity,  a  stranger,  must  go  into  a  free  state,  seize  his 
slave  without  form  or  process  of  law,  and  unaccompanied  by  a  single 
civil  officer,  must  carry  that  slave,  in  the  face  of  a  fanatical  and  infu- 
riated population,  perhaps  from  the  centre  or  extremities  of  the  state, 
a  distance  of  two  or  three  hundred  miles,  to  the  place  where  the  judge 
may  happen  to  reside,  before  he  can  have  any  legal  or  judicial  action 
in  his  case;  and  suppose  that  he  had  passed  through  the  almost  in- 
superable barriers  incident  to  such  an  undertaking,  and  had  succeeded 
in  bringing  his  slave  before  the  judge,  and  had  obtained  the  certificate 
which  the  law  prescribes,  there  is  no  provision  in  that  law  by  which 
the  judgment  can  be  enforced,  or  the  power  of  the  national  govern- 
ment be  invoked,  through  its  marshals  and  officers,  to  sustain  the 
rights  of  property  thus  adjudicated  in  his  favour. 

Fortunately  we  are  not  without  the  highest  judicial  exposition  of 
the  extent  and  character  of  our  rights,  and  of  the  solemn  duties  and 
obligations  which  devolve  upon  congress  at  the  present  moment. 

The  supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  case  of  Prigg  v, 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  thus  defines  the  rights  of  the  slave  owner 
nnder  that  article  of  the  constitution. 
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"  The  clanse  manifestly  contemplates  the  existence  of  a  positive 
unqualified  right  on  the  part  of  the  owner  of  the  slave,  which  no 
state  law  or  regulation  can  in  any  way  qualify,  regulate,  control  or 
restrain.  The  slave  is  not  to  be  discharged  from  service  or  labour  in 
t^onsequence  of  any  state  law  or  regulation.  7'he  question  can  never 
be,  how  much  the  slave  is  discharged  from,  but,  whether  he  is  dis* 
charged  from  any,  by  the  natural  or  necessary  operation  of  sftate  laws 
or  state  regulations.  The  question  is  not  one  of  quantity  or  degree, 
but  of  withholding  or  contfolling  the  incidents  of  a  positive  and  abso- 
lute right. 

<'  If  this  be  so,  then  all  the  incidents  to  the  right  attach  also ;  tho 
owner  must  therefore  have  the  right  to  seize  and  repossess  the  slave, 
which  the  local  laws  of  his  own  state  confer  upon  him  as  property. 

<<Upon  this  ground  we  have  not  the  slightest  hesitation  in  holding 
that,  under  and  in  virtue  of  the  constitution,  the  owner  of  a  slave  is 
clothed  with  entire  authority,  in  every  state  of  the  Union,  to  seize  and 
recapture  his  slave,  whenever  he  can  do  it,  without  any  breach  of  the 
peace,  or  any  illegal  violence.  In  this  sense  and  to  this  extent  this 
clause  of  the  constitution  may  properly  be  said  to  execute  itself;  and 
to  require  no  aid  from  legislation,  state  or  national. 

*<  But  the  clause  of  the  constitution  does  not  stop  here;  nor  indeed, 
consistently  with  its  professed  objects,  could  it  do  so.  Many  cases 
must  arise  in  which  if  theteraedy  of  the  owner  were  confined  to  the 
mere  right  of  seizure  and  recaption,  he  would  be  utterly  without  any 
adequate  redress.  He  may  not  be  able  to  lay  his  hands  upon  the  slave. 
He  may  not  be  able  to  enforce  his  rights  against  persons  who  either 
secrete  or  conceal,  or  withhold  the  slave.  He  may  be  restricted  by 
local  legislation  as  to  the  modes  of  proof  of  his  ownership,  as  to  the 
courts  in  which  he  shall  sue,  and  as  to  the  actions  which  ho  may 
bring,  or  the  process  he  may  use  to  compel  the  delivery  of  the  slave. 
Nay,  the  local  legislation  may  be  utterly  inadequate  to  furnish  the  ap- 
propriate redress,  by  authorizing  no  process  in  rem,  or  no  specific  mode 
of  repossessing  the  slave,  leaving  the  owner  at  best,  not  that  right 
which  the  constitution  designed  to  secure, — a  specific  delivery  and  re* 
possessioa  of  the  slave,  but  a  mere  remedy  in  damages ;  and  that  per- 
haps against  persons  utterly  insolvent  or  worthless.  The  state  legisla* 
tion  may  be  entirely  silent  on  the  whole  subject,  and  its  ordinary  re- 
medial process  framed  with  difierent  views  and  objects;  and  this  may 
be  innocently  as  well  as  designedly  done,  since  every  state  is  perfectly 
competent  and  has  the  exclusive  right  to  prescribe  the  remedies  in  its 
own  judicial  tribunals,  to  limit  the  time  as  well  as  the  mode  of  redress, 
and  to  deny  jurisdiction  over  cases,  which  its  own  policy  and  its  own 
institutions  either  prohibit  or  discountenance. 

*•  If,  therefore  the  clause  of  the  constitution  had  stopped  at  the  mero 
recognition  of  the  right  without  providing  or  contemplating  any  means 
by  which  it  might  be  established  and  enforced,  in  cases  where  it  did  not 
execute  itself,.it  is  plain  that  it  would  have  been,  in  a  great  variety  of 
cases,  a  delusive  and  empty  dnnunciatron. 

"And  this  leads  us  to  the  consideration  of  the  other  part  of  the 
clause,  which  implies  at  once  a  guaranty  and  duty.     It  says  :  '  But 
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be,  (the  slave,)  shall  be  delivered  up  od  claim  of  the  party  to  whom 
such  labour  or  service  is  di»e.'  By  whom  to  be  delivered  up?  Iq 
what  mode  to  he  delivered  up?  How,  if  a  refusal  takes  place,  is  the 
right  of  delivery  to  be  euforced  ?  Upon  what  proofs?  When  and 
under  what  circumstances  shall  the  possession  of  the  owner,  after  it  is 
obtained,  he  conclusive  of  his  right,  so  as  to  preclude  any  further  en- 
quiry and  examinaiiou  into  it  by  local  tribunals  or  otherwise,  while  the 
slava  is  in  possession  of  the  owner,  or  in  transitu  to  the  state  from 
which  he  fled  ? 

"  These  and  many  other  questions  will  readily  occur  upon  the 
slightest  attention  to  the  clause,  and  it  is  obviotis  that  they  can  receive 
btil  one  satisfactory  answer.  They  require  the  aid  of  LEoiSLATioif 
to  proiecl  the  right  to  en/uice  the  delivery  and  to  secure  the  sub* 
sequent  posscssiim  of  the  slave. ^^ 

Such  is  the  clear  and  explicit  annunciation  by  that  court  of  the 
tights  of  the  slave  owner.  No  less  clear  and  explicit  is  its  opinion  as 
to  the  powers  and  duties  of  congress. 

''  If  indeed  the  constitution  guaranties  the  right,  and  if  it  requires 
the  delivery  upon  the  claim  of  the  owner  (as  cannot  well  be  doubted), 
the  natural  inference  certainly  is,  that  the  national  government  is 
clothed  with  the  appropriate  autliority  and  functions  to  enforce  it. 
The  fundamental  principle  applicable  to  all  cases  of  this  sort,  would 
seem  to  be,  that  where  the  end  is  required,- the  means  are  given  ;  and 
where  the  duty  is  enjoined,  the  ability  to  perform  it  is  contemplated  to 
exi.n  o\\  the  part  of  the  fuuclionarifs  to  whom  it  is  entrusted.  The 
clause  is  found  in  the  national  constitution  and  not  in  that  of  any  state« 
It  does  not  point  out  any  slate  functionaries,  or  any  slate  action  to  carry 
its  p.*ovisi>us  into  eff.^ct.  Oi  the  contrary,  the  natural  and  necessary 
conclusion  is,  that  the  national  ffovernmjnt  is  bound,  through  its  own 
prip^r  depiirtmints,  le:^lslfilioe,  ju/iial  and  execnlivsj  to  carry  into  e/* 
feci  all  the  rii^kts  and  diUies  imposed  by  the  constitution,^' 

Haviui;  slijwu  the  defecti  exi-iiiig  in  the  present  legislation  of  con- 
gress, a:id  the  duty  which  pertains  to  that  body  to  provi.le  an  effectual 
retnedy  for  the  security  of  the  rights  of  the  slave  owners  of  the  south, 
this  committee  luis  been  farther  re  piirod  ''  to  suggest  such  relief  as  the 
iirgency  of  the  case  requires,  and  also  the  mode  in  which  the  rights 
of  the  citizens  of  this  state  and  of  the  other  slaveholding  states  of  the 
Union  shall  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  congress  of  the  United 
States.'' 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  comiDitlee,  that  it  will  be  diflicult  for  hti- 
man  wisd  )m  to  devise  an  act  or  a  system  of  legislation  by  congress,  by 
which  the  rights  gitarantied  to  the  owners  of  fugitive  slaves  can,  at  the 
present  lime,  and  under  tho  feelings  now  prevalent  at  the  north,  secure 
our  rights  to  the  full  extent  that  they  were  designed  to  be  secured  at  the 
adopt  io!i  of  the  federal  const  it  ui  ion.  Two  generations  of  men  have 
been  born,  and  the  second  has  well  nigh  passed  away,  since  the  rights 
in  question  were  honglu  and  pnid  for.  Our  northern  brethren  of  this 
generation,  for  ihc  uvost  part,  have  forgorten,  or  never  knew,  that  their 
aucestttrs  received,  a:id  tliat  they  arc  now  enjoying,  a  full  equivalent  for 
coQcediug  to  us  the  rights)  iu  question.     Not  one  in  a  thousand  has  ever 
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road,  or  will  ever  read  the  evidence  contained  in  this  paper,  of  the  con* 
tract  made  by  their  fathers.  Or,  if  they  be  never  so  well  versed  in  the 
history  of  ihe  compromises  of  1788,  it  is  to  be  feared  ihey  will  still 
seek  to  embarrass  the  recapture  of  the  slaves  taking  refuge  within  their 
borders,  because  of  their  misguided  and  perverted  sentiments  of  phi-' 
lanihropy  and  public  policy. 

A'^aiust  such  a  current  of  popular  feeling  and  prejudice  as  now  pre- 
vails oil  this  subject  in  the  nonslaveholdiug  slates,  it  will  therefore  be 
difficult  to  legislate,  so  as  to  accomplish  the  full  and  perfect  enforcement 
of  our  rights,  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances.  Still  much  of 
the  evil  that  now  threatens  to  disturb  tlie  relations  between  the  two 
great  divisions  of  this  confederacy,  and  to  endanger  the  future  peace 
and  tranquillity  of  this  natioii,  may  be  repressed  by  wise, energetic  and 
judicious  legislation  upon  the  part  of  congress.  We  at  least  shall  have 
discharged  our  duly  to  our  country, by  pointing  out  in  an  honest  spirit 
to  that  tribunal  having  cognizance  of  ihe  subject,  those  remedies  which 
may  control  and  restrain  the  evil  within  the  limits  of  a  patient  endu- 
rance. Upon  congress,  if  it  shall  refuse  to  adopt  the  suggestion  herein 
set  forth,  or  wiser  or  belter  remedies  than  those  suggested,  be  the  pain- 
ful responsibility  of  the  consequences  that  must  inevitably  follow. 

This  committee  would  therefore  recommend,  that  an  earnest  efTort 
be  made  through  the  senators  and  representatives  from  this  state  in  the 
congress  of  the  United  Stales,  to  procure  such  amendments  to  the  law 
of  the  12th  of  February  1793,  as  shall  confer: 

1st.  Upon  every  conmiissiouer,  clerk  and  marshal  of  the  federal 
courts,  and  every  postmaster  and  collector  of  the  customs  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  the  auihority  now  granted  to  the  judges  of  the  circuit  and 
district  courts  of  the  United  Slates^  to  give  to  the  claimant  of  a  fugitive 
slave  the  certificate  auihorized  by  said  act,  and  to  make  the  duties  here- 
in prescribed  mandatory. 

2d.  To  authorize,  upon  proper  affidavit,  the  claimant,  when  deemed 
necessary  by  him,  to  apply  to  the  judges  of  the  circuit  and  district 
courts  of  the  United  SiaieS,  and  to  every  commissioner  and  clerk  of 
the  federal  courts,  and  to  every  postmaster  and  collector  of  the  cus- 
toms of  the  United  States,  for  a  warrant  directed  to  the  marshal  of  the 
Unitt»d  States,  for  the  seizure  and  arr>st  of  his  fugitive  slave,  and  after 
certificate  given,  to  require  said  marshal  to  aid  in  the  removal  of  said 
slave  beyond  the  limits  of  the  state  into  which  he  hasesca{)ed. 

3i.  To  authorize  and  retuire  the  marshal  to  employ  as  tnany  assis- 
tants as  he  may  find  necessary  to  carry  the  judgment  and  process  of  the 
court  into  effect — the  services  of  such  assistants  to  be  paid  from  the 
public  treasury  of  the  United  States. 

4th.  To  authorize  all  the  officers  clothed  with  judicial  powers  under 
such  law,  when  distant  from  tlie  residence  of  the  regular  marshals  of 
the  United  States,  to  appoint  one  who  shall,  for  all  the  purposes  of 
carryiiig  into  effect  the  process  of  the  court  in  such  case,  be  invested 
with  the  power  and  authority  conferred  on  the  marslials  of  the  United 
States. 

5ih.  To  increase  the  penalty  now  proscribed  by  law  for  obstructing 
and  hindering  a  claimant  in  seizing  and  arresting  his  slavo,  and  to  en* 
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lai^e  the  provision  so  as  to  embrace  all  persons  assisting  him ;  to  in- 
crease the  penalty  for  harbouring  and  concealing  fugitive  slaves,  with 
a  provision  giving  one  half  of  the  penalty  to  the  informer. 

6th.  To  declare  all  assemblies  for  the  purpose  of  obstructing  the 
execution  of  the  process  authorized  by  this  act,  unlawful  assemblies, 
the  parties  concerned  to  be  guilty  of  misdemeanors — all  breaches  of 
the  peace  resulting  from  such  assemblies,  to  be  also  misdemeanors — and 
all  mayhems  and  deaths  resulting  from  such  unlawful  gatherings  to  be 
felonies — and  that  all  such  offences  be  cognizable  and  punishable  by 
the  courts  of  the  United  States. 

The  committee  accordingly  conclude  this  report  by  recommending 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  That  the  sena- 
tors and  representatives  of  this  state  in  the  congress  of  the  United 
States,  be  requested  to  use  their  earnest  and  persevering  efforts,  to  have 
the  act  passed  on  the  12th  of  February  1793,  so  amended,  as  more  ef- 
fectually to  secure  to  the  slave  owners  in  the  south,  the  rights  guaran- 
tied to  them  by  the  3d  clause,  2d  section  and  4th  article  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  United  States. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  be,  and  he 
is  hereby  requested  to  forward  to  each  of  our  senators  and  representa- 
tives in  the  congress  of  the  United  States,  and  also  to  the  governors  of 
the  several  states  of  the  Union,  a  copy  of  this  report  and  resolutions. . 

The  said  resolutions  and  preamble  were,  on  questions  severally  put 
thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  house. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  communicate  the  same  to  the  senate,  and 
request  their  concurrence. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mullins, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  roads  and  internal  navigation  be 
instructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  so  amending  the  thir4 
section  of  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Smith  river  navigation  companyi 
passed  March  24th,  1848,  as  to  authorize  the  Board  of  public  works  to 
subscribe  to  the  stock  of  the  said  company  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
monwealth, in  the  proportion  of  three  fifths  to  the  private  subscription^ 
so  soon  as  three  fourths  of  two  fifths  of  the  said  capital  stock  shall 
have  been  subscribed  by  individuals  other  than  the  commonwealth, 
solvent  and  able  to  pay,  and  the  same  shall  be  duly  certified  by  the 
commissioners  appointed  to  receive  subscriptions,  to  the  Board  of 
public  works. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Scott,  the  preamble  and  resolution  submitted  by 
him  on  the  third  instant,  were  taken  up  and  agreed  to  as  follows : 

The  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  being  sensible  that  virtue  is  the 
surest  foundation  of  social  and  political  prosperity,  and  recognizing  it 
as  the  duty  of  all  persons  entrusted  with  the  administration  of  public 
affairs,  to  promote,  by  all  proper  means,  religion  and  morality,  as  the 
indispensable  supports  of  those  dispositions  and  habits  which  lead  to 
its  cultivation  and  growth ;  and  deeming  it  to  be  the  duty  of  every 
community  publicly  to  acknowledge  the  providence  of  Almighty  God, 
the  beneficent  author  of  all  good,  and  humbly  to  implore  his  protection 
and  favour : 

33 
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Be  it  therefore  resolved  by  the  general  assembly y  That  the  gover- 
nor be  requested  to  recommend  annually  to  the  people  of  this  com* 
tnonwealth,  a  day  of  public  thanl^sgiving  and  prayer,  to  be  observed 
by  acknowledging  with  grateful  hearts  the  many  and  signal  favours  of 
Almighty  God  bestowed  upon  us  as  a  people ;  and  especially  for  the 
Uanquillity,  peace  and  plenty  we  have  enjoyed ;  for  the  success  with 
which  we  have  been  enabled  to  establish  constitutions  of  government 
for  our  safety  and  happiness ;  for  the  civil  and  religious  liberty  with 
which  we  are  blessed,  and  the  means  we  have  of  acquiring  and  dif<- 
fusing  useful  knowledge;  and  in  general  for  all  the  great  and  various 
favours  which  he  lias  been  pleased  to  confer  upon  us. 

Ordered^  That  the  clerk  communicate  the  same  to  the  senate  and 
request  their  concurrence. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rector, 

Resolved^  That  the  committee  of  roads  and  internal  navigation  en* 
quire  into  the  expediency  of  incorporating  a  turnpike  company  to  con- 
struct a  road  from  the  town  of  Warrentou  in  the  county  of  Fauquier, 
to  some  point  at  or  near  the  Fauquier  White  Sulphur  springs  in  said 
county. 

Mr.  Perrow  submitted  an  amendment  intended  to  be  proposed  by 
him  to  the  report  of  the  committee  relative  to  the  projected  railroad 
between  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  oceans,  which,  on  his  motion,  was 
ordered  to  be  printed.     [Doc.  No.  61.] 

Mr.  Rector  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  counties  of  Lou- 
doun and  Fauquier,  upon  the  subject  of  the  formation  of  a  new  county 
out  of  parts  of  said  counties,  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the 
committee  of  propositions  and  grievances.

Ordered^  That  the  clerk  communicate  the  said  bills  to  the  senate, 
and  request  their  concurrence.

'  The  Speaker  laid  before  the  house  a  communication  from  the  go- 
vernor, transmitting  a  treatise  in  manuscript  and  a  pamphlet  of  Peter 
A.  Browne,  L.  L.  D.  and  Montroville  W.  Dickerson,  M.  D.,  relative  to 
scientific  discoveries  made  by  them  through  the  instrumentality  of  the 
microscope,  which,  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Stovall,  was  laid  upon  the  ta- 
ble and  ordered  to  be  printed.     [Doc.  No.  64.] 

Mr.  Pitts  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  City  of  Wheeling, 
asking  the  passage  of  an  act  to  protect  the  banks  of  this  common- 
wealth against  brokers,  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  banks. 

Mr.  Gdstin  presented  a  petition  of  George  Miller,  of  the  county  of 
Morgan,  praying  to  be  released  from  the  payment  of  a  fine  imposed 
upon  him  for  an  alleged  misdemeanor ;  which  was  ordered  to  be  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  claims. 

A  report  of  the  committee  on  that  portion  of  the  governor's  mes- 
tage  relative  to  the  Richmond  and  Danville  railroad  company,  was 
taken  up  on  motion  of  Mr.  Townes,  read  and  agreed  to  as  follows : 

The  committee  to  whom  has  been  referred  that  portion  of  the  go- 
vernor's message  relating  to  the  Richmond  and  Danville  railroad  com- 
))any,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report :  That  they  have  duly  considered 
the  subject  presented  to  their  investigation,  which  is  embraced  in  the 
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following  extract  from  said  message:  "I  also  recommend  that  no 
company  shall  hereafter  organize  whose  act  of  incorporation  provides 
for  a  subscription  by  the  state,  until  such  subscription  shall  have  been 
obtained.  Such  may  fairly  be  inferred  to  have  been  the  intention  of 
the  legislature  in  the  act  incorporating  the  Richmond  and  Danville 
railroad  company.  But  that  company,  having  secured  its  charter,  pro« 
ceeded  to  the  appointment  of  its  officers,  and  when  it  received  the 
state  subscription  of  three  fifths,  refused  to  recognize  the  state  officers 
who  had  been  appointed  to  represent  and  protect  it  ,*  and  although  a 
minority  of  the  stock  actually  subscribed,  assumed  upon  itself  the 
eastern  terminus  and  location  of  their  road,  and  put  about  two  thirds 
of  it  under  contract.  Thus  taking  all  the  real  and  fundamental  mea* 
sures  in  such  improvements,  not  only  without  the  concurrence  of  the 
state,  but  actually  refusing  to  permit  her  to  advise  about  them.  Cer* 
tainly  the  law  ought  to  be  so  plainly  expressed,  as  to  preclude  here* 
after  the  possibility  of  a  similar  occurrence." 

The  committee  are  of  opinion  that,  in  the  proceedings  referred  to, 
the  said  company  has  not  violated  either  its  charter  or  the  laws  by 
which  such  companies  are  regulated,  and  has  acted  in  accordance  with 
the  rights  and  privileges  secured  to  it  by  both. 

The  controversy  between  the  Board  of  public  works  and  the  Rich- 
mond and  Danville  railroad  company,  and  other  controversies  of  the 
same  nature,  induce  your  committee  to  recommend  that  the  existing 
laws  on  such  subjects  be  so  modified  as  to  enable  the  state  of  Virginia 
to  be  represented  for  such  stock  as  she  may  subscribe  for,  in  corporate 
companies,  at  the  first  organization  of  such  companies ;  and  that  the 
said  subjects  be  respectfully  referred  to  the  committee  on  revision. 

The  following  resolution  was  taken  up  on  motion  of  Mr.  PerroW| 
and  read : 

Whereas  the  construction  of  a  railroad  across  the  continent  of  North 
America  would  make  the  United  States  the  great  highway  between 
Europe  and  the  populous  and  wealthy  empires  of  Asia;  would  greatly 
facilitate  our  own  intercourse  with  those  regions ;  would  lend  to 
strengthen  the  bonds  of  our  Union ;  would  connect  and  bind  Oregon, 
California  and  the  Pacific  coast  to  us ;  would  give  a  fresh  impulse  to 
our  great  agricultural,  manufacturing  and  commercial  interests,  and 
would  increase  our  means  of  national  defence  and  of  protection  to  our 
valuable  possessions  in  California  and  Oregon,  and  to  our  important 
commerce  in  the  Pacific  ocean : 

1.  Be  it  therefore  resolved  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia^ 
That  the  attention  of  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress 
be  respectfully  invited  to  this  momentous  subject,  and  that  they  be 
requested  to  adopt  such  means  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  con* 
stitution  of  the  United  States,  to  secure  the  construction  of  a  great 
nationd  railroad  from  some  point  on  or  east  of  the  Mississippi  river  to 
the  Pacific  ocean. 

2.  Resolved^  That  the  address  of  Mr.  Asa  Whitney  of  New  York, 
to  which  many  members  of  this  general  assembly  have  listened  with 
great  pleasure ;  his  public  spirited  efibrts  to  accomplish  this  stupen- 
dous enterprise,  and  to  direct  public  attention  to  its  vast  importancOi 
entitle  him  to  the  approbation  and  thanks  of  this  general  assembly. 
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3.  Resolved,  That  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth-  be  and  he 
is  hereby  requested  to  transmit  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  the 
executive  of  each  state  in  the  Union,  and  a  like  copy  to  the  senators 
and  representatives  from  this  state  in  the  congress  of  the  United 
States. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Perrow  to  amend  the  same  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  word  "  Whereas,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

It  appears  from  l!ie  address  of  Mr.  Asa  Whitney  before  ihe  mem- 
bers of  this  legislature,  that  it  is  practicable,  in  the  mode  pointed  out 
by  hifiij  to  carry  out  the  great  project  of  a  railway  communication 
across  the  western  portion  of  this  continenlj  uniting  the  people  of  the 
east  and  west,  and  thereby  removing  in  a  great  degree  the  obstacles 
which  seem  to  be  interposed  by  nature  to  a  union  under  a  common 
government:  And  whereas  such  a  railway  would  afford  to  the  com- 
merce between  Europe  and  India  such  facilities  as  would  secure  to 
itself  the  transit  of  passengers  and  merchandize  between  those  now 
widely  separated  portions  of  the  world,  and  would  consequently  be- 
come of  an  importance  which  it  is  difficult  to  estimate,  to  our  own 
country  and  to  the  world  at  large  :  Therefore^ 

1*  Resolved  by  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of  Virginin^ 
That  while  they  cannot  indicate  with  certainty  the  proper  route  for 
such  a  railway,  they  fully  concur  in  opinion  as  to  its  importancej  and 
in  a  desire  to  see  it  accomplished  by  the  energy  and  perseverance  of 
its  distinguished  advocate, 

%  Resolved,  That  the  plan  designed  and  so  eloquently  advocated 
by  Mr.  Asa  Whitney,  for  the  construction  of  this  railway^  providing 
not  only  a  connection  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans,  but 
also  supplying  an  active  and  industrious  population  along  the  line  of 
the  road — an  essential  requisite  of  any  plan — appears  to  us  to  have  been 
maturely  considered  by  him,  and  that  this  legislature  cordially  unites 
in  recommending  the  plan  to  the  favourable  consideration  and  action 
of  congress. 

3.  Resolved^  That  the  sale  of  the  public  lands  for  an  object  so  emi- 
nently national,  yet  for  an  individual  enterprise,  would  not  only  be  a 
wise  and  prudent  disposition  of  the  public  domain,  but  is  loudly  de- 
manded by  every  section  of  our  conn  try  ^  in  view  of  the  great  restdts 
which  are  to  flow  from  the  accomplishment  of  this  great  enterprise. 

4,  Resolved^  That  the  senators  and  representatives  of  this  state  in 
congress  be  requested  to  give  to  this  measure  a  cordial  co-operation 
and  support. 

5*  Resolved f  That  the  governor  be  requested  to  transmit  a  copy  of 
these  resolutions  to  the  exec u live  of  each  state  in  the  UnioDj  and  also 
to  the  senators  and  representatives  of  this  state  in  congress. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr,  Rives,  that  the  farther  consideration  of 
the  said  resolution  and  proposed  amendment  be  indefinitely  poslponcdj 
and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmativcr     Ayes  54,  noes  52.

Whereas  the  house  of  delegates  of  Virginia  did,  on  the  1st  of  Jaoa* 
ary  1817,  adopt  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  viz : 

^*  The  general  assembly,  being  desirous  to  express  their  approbation 
of  the  conduct  of  those  officers  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  na- 
tives and  citizens  of  this  state,  who  have  signalized  themselves  during 
the  late  war : 

^^  Resolved^  That  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  be  requested 
to  present,  at  the  public  expense,  to  Captain  Harold  Smyth,  who, 
being  a  native  of  this  state,  entered  the  army  jn  1812,  while  yet  in 
his  minority,  was  distinguished  by  gallant  conduct  at  the  battle  of 
Plattsburg,  and  on  the  advance  of  the  enemy  to  that  place,  for  which 
he  received  a  brevet  commission  from  the  president  of  the  United 
States,  and  who  has  returned  to  the  bosom  of  his  native  state,  a  sword^ 
with  suitable  devices  thereon,  as  an  evidence  that  his  early  and  dis- 
tinguished services  in  the  cause  of  his  country  are  duly  appreciated  by 
the  present  general  assem^bly." 
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And  whereas  a  committee  of  the  senate  of  Virginia  did,  on.  the  13th 
day  of  February  1817,  recommend  the  adoption  of  said  preamble  and 
resolution,  with  others  of  a  similar  character,  in  behalf  of  other  dis- 
tinguished officers,  and  the  same  were  permitted  to  lie  on  the  table  of 
that  body,  without  further  action  thereon  during  that  session,  and 
swords  have  since  been  voted  by  the  legislature  of  Virginia,  and  pre- 
sented to  many,  if  not  all,  of  those  other  officers,  at  the  instance  of 
their  friends;  and  the  said  Smyth,  whose  gallantry  entitled  him  to  no 
less  a  testimonial  of  the  due  appreciation  of  his  services  by  his  native 
state,  has  been  neglected  to  this  time :  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the 
propriety  of  authorizing  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  to  cause 
to  be  prepared  and  presented  to  Captain  Harold  Smyth,  of  Wythe 
county,  Virginia,  a  sword,  as  contemplated  by  the  resolution  above 
recited.

loan,  hypothecation  x)r  other  device,  sell  or  dispose  of  the  state  stock 
hereby  authorized  at  less  than  its  par  value. 
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"6.  The  Board  of  publio  works  shall  appoint  one  or  more  proxies^ 
for  the  state,  who,  in  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  shall  vote  in 
behalf  of  the  commonwealth  on  all  questions  whatever,  except  the  ap- 
pointment of  directors,  and  shall  give  a  number  of  votes  equal  to  three 
fifths  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  allowed  by  law  to  all  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company,  including  the  state ;  and  said  board  shall  ap- 
point, on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  three  of  the  five  directors  re* 
quired  to  be  appointed  by  the  act  of  March  eleventh,  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-seven,  hereinbefore  referred  to. 

'*  7.  Notwithstanding  the  provision  contained  in  the  third  section  of 
this  act,  prescribing  the  manner  in  which  subscriptions  shall  be  made, 
or  any  other  provision  herein  contained,  all  the  profits  of  said  railroad, 
and  of  each  and  every  portion  thereof,  shall  be  divided  among  all  the 
stockholders  of  said  company  ratably  in  proportion  to  the  stock  held 
by  them :  Provided,  That  no  stockhplder  shall  be  allowed  to  partici- 
pate in  the  dividends  until  that  portion  of  the  railroad  which  such 
stockholder  has  elected  to  subscribe  for,  as  required  by  the  third  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  or  some  part  of  such  portion,  shall  have  been  comple- 
ted, and  shall  be  in  actual  use  for  transportation. 

"  8.  The  stockholders  of  *  the  Lynchburg  and  Tennessee  railroad 
company,'  incorporated  by  an  act  passed  March  twenty-fourth,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  forty  eight,  may  accept  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
in  lieu  of  the  charter  granted  by  said  act  of  March  twenty-fourth,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  forty-eight ;  and  thereupon  said  charter,  and  all  the 
powers  of  said  compaoy  under  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  sur- 
rendered and  vacated,  and  said  stockholders  shall  be  held  to  be  stock- 
holders in  'the  James  river  and  Tennessee  railroad  company,'  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  they  had  subscribed  under  the  provisions  contained 
in  the  second  and  third  sections  of  this  act :  Provided,  That  any  such 
stockholder  shall  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  his  subscription,  or  to  elect 
the  portion  of  said  railroad  to  which  the  stock  subscribed  by  him  shall 
be  applied,  as  required  by  the  third  section  of  this  act :  And  provided 
abo.  That  such  acceptance  shall  be  made  by  the  stockholders  of  Hhe 
Lynchburg  and  Tennessee  railroad  company/  at  or  before  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  said  company. 

"9.  That  the  common  council  of  the  town  and  corporation  of 
Lynchburg  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  by 
deed,  bond  or  otherwise,  under  the  common  seal  of  said  corporation, 
to  guaranty  the  payment  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  interest,  to  her 
citizens  and  other  persons  subscribing  for  the  stock  of  the  said  second 
named  portion  of  the  James  river  and  Tennessee  railroad  company,  in 
semiannual  dividends,  upon  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred 
and  sixty  thousand  dollars. 

"  10.  That  the  common  council  of  said  town  and  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  contract  with  the  citizens,  stockholders  and  others, 
whose  stock  they  may  have  so  guaranteed  at  any  time,  wlien  thereto 
required  by  the  holder  thereof,  to  take  a  transfer  of  the  said  stock  over 
and  above  thirty  shares,  and  to  issue  their  bonds  or  scrip  therefor,  bear- 
ing an  interest  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly,  as 
for  lent  money,  redeemable  in  thirty  years,  and  afterwards  at  the  dis- 
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eretion  of  said  eommon  couacil ;  aad  to  hypothecate  the  stock  so 
transferred  as  security  or  otherwise :  Provided  always,  That  the  liabi- 
lity of  said  town  and  corporation  to  the  stockholders  and  railroad  afore* 
said,  shall  in  no  instance  exceed  three  hundred  and  sixty  thousand 
dollars. 

'^  11.  That  the  said  common  council  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  vote,  in  all  the  meetings  of  said  company,  upon  the  stocks  guaran- 
teed by  them,  not  held  by  citizens  or  owners  of  real  estate  in  the  said 
town  and  corporation. 

<'  12.  That  the  said  common  council  of  the  town  and  corporation  of 
Lynchburg,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  assess  and  collect  taxes 
upon  the  lands,  property  and  persons  of  all  persons  within  the  town 
proper  and  the  corporation  for  half  a  mile  round  about  and  beyond  its 
present  tax-paying  limits  for  the  foregoing  purposes  only :  Provided^ 
That  the  assessments  so  made  shall  be  equal. 

''  13.  The  RichnK>nd  and  Danville  railroad  company  are  hereby  an* 
thorized  and  empowered,  at  the  option  of  said  company,  to  conslroct 
a  branch  of  their  railroad  from  any  point  on  the  same,  to  the  line  of 
the  James  river  and  Tennessee  railroad,  and  to  connect  therewith  at 
the  point  of  junction  of  the  branches  to  Lynchburg  and  Buchanan,  or 
at  the  point  of  intersection  with  the  Tennessee  line,  or  at  any  interme- 
diate place  between  said  points,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Richmond  and 
Danville  railroad  company. 

<*  14  The  James  river  and  Tennessee  railroad  company  shall  not 
subject  the  Richmond  and  Danville  railroad  company  to  any  charge 
for  such  connection  ;  and  said  last  named  company  shall  have  the  right 
and  privilege  of  running  their  engines  and  cars  over  the  Tennessee 
and  James  river  railroad,  from  the  point  of  such  connection  to  the 
Tennessee  line,  upon  such  terms  of  compensation  to  the  James  river 
and  Tennessee  railroad  company,  for  the  use  of  their  road,  and  under 
such  regulations  as  said  companies  may  agree  upon  and  establish;  ao<l 
in  case  they  cannot  agree,  then  upon  such  terms,  and  under  such  regu- 
lations, as  the  Board  of  public  works,  on  the  application  of  either  of 
said  compam'es,  shall  direct  and  ordain. 

^<  15.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage."

There  Is  yet  due  for  a  small  importation  of  books,  received  near  the 
close  of  the  year,  130  or  $140 ;  but  the  invoice  not  having  come  to  band 
in  time,  it  is  necessarily  omitted  in  the  account  A,  and  will  come  into 
Ibe  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  next  year.  The 
available  fund  for  1849  may  be  safely  relied  upon  as  not  falling  below 
$2600. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  library  since  the  last  annual  report, 
68  volumes  of  law,  and  in  literature,  science,  &c.  627  volumes,  a  cata- 
logue of  which  is  herewith  submitted,  and  I  hope  will  be  approved. 

The  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  require  large  additions  to  the 
law  library  here  and  to  that  at  Lewisburg.  There  is  no  law  authoriz- 
ing the  application  of  the  library  fund  to  the  increase  of  the  library 
at  Lewisburg,  and  some  provision  for  its  increase  seems  to  be  indis- 
pensable. 

The  shelves  in  the  library  room  are  now  more  than  filled,  so  that  I 
have  been  compelled  to  place  several  hundred  volumes  on  the  floor  io 
the  gallery :  the  necessity  for  its  enlargement  is  urgent,  and  cannot 
longer  be  delayed,  if  the  institution  is  to  advance. 

In  connexion  with  this  subject,  I  respectfully  renew  the  appeal  made 
to  this  committee  in  my  last  annual  report,  in  regard  to  the  inadequate 
accommodations  for  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth, 
and  again  ask  their  attention  to  two  other  subjects  mentioned  in  that 
report,  viz :  the  adoption  of  some  means  for  the  greater  security  of  the 
books  in  the  library ;  and  the  repeal  of  the  second  section  of  the  act 
of  27th  February  1843,  which  requires  the  printing  of  75  pamphlet 
copies  of  decisions  of  the  general  court. 
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III  addition  to  the  books  presented  by  Mr.  Yattemare,  agent  for  inter- 
national exchanges,  reported  last  year,  1  have  received  from  him  a 
small  but  valuable  collection  for  the  military  institute ;  and  for  the  li- 
brary, four  folio  volumes  of  engravings  from  the  gallery  of  Florence, 
a  copy  of  Beverley's  History  of  Virginia,  and  Michaux's  Travels  West 
of  the  Alleghany  Mountains,  both  in  French.  This  enlightened  and 
philanthropic  gentleman  has  been  every  where  received  with  the  most 
cordial  welcome,  and  donations  have  been  made  to  him  of  all  the  most 
valuable  publications  of  the  slates  lie  has  visited.  In  pursuance  of  the 
inslructions  contained  in  the  joint  resoUition  of  the  general  assembly, 
relative  to  a  national  interchange  of  prodnclions  of  art^  science^  indus- 
try and  natural  history,  adopted  March  23d,  1848,  I  presented  to  Mr< 
Vattemarc,  on  the  part  of  this  state,  such  copies  of  the  books  and 
maps  which  constitute  the  library  fund, as  he  wished  to  receive  for  the 
public  institutions  of  France — conceiving  it  to  be  the  intention  of  ihc 
legislaturo  that  this  state  should  oat  do  less  in  the  cause  than  her  sister 
states  hare  done.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  return  will  be  rich 
in  rare  and  valuable  works  which  are  not  purchaseable^  and  which 
could  be  obtained  in  no  other  way. 

The  act  of  April  4,  1848,  appropriating  the  public  revenue,  provides 
that  $  250  shall  be  paid  to  the  librarian^  to  be  expended  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  governor,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  an  interchange  of 
books,  works  of  art,  &c.,  between  the  slate  of  Virginia  and  foreign  na- 
tions. This  appropriation  has  been  receircd  and  disbursed  tinder  the 
diruciion  of  Governor  Smith,  as  will  appear  by  the  account  herewith 
submitted,  marked  C.

tice,"  which  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  BuRWELL  presented  a  petition  of  the  trustees  of  Mount  Pleasant 
academy,  in  the  county  of  Bedford,  asking  an  enlargement  of  their 
corporate  authority,  which  was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  committee 
of  schools  and  colleges. 

The  Speaker  presented  a  petition  of  John  H.  Ruekman,  praying 
further  time  for  clerks  to  make  deeds  for  lands  sold  for  nonpayment  of 
faxes,  which  was  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gowper,  the  report  of  the  committee  relative  to 
the  defence  of  Graney  Island,  was  taken  up  and  made  the  order  of  th« 
day  for  Saturday  at  eleven  o'clock. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  house  a  communication  from  the  avh 
ditor  of  public  accounts,  transmitting  a  list  of  balances  remaining  on 
the  books  of  his  office  at  the  termination  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  whichi 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Cook,  was  laid  upon  the  table  and  ordered  to  be 
printed.     [Doc.  No.  76.] 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Lact  that  the  house  adopt  the  following 
resolution  r 

Jtesolved,  That  the  committee  of  finance  enquire  into  the  expedi- 
ency of  reporting  a  bill  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  second  clerk  in  the 
office  of  auditor  of  public  accounts. 

And  the  question  being  put  thereupon,  was  determined  in  the  nega* 
tive. 

No.  463.  A  bill  to  pay  the  clerk  and  committee  of  revisal,  with  the 
amendment  thereto  proposed  by  Mr.  Stotall,  was  taken  up,  and  the 
said  amendment  was  withdrawn  ,*  the  said  bill  was  then  amended  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Ferguson,  and  then,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Stotall,  the 
farther  consideration  of  the  said  bill  was  indefinitely  postponed. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Stmb, 

Orderedj  That  leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  compensate  the 
committee  on  revision  and  their  clerk,  for  their  services  during  the  re* 
cess  of  the  genersl  assembly;  and  that  Messrs.  Syme,  Stovall,  Fergu- 
son, Gook,  Dorman,  Massey  and  M'Clung,  prepare  and  bring  in  the 
same. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Ferguson,  that  the  house  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  no  member  of  this  house  shall  speak  on  any  ques- 
tion more  than  thirty  minntes  during  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Stme  to  amend  the  same  by  striking 
out  the  words  'thirty  minutes,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
words  **one  hour."  , 

On  motion  of  Mr.  GLAtsoRNE,  the  farther  consideration  of  the  said 
resolution  and  amendment  was  postponed  indefinitely.

No.  199.  A  bill  providing  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses  before 
commissioners  of  assessment  for  railroad  companies,  was  read  a  second 
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time,  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Watson,  and  as  amended,  ordered  to 
be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time. 

No.  207.  A  bill  concerning  executors  who  have  qualified  without 
giving  security,  was  read  a  second  time  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed 
and  read  a  third  time. 

The  following  reports  of  the  committee  of  propositions  and  grie- 
vances were  read  and  agreed  to : 

The  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  have,  according  to 
order,  had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  the 
counties  of  Giles,  Botetourt,  Roanoke  and  Monroe,  to  them  referred, 
with  notices  and  other  documents,  praying  that  an  act  may  pass  es- 
tablishing a  new  county,  formed  of  a  part  of  each  of  said  counties, 
according  to  certain  boundary  lines  in  said  petition  fully  set  forth  and 
described,  and  proposing  the  name  of  Craig  for  such  new  county,  and 
the  town  of  New  Castle,  in  the  county  of  Botetourt,  as  the  seat  of 
justice  thereof;  with  a  memorial  of  sundry  other  citizens  of  the  couDty

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee^  That  the  prayer  of  said 
petitioners  be  reject^,  for  noncompliance  with  the  act  of  1st  April 
1848,  requiring  the  votes  to  be  taken  of  all  persons  qualified  to  vote 
throughout  the  entire  county  or  counties,  of  which  the  new  county  is 
proposed  to  be  formed,  instead  of  confining  the  voters,  as  heretofore, 
to  the  proposed  boundary  of  the  new  county. 

The  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  have,  according  to  or- 
der, had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  the 
counties  of  Jackson,  Gilmer  and  Kanawha,  to  them  referred,  with  co- 
pies of  notices  and  affidavits  of  publication,  praying  that  a  new  county 
may  be  created,  formed  of  a  part  of  each  of  said  counties,  within  cer- 
tain boundary  lines  therein  described,  with  the  seat  of  justice  at 
Spring  creek,  on  the  farm  of  Samuel  Tanner,  on  the  upper  side  of  the 
Clarksburg  road :  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  (he  opinion  of  this  committee^  That  the  prayer  oi 
said  petitioners  be  rejected^  for  noncompliance  with  the  act  of  1st  April 
1848,  requiring  the  votes  to  be  taken  of  all  persons  qualified  io  vote 
throughout  the  entire  county  or  counties  of  which  the  new  county  is 
proposed  to  be  formed,  instead  of  confining  the  voters,  as  heretofore, 
to  the  proposed  boundary  of  the  new  county. 

The  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  have,  according  to 
order,  had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  the 
counties  of  Harrison  and  Marion,  to  them  referred,  praying  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  new  county  of  certain  parts  of  said  counties,  accordiog 
to  certain  boundary  lines  therein  described,  making  Shinslon  the  seat 
of  justice  for  the  same :  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  That  the  prayer  of 
said  petitioners  be  rejected^  for  want  of  notice  required  by  law,  ao" 
want  of  form  or  precision  in  proceedings. 

The  following  reports  of  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice  were 
read  and  agreed  to : 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  eO' 
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qaired  into  the  expediency  of  amending  the  17th  section  of  an  act 
passed  1st  April  1831;  also  the  third  section  of  an  act  amendatory 
thereto,  passed  13th  March  1836,  entitled  <<  an  act  concerning  delin- 
quent lands,"  &c. :  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  That  it  is  inexpedient 
to  legislate  upon  the  subject  aforesaid. 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  en-, 
quired  into  the  expediency  of  providing  by  law  for  supplying  at  the 
public  charge  the  several  clerks  of  the  circuit  superior  courts  of  law 
and  chancery  within  this  commonwealth,  with  the  reports  of  decisions 
of  our  general  court,  and  of  our  superior  court  of  appeals :  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee^  That  it  is  inexpedient 
to  supply  at  the  public  charge  the  clerks  of  the  courts  with  the  reports 
of  decisions  aforesaid. 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  en- 
quired into  the  expediency  of  so  amending  the  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth, as  to  permit  justices  of  the  peace,  as  also  the  several  courts, 
to  give  judgment  in  favour  of  defendants,  without  the  necessity  of 
instituting  a  new  action,  when  the  account  of  the  defendant  is  found 
to  exceed  that  of  the  plaintiff,  and  a  balance  appears  in  favour  of  the 
defendant:  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  That  it  is  inexpedient 
to  amend  the  law  as  proposed. 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  en- 
quired into  the  expediency  of  amending  the  laws  of  the  common- 
wealth, so  as  to  make  justices  of  the  peace  eligible  to  the  office  of 
commissioner  of  the  revenue  in  succession,  and  to  authorize  them  to 
celebrate  the  rites  of  matrimony  in  all  cases:  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee.  That  it  is  inexpedient 
to  amend  the  laws  as  proposed. 

The  following  report  of  the  committee  on  the  penitentiary  institu- 
tion was  read  and  agreed  to  : 

"  Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  governor's  message  as  relates  to 
the  penitentiary,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  penitentiary,  and 
that  they  enquire  into  and  report  upon  the  expediency  of  establishing 
a  house  of  correction  for  juvenile  offenders." 

The  committee  on  the  penitentiary  have  had  under  consideration 
the  resolution  to  them  referred,  "  upon  the  expediency  of  establishing 
a  house  of  correction  for  juvenile  offenders,"  and  have  come  to  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  thereon : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee  to 
establish  a  house  of  correction  for  juvenile  offenders  in  connection 
with  the  penitentiary. 

The  following  reports  of  the  committee  of  schools  and  colleges 
were  read  and  agreed  to : 

The  committee  of  schools  and  colleges  have  considered  the  peti- 
tion referred  to  them,  of  John  L.  Smith,  formerly  of  the  county  of 
Hardy,  praying  payment  of  his  account  for  the  tuition  of  indigent 
children  in  that  county  in  1846,  and  the  committee  have  come  lo  the 
following  resolution  thereupon : 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  said  petition  be  rejected. 
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The  committee  of  schools  and  colleges  bave^  according  to  orders 
enquired  into  the  expediency  of  paying  Susan  D.  Whiting's  account 
for  the  tuition  of  poor  children  in  Taylor  county,  in  the  year  1846, 
and  the  committee  have  come  to  the  following  resolution : 

Resolvedy  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  make  such  payment. 

The  following  reports  of  several  committees  were,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Stovall,  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table  : 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  en- 
quired into  the  expediency  of  enacting  that  no  demurrer  shall  be  en- 
tertained to  any  declaration  because  of  misjoinder,  on  the  ground  of 
the  uuion  in  the  same  declaration  of  a  count  in  case  and  a  count  in 
trespass  for  the  same  matter :  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee^  That  it  is  inexpedient  to 
legislate  upon  the  subject. 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  had 
under  consideration  the  petition  of  citizens  of  Rockingham  county, 
to  them  referred,  "praying  for  a  change  of  the  laws  in  relation  to  free 
negroes,"  and  have  come  to  the  following  resolution  thereupon : 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee^  That  the  prayer  of  the 
said  petition  be  rejected. 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  had 
under  consideration  the  petition  of  citizens  of  Wythe  county,  to  them 
referred,  praying  that  authority  be  given  to  the  county  court  of  saUl 
county  to  sell  the  farm  belonging  to  said  county  for  the  use  of  the 
poor,  and  have  come  to  the  following  resolution  thereupon  :

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  en- 
quired into  the  expediency  of  extending  the  time  of  limitation  upon 
merchants'  accounts :  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee^  That  it  is  inexpedient 
to  extend  the  time  of  limitation  upon  merchants'  accounts. 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  en- 
quired into  the  expediency  of  amending  the  act,  entitled  "an  act  an- 
thorizing  constables  to  require  indemnifying  bonds,"  passed  February 
4th,  1831,  so  as  to  give  the  courts  jurisdiction  over  all  such  bonds^ 
notwithstanding  the  penalty  therein  be  less  than  twenty  dollars: 
Whereupon, 

Resolved^as  the  opinion  of  this  committee^  That  it  is  inexpedient 
to  amend  the  law  aforesaid,  the  courts  already  having  jurisdiction  in 
the  casea  referred  to. 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  en- 
quired into  the  expediency  of  reporting  a  bill  to  empower  the  judge 
of  the  circuit  superior  court  of  law  and  chancery  for  the  county  of 
Ohio,  to  increase  the  annual  allowance  to  the  clerk  of  the  said  county 
for  his  public  services :  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to 
report  a  bill  giving  the  power  aforesaid. 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  had 
under  consideration  the  resolution  referring  to  them  "so  much  oif  the 
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^        governor's  message  as  relates  to  the  usury  laws,"  and  ask  to  be  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  thereof. 
!  The  committee  of  courts  of  justice,  to  whom  was  referred  "  the  pe- 

tition of  N.  C.  King,  in  behalf  of  the  firemen  of  Norfolk,  praying  an 
amendment  of  the  act  passed  March  6th  1840,  exempting  certain  fire 
companies  from  service  on  petit  juries,"  have  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, and  deeming  that  all  such  companies  should  be  incorpora- 
ted before  such  exemption  should  be  granted,  and  the  company  in 
whose  behalf  the  petition  is  presented  is  not  incorporated,  the  com- 
I         mittee  have  come  to  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be  rejected. 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  order,  en- 
quired into  the  expediency  of  so  amending  the  act,  entitled,  ''an  act  li- 
miting real  actions  and  right  of.  entry,"  passed  February  5ih,  1831,  as 
to  extend  the  time  within  which  writs  of  right  and  other  actions  pos- 
sessory may  be  niaintained,  by  persons  who  were  minors,  or  labouring 
under  other  disabilities  at  the  time  their  right  of  title  accrued :  Where- 
upon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  That  it  is  inexpedient 
to  amend  the  act  referred  to  as  aforesaid. 

The  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  have,  according  to 
order,  had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  the 
counties  of  Cabell,  Putnam  and  Kanawha,  to  them  referred,  represent- 
ing that  the  manner  or  course  in  which  a  part  of  the  boundary  line  of 
the  new  county  of  Putnam  has  been  designated,  in  the  act  establishing 
said  new  county  of  part  of  the  counties  of  Kanawha,  Cabell  and 
Mason,  has  subjected  them  and  their  community  in  general,  to  serious 
inconvenience  and  difficulty;  and  praying,  therefore,  that  a  certain 
part  of  said  boundary  line  may  be  changed,  so  as  to  run  as  designated 
in  said  petition:  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee.  That  the  prayer  of  said 
petitioners  be  rejected,  for  want  of  the  notice  required  by  the  23d  rule 
of  the  house  of  delegates. 

The  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  have,  according  to 
order,  ''enquired  into  the  expediency  of  authorizing  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  of  Pittsylvania  to  execute  a  deed  to  Joshua  P.  Roach  for 
certain  lands  therein  sold  for  nonpayment  of  taxes  thereon,  and  pur- 
chased by  him :"  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to 
authorize  said  clerk  to  execute  such  deed. 

The  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  have,  according  to 
order,  "enquired  into  the  expediency  of  incorporating  a  company  to 
establish  a  line  of  stages  from  the  terminus  of  the  Louisa  railroad  to 
the  White  Sulphur  springs,  in  the  county  of  Greenbrier:"  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee^  That  it  is  inexpedient  to 
incorporate  a  company  for  such  purpose. 

The  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  have,  according  to 
order,  had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  Glou- 
cester county,  to  them  referred,  praying  that  no  law  be  passed  by 
which  they  and  the  state  generally  shall  be  excluded  from  the  privilege 
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of  taking  or  catching  oysters  from  the  waters  of  Ware  river,  in  the  same 
manner  as  from  the  other  waters  of  this  commonwealth  ;  that  the  law 
passed  on  the  22d  of  March  1847,  entitled,  '<an  act  concerning  oystera 
and  terrapins,  and  the  penalties  in  regard  to  them,"  as  far  as  the  provi- 
sions thereof  extend  to  the  taking  of  oysters  from  North  river,  may  be 
repealed ;  and  that  a  law  be  enacted  by  which  all  the  citizens  of  tbe 
commonwealth  will  be  placed  upon  an  equal  footing  as  to  the  right  to 
take  or  catch  oysters  from  their  natural  beds,  in  all  waters  within  the

The  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  have,  according  lo 
order,  had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  the 
city  of  Wheeling,  in  the  county  of  Ohio,  to  them  referred,  praying 
that  the  election  law  may  be  so  changed  as  to  authorize  the  opening  of 
the  polls  and  receiving  votes  in  the  said  city  proper,  during  the  slate 
and  presidential  elections,  at  the  usual  places  of  holding  their  city  elec- 
tions in  the  respective  wards :  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee f  That  the  prayer  of  said 
petitioners  be  rejected,  for  want  of  notice  required  by  the  23d  rule  of 
the  house  of  delegates.

in  said  City  of  Wheeling,  to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars: 
Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee.  That  the  prayer  of  said 
petitioners  be  rejected,  the  act  of  31st  of  March  1848,  concerning  cer- 
tain benevolent  associations,  having  sufficiently,  or  as  far  as  was  in- 
tended, provided  for  such  cases. 

The  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  have,  according  to 
order,  "enquired  into  the  expediency  of  reporting  a  bill  incorporating 
the  Norfolk  exporting  and  importing  company:"  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to 
report  a  bill  incorporating  such  a  company. 

The  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances  have,  according  to 
order,  had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  citizens  of  the  town  ox 
Wellsburg  and  its  vicinity,  in  the  county  of  Brooke,  to  them  r®'^^'!^  ' 
representing  that  they  are  members  of  the  "  Wellsburg  Division  No.

It  further  appears  to  your  committee  that  there  are  no  certificates 
of  the  oaths  of  Paulus  Powell,  William  M.  Burwell,  C.  J.  Faulkner, 
Charles  Guerrant,  William  R.  M'Donald,  L.  C.  P.  Oowper,  James  P, 
Strother,  Joseph  Mayo,  Addison  Harper  and  John  S.  Burdett. 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  office  of  the  auditor  of 
public  accounts,  have  performed  that  duty,  and  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report : 

The  committee  have  carefully  examined  the  books  and  papers  of 
the  office,  and  find  the  vouchers  and  disbursetnents  to  correspond ;  that 
the  books  are  neatly  and  accurately  kept,  and  that  the  papers  are  well 
arranged. 

The  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  act  of  assembly  passed  the 
16th  February  1844,  entitled  '<an  act  to  amend  an  act  for  printing 
records  of  causes  in  the  court  of  appeals,  passed  24th  March  1842,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  should  be  amended,  and  beg  leave  to  report  two 
bills.

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  provide  by  law  for  any  further 
religious  instruction  to  the  convicts  in  the  penitentiary  of  Virginia, 
the  committee  being  satisfied  with  the  attention  and  conduct  of  the 
present  superintendent  and  directors  ta^  the  religious  privileges  and 
wants  of  the  convicts  in  said  institution. 

The  committee  on  banks,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  as  to 
the  expediency  of  amending  "an  act  establishing  a  branch  of  the  Ex- 
change Bank  at  Abingdon,"  &c.,  passed  at  the  last  session,  have,  accord- 
ing to  order,  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  in  relation  thereto: 

Resolved,  That  this  committee  ask  to  be  discharged  from  further 
consideration  of  the  said  resolution. 

The  committee  on  banks,  to  whom  was  referred  the  "  petition  of 
George  M'Intosh,  and  other  citizens  of  the  City  of  Norfolk,  concern- 
ing the  election  of  officers  in  the  Exchange  Bank  of  Virginia,  and 
votes  given  by  proxy,"  Sec.,  have,  according  to  order,  had  the  same 
under  consideration,  and  come  to  the  following  resolution  thereupon: 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  That  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  be  rejected. 
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The  oommittee  to  examine  the  second  auditor's  office  has  performed 
that  duty,  and  begs  leave  to  report : 

The  committee  has  found  the  books  and  papers  of  the  office  so  a^ 
ranged,  as  to  afford  tha  committee  every  facility  for  a  full  iavestigatioa 
and  careful  examination  of  the  office. 

All  receipts  and  disbursements  are  properly  arranged,  correctly  eo- 
tered,  and  in  an  excellent  state  of  preservation. 

The  business  of  the  office  is  discharged  with  great  promptitude  and 
ability. 

The  cash  accounts  and  balances  on  the  books  of  the  office  bafS 
been  carefully  examined,  and  found  correct,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  printed  reports  of  this  and  the  treasurer's  office,  &c. 

The  committee  of  agriculture  and  manufactures  have,  according  H> 
order,  enquired  *^  into  the  expediency  of  creating  the  office  of  weigh 
and  me-asure  master  in  the  City  of  Richmond,  and  such  other  towoi 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  weighing  or  measu^ 
ing  all  wheat  and  other  grain  that  may  be  offered  for  sale  in  the  city 
or  town  where  such  office  may  be  established :"  Whereupon, 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee^  That  it  is  inexpedient 
to  create  the  said  office.

The  committee  on  the  militia  laws  have,  according  to  order,  bad 
under  consideration  the  petition  of  the  Lancaster  artillery,  to  thein  re- 
ferred, asking  that  their  company  may  be  furnished  with  small  ^'D^' 
and  have  come  to  the  following  resolution  thereupon : 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  commiUee^  That  the  prayer  of  the 
said  petition  be  rejected. 

The  committee  on  the  militia  laws  have,  according  to  order,  b*^ 
under  consideration  the  petition  of  citizens  of  the  county  of  Halifij^i 
residing  in  the  84th  regiment  of  Virginia  militia,  to  them  referred, 
praying  the  privilege  of  raising  by  voluntary  enlistment  another  com- 
pany of  cavalry  within  the  said  regiment,  to  be  attached  thereto  9^ 
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koown  as  the  Motint  Laurel  Rangers,  and  have  come  to  the  following 
resolution  thereupon :

On  motion  of  Mr.  SHErrcr,  leave  was  given  to- withdraw  the  plat 
and  survey  of  the  town  of  Staunton,  presented  at  the  last  session  of 
the  general  assembly. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kilbt, 

Ordered^  That  the  committee  for  coin*ts  of  justice  be  discharged 
from  the  consideration  of  the  petition  of  William  W.  Wright,  and  that 
the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Faulkner, 

Resolvedy  That  the  subject  of  international  exchanges,  so  far  as  this 
state  has  by  its  former  legislation  become  committed  to  the  system,  be 
referred  to  the  joint  committee  on  the  public  library. 

Mr.  Robinson  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Stovall,  was  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table : 

Resolved^  That  from  and  after  the  6th  of  March,  no  new  business 
shall  be  introduced  into  this  house.

of  said  assembly ;  and  whereas  great  hindrance  to  the  legislation  of 
the  general  assembly  arises  from  the  delay  in  the  delivery  of  said 
reports : 

1.  Be  it  therefore  resolved  by  the  getieral  assembly^  That  instead  of 
delivering  said  reports  bound,  the  public  printer  be  directed  to  print 
and  deliver  to  each  member  of  the  general  assembly,  three  copies  of 
each  of  said  reports,  unbound  and  m  numbers,  on  the  first  day  of  the 
annual  session  of  said  assembly,  and  one  copy  to  each  of  the  officers 
of  the  general  assembly  and  the  other  officers  of  the  government,  and 
that  in  other  respects  he  comply  with  the  joint  resolutions  on  the  sub- 
ject passed  on  the  18th  March  1847  and  on  the  7th  December  1848; 
except  that  he  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  session,  deliver  to  the  governor 
fifty  copies  of  the  reports  and  public  documents,  bound  together,  and 
a  like  number  of  copies  of  the  journals,  to  be  distributed  according  to 
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the  resolntion  of  the  18th  March  1847;  and  that  be  print  and  deliver 
to  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  for  distribution,  an  additional 
number  of  copies,  sufScient  to  supply  one  copy  of  the  journals  and 
one  copy  of  the  public  reports  and  documents  to  each  of  the  colleges 
in  this  commonwealth,  to  the  Yirginia  military  institute,  to  each  of 
the  asylums  for  the  maintenance  and  cure  of  insane  persons,  and  to 
the  institution  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  of  the 
blind. 

2.  Be  it  further  resoived,  That  the  clerk  of  the  house  of  delegates 
be  directed  to  file  for  preservation  one  printed  copy  of  each  bill  instead 
of  the  number  now  required. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sheffet,  the  said  resolution  was  amended,  by 
substituting  therefor  the  following : 

1.  Resolved  by  the  general  assembly^  That  the  public  printer  be

2.  Resolved^  That  the  public  printer  deliver,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  end  of  each  session  of  said  assembly,  to  the  governor,  fifty 
copies  of  the  journals  of  the  general  assembly,  and  of  the  reports  and 
pnblic  documents,  to  be  distributed  in  accordance  with  the  resolution 
of  the  18th  of  March  1847 ;  and  that  he  print  and  deliver  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  commonwealth,  for  distribution,  an  additional  number  of 
copies,  sufficient  to  supply  one  copy  of  the  journals  and  one  copy  of 
the  reports  and  documents,  to  each  of  the  colleges  in  this  common- 
wealth ;  to  the  Virginia  military  institute ;  to  each  of  the  asylums  for 
the  insane ;  and  to  the  institution  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  and

eleventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  except  so  far  as  they  may 
be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.     And  whenever  two 
thousand  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  shall  be  subscribed  to  and  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  the  said  railroad,  on  the  part  of  others  than 
the  commonwealth,  the  Board  of  public  works  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  subscribe  on  the  part  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  re- 
maining three  fifths  of  the  said  five  thousand  shares.     And  as  often 
thereafter  as  additional  subscriptions  shall  be  made  to  the  stock  of  said 
company  by  others  than  the  commonwealth,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing the  said  railroad,  the  Board  of  public  works  is  further  autho- 
rized and  required  to  subscribe  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  in 
like   proportion  to  subscriptions  by  others  than  the  state,  until   the 
whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  filled  up,  or  a  sufficient 
amount  be  subscribed  for  the  constructing  and  completing  of  the  whole 
of  said  railroad:  Provided  however,  That  the  Board  of  public  works 
shall  not  subscribe  to  any  |)ortion  of  the  said  stock,  as  hereinbefore 
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provided  for,  until  said  board  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  subscriptions 
by  others  than  the  state,  are  subscribed  by  persons  solvent  and  fully 
able  to  pay.  And  the  board  shall  borrow  the  amount  necessary  for 
the  payment  of  the  above  subscriptions,  agreeably  to  the  terms  of  the 
act  passed  April  the  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  entitled 
*  an  act  authorizing  loans  for  the  payment  of  certain  subscriptions  and 
appropriations,'  provided  the  bonds  or  certificates  of  stock  to  be  issued 
under  this  act  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value. 

*'  Be  il  further  enacted^  That  the  said  company  shall  have  five 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  commence  their  work,  and  ten 
years  thereafter  to  complete  the  same.  And  they  shall  commence  the 
construction  of  said  railroad  at  the  town  of  Buchanan,  and  proceed 
with  the  same  by  regular  continuous  sections,  except  in  such  cases  as 
the  president  and  directors  may,  from  the  delay  occasioned  by  the 
erection  of  bridges  and  by  difficult  passes  in  any  particular  section, 
direct  otherwise.  And  as  soon  as  ten  miles  of  the  said  road  shall  be 
completed,  the  said  comjiany  may  put  the  same  in  operation,  and 
charge  and  collect  tolls  for  the  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers 
thereon. 

<*  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  general  assembly  reserves  the 
right  of  hereafter  so  modifying  this  act  as  more  efifectually,  if  neces- 
sary, to  secure  the  free  and  unrestricted  transportation  of  passengers 
and  tonnage  to  and  from  said  Virginia  and  Tennessee  railroad  and  any 
connecting  railroad ;  and  to  establish  the  terms  and  regulations  thereof, 
or  to  authorize  the  mode  of  settling  any  controversies  concerning  the 
same. 

"  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  section  of  this  act 

shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  require  the  company  or  owners  of  any 
railroad  or  railroads  connecting  with  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail- 
road, to  keep  a  greater  number  of  burden  or  freight  cars  than  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  transportation  of  tonnage  and  freight  on 
their  road. 

"  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  concerning 
the  representation  of  the  commonwealth's  stock  by  proxies  in  meetings 
of  the  stockholders  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  railroad  company, 
aud  concerning  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  to  be  represented  by 
any  one  person,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  applicable  in 
all  respects  to  the  Buchanan  and  Roanoke  railroad  company. 

*'  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Buchanan  and  Roanoke  railroad 
company  shall,  at  somis  fit  point  at  or  near  Buchanan,  construct  one  or 
more  depots  upon  the  boundary  line  of  the  ground  condemned,  or  to 
be  hereafter  condemned,  to  the  use  of  the  James  river  and  Kanawha 
canal,  and  shall,  with  regard  to  the  delivery  and  storage  of  tonnage 
and  produce,  be  in  all  respects  subject  to  the  same  provisions  of  this 
act  which  are  made  applicable  to  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  railroad 
company. 

**  That  the  stockholders  of  the  Lynchburg  and  Tennessee,  other- 
wise designated  as  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  railroad  company,  shall, 
within  three  months  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ^ct,  elect  to 
accept  or  reject  the  provisions  thereof. 
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'<  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  aathority  heretofore  given  to  ds 
Board  of  public  works  to  construct  the  Southwestern  turnpike  roadoi 
state  account,  except  so  far  as  the  said  board  have  actually  entered 
into  contracts  for  the  same,  is  hereby  revoked." 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  engrossing  the  same,  was  deteh 
mined  in  the  negative.

The  following  report  was  taken  up  as  the  order  of  the  day,  and 
read: 

The  select  committee  appointed  to  examine  all  the  official,  historical 
and  other  evidence  in  relation  to  the  defence  of  Craney  Island  in  this 
state,  when  attacked,  on  the  22d  day  of  June  1813,  by  the  British 
forces,  to  designate  such  of  the  officers  of  this  state  as  distinguished 
themselves  in  that  engagement  by  their  skill  and  gallantry,  and  to 
consider  the  expediency  and  propriety  of  awarding  to  them  some  tes- 
timonial of  the  gratitude  and  thanks  of  this  commonwealth,  have,  ac- 
cording to  order,  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  submit  the 
following  report : 
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The  defence  of  Craney  Island  on  the  22d  of  June  1813,  may  jascly 
rank  amongst  the  most  brilliant  and  successful  incidents  of  the  late 
war  with  Great  Britain.  And  fought  as  that  action  was  upon  our  ova 
soil,  mainly  by  the  volunteer  militia  of  our  own  state,  and  in  the  de- 
fence of  our  most  important  commercial  cities,  and  resulting  as  it  did 
in  the  signal  repulse  of  an  enemy  of  greatly  superior  numbers,  and  in 
the  liberation  of  our  state  from  a  formidable  foe,  unscrupulous  in 
its  means  of  attack  and  annoyance,  it  has  a  high  and  peculiar  claim 
upon  the  gratitude  and  attention  of  the  people  of  Virginia.  That 
some  distinct  and  complimentary  notice  has  not  been  before  taken,  by 
the  general  assembly  of  this  state,  of  the  gallant  band  which,  upon 
that  memorable  day,  shed  such  lustre  upon  her  arms,  and  performed 
such  important  service  to  their  country,  is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  rapidity 
with  which  the  thrilling  events  of  that  period  passed  before,  agitated 
and  engrossed  the  public  mind ;  to  the  absorbing  grief  which  wrung 
every  bosom  at  the  barbarous  outrages  perpetrated  upon  our  inoffensive 
citizens  by  the  enemy  as  they  retreated  from  the  scene  of  their  dis- 
aster and  defeat ;  and  in  some  measure  to  the  undue  partiality  which 
at  that  particular  juncture  concentrated  the  public  regards  upnon  that 
rising  and  popular  arm  of  our  national  defence,  around  which  the 
achievements  of  Hull,  Jones  and  Decatur  had  already  cast  such  a  halo 
of  national  glory.  <<  Events,"  says  the  editor  of  the  Richmond  En- 
quirer, in  his  paper  of  the  2d  of  July  1813,  "follow  each  other  with 
such  rapidity,  that  it  is  almost  impossible  for  the  pen  to  keep  pace  with 
them.  Express  succeeds  express,  and  despatch  comes  after  despatch, 
in  such  quick  succession,  that  if  we  put  down  every  thing  that  in- 
terests us  for  the  moment,  we  shall  not  have  room  enough  for  the 
record."  And  on  the  16th  of  July  of  the  same  year,  an  able  and  elo- 
quent writer  in  the  Enquirer  complains,  in  strong  and  pointed  terms,  of 
the  indifference  with  which  the  most  dazzling  victories  achieved  on 
land  were  received  by  the  public  mind,  compared  with  the  exulting 
throb  of  joy  which  animated  every  heart  at  the  most  trivial  triumph 
on  the  water.  "Our  heads,"  he  says,  "are  all  turned  towards  the 
ocean,  as  the  only  field  of  fame,  and  as  the  only  theatre  where  the  ho- 
nour of  the  country  can  be  upheld  and  the  glory  of  our  ancestors  sus- 
tained. An  account  of  the  most  daring  enterprise  upon  land  is  scarcely 
read,  particularly  if  we  hear  of  an  engagement  between  two  frigates 
at  the  same  time.  Why  this  partiality  in  the  public  favour  ?  Why 
not  exult  at  a  victory  on  land  with  as  much  enthusiasm  as  if  it  were 
gained  on  the  ocean  ?  Our  legislative  assemblies  seem  also  to  have 
caught  this  partiality,  and  to  have  viewed  the  deeds  of  the  'ocean 
warriors'  as  alone  worthy  of  their  approbation.  At  the  last  session  of 
the  Virginia  legislature,  seven  resolutions  passed  that  body,  compli- 
menting in  the  highest  terms  seven  bf  our  young  midshipmen,  who  had 
participated  in  the  glory  of  our  late  naval  victories,  whilst  no  notice 
whatever  was  taken  of  the  achievements  on  land.  An  act  of  heroism 
on  land  is  as  glorious  as  one  upon  the  ocean  ;  and  public  applause  is 
as  justly  due  to  the  one  as  to  the  other.  If  our  gallant  midshipmen 
are  entitled  to  swords  and  resolutions,  so  are  our  lieutenants,  captains, 
majors  and  colonels.     They  both  fought  for  their  country.     They  are 
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animated  by  the  same  elevated  feelings.  Tliey  bled  in  the  same  holy 
cause,  and  the  meed  of  public  praise  and  approbation  should  be  the 
same." 

The  partiality  of  the  nation  at  that  period  for  the  navy,  was  quite 
natural.  It  was  the  arm  of  our  national  defence  which  first  turned 
the  tide  of  victory  in  our  favour.  It  was  adding  fame  to  our  national 
character,  whilst  disaster  and  defeat  followed  our  operations  upon  land 
upon  the  northern  frontier.  It  was,  besides,  the  first  national  exhibi- 
tioD  of  the  skill  and  gallantry  of  our  noble  tars,  and  struggling,  as  we 
then  were,  with  the  mistress  of  the  ocean,  upon  her  own  favourite  and 
theretofore  invincible  element,  and  in  vindication  of  the  great  rights 
of  maritime  freedom,  it  is  not  wonderful  that  the  public  favour  should 
have  been  at  the  time  almost  wholly  engrossed  in  its  admiration  of  the 
intrepid  feats  and  matcriiless  enterprise  of  that  branch  of  the  service. 
But  now  that  the  enthusiasm  of  the  moment  has  subsided,  and  we  are 
left  at  liberty  coolly  to  contemplate  the  events  of  that  period,  every 
sentiment  of  gratitude  and  justice  impel  us  to  honour  the  brave  de- 
fenders of  our  country  upon  land,  however  late  and  tardy  may  be  the 
public  recognition  of  their  just  claims  upon  our  attention. 

That  the  defence  of  Craney  Island  was  regarded  duriug  the  war, 
and  by  all  the  historical  writers  who  undertook  to  embody  the  events 
of  that  period,  as  amongst  the  most  striking  and  important  achieve- 
ments of  our  arms,  there  is  most  abundant  evidence  to  shew. 

Gen'l  Robert  B.  Taylor,  than  whom  no  one  better  knew  the  duties 
of  a  soldier  or  the  force  of  the  language  which  he  employed,  in  his 
official  report  of  that  action  to  the  secretary  of  war,  dated  at  Norfolk, 
on  the  4th  of  July  1813,  thus  speaks  of  it: 

''The  eourage  and  constancy  with  which  this  inferior  force,  in  the 
face  of  a  formidable  naval  armament,  not  only  sustained  a  position  in 
which  nothing  was  complete,  but  repelled  the  enemy  with  considera- 
ble loss,  cannot  fail  to  inspire  the  approbation  of  their  government 
and  the  applause  of  their  country.  It  has  infused  into  the  residue  of 
the  iEurmy  a  general  spirit  of  competition,  the  beneficial  effects  of 
which  will,  i  trust,  be  displayed  in  our  future  combats." 

Thompson  in  his  history  of  the  war,  published  in  1816,  and  Brack- 
ENRiDGE  in  his  history,  published  in  1818,  after  describing  the  action, 
say  that  ''the  safety  of  the  City  of  Norfolk  and  of  the  surrounding 
towns  of  Portsmouth,  Gosport  and  others,  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  re- 
solute spirit  and  intrepid  bravery  exhibited  in  the  defence  of  Craney 
Island." 

John  Dickensok,  in  his  address  to  the  free  electors  of  Pennsylvania, 
dated  at  Philadelphia,  September  29th,  1813,  and  published  at  length 
in  the  Richmond  Enquirer  of  the  19th  of  October  1813,  thus  classifies 
that  action  amongst  those  glorious  events  which  might  well  be  refer- 
red to,  to  animate  a  brave  people  in  their  persevering  struggles  in  de- 
fence of  their  national  freedom  and  safety : 

"  Why  should  we  dwell  only  upon  the  miscarriages  of  our  war? — 
Forgetting  the  brilliant  achievements  of  York ;  forgetting  how  the 
battlements  at  Port  George  fell ;  the  repulse  at  Fort  Meigs ;  the  repulse 
at  Sackett's  Harbour ;  the  repulse  at  Craney  Island  ;  the  glorious  re- 
pulse at  Sandusky,  all  within  the  first  year  of  our  operations  by  land  T' 
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The  Hod.  Thomas  Oholson,  a  distinguished  member  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  in  an  address  to  the  freeholders  of  his  coogressiontl 
district,  composed  of  the  counties  of  Mecklenburg,  Lunenburg  and 
Brunswick,  dated  at  Washington  City,  August  2d,  1813,  thus  refers  to 
that  event : 

<<  On  land  also  we  can  recount  our  successes.  The  decisive  victo- 
ries we  have  gained  at  Fort  George,  at  Sackett's  Harbour,  at  York,  at 
Fort  Meigs,  and  at  Cranev  If5«and,  furnish  indisputable  testimony  of 
the  superiority  of  our  troops.  Nothing  has  ever  occurred,  that  sur- 
passed the  intrepid  conduct  of  our  seamen  and  militia  at  Obarbt 
Island."     (See  Richmond  Enquirer r  August  20,  1813.) 

Extracts  to  the  same  effect  might  be  indefinitely  multiplied  from  the 
newspapers  and  periodical  journals  of  those  times,  but  enough  has 
been  exhibited  to  shew  the  estimate  placed  upon  that  action  by  di^iii- 
guished  generals,  statesmen  and  historians,  when  the  subject  was  fresh 
before  their  minds,  and  when  the  heart  of  the  nation  was  throbbing  to 
the  deeds  of  her  gallant  defenders. 

It  is  marvellous  that  any  doubt  or  obscurity  should  ever  have  been 
cast  upon  the  incidents  of  that  battle,  or  upon  the  fact  as  to  who  were 
the  prominent  and  conspicuous  actors  in  it.  It  is  true  that  the  insidi- 
ous effects  of  a  noxious  climate,  more  fatal  than  the  arms  of  their  Bri- 
tish foes,  carried  off  some  of  them  to  their  eternal  repose  very  shortly 
after  the  war.  Yet  the  official  report,  written  two  days  after  the  ac- 
tion, and  confirmed  by  the  commanding  general  twelve  days  after  its 
occurrence,  was  placed  amongst  the  imperishable  records  of  the  repub- 
lic ;  and  there  it  stood  unassailed  and  uncontradicted  for  a  period  of 
thirty-two  years.  And  it  was  not  until  October  1845,  that  one  of  the 
subordinate  actors  in  that  affair  made  a  deliberate  effort,  upon  his  own 
unaided  evidence,  to  assail  the  accuracy  of  that  official  report,  and  to 
wrest  from  the  volunteers  of  Virginia  their  before  unquestioned  and 
long  admitted  claim  to  at  least  a  large  participation  in  the  honours  of 
that  victory.  And  it  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  some  otherwise  com- 
mendable histories  which  have  appeared  subsequent  to  1845,  have  been 
misled  by  the  high  name  of  Commodore  W.  Brandford  Shubrick,  to 
give  to  this  transaction  an  aspect  wholly  unwarranted  by  any  evidence, 
official  or  historical.  If  this  perversion  of  an  interesting  military  trans- 
action is  suffered  to  remain  longer  unnoticed,  it  may  be  that  the  names 
of  the  real  and  most  important  actors  in  it  may  forever  pass  from  pub- 
lic view.  The  house  of  delegates  of  Virginia  has  therefore  felt  it  due 
to  those  gallant  men  who  rallied  to  her  defence  in  a  period  of  difficulty 
and  danger — due  to  her  own  citizens — due  to  the  troth  of  history — 
that  the  facts  of  that  brilliant  and  important  action  shall  be  rescued 
from  all  misapprehension,  and  forever  placed  in  an  authentic  form 
amongst  the  permanent  archives  of  the  state. 

In  accordance  with  this  view  of  the  high  obligations  devolving  on 
the  commonwealth,  this  committee  have  been  appointed,  and  the  com- 
mittee, feeling  the  deep  responsibility  of  their  position,  have  spared  no 
labour  or  research  to  reach  a  conclusion  satisfactory  to  themselves  and 
to  the  public  mind.  They  have  consulted  all  the  official  reports  of 
that  action,  British  and  American  ;  they  have  examined  every  account 
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of  it  to  be  found  in  the  permanent  histories  published  in  this  country, 
and  preserved  in  the  public  libraries  of  this  state  and  of  congress ;  they 
have  read  the  numerous  newspaper  narratives  of  the  action ;  they  have 
visited  the  battle  field,  and  had  on  the  ground  with  them  most  of  the 
survivors  of  that  memorable  day,  and  from  all  now  living,  who  were 
accessible,  naval  and  military,  they  have  procured  full  and  detailed 
statements  of  the  incidents  and  operations  of  that  engagement.  They 
will,  therefore,  proceed  to  lay  before  the  house  the  result  of  that  exami- 
nation.    [See  Appendix  A.] 

As  early  as  the-  month  of  January  1813,  it  was  known  that  a  British 
squadron  had  arrived  at  Bermuda  with  a  considerable  body  of  troops 
on  board,  and  well  supplied  with  bombs  and  rockets,  for  the  purpose 
of  attacking  some  of  our  most  exposed  southern  cities.  This  invi- 
dious distinction  was  made  between  the  north  and  south,  from  a  be- 
lief, that  the  northern  states  were  not  merely  unfriendly  to  the  war, 
but  were  strongly  inclined  to  secede  from  the  Union,  to  avoid  those  in- 
juries and  interruptions  to  their  commerce  and  industry,  occsisioned  by 
the  existing  state  of  hostilities  between  the  two  nations.  On  the  4th 
of  Febniary,  Admiral  Sir  John  Borlase  Warren  took  possession  of 
Hampton  Roads  in  the  Chesapeake  bay,  with  two  ships  of  the  line, 
four  frigates  and  several  smaller  vessels  of  war.  On  the  20th  of  March, 
the  whole  southern  coast  of  the  United  States  was  declared  to  be  in 
a  state  of  blockade.  No  important  movement,  however,  was  attempted 
at  this  time,  hut  the  enemy  confined  themselves  to  a  disgraceful  pre- 
datory war,  along  the  shores  and  inlets.  Admiral  Warren  soon  after 
sailed  to  Bermuda,  with  a  view  of  fitting  out  a  more  considerable  ar- 
mament for  an  attack  upon  some  portion  of  the  southern  sea  coast 
during  the  summer.  Early  in  June,  he  returned  with  a  considerable 
reinforcement,  and  a  number  of  land  troops  and  marines,  under  the 
comand  of  Gen.  Sir  Sidney  Beckwith.  This  force  consisted  of  seven 
ships  of  the  line,  twelve  frigates  and  sloops  of  war,  and  a  proportion-* 
ate  number  of  smaller  vessels.  The  appearance  of  this  formidable 
force  in  the  Chesapeake  bay  created  much  uneasiness  in  the  more  con-> 
siderable  cities,  situated  upon  its  waters.  Baltimore,  Annapolis  and 
Norfolk  were  threatened.  But  the  fleet  directed  its  course  towards 
Hampton  Roads,  and  it  was  now  evident  that  the  cities  of  Virginia 
were  to  receive  the  first  blow. 

It  is  gratifying  to  look  back  to  that  period  of  our  history,  and  to  ob* 
serve  with  what  an  unshrinking  and  unfaltering  spirit  the  f)eopIe  of 
this  commonwealth  prepared  themselves  to  meet  the  invading  host, 
which  the  power  of  the  British  nation  had  concentrated  upon  the  most 
vulnerable  portion  of  our  state !  With  what  joyful  alacrity  the  volun- 
teers from  every  portion  of  the  state  tendered  their  services  to  rush  to 
her  standard !  With  what  quickening  energy  the  peaceful  citizen  as* 
sumed  the  duties  and  the  qualities  of  the  soldier ! 

"Are  we  to  be  picked  out,^^  says  the  editor  of  the  Richmond  En* 
quirer,  <<  from  all  the  rest  of  the  nation,  to  feel  the  resentment  of  an  in- 
solent foe?  We  fear  not  for  the  issue.  The  pulse  of  the  Virginian 
beats  too  high,  to  suffer  any  invader  to  trample  on  her  soil  and  disturb 
the  repose  of  the  ashes  of  our  fathers." 
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Again,  exclaims  that  patriotic  sentinel,  ''Citizens  of  Yirginia!  these 
are  '  the  times  that  try  men's  souls.'  We  address  ourselves  to  the 
young,  the  ardent,  to  the  men  of  chivalry  and  of  arms.  C&ahet  Isu5d 
will  witness  the  deeds  of  our  troops.  Shall  we  aloue  bear  the  bnrnt 
of  the  battle  ?  Shall  we  alone  be  selected  by  an  insolent  foe  as  the 
object  of  attack  ?  If  you  are  true  to  yourselves — if  you  are  true  to 
the  great  cause  in  which  we  have  embarked  ,*  if  you  are  true  to  the 
ashes  of  the  heroes  of  1776,  which  repose  on  our  soil ; — if  you  are  in- 
spired by  the  guardian  genius  of  liberty  which  dwells  amongst  as;— 
if  you  love  your  country,  will  you  permit  these  miserable  mercenaries 
to  seize  our  towns  and  insult  the  tombs  of  our  fathers  ?  No!  Yirgioii 
WILL  be  true  to  herself  and  to  her  country." 

A  member  of  congress  thus  addressed  that  editor:  '*  I  have  nofean 
of  the  Old  Dominion — I  am  sure  she  will  do  her  duty.  The  prefer- 
ence given  by  the  enemy  to  her,  is  in  my  judgment  honourable  to  her. 
She  has  ever  been  conspicuous  in  opposing  British  encroachments,  and 
I  hope  ever  will  be.     My  whole  soul  yearns  over  her  at  this  iime.^^ 

George  Hay,  Esq.,  in  addressing  the  people  of  Virginia,  eloquently 
remarks : 

"  The  enemy,  by  his  late  movements,  seems  to  have  selected  the 
state  of  Virginia  as  the  peculiar  object  of  his  vengeance.  Be  it  so. 
The  people  of  this  commonwealth  are  proud  to  be  thus  distinguished 
They  have  never  by  a  senatorial  resolve  deprecated  his  wrath,  and  so 
help  them  God !  they  never  will.  Their  fathers  met  him  in  the  field, 
and  led  his  army  into  captivity.  We  will  emulate  their  spirit,  and 
endeavour  to  follow  their  great  example.  My  countrymen !  my  res- 
pected countrymen  !  brave  and  generous  Virginians!  when  this  storm 
shall  pass  away,  when  an  honourable,  peace  shall  be  acquired  by  yoor 
patriotism  and  valour ;  when  you,  or  such  of  you  as  may  survive  the 
conflict,  shall  meet  again  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  peace  and  of  the 
rights  for  which  we  now  contend,  what  will  be  your  feelings?  How 
pure^will  be  your  joy!  how  proud  your  triumph!  You  shall  *read 
your  history  in  a  nation's  eye.'  Yes !  you  shall  stand  on  the  righ^ 
hand  of  your  grateful  country ;  whilst  those  who  have  encouraged  the 
foe  and  deserted  her  in  the  hour  of  danger,  shall  call  on  the  mountains 
to  cover  them." 

Such  was  the  spirit  which  animated  Virginia  at  this  crisis  of  her  his- 
tory, and  such  there  is  no  doubt  will  it  ever  be,  when  any  foreign  foe 
shall  have  the  temerity  to  invade  the  sanctity  of  our  soil. 

On  the  morning  of  the  2lst  of  June,  the  forces  of  the  enemy,  Iy|"S 
oflF  Newport's  Noose,  consisted  of  the  heavy  naval  armament  above 
described,  under  the  command  of  Admiral  Warren  and  Rear  Admif^ 
Cockburn,  having  on  board  the  102d  regiment  of  infantry,  the  royal 
marine  brigade,  two  companies  of  Canadian  chasseurs,  about  800  lO' 
reign  renegadoes  and  prisoners,  called  Chasseurs  BritanniqueSj^^^^ 
the  command  of  Gen.  Sir  Sidney  Beckwith,  assisted  by  Lieut.  Col- 
Napier,  Lieut.  Col.  Williams,  Maj.  Malcolm,  Capt.  Smith  and  others-- 
the  whole  force  of  the  enemy,  including  sailors,  amounting  to  d^. 
5000  men. 

The  American  forces  in  that  quarter  consisted  of  a  large  body  o> 
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militia,  collected  under  the  active  and  patriotic  exertions  of  Gov.  Bar- 
bour, from  different  portions  of  the  state,  some  few  regulars,  and  the 
officers  and  crews  of  the  frigate  Constellation  and  of  the  gunboats, 
rrhe  regulars  and  militia  were  mainly  stationed  in  the  immediate  vici- 
nity of  the  cities  of  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth,  in  and  near  Forts  Nel- 
son, Norfolk  and  Barbour.  The  Constellation  rode  at  anchor  between 
Forts  Nelson  and  Norfolk  and  the  cities  of  Portsmouth  and  Norfolk. 
The  gunboats  were  moored  east  of  the  island,  in  a  crescent  form,  ex- 
tending from  Lambert's  point  across  the  channel. 

About  five  miles  west  of  Norfolk,  near  the  mouth  of  Elizabeth  river, 
and  commanding  the  approach  from  Hampton  Roads  to  that  city,  lay 
Cranet  Island,  a  small  island,  nine  hundred  yards  in  length  and  two 
hundred  and  thirty-three  in  width,  without  a  house  and  with  but  a 
single  tree  (cedar)  upon  it,  and  separated  from  the  main  land  by  a  nar- 
row inlet,  fordable  at  low  or  even  half  tide.  This  was  the  exposed 
outpost  of  our  military  line — the  nearest  in  contact  with  the  enemy — 
a  position  of  great  importance  as  a  key  to  the  harbour,  and  one  which 
it  was  indispensable  the  enemy  should  possess,  before  they  could  reach 
the  ultimate  object  of  their  attack — the  cities  of  Norfolk  and  Ports- 
mouth. A  small  unfinished  breastwork  had  been  commenced  on  the 
eastern  end  of  this  island,  where  two  twenty-four  pounders  and  one 
eighteen  pounder  had  been  mounted.  The  whole  force  upon  that 
morning,  on  the  island,  consisted  of  two  companies  of  artillery,  Capt. 
Emerson's  and  Capt.  Richardson's,  under  the  command  of  Maj.  Faulk- 
ner of  the  state  artillery ;  Capt.  Roberts's  company  of  riflemen  and 
416  militia  infantry  of  the  line,  commanded  by  Lieut.  Col.  Beatty  of 
infantry,  assisted  by  Maj.  Andrew  Waggoner,  also  of  the  infantry.; 
And  yet,  as  small  as  this  force  was,  and  exposed  to  the  assault  of  8U-< 
perior  numbers,  and  so  situated  that,  if  overpowered,  there  were  scarce! yi 
any  means  of  retreat,  we  learn  from  the  public  journals  of  that  day, 
*'  that  not  the  smallest  symptom  of  apprehension  was  visible,  but  the 
reverse;  all  were  cool  and  collected,  rather  wishing  the  attack." 

From  the  movements  of  the  enemy's  ships  on  the  2 1st  of  June,  and 
their  anchoring  east  of  the  mouth  of  Nansemojid  river,  about  five 
miles  from  Craney  Island,  no  doubt  was  entertained  that  an  attack  was 
now  meditated.  It  became  proper,  therefore,  to  strengthen  the  troops 
on  the  island  with  such  reinforcements  as  could  be  spared.  General 
Taylor  came  in  speed  to  Fort  Norfolk,  and  ordered  Capt.  Pollard  of 
the  United  States  army,  stationed  there,  to  prepare  directly  to  rein- 
force that  small  command  by  thirty  men  of  his  own  company,  adding 
that  he  would  send  him  a  detachment  from  the  militia  of  thirty  men 
more,  with  two  company  officers.  This  detachment,  with  Lieut. 
Johnson  of  the  county  of  Culpeper,  and  Ensign  Archibald  Atkinson 
of  Isle  of  Wight,  were  promptly  at  Fort  Norfolk ;  and  Capt.  Pol- 
lard, with  his  united  detachment,  directly  embarked  in  boats,  under 
the  cheers  of  the  garrison,  for.Craney  Island,  where  they  arrived  about 
twilight  on  the  evening  of  the  21st.  At  3  o'clock  in  the  evenings 
Geo.  Taylor  sent  his  aid-de-camp  to  Capt.  Tarbrell,  of  the  Constella- 
tion, with  a  request  to  add  to  the  forces  on  the  island  such  of  the  offi- 
cers, sailors  and  marines  as  he  could  spare  from  that  frigate.  In  pursii- 
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ance  of  this  request,  Capt.  Tarbrell  despatched  First  Lieut.  Neale  with 
one  hundred  officers,  midshipmen  and  sailors,  and  Lieut.  Brackearidge 
with  fiftv  marines.  The  latter  reinforcement  reached  the  island  some 
time  during  the  night  of  the  21st.  The  whole  force  on  the  island, 
at  the  time  of  the  attack,  consisted  of  60  riflemen,  416  militia  infan- 
try of  the  line,  30  regulars  of  the  United  States  army,  91  state  artiU 
lery,  and  100  sailors  and  60  marines. 

About  12  o'clock  at  night,  in  consequence  of  a  fire  from  one  of  the 
sentinels,  who  erroneously  imagined  that  he  saw  a  boat  passing  be- 
tween the  island  and  the  main  land,  our  troops  were  called  to  arms, 
and  remained  under  arms  until  the  approach  of  dawn  on  the  mominf 
of  the  22d,  when  they  were  dismissed.  Scarcely,  liowever,  had  they 
been  dismissed,  when  a  horseman  dashed  across  the  inlet  and  reported 
that  the  enemy  was  landing  in  great  force  near  Maj.  Hoffleur's,  aboat 
two  and  a  half  miles  west  of  the  island.  Every  man  was  inslaolly  at 
bis  post,  and  as  it  became  lighter,  the  enemy's  boats  could  be  distinctly 
seen  passing  and  repassing  from  the  ships  to  the  shore,  landing  troops. 
The  three  heavy  cannon  in  the  unfinished  fort  at  the  east  end  of  the 
island,  were  promptly  brought,  by  the  orders  of  Major  Faulkner,  to 
the  west  end,  where  the  four  six-pounders  had  already  been  posted 
At  that  point,  there  was  at  that  time  a  low  breastwork,  temporarily 
erected,  and  the  cannon  were  posted  immediately  in  rear  of  it.  These 
seven  pieces  constituted  the  battery.  The  infantry  and  riflemen,  with 
Captain  Richardson's  company  of  light  artillery,  acting  as  infantry, 
were  formed  in  a  line,  some  short  distance  in  rear  of  the  artillery,  with 
their  right  resting  on  the  north.  Behind  the  low  breastwork  the  seven 
pieces  were  arranged,  the  four  six  pounders  to  the  north,  next  to  them 
the  eighteen  pounder,  and  on  the  left  of  the  battery  the  two  twenty- 
four  pounders.  Behind  the  eighteen  and  twenty-four  pounders  was 
erected  our  flag-staff,  with  the  stars  and  stripes  proudly  unfurled  to  the 
breeze.  To  Captain  Emerson,  Major  Faulkner  assigned  the  command 
of  one  of  the  twenty-four  pounders,  and  to  Second  Lieutenant  God- 
win, assisted  by  Thomas  Rourk  of  the  Manhattan,  the  other.  To 
First  Lieutenant  Howie,  two  of  the  six  pounders,  assisted  by  Corporal 
Moffit ;  to  Sergeants  Young  and  Livingston,  each,  a  six  pounder;  and 
to  Lieut.  Neale  of  the  navy,  the  eighteen  pounder.  A  portion  of  the 
sailors  from  the  Constellation  were  detailed  to  assist  in  the  firing  and 
management  of  the  two  twenty-four  pounders ;  the  whole  battery,  thus 
arranged,  being  under  the  direction  and  orders  of  Major  Faulkn£e 
of  the  state  artillery. 

The  enemy  had  now  landed  about  2500  infantry  and  marines. 
They  could  be  distinctly  seen  marching  and  countermarching  on  the 
beach,  for  the  splendour  of  an  unclouded  summer  sun  threw  its  rajfs 
full  upon  them,  and  after  forming  into  column,  they  took  up  the  line 
of  march.  Such  was  the  dense  growth  of  the  trees  and  underwood, 
commencing  a  short  distance  from  the  beach,  that  they  were  soon  lost 
to  the  view.  In  about  two  hours  they  emerged  from  the  woods,  and 
appeared  on  the  point  of  land,  formed  by  the  junction  of  Wise's  cr^k 
with  the  narrow  inlet  which  separates  Craney  Island  from  the  shore. 
From  this  point  a  detachment  of  the  British  was  sent  to  cross  Wise's 
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creek,  with  a  vievr  of  reaching  the  island  on  the  south,  and  the  enemy, 
to  di\rert  the  attention  of  our  forces  from  that  movement,  commenced 
the  action  by  a  rapid  discharge  of  Congreve  rockets  upon  the  island. 
Our  battery  was  promptly  directed  at  the  column  in  sight,  keeping  up 
for  some  time  a  galling  and  destructive  fire  of  grape  and  cannister  shot. 
They  soon  sought  protection  behind  a  piece  of  woods,  and  a  house  be- 
longing to  Capt.  George  Wise ;  but  from  the  shot  directed  through  the 
trees  and  at  the  house,  which  soon  tore  off  the  roof  and  threw  down 
the  chimney,  it  was  soon  perceived  that  these  shelters  afforded  no  safe 
retreat  against  the  accuracy  and  precision  of  our  fire,  and  they  fell 
back  in  dismay,  with  the  loss  of  many  killed  and  wounded,  atnl 
amongst  them  two  officers,  to  a  point  beyond  the  reach  of  our  guns, 
to  await  the  result  of  the  movement  directed  towards  the  south 
of  the  island,  and  the  attack  then  being  made  by  the  barges  approach- 
ing on  the  water.  By  this  time,  the  guns  under  the  command  of 
Lieut.  Godwin  and  Sergeant  Livingston  had  become  dismounted,  and 
disabled  from  further  use. 

Scarcely  had  the  enemy  been  driven,  by  our  well-directed  fire,  froDa 
their  assailing  position  on  the  land,  when  fifty  of  their  largest  bargeS| 
£lled  with  men  from  the  ships,  supposed  to  contain  about  1600  sailors 
and  marines,  begun  lo  approach  within  the  range  of  our  artillery. 
They  were  advancing  towards  the  island,  in  column  order,  in  two  di»- 
tiuct  divisions,  one  following  the  channel,  between  the  island  and  main 
land,  led  on  by  Admiral  Warren's  barge,  the  Centipede,  a  boat  upwards 
of  60  feet  in  length,  rowing  24  oars,  with  a  brass  three  pounder  in  her 
bow,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Hanchett,  of  his  Majesty's  ship 
Diadem,  the  other  directing  its  course  to  some  point  on  the  north  of 
the  island.  Whilst  the  barges  were  approaching,  Capt.  Emerson  ob* 
served  to  Meg.  Faulkner,  <<Are  they  near  enough  for  our  fire?"  No 
sir,  replied  the  commandant  of  artillery,  <<  let  them  approach  a  little 
nearer."  In  a  few  moments  afterwards,  the  word  ''  fire"  was  given, 
when  our  whole  battery,  except  the  disabled  pieces,  opened  upon 
the  nearest  division  of  boats,  a  brisk  and  heavy  discharge  of  grape 
and  cannister.  The  barges,  however,  continued  to  advance  in  the 
face  of  this  destructive  fire,  until  they  could  no  longer  maintain 
themselves  under  it,  when  the  Centipede  and  the  boats  immediately 
foHowing  her  were  observed  to  change  their  direction  towards  the 
division  of  barges  aiming  at  the  north  of  the  island,  at  which  mo* 
ment  the  Centipede  was  sunk  by  a  shot  from  one  of  the  guns  passing 
through  the  boat  in  the  wake  of  the  after-thwart,  wounding  several^ 
and  amongst  them  Captain  Hanchett,  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
division,  severely  in  the  thigh.  At  this  time,  so  quick  and  galling 
was  our  fire  that  the  enemy  were  thrown  into  the  greatest  confusion, 
and  the  order  was  soon  after  given^  for  a  hasty  retreat  to  the  shipa 
Five  of  their  boats  were  sunk,  one  of  them,  as  before  remarked,  the 
Admiral's  barge,  and  many  others  were  so  shattered  that  it  was  with 
difficulty  that  they  were  kept  afloat.  The  firing  was  kept  up  with 
round  shot  until  they  got  beyond  the  reach  of  our  guns.  No  sooner 
bad  the  enemy  made  good  their  retreat  in  the  barges,  when  ordess 
were  given  to  Lieut.  Neale,  to  send  a  detachment  of  his  intrepid  sailors, 
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to  haul  up  the  boats  which  had  sunk  and  to  secure  the  British  sailon 
and  marines  who  were  making  for  safety  to  the  shore.  That  duij 
was  promptly  and  gallantly  performed  by  a  detachment  of  sailors,  un- 
der the  command  of  Midshipman  Bladen  Dulany,  and  Acting  Master 
George  F.  de  la  Roche,  the  prisoners  secured  and  the  Centipede  drawn 
up.  To  Acting  Master  De  la  Roche,  after  she  was  subsequently 
made  tight,  was  assigned  the  honour  of  taking  to  the  navy  yard  at 
Gosport,  that  beautiful  specimen  of  naval  architecture.  In  her  was 
found  the  small  brass  three  pounder  before  mentioned,  a  number  of 
small  arms  and  a  quantity  of  pistols  and  cutlasses,  placed  there  for  use, 
if  the  enemy  had  succeeded  in  getting  a  landing.  Twenty-two  of 
her  men  were  brought  by  the  seamen  to  the  island  with  her  and  sur- 
rendered themselves  prisoners  of  war.  Among  them  a  Frenchman, 
with  both  of  his  legs  shot  off,  was  brought  on  shore  in  a  hammock. 
He  died  in  a  few  hours.  After  the  battle,  about  thirty  deserters  came 
to  the  island. 

In  this  warm  and  spirited  engagement,  in  which  4000  British  sol- 
diers, sailors  and  marines,  led  on  by  brave  and  experienced  officers, 
were  opposed  to  544  Virginia  militia  and  volunteers,  30  soldiers  of 
the  regular  army,  and  150  sailors  and  marines,  but  in  the  active  parti- 
cipation of  which  fight  less  than  two  hundred  of  our  troops  were  en- 
gaged, the  loss  on  the  side  of  the  invaders  in  killed,  wounded  and 
drowned  was  upwards  of  200,  exclusive  of  30  prisoners  and  40  deser- 
ters. Indeed,  if  we  may  credit  the  statement  of  Capt.  Travis,  the 
commander  of  the  revenue  cutter  Surveyor,  who,  prior  to  that  time, 
had  been  taken  prisoner  by  the  British,  conversed  freely  with  the 
British  officers  after  the  action,  and  who  arrived  in  Norfolk  on  his  pa- 
role on  the  6th  of  August  1813,  "The  fire  from  the  battery  at  Craney 
Island  was  far  more  destructive  than  we  had  any  idea  of.  A  sin- 
gle shot,  as  he  learned  from  them,  cut  off  the  legs  and  feet  of  nearly  a 
whole  boat's  crew.  Another  shot  struck  amongst  a  crowd  of  soldiers 
on  the  land  and  killed  seven.  Nothing,  he  added,  could  exceed  the 
confidence  of  the  enemy  in  taking  Norfolk  on  the  22d  of  June,  except 
bis  astonishment  and  mortification  at  being  defeated."  {Norfolk  Her- 
ald, 10/A  Av^st  1813.) 

Admiral  Warren  in  his  official  report  of  the  repulse  at  Craney  Is- 
land, dated  on  board  the  ship  San  Domingo,  the  24th  of  June  1813, 
sets  forth  the  necessity  of  his  obtaining  possession  of  that  island,  to 
enable  the  light  ships  and  vessels  to  proceed  up  the  narrow  channel 
towards  Norfolk  ;  acknowledges  the  failure  of  the  attempt,  and  his  re- 
pulse by  the  militia  of  the  state  and  seamen  assisting  them  ;  compli- 
ments his  officers  and  men  for  their  bravery,  and  expresses  his  regret 
that  Capt.  Hanchett,  who  had  with  such  great  gallantry  volunteered 
his  services  and  led  the  foremost  division  of  boats,  was  so  severely 
wounded.  This  Captain  Hanchett,  says  Ch.  J.  Ingersoll  in  his  history 
of  the  war,  was  a  natural  son  of  George  the  3d,  born  some  time  after 
his  marriage  to  the  queen,  by  whom  he  left  so  numerous  a  progeny, 
among  them  three  kings,  George  4th,  William  the  4th,  and  the  King 
of  Hanover.  "  And  thus,"  continues  that  historian,  *'  not  long  from  the 
time  when  the  Regent  of  Great  Britain  congratulated  his  kingdom  on 
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the  pitch  of  grandeur  it  reached  by  dictating  peace  to  France  in  the 
French  capital,  a  brother  of  that  regent  was  repulsed  by  a  handful  of 
militia  in  an  attempt  to  capture  a  small  island  in  the  Chesapeake  bay." 

From  the  prisoners  and  deserters,  a  portion  of  whom  were  removed 
to  the  penitentiary  at  Richmond,  until  they  could  be  sent  on  to  Anna- 
polis, and  who  were  examined  before  the  council  of  state,  several  in- 
teresting facts  were  elicited. 

The  attack  was  made  in  the  full  confidence  of  success — in  the  full 
belief  that  after  a  short  but  gallant  struggle,  the  island  would  surren- 
der, and  that  they  would  breakfast  on  it  that  morning.  So  confident 
were  they  of  this  result,  that  some  brought  with  them  their  shaving 
materials,  some  their  dogs,  and  some  additional  clothing. 

The  French  prisoners  stated  that  Cockburn,  to  ensure  their  fidelity 
and  zeal,  told  them  they  could  easily  get  possession  of  the  island,  after 
which  they  would  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  go  on  to  Norfolk  and  take 
the  town,  which  he  promised  to  give  up  to  three  days  pillage^  and  be- 
sides, to  reward  them  with  £26  sterling  each,  if  they  exerted  them- 
selves. He  also  spoke  to  them  of  the  great  beauty  of  the  ladies  of 
Norfolk,  and  pledged  himself  that  they  should  have  "the  disposal  of 
them" — a  statement  that  would  seem  utterly  incredible,  if  not  borne 
out  by  the  subsequent  atrocities  perpetrated  at  Hampton. 

This  action  was  decisive  in  its  results.  It  gave  to  the  enemy  a  clear 
perception  of  the  spirit  with  which  they  had  to  contend — the  unyield- 
ing and  unconquerable  spirit  of  Virginia  valour,  when  invoked  in  the 
defence  of  their  firesides  and  homes.  By  sunset  of  the  evening  of 
that  memorable  day,  all  the  forces  under  Sir  Sidney  Beck  with,  which, 
in  the  proud  anticipation  of  triumph,  had  landed  upon  our  soil  that 
morning,  had  returned,  discomfited  and  defeated,  to  their  shipping.  All 
farther  attempts  to  capture  or  bombard  the  cities  of  Norfolk  and  Ports- 
mouth, or  to  destroy  the  navy  yard  at  Gosport,  and  the  shipping  in  the 
harbour,  were  abandoned  forever.  And  the  voice  of  gratitude  and 
thanks  came  loud  and  deep  from  the  hearts  of  brave  men  and  fair  wo- 
men, to  hail  the  noble  defenders  of  that  island  for  the  gallantry  and 
skill  which  had  saved  them  from  the  horrible  atrocities  of  a  merciless 
and  unsparing  foe. 

Some  military  critics  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  attack 
upon  Craney  Island  was  in  its  conception  altogether  unworthy  of  the 
distinguished  naval  and  military  officers  who  planned  it.  In  this  opi- 
nion the  committee  do  not  concur.  In  their  judgment  the  plan  of  at- 
tack was  well  conceived,  and  was  only  frustrated  by  the  extraordinary 
vigour  and  spirit  of  the  defence,  combined  with  some  fortuitous  cir- 
cumstances which  operated  in  our  favour.  What  was  the  extent  of  the 
enemy's  topographical  knowledge  of  the  country,  we  do  not  know.  It  is 
very  certain  that  they  were  fully  aware  of  the  direction  of  the  narrow 
channel  which  led  to  the  southwest  end  of  the  island.  Their  object 
was  to  concentrate,  by  a  simultaneoiis  movement,  the  principal  part  of 
their  land  and  naval  forces  at  the  southwest  end  of  the  island,  to  storm 
the  battery  at  that  point,  whilst,  at  the  same  time,  the  second  division 
of  boats  should  effect  a  landing  on  the  north,  and  a  detachment  of  the 
land  forces,  crossing  Wise's  creek,  should  invade  the  island  on  the 
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sonth  by  means  of  the  foot  bridge  across  the  inlet  opposite  to 
Stringer's  house.  Had  the  plan  been  executed  as  conceived,  the  stnig> 
gte  would  no  doubt  have  been  a  very  sanguinary  one ;  but  it  is  difi- 
cult  to  imagine  that  the  island  could  have  held  out  against  ao  asamlt 
from  such  different  quarters,  and  by  such  overpowering  numben. 
How  then  was  it  defeated  ?  Wise's  creek,  and  the  swamp  in  rear  of 
the  house,  presented  an  impassable  barrier  to  the  detachment  sent  to 
reach  the  island  by  the  bridge.  The  flats,  extending  very  far  out  oa 
the  north  of  the  island,  prevented  a  near  approach  from  that  quarter; 
whilst  the  barges,  which  took  the  course  of  the  channel  around  the 
southwest  end  of  the  island,  were  exposed  to  the  full  play  of  our  bat- 
tery, and  encountered  so  galling  and  terrific  a  fire  from  it,  that  they 
could  not  approach  further  under  it.  A  change  of  direction  was,  there- 
fore, visible  in  their  movements,  and  when  the  Centipede  changed  hei 
course  towards  the  north,  with  her  broadside  inclined  towards  the  bat- 
tery, a  shot  from  it  instantly  sunk  her,  disabling  all  on  her  after-thwart, 
and  amongst  them  the  leader  of  the  expedition,  by  a  severe  wonnd  in 
the  thigh.  The  same  fate  foUowed  the  four  succeeding  boats.  As 
our  fire  became  more  and  more  destructive,  their  confusion  increased 
until  the  order  for  a  retreat  to  the  ships  was  given.  And  thus  protected 
on  the  north  and  south  by  a  position  inaccessible  to  the  enemy,  and  oa 
the  west  by  the  unequalled  skill  and  intrepid  gallantry  of  our  artille- 
rists, we  foiled  all  their  well  conceived  plans,  and  repulsed  them  with 
great  slaughter.  All  the  British  ofl^cers,  of  whose  opinions  we  have 
heard  since  the  action,  have  expressed  their  unqualified  astonishment 
at  the  precision  and  accuracy  of  our  guns. 

After  this  plain  and  impartial  exposition  of  the  facts  of  this  engage- 
mentj  which  rests  for  its  support  in  all  its  details  upon  the  official  re- 
ports, or  upon  the  testimony  of  eye  witnesses,  attached  to  both 
branches  of  the  service,  it  cannot  be  difficult  to  assign  to  all,  who  were 
npon  the  island  upon  that  occasion,  their  just  participation  in  the  glory 
of  that  achievement. 

It  may  then  be  said,  with  great  propriety,  that  every  officer  and  sol- 
dier on  the  island  upon  that  occasion,  is  entitled  to  some  credit  and  to 
some  share  in  the  glory  which  was  added  to  the  national  arms.  They 
were  there,  in  the  face  of  a  forinidable  foe,  ready  and  willing  to  per- 
form whatever  duty  the  chances  of  the  day  might  devolve  upon  them. 
But  so  it  is,  and  so  it  eVer  will  be,  that  in  every  field  of  fame  the  op- 
portunity of  distinction  is  rarely  given  to  all.  Sometimes  it  falls  to 
the  cavalry,  sometimes  to  the  infantry,  and  sometimes  to  the  artillery, 
and  sometimes  to  particular  corps  or  individuals  in  those  respective 
arms  of  the  service.  Each  must  be  content  with  the  share  which  fo^ 
tune  allots  to  him.  In  this  engagement,  that  distinction  belongs  to  the 
ARTILLERY.  The  ouemy,  at  no  time,  was  enabled  to  approach  withia 
the  range  of  rifles  or  musketry.  The  repulse,  both  by  land  and  wa> 
ter,  was  effected  by  the  guns  of  the  battery.  Upon  this  point  there  is 
no  contrariety  of  statement  to  be  found  any  where. 

It  then  being  conceded,  that  to  the  artillery  is  due  the  effective  exe- 
cution of  that  day,  it  only  remains  to  ascertain  who  constituted  that 
artillery  corps,  and  by  whom  the  guns  were  so  effectively  served  and 
directed  on  that  occasion.  # 
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The  position  occupied,  and  the  service  rendered  by  Maj.  Faulkner^ 
are  as  free  fromdonbt  or  difficulty  as  the  fact  itself  is,  that  the  artillery 
Achieved  the  results  of  that  day.  The  official  report  of  the  action,  the 
cotemporaneous  and  subsequent  histories  of  that  event,  the  testimony 
tskken  before  this  committee,  all  concur  in  assigning  to  him  the  chief 
and  active  command  of  the  artillery  on  that  day.  It  is  only  necessary 
to  add,  that  he  discharged  his  duty. 

It  remains,  then,  only  to  ascertain  by  what  corps  and  officers,  under 
his  direction,  the  guns  were  commanded  and  managed  during  the  ac- 
tion ;  and  on  this  point  an  unfortunate  controversy  has  sprung  up 
ijirithin  the  last  four  years,  which  never  had  any  just  basis  for  its  ex- 
istence, and  which  it  is  now  happily  in  the  power  of  this  committee  to 
place  at  rest  forever. 

This  controversy  was  started  in  1845,  by  Oapt.  W.  Brandford  Shu- 
brick  of  the  United  States  navy.  Taking  exception  to  the  account 
-which  Ch.  J.  Ingersoll  gave  of  this  action,  in  a  history  of  the  late  war 
\irith  Great  Britain,  then  recently  published,  and  in  which  account  Mr. 
Ingersoll  undoubtedly  committed  some  errors.  Commodore  Shubrick, 
as  the  basis  of  future  historical  correction,  furnished  himself  to  that 
historian  a  detailed  account  of  that  engagement.  The  paper  was  ma- 
nifestly written  by  that  distinguished  officer,  from  recollection  merely, 
after  a  lapse  of  thirty-two  years,  and  without  referring  to  the  official 
report  or  to  any  of  the  cotemporaneous  histories.  It  is  otherwise  dif- 
ficult to  account  for  the  numerous  and  palpable  biqnders  exhibited  in 
every  portion  of  it.  This  committee  cannot  devote  any  space  of  this 
report  to  a  detailed  exposition  of  those  errors.  It  is  sufficient  for  their 
present  purpose,  here,  to  state  that  he  unjustly  claims  for  the  officers  of 
the  Constellation,  the  exclusive  management  of  all  the  effective  guns 
ID  that  action,  and  denies  to  the  officers  of  the  state  artillery  of  Virgi- 
nia all  active  participation  in  that  engagement.  A  publication  so  ex- 
traordinary as  this,  and  so  directly  at  variance  with  all  the  official  and 
historical  accounts  of  that  action,  could  not  fail  to  attract  some  atten- 
tion from  the  surviving  participants  in  that  affair.  The  statement  of 
Commodore  Shubrick  was  consequently  soon  followed  by  numerous 
other  publications,  in  which  an  equally  extreme  and  untenable  ground 
was  taken,  which  excluded  the  naval  officers  from  all  merit  in  that 
achievement.  There  never  were,  at  any  time,  any  reliable  data  upon 
which  either  of  these  positions  could  have  been  maintained.  The 
facts  of  that  action  were  too  notorious,  and  the  records  of  the  country 
too  clear  and  complete.  If  we  refer  back  to  the  official  report  of  the 
action,  which  for  thirty-two  years  was  acquiesced  in  without  a  mur-. 
mur  of  discontent,  it  will  be  perceived  that  ample  justice  is  done  to 
both  branches  of  the  service,  to  the  extent  of  their  actual  participation 
in  it.  Six  pieces  of  the  artillery  are  assigned  by  the  report  to  the 
state  officers;  one  inferentially,  although  not  in  terms,  to  the  naval  of* 
ficers.  If  we  refer  to  the  histories  of  that  event,  published  shortly  af- 
ter the  war,  although  they  abound  in  numerous  errors  as  to  the  posi- 
tion of  the  forces,  the  same  partition  of  cannon  is  made  between  the 
state  and  naval  officers,  and  to  their  united  valour  and  skill  is  justly 
ascribed  the  result  of  that  action.  Why,  therefore,  at  this  distant  day, 
should  an  effort  b«>  made  by  either  corps  to  deprive  the  other  of  its 
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just  participation  in  that  gallant  achievement?  It  is  for  those  who  ori- 
ginated this  controversy  to  explain.  In  the  opinion  of  this  cominit- 
tee,  there  was  glory  enough  acquired  on  that  day  to  fill  the  ambitioa 
of  all. 

The  historians  who  have  heretofore  given  an  account  of  this  en- 
gagement, have  fallen  into  several  material  errors.  Thompson  and 
Brackenridge  represent  the  British  land  forces  as  having  been  repelled 
in  the  act  of  crossing  the  inlet  to  Craney  Island.  And  Ingersoll  repre- 
sents the  enemy  as  having  actually  landed  on  the  island.  Both  tlie^ 
statements  are  incorrect.  They  never  reached  the  inlet,  and  never 
landed  on  the  island.  Again,  the  two  first  named  historians  repre- 
sent the  artillery  force  as  being  composed  of  two  distinct  corps — under 
distinct  commands,  situated  at  different  points  of  the  island — the  one, 
the  naval  force,  under  Lieut.  Neale,  exclusively  concerned  in  repelling 
the  approach  of  the  barges  by  water;  the  other,  the  state  artillery, 
exclusively  concerned  in  repelling  the  advance  of  the  enemy  by  land. 
This  is  also  a  mistake.  There  was  but  one  battery  in  the  action,  and 
that  was  at  the  west  end  of  the  island.  It  consisted  of  seven  pieces; 
the  18  pounder,  assigned  to  1st  Lieut.  Neale  of  the  navy,  was  between 
the  two  24  pounders,  and  the  four  6  pounders,  under  the  command  of 
the  oflBicers  of  the  Portsmouth  artillery.  The  officers  of  the  navy  who 
came  upon  the  island  to  aid  and  assist  in  the  defence,  took  their  posi- 
tion as  volunteer  artillerists,  subject  to  the  lineal  rank  then  in  com- 
mand. They  constituted  no  separate  corps,  but  were  throughout  the 
whole  action  as  completely  under  the  direction  and  command  of  Major 
Faulkner  as  the  officers  of  the  Portsmouth  artillery  were.  The  re- 
pulse of  the  enemy,  therefore,  both  by  land  and  water,  was  the  united 
act  of  this  battery,  in  which  six  of  the  pieces;  were  commanded  by 
state  officers,  and  one  by  an  officer  of  the  navy.  The  artillery  on  the 
island  constituted  one  corps — under  one  leader. 

Much  of  the  eclat,  which  attached  to  the  gun  under  the  immediate 
command  of  Lieut.  Neale,  resulted  from  the  general  impression  and 
belief  that  it  was  a  shot  from  the  18  pounder  which  passed  through 
and  sunk  the  Centipede.  Whether  that  result  was  produced  by  a  shot 
from  the  18,  or  one  of  the  6  pounders,  this  committee  will  not  under- 
take to  determine.  There  are  strong  and  confident  statements  and 
opinions  sustaining  either  view,  which  will  be  found  in  the  appendix 
accompanying  this  report.  But  to  whichsoever  gun  it  may  be  awarded, 
it  can  detract  nothing  from  the  efficiency  of  the  other.  All  concede 
that  Lieut.  Neale  fired  his  gun  with  extraordinary  skill  and  gallantry, 
and  with  most  efiective  execution  ;  and  the  same  may,  with  equal  jus- 
tice, be  said  of  Emerson,  Godwin,  Howie,  Young  and  Moffit. 

The  repulse  of  the  British  forces,  therefore,  at  Craney  Island  on  the 
22d  of  June  1813,  was  the  result  of  the  united  skill  and  gallantry  of 
Virginia  volunteers  and  of  American  sailors,  and  let  each  enjoy  the  proud 
satisfaction  of  having  contributed  to  the  glory  and  the  defence  of  our 
common  country,  without  seeking  to  detract  from  the  other  their  just 
share  in  the  triumphs  of  that  eventful  day. 

The  committee,  in  this  investigation,  have  derived  great  aid  from  a 
rough  drawing,  sketched  and  coloured  by  George  P.  de  la  Roche,  on 
the  23d  of  June  1813,  in  the  marquee  of  Major  Faulkner,  the  com- 
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manding  officer  of  artillery,  the  day  after  the  action,  exhibiting  a  gene- 
ral view  of  the  topography  of  the  country,  and  of  the  position  of  the 
American  and  British  forces  and  shipping,  which  interesting  document 
that  gentleman,  since  become  a  most  distinguished  engineer,  has  kindly 
presented  to  the  state  librarian,  to  be  preserved  in  the  public  library 
of  the  commonwealth. 

The  committee  have  opened  a  correspondence  with  the  Hon.  John 
Y.  Mason,  secretary  of  the  navy,  requesting  that  the  brass  three 
pounder,  the  only  remaining  trophy  of  that  gallant  action,  and  now  at 
the  navy  yard  at  Gosport,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  capitol  of  this 
state,  where  it  should  rightfully  be.  For,  even  if  it  be,  that  a  shot 
from  the  gun  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Neale  sunk  the  Centipede, 
from  which  that  trophy  was  taken,  still  Lieut.  Neale  himself  was  acting 
in  that  service  under  the  command  of  an  officer  of  the  state  artillery, 
and  the  trophy  justly  belongs  to  this  commonwealth.  No  reply  has 
yet  been  received  from  the  secretary  of  the  navy,  but  no  doubt  is 
entertained  that  this  just  and  reasonable  request  will  be  granted. 

The  committee  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  annex  to  this  report  an 
appendix,  presentiug  some  interesting  original  communications,  ad- 
dressed to  them,  in  full,  and  extracts  from  others,  touching  the  matters 
embraced  in  this  report,  and  they  have  also  caused  to  be  prepared  a 
map,  illustrating  the  defence  of  Craney  Island,  which,  in  their  opinion, 
should  be  lithographed,  to  accompany  the  report. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  they  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  to  recommend  to  the  house  of  delegates  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia^  That  the  thanks 
of  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  are  due  to  all  the  officers  and  sol- 
diers, seamen  and  marines,  who  were  present  at  the  defence  of  Craney 
Island,  on  the  22d  of  June  1813,  for  the  patriotic  zeal  manifested  by 
them  in  their  willingness  to  encounter  an  enemy  of  superior  and  over- 
whelming numbers,  in  defence  of  the  honour  and  interests  of  their 
country. 

2.  Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  the  people  of  this  state  are  due  in 
an  especial  manner  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  artillery,  to  the 
officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Portsmouth  artillery  company,  and  to  such 
of  the  officers  and  seamen  of  the  Constellation  as  acted  in  conjtinction 
with  the  state  artillery,  which  arm  of  the  service  on  that  occasion,  by 
its  skill  and  gallantry,  repulsed  the  enemy^  both  by  land  and  water, 
with  great  slaughter-defeated  their  meditated  attack  upon  the  island, 
and  relieved  the  cities  of  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth  from  the  dangers 
and  offensive  annoyance  of  an  invading  foe. 

3.  Resolvedj  That  without  discriminating  as  to  the  relative  merit  of 
the  state  artillery,  and  the  naval  reinforcement  on  the  island,  in  the  ac- 
complishment of  these  brilliant  and  important  results,  it  is  due  by  Vir- 
ginia, and  is  in  accordance  with  the  usages  of  this  state,  and  of  all  the 
other  states  of  the  Union,  to  signalize  the  gallantry  and  patriotism  of 
the  officers  of  our  own  state  troops,  by  some  appropriate  testimonial  of 
the  gratitude  and  thanks  of  this  commonwealth. 
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4L  Resolved,  That  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  be  and  he  is 
hereby  instructed  to  have  prepared  swords  with  suitable  inscriptions 
and  devices,  and  to  present  to  Major  James  Faulkner,  Captain  Arthur 
Emerson,  Lieutenant  Parke  Q.  Howie  and  Lieutenant  Thomas  God- 
win, if  living,  each  a  sword,  and  if  dead,  to  their  nearest  male  heir,  as 
commemorative  of  the  skill  and  gallantry  of  said  officers  in  the  defence 
of  Craney  Island  in  this  state,  when  attacked  by  the  British  forces. 

6.  Resolved  J  That  the  governor  be  in  like  manner  instructed  Ce 
cause  to  be  prepared  three  gold  medals,  with  appropriate  inscripiioiis, 
and  to  present  the  same  to  William  P.  Young,  Sergeant  LtvingstoB 
and  Corporal  Moffit,  three  noncommissioned  officers  of  the  Portsmouth 
artillery,  who  distinguished  themselves  by  their  zeal  and  gallantry  ia 
that  action. 

The  first,  second  and  third  resolutions  were  severally  agreed  to. 

The  fourth  resolution  was  amended  by  striking  therefrom  the  words 
<'  and  if  dead,  to  the  nearest  male  heir,^  and  as  amended  agreed  to. 

The  fifth  resolution  and  the  preamble  were  severally  agreed  to,  and 
il  was  ordered  that  the  clerk  communicate  the  said  preamble  and  reso- 
lutions to  the  senate  and  request  their  concurrence. 

Mr.  Stotall  submitted  the  following  resolution  :

Resolutions  relative  to  Slavery  and  the  Slave  Trade, 

Resolved  by  the  senate  and  assembly  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin, 
That  our  senators  in  congress  be,  and  they  are  hereby  instructed,  and 
our  representatives  requested  : 

First,  to  oppose  the  passage  of  any  act  for  the  government  of  New 
Mexico  and  California,  or  any  other  territory  now  belonging  to  the 
United  States,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  acquired,  unless  it  shall  con- 
tain a  provision  forever  prohibiting  the  introduction  of  slavery  or  in- 
voluntary servitude  into,  said  territories,  except  as  a  punishment  for 
crimes. 

Second,  to  oppose  the  admission  of  any  more  slave  states  into  the 
federal  Union. 

Third,  to  exert  their  influence  to  procure  the  repeal  of  all  laws  sus- 
taining slavery  and  the  slave  trade  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  in 
any  other  place  under  the  control  of  the  national  government,  and  to 
secure  the  passage  of  laws  prohibiting  slavery  and  the  slave  trade  in 
all  places  under  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  federal  government. 

Resolved,  That  his  excellency  the  governor  is  hereby  requested  im- 
mediately to  forward  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  resolutions  to  each  of 
our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress,  to  be  by  them  laid  before 
congress.

Sir, — I  have  the  honoJir  herewith  of  sending  to  you  a  list  or  cata- 
logue of  the  books,  maps,  &c.,  which,  from  the  coaraienceroeut  of 
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my  agency  up  to  the  present  time,  I  have  presented  to  the  state  of 

Virginia  in  the  name  of  the  chamber  of  deputies  and  of  the  several 

members  of  the  executive  departments  of  France.     I  now  add  to  this 

collection  a  copy  of  the  great  geological  map  of  Prance,  with  a  quarto 

▼olunie  explanatory  of  the  same.     This  I  have  the  pleasure  of  pre« 

senting  to  you,  as  chairman  of  the  library  committee,  in  the  name  of 

the  minister  of  public  works,  with  the  minister's  respects,  and  his 

earnest  hope  that  this  great  national  work  may  stimulate  the  general 

assenibly  of  your  state  to  complete  its  own  interesting  researches  in 

the  same  department  of  science,  and  to  enrich  the  two  worlds  with  a 

geological  map  of  your  own  state,  to  shew  them  the  immense,  the 

almost  incredible,  wealth  and  resources  which  lie  concealed  in  the 

bosom  of  Virginia. 

I  present  you  also — 

A  History  of  Virginia,  (in  French,)  with  maps  and  plates,  published 
at  Amsterdam  in  1710. 

Michaux's  travels  in  America  in  1802,  published  in  Paris,  1808 ;  and 
also  the 

Album  Cosmopolite,  it  being  a  selection  from  my  own  private  col- 
lections: a  folio  volume,  containing  a  series  of  engravings  and  litho- 
graphs from  original  drawings,  paintings,  medals,  &c.,  made  for  me  by 
the  best  living  artists  of  twenty-seven  different  nations,  with  a  great 
number  of  fac-similes  of  the  autographs  of  the  most  celebrated  poets, 
sovereigns,  statesmen,  warriors,  &c.  &c,  of  ancient  and  modern  times, 
and  I  most  respectfully  beg  of  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  to  accept  these 
three  works  from  my  own  library,  as  a  very  humble  and  inadequate 
token  of  my  gratitude  and  devotion  to  this  noble  and  ancient  do- 
minion, for  its  generous  hospitality  towards  me,  (an  unworthy  mis- 
sionary of  the  great  cause  of  the  intellectual  union  of  nations,)  while 
the  honoured  guest  of  Virginia. 

Permit  me  likewise,  Mr.  Chairman,  through  your  kind  official  me- 
dium, to  express  my  thanks  to  his  honour  the  mayor  and  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Richmond,  for  the  enthusiasm  with  which  they  approved  of 
my  system  at  the  public  meeting  of  November  last,  on  which  occasion 
the  most  generous  and  patriotic  resolutions  were  adopted,  pledging 
their  cooperation  in  this  great  enterprise.  Already  the  Historical  So- 
ciety, and  several  distinguished  citizens  of  the  state,  have  testified 
their  appreciation  of  this  system  of  exchanges,  by  the  transmission  of 
valuable  gifts  to  the  Virginia  alcove,  in  the  American  library  of  the 
City  of  Paris. 

My  most  sincere  acknowledgments  are  also  emphatically  due  to  the 
students  of  the  University  of  Virginia  for  their  gratifying  present  to 
the  City  of  Paris,  the  result  of  a  subscription  by  themselves — a  dona- 
tion evincing  great  liberality,  and  the  highest  evidence  of  the  sincerity 
of  the  kind  feelings  which  they  have  expressed  towards  my  beloved 
country,  and  the  best  pledge  of  their  determination,  when  hereafter  in 
public  life,  to  support  with  their  talents  and  influence  the  system  to 
which  I  am  devoting  my  life.  This  present,  together  with  the  valu- 
able collection  of  legislative  documents,  judicial  reports,  &c.,  which 
have  been  presented  by  Virginia  to  France,  will  be  received  in  my 
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couQtr7  with  that  respect  and  admiration  so  justly  due  to  the  source 
from  which  they  have  come. 

Such  evidences  of  liberality,  as  well  as  the  intrinsic  merit  and  value 
of  the  works  themselves — noble  emanations  of  the  genius  and  labooi 
of  Virginia — cannot  fail  to  increase,  if  that  were  possible,  the  esteem 
and  admiration  so  justly  due  to  the.  native  land  of  Washington  and  of 
those  numerous  other  illustrious  statesmen  who  have  given  a  bem»- 
phere  to  liberty  and  to  letters. 

Accept,  for  yourself,  my  thanks  for  the  courtesy  and  kindness  with 
which  you  have,  individually  and  officially,  encouraged  and  seconded 
my  efforts  in  this  noble  system  of  human  progress  and  improvemeoL

Arid  if  any  such  company  shall  so  proceed,  no  subscription  shall  be 
made  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  or  if  made,  shall  be  by  such 
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act  of  the  company  rendered  void,  and  the  common  wealth  shall  be  re- 
leased from  all  the  obligation  of  a  stockholder. 

Mr.  Latne  of  Alleghany  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Suepard,  was  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table, 
viz: 

Resolved  by  the  general  assembly,  That  the  proxies  appointed  to

Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Moses  D.  Hooe  of  the  Presbyterian  church. 
A  communication  from  the  senate  by  their  clerk  was  received  and 
read  as  follows : 

IN  SENATE,  Mat  29,  1849. 

The  senate  have  agreed  to  the  resolution  to  provide  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  copies  of  the  report  of  the  revisers  of  the  Civil  Code,  with  an 
amendment,  in  which  they  request  the  concurrence  of  the  house  of 
delegates. 

The  said  amendment  being  read,  was  agreed  to  by  the  house,  and  it 
was  ordered  that  the  clerk  inform  the  senate  thereof. 

Mr.  Pannill,  from  the  committee  appointed  on  yesterday  to  enquire 
into  the  health  of  the  City  of  Richmond)  presented  a  report  which  was 
read  as  follows: 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  the  statements  of  various  medi- 
cal gentlemen  as  to,  Asiatic  cholera  in  the  City  of  Richmond,  as  folr 
lows: 

Doctor  Dove  states  that  he  has  seen  two  cases  only  of  Asiatic  cho- 
lera in  the  city  this  spring,  both  in  the  same  family ;  one  of  the  father, 
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whose  case  is  plainly  traced  to  improper  indulgence ;  his  danghter  was 
taken  at  12  o'clock  Monday  night,  and  died  at  3  o'clock  Tuesday  even- 
ing last ;  no  trace  of  improper  diet  or  indulgence.  He  does  not  con- 
sider that  there  is  any  epidemic  cholera  in  Richmond  ;  that  the  cases 
cited  were  sporadic,  and  not,  in  his  opinion,  the  result  of  epidemic  He 
is  of  opinion  that  the  city  is  unusually  healthy. 

Doctor  Haxall  has  seen  no  case  of  cholera  in  the  city.  Choien 
morbus  has  prevailed  to  some  extent,  but  not  more  so  than  nsoal  at 
this  season  of  the  year. 

Doctor  Minor  concurs  with  Doctor  Haxall. 

Doctor  Clay  also  concurs. 

Doctor  Beale  has  seen  no  case  of  cholera;  the  city  is  healthy. 

Doctor  Deane  has  seen  a  case  which  he  pronounces  cholera,  at  the 
warehouse,  a  fortnight  ago ;  the  patient  was  labouring  under  dysen- 
tery several  days,  and  had  eaten  a  large  quantity  of  greens,  &c. 

Doctor  Gibson  has  seen  no  case  of  cholera ;  thinks  that  diarrhoea 
prevails  to  less  extent  than  usual  at  this  season  of  the  year;  considers 
the  city  unusually  healthy. 

Doctor  Cabell  has  seen  no  case  of  cholera ;  considers  the  city  un- 
usually healthy;  that  there  are  in  all  places,  now  and  then,  cases  of 
sporadic  cholera  when  there  is  no  atmospheric  influence ;  there  were 
many  such  cases  in  1833,  after  the  cholera  of  1832;  that  the  l^isla- 
ture  was  then  in  session ;  that  there  was  much  more  danger  then  than 
now.     He  considers  the  city  perfectly  safe. 

Doctor  Conway  has  seen  no  case  of  cholera  ;  the  city  is  unusoally 
healthy.  He  saw  last  year  two  cases  approaching  cholera.  He  thinks 
no  epidemic  cholera. 

Doctor  Haxall  thinks  cholera  morbus  the  forerunner  of  the  Asiatic 
cholera. 

Doctor  Gwathmey  thinks  there  has  been  a  greater  tendency  to  affec- 
tions of  the  bowels  this  year  than  usual,  but  has  seen  no  case  of  Asi- 
atic cholera. 

Doctor  Bohannan  has  seen  two  cases  of  cholera  in  the  Valley,  one 
a  prostitute ;  he  thinks  that  there  is  a  cholera  tendency  in  that  atmos- 
phere. 

Doctors  Broocks  and  Cabell  think  there  is  nothing  of  cholera  in  the 
city ;  consider  the  city  healthy  at  this  time. 

Doctor  Cunningham  has  seen  a  case  which  he  traced  to  indigestion 
by  post  mortem  examination. 

All  the  physicians  concur  in  the  general  health  of  the  city. 

After  a  full  examination  of  a  number  of  the  physicians  of  this  city, 
we  make  the  following  report: 

There  have  been  some  few  cases  of  sporadic  cholera ;  there  is  no 
cholera  tendency  in  the  atmosphere,  and  the  city  is  unusually  healthy 
at  this  time,  and  there  is  no  cause  for  alarm. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stovall,  the  said  report  was  ordered  to  be  laid 
upon  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Syme, 

JResolved,  That  the  librarian  be  directed  to  furnish  each  reporter  for 
the  press  of  this  city  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  revisers,  and  the 
amendments  of  the  joint  committee  of  revision. 
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No.  622.  A  bill  concerning  the  Civil  Code  of  Virginia,  was  taken 
up,  and  the  motion  made  by  Mr.  Scott,  to  commit  to  the  committee 
for  courts  of  justice  the  third  title  of  the  bill,  was  determined  in  the 
negative. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harrison  of  Prince  William,  the  second  and  third 
sections  of  the  fifth  chapter  of  the  third  title  were  stricken  out,  and  a 
substitute  was  adopted  therefor  on  motion  of  Mr.  Moncure  of  Stafford. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stovall,  the  house  then  resolved  itself  into  a 
committee  of  the  whole  house  to  take  into  consideration  the  said  bill, 
IVIr.  Sheffet  in  the  chair;  and  after  some  time  spent  therein,  the 
Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Sheffet  reported  that  the  said 
committee  had,  according  to  order,  considered  the  bill  and  made  some 
progress  therein,  but  not  having  had  time  to  go  through  the  same,  had 
instructed  him  to  ask  leave  to  sit  again.

A  boy  was 
taken  with  cholera  at  the  bookstore  of  Mr.  Randolph,  as  appeared  from 
the  preliminary  developments,  but  it  was  arrested  by  early  attention. 

A  black  woman,  by  the  name  of  Rachel  Daily,  was  taken  near  cbe 
basin  with  cholera  early  on  yesterday  morning  ;  was  dead  this  morniflg' 

The  case  of  the  hackman  at  Mr.  Graves's,  which  resulted  in  death 
on  yesterday,  was  reported  to  the  house  on  yesterday.  These  are  the 
only  certain  cases  of  cholera  which  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  committee  since  their  last  report.  Other  cases  have  been  mention- 
ed, but  they  depend  too  much  upon  rumour  to  rely  on. 

The  doctors  disagree  whether  the  cholera  prevails  in  the  city  as  an 
epidemic.

The  committee  proposed  to  amend  the  bill  in  the  35lh  chapter  and 
first  section,  by  giving  to  the  county  of  Roanoke  two  commissioners 
of  the  revenue,  and  by  another  amendment,  to  add  to  the  91st  section 
of  the  same  chapter  a  clause,  providing  that  the  salary  of  the  two 
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commissioners  of  the  revenue  of  the  said  county  of  Roanoke  shall  be 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year  between  the  two ;  and  the  sud 
amendments  being  read,  were  severally  disagreed  to  by  the  house. 

The  17th  chapter  of  the  bill,  and  19th  section,  provides,  that  "In 
any  case  wherein  the  governor  has  power,  under  the  constitution  aad 
laws,  to  grant  a  pardon,  instead  of  granting  the  same  unconditiooallf, 
be  may,  after  sentence,  upon  the  petition  of  the  person  sentenced, 
grant  him  a  pardon  upon  such  conditions,  with  such  restrictions  and 
under  such  limitations,  as  may  be  deemed  proper  by  the  governor,  and 
be  assented  to  by  the  petitioner.  And  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
into  effect  such  conditional  pardon,  he  may  issue  his  order  or  warrant, 
directed  to  any  proper  officer,  which  shall  be  obeyed  and  execated, 
instead  of  the  sentence  that  was  originally  awarded.  Especially  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  the  penitentiary  to  receire 
therein  on  such  order  or  warrant  any  person  convicted  of  any  crime 
punishable  with  death,  who  shall  be  pardoned  on  condition  of  being 
confined  in  the  penitentiary,  either  for  life  or  for  a  term  of  years,  and 
to  confine  such  person  according  to  the  terms  of  such  condition." 

It  was  proposed  by  the  committee  of  the  whole  to  strike  out  this 
section,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

Sec.  19.  '<  He  shall  not  grant  a  pardon  to  any  person  sentenced  for 
a  crime  or  misdemeanor  by  the  judgment  of  a  court,  upon  the  ground 
that  the  conviction  on  whicli  such  sentence  was  founded  was,  in  bis 
opinion,  either  contrary  to  evidence,  or  without  sufficient  evidence,  or 
contrary  to  law ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a  pardon, 
if  the  convict  be  recommended  to  mercy  by  the  jury  which  sat  on  his 
trial,  the  court  which  pronounced  the  judgment,  or  the  general  conrt; 
nor  when  facts  discovered  since  the  trial,  or  not  in  evidence  before  tbe 
jury,  make  it  proper;  nor  prevent  the  granting  a  reprieve  until  tbe  end 
of  the  next  session  of  the  general  assembly." 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  adopting  the  said  amendment,  was 
determined  in  the  affirmative.

A  bill  concerning  the  Civil  Code  of  Virginia,  part  I,  with  the 
amendments  thereto  proposed  by  the  committee  of  the  whole  house, 
was  taken  up. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  proposed  to  amend  the  17th  chapter, 
by  striking  out  the  20th  and  21st  sections,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
another  section. 

The  said  sections  are  the  following : 

Sec.  20.  <<  In  the  case  of  a  slave  under  sentence  of  death,  the  go- 
vernor may,  without  any  petition  or  assent  by  him,  or  on  his  behalf, 
order  a  commutation  of  the  punishment. 

Sec.  21.  ''  If  the  governor  order  the  punishment  to  be  commuted  to 
transportation,  he  shall  cause  the  slave  to  be  sold,  and  the  purchaser, 
before  delivery  to  him  of  the  slave,  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  the 
price  agreed  to  be  paid,  and  shall  enter  into  bond,  approved  by  the 
governor,  in  the  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  that  the 
slave  shall,  within  three  months,  be  transported  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  United  States,  and  shall  never  afterwards  return  into  the  state." 

The  amendment  proposed  by  the  committee  of  the  whole  house, 
proposed  to  substitute  for  the  said  sections  the  following : 

<'  If  a  slave  be  sentenced  to  sale  and  transportation  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  United  States,  the  governor  shall  cause  him  to  be  sold ;  and 
the  purchaser,  before  delivery  to  him  of  the  slave,  shall  pay  into  the 
treasury  the  price  agreed,  and  enter  into  bond,  approved  by  the  gover- 
nor, in  the  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  that  the  slave 
shall,  within  three  months,  be  transported  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
United  States,  and  shall  never  afterwards  return  into  this  state." 

The  amendment  to  the  said  amendment,  proposed  by  Mr.  Sheffet 
on  yesterday,  was  withdrawn  by  him,  with  the  leave  of  the  house. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Moncure  of  Stafford,  the  amendment  of  the 
committee  was  amended,  and  as  amended  agreed  to  as  follows: 

"  In  the  case  of  a  slave  under  sentence  of  death,  the  governor  may 
order  a  commutation  of  the  punishment,  by  directing  that  such  slave 
be  sold,  to  be  transported  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States;  the 
governor  shall  cause  him  to  be  sold,  and  the  purchaser,  before  delivery 
to  him  of  the  slave,  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  the  price  agreed,  and 
enter  into  bond,  approved  by  the  governor,  in  the  penalty  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  conditioned  that  the  slave  shall,  within  three  months,  be 
transported  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  never 
afterwards  return  into  this  state." 

All  the  other  amendments  proposed  by  the  committee  of  the  whole 
house,  were  concurred  in. 

The  said  bill  was  still  further  amended  on  motions  of  Messrs.  Fer- 
guson, Mayo  and  Worthington." 

The  7th  chapter  of  the  bill  contained  the  following  as  its  2d 
section : 

Sec.  2.  "  The  poll  shall  not  be  opened  at  any  election  sooner  than 
sunrise  and  shall  be  closed  at  sunset.     But  if  ike  electors  who  appear 
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ai  any  place  of  voting  cannot  all  be  polled  before  sunset,  or  if  it 
shall  appear  to  the  commissioners  superintending  the  election  at  any 
place,  that  many  of  those  entitled  to  vote  were  prevented  from  attend- 
ing  by  bad  weather  or  any  other  cause,  they  shall  keep  the  poll  open 
for  a  term  of  three  days,  including  the  Jirst.^^ 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Ikying  of  Cumberland,  to  strike  onttbe 
words  in  italics,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

<<  But  if  the  electors  who  appear  at  any  place  of  voting  cannot  all 
be  polled  before  sunset,  or  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  commissioners  that 
many  of  those  entitled  to  vote  were  prevented  from  attending  byraia 
or  rise  of  watercourses,  said  commissioners  shall  keep  the  polls  open 
for  three  days,  including  the  first." 

And  the  question  being  put  thereupon,  was  determined  in  the  affir- 
mative.

Sec.  20.  "  There  shall  be  two  law  libraries ;  one  at  Lewisbnrg,  the 
other  in  the  state  courthouse  at  Richmond;  each  of  which  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  a  librarian,  to  be  appointed  by  the  supreme  court 
of  appeals,  and  allowed  such  sum  as  it  may  deem  reasonable,  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars  each  per  annum. 

Sec.  21.  "The  library  in  the  state  courthouse  shall  be  for  the  use 
of  all  the  judges  holding  courts  in  the  City  of  Richmond;  but  M 
and  the  library  at  Lewisbnrg,  shall  be  subject  to  such  regulations  as 
the  supreme  court  of  appeals  may  prescribe;  except  that  no  book 
shall  be  taken  out  of  either  library  but  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the 
said  court,  or  by  his  order. 

Sec.  22.  "  The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated 
and  added  to  the  library  fund,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  said  court  in  the  purchase  of  law  books  for  the  library  in  the  state 
courthouse ;  and  when  there  are  more  copies  than  one  of  any  ia^ 
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book  in  the  general  library,  one  copy  may  be  sent  to  either  of  the 
said  law  libraries.  There  shall  also  be  sent  to  each  of  them  one  copy 
of  every  law  book  hereafter  published  for  the  state. 

Sec.  23.  ''The  president  of  the  said  court  shall  annually  make 
known  to  the  library  committee  what  additional  books  are  wanting 
for  the  law  libraries ;  and  the  committee  shall  cause  so  many  thereof 
to  be  furnished  as  the  fund  applicable  to  the  purpose  will  permit." 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  striking  out  the  said  sections,  was 
determined  in  the  negative.

be  paid  on  the  assessed  value  of  the  company's  coal  lands  for  the  time 
for  which  the  dividend  is  declared,"  &c. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Hiett,  to  amend  the  said  section  by 
striking  therefrom  the  words  in  italics,  and  it  was  determined  in  the 
negative.

court  to  which,  or  to  the  clerk's  office  of  which,  such  return  is  made, 
may,  on  a  motion  on  behalf  of  such  person,  give  judgment  against 
such  officer  and  his  sureties,  and  against  his  and  their  personal  repre- 
sentatives, for  so  much  principal  and  interest  as  would  at  the  time 
such  return  ought  to  have  been  made,  be  recoverable  by  such  action, 
with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  per  centum  per  annum  from 
that  time  until  payment,"  &c. 

The  committee,  in  their  first  amendment,  proposed  to  strike  out  tbe 
words  "  the  rate  q/","  and  insert  in  lieu  Ihereof,  the  words  "  a  rate  nd 
exceeding  ;^^  and  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing  thereto,  was 
determined  in  the  negative. 

The  82d  chapter,  section  7,  provides  that,  '^  Every  resident  io  an; 
such  district,  entitled  to  vote  at  any  poll  opened  under  the  second  sec- 
tion, may  vote  in  an  election  held  under  the  preceding  section*  Such 
election  shall  be  held  by  three  persons  in  each  district,  appointed  by 
the  said  board,  and  shall  be  certified  by  those  holding  the  same,  and 
returned  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  thereafter.  Each  amnnu- 
sioner  so  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  successor  shall  be  ajh 
pointed.  Any  vacancy  happening  in  such  office  shall  be  filled  by  tA« 
board.^^ 

In  their  38th  amendment,  the  committee  proposed  to  strike  from  tbe 
said  section  the  words  in  italics,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

<<  The  persons  holding  the  election  shall  give  notice  without  delay 
to  the  commissioner  of  his  election,  and  such  commissioner  shall  be 
bound  to  serve  for  two  years,  unless  he  shall  have  already  served  in 
that  capacity  six  years,  or  shall  be  excused  by  the.bocuxl.  if  heie^ 
fuse  or  fail  to  do  so,  he  shall  forfeit  dollars.     Upon  the  ter- 

mination of  the  two  years  service  of  each  commissioner,  or  upon  aay 
vacancy  happening  in  such  office,  it  shall  be  filled  by  election  as  be- 
fore provided  for.  A  commissioner  may  resign  with  the  consent  of 
the  board." 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing  to  the  said  amendment, 
was  determined  in  the  negative. 

The  residue  of  the  amendments,  from  the  second  to  the  forty- 
seventh,  inclusive,  were  agreed  to.

IN  SENATE,  June  27,  1849. 

The  senate  have  passed  the  bill,  entitled 

<' An  act  restricting  the  catching  of  oysters  in  the  waters  within  tl^^ 
limits  of  the  county  of  Mathews."     (No.  627.) 
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A  bill  concerning  the  Civil  Code  of  Virginia,  part  II,  with  the 
amendments  thereto  proposed  by  the  committee  of  the  whole  house, 
was  taken  up. 

The  48th  amendment  was  agreed  to  by  the  house. 
The  committee  of  the  whole,  in  their  49th  amendment,  proposed  to 
insert  after  the  42d  section  of  the  88th  chapter,  the  following  sections : 
Sec.  43.  "  If  any  person  shall  export,  or  put  on  board  of  any  vessel 
or  other  vehicle  for  exportation,  beyond  the  limits  of  this  state,  any 
flour,  without  having  the  same  inspected  as  required  by  law,  he  shall 
forfeit  two  dollars  for  each  barrel ;  but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
any  flour  imported  into  this  state,  after  being  inspected  or  marked  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  of  any  other  state,  nor  to  any  flour  manufactured 
in  this  state,  exported  to  the  District  of  Columbia  or  any  state  border* 
ing  upon  this  state,  when  there  is  no  convenient  place  for  the  inspec- 
tion thereof.  This  section  shall  be  applicable  to  the  inspection  of  corn 
meal  and  fish,  as  welt  as  the  article  of  flour. 

Sec.  44.  "  Any  inspector  of  flour  may  enter  any  vessel  or  other  ve- 
hicle within  his  county  or  corporation,  on  which  he  has  good  cause  to 
believe  any  flour  has  been  put  for  exportation  contrary  to  law,  and 
search  therefor.  If  he  find  in  such  vessel  or  vehicle,  any  such  flour, 
he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  state ;  and  any  person  who  shall 
resist  the  inspector  in  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  shall  forfeit  fifty  dol- 
lars. 

Sec.  45.  **  If  any  person  shall  export,  or  put  on  board  of  any  vessel 
for  exportation,  any  tar,  pitch  or  turpentine,  without  the  same  having 
been  inspected  as  required  by  law,  he  shall  forfeit  dollars  for 

each  barrel  or  cask ;  and  if  any  person  shall  export,  or  attempt  to  ex- 
port as  aforesaid,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States^  any  lumber, 
without  said  lumber'having  been  inspected,  or  without  the  certificate 
required  by  law,  he  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  oflence  three  hundred 
dollars.  But  this  section  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the 
exportation  of  any  of  the  articles  named  herein,  if  the  same  be  con- 
demned, and  the  mark  or  brafKi,  or  certificate  of  condemation  acconE^ 
panics  the  same." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Lancaster  to  amend  the  said  amend- 
ment, by  striking  out  all  thereof,  and  inserting  in  lien  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing section  : 

"If  any  person  shall  export,  or  put  on  board  of  any  ressel  for  ex- 
portation, in  any  of  the  cities  or  towns  on  tidewater  in  this  state,  any 
flour,  corn  meal,  bread  or  salt,  or  shall  export  or  attempt  to  export  as 
aforesaid,  or  use  or  oflfer  to  sell  any  fish,  pork,  beef,  tar,  pitch,  turpen- 
tine, lime,  butler  or  lard  in  the  cities  or  towns  aforesaid,  without  the 
same  having  been  inspected  as  required  by  law,  he  shall  forfeit 
dollars  for  each  barrel,  cask,  box  or  bag  so  imported  or  offered  for  sale  ; 
and  if  any  person  shall  export  out  of  the  state,  or  attempt  to  export  as 
aforesaid,  any  hemp,  or  export  or  attempt  to  export,  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  United  States,  any  lumber,  without  said  lumber  or  hemp  hav- 
ing been  inspected,  or  without  the  certificate,  in  the  case  of  lumber, 
required  by  law,  he  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  bale  of  hemp, 
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dollars,  and  for  every  such  offence,  in  respect  to  lamber,  three  hundred 
dollars.  The  above  penalties  shall  not  apply  to  any  commodities  (other 
than  lime)  imported  into  this  state,  after  being  inspected  and  marked 
according  to  the  laws  of  any  other  state." 

And  the  question  being  put  thereupon,  was  determined  in  the  air- 
mative.     Ayes  73,  noes  31. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Conway,  the  vote  was  recorded  as  Tollows :

A  bill  concerning  the  Civil  Code  of  Virginia,  part  II,  with  the  amend- 
ments thereto  proposed  by  the  committee  of  the  whole  house,  was  ta- 
ken up. 

The  srxty-secoud  and  sixty-third  amendments  were  passed  over  by 
the  house. 

The  sixty-fourth,  sixty-fifth,  sixty-sixth  and  sixty-seventh  amend- 
ments were  severally  agreed  to. 

The  101st  chapter  of  the  bill  in  the  eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth, 
fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  eighteenth,  nineteenth, 
twentieth,  twenty-first,  twenty-second,  twenty-third,  twenty-fourth  and 
twenty-fifth  sections  contain  provisions  relating  to  "  oysters  and  ter- 
rapins." 

The  committee  of  the  whole  house,  in  their  seventy-first  amend- 
ment, proposed  to  strike  out  the  said  sections,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following : 

"  Oysters  and  terrapins. 

Sec.  11.  "The  laws  in  force  concerning  oysters  and  terrapins  the 
day  before  the  commencement  of  this  act,  shall  continue  in  force  not- 
withstanding its  passage." 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Scott  to  amend  the  said  amend- 
ment by  striking  out  the  whole  thereof,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following  sections : 

Sec.  11.  *^If  any  person,  other  than  a  citizen  of  this  state,  shall 
take  oysters  or  terrapins  in  the  waters  thereof,  or  in  the  rivers  Poco- 
moke  and  Potomac,  he  shall  forfeit  two  hundred  dollars. 

"  But  this  section  shall  not  extend  to  a  citizen  of  Maryland  taking 
oysters  or  terrapins  in  the  said  mentioned  rivers. 

Sec.  12.  "  If  any  person  shall  use  any  instrument,  except  tongs  with 
a  bar  not  exceeding  twenty-three  inches  in  length,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  oysters,  he  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  13.  "  If  any  person,  after  the  first  day  of  June  and  before  the 
69 
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first  day  of  September  in  any  year,  shall  take  oysters,  Id  quantities  ex- 
ceeding three  bushels  in  any  one  day,  except  for  planting  in  other  wa- 
ters of  this  state,  he  shall  forfeit  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  14.  <'If  any  person,  after  the  first  day  of  May  and  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  October  in  any  year,  shall  take  terrapins,  or  take  or 
disturb  terrapins'  eggs,  he  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  15.  '^The  penalties  provided  in  the  four  preceding  secttoni 
shall  be  recoverable  by  presentment,  information  or  indictment,  or  by 
action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth,  in  any  court  of  re- 
cord, one  moiety  whereof  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  informer  or  per- 
son who,  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  will  sue  therefor,  and  the 
other  moiety  for  the  commonwealth. 

Sec.  16.  *<  Any  justice  of  the  county  in  which  such  action  of  debt 
is  brought,  if  the  cause  thereof  be  verified  by  affidavit,  may,  by  en- 
dorsement on  the  writ,  require  bail  to  be  taken,  and  the  officer  serving 
the  same  shall  govern  himself  accordingly.  If  the  defendant  fail  to 
give  bail,  the  officer  shall  take  into  his  custody  any  vessel  employed  in 
the  commission  of  the  offence,  with  its  equipments,  making  due  return 
thereof  with  the  writ ;  and  the  same  shall  be  liable  to  answer  the  judg- 
ment of  the  court. 

Sec.  17.  "  For  the  apprehension  of  any  person  engaged  in  the  vio- 
lation of  the  said  preceding  sections,  any  justice  may  issue  his  wsurrant 
without  naming  therein  such  person,  or  the  vessel  in  his  empIoymeoL 

Sec.  IS.  "For  the  seizure  and  safe  keeping  of  any  vessel  with  its 
equipments,  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  the  officer  effecting 
the  same  shall  receive  a  fee  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  taxed  in  the  cosia."

In  every  town  which  has  overseers  of 
the  poor,  the  expense  of  the  poor  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  town 
council."

"  Whenever  the  court  of  any  county  think  it  necessary  to  order  a 
levy  for  a  sum  greater  than  one  dollar  on  each  of  the  persons  men- 
tioned in  the  second  section,  other  than  slaves,  and  upon  lands,  slaves 
and  other  property  under  the  4ih  section,  for  a  per  centum  greater 
than  100  |>er  centum  upon  the  amount  of  slate  taxes  thereon,  it  may 
first  direct,  or  if  not,  on  the  petition  of  twenty-four  persons  inte- 
rested in  reversing  such  order,  addressed  to  the  court  at  either  of  its 
two  terms  next  succeeding  that  at  which  the  order  was  made,  it  shall 
direct  the  sense  of  those  to  be  assessed  with  such  levy  to  be  ascer- 
tained by  a  vote  taken  on  some  convenient  day  designated  by  the 
court,  at  the  courthouse  and  other  places  in  the  county  at  which  polls 
are  held,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  for  the  election  of  delegates  to 
the  general  assembly.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  be  against  such 
order  it  shall  not  be  made,  or  if  already  made  shall  be  revoked.  If 
money  be  collected  under  any  such  order  which  is  afterwards  revoked, 
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the  sheriff  or  collector  shall  forthwith  repay  snch  money  to  the  person 
from  whom  it  was  collected.  If  he  fail  so  to  do,  a  motion  may  be 
made  and  judgment  obtained  in  like  manner  as  in  the  cases  provided 
for  in  the  15th  section." 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  adopting  the  said  ameodmeiit, 
was  determined  in  the  negative.     Ayes  5,  noes  91.

And  a  petition  of  citizens  of  the  county  of  Wayne,  relative  to  the 
cotistruction  of  a  road  from  the  forks  of  Sandy  river  to  the  Kanawha 
turnpike. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whittle,  the  said  petitions  were  ordered  to  be 
laid  upon  the  table. 

A  bill  concerning  the  Civil  Code  of  Virginia,  part  II,  was  taken  up. 

The  same  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ferguson,  by  adding  to 
the  second  section  of  the  9()th  chapter  the  following  words:  "Or more 
than  five  miles  from  any  ordinary  or  house  of  entertainment.'' 
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A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Faulknkr  to  amend  tbe  fifty-tfakd 
chapter  by  adding  to  the  fourth  section  the  following : 

<^  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize 
the  county  court  of  Berkeley  to  levy  on  the  persons  mentioned  in  the 
second  section  more  than  fifty  cents  annually  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said." 

And  the  question  being  put  thereupon  was  determined  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Kilby  to  amend  the  88th  chapter  by 
adding  to  the  43d  section  the  following : 

'<  Nothing  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
selling  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  articles  in  a  town  having  less  than  two 
thousand  inhabitants,  or  to  prevent  the  exportation  of  any  of  the 
aforesaid  articles,  if  the  same  be  condemned,  and  the  mark,  brand  or 
certificate  of  condemnation  accompany  the  same." 

And  the  question  being  put  thereupon  was  determined  in  the  affir- 
mative. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Harrison  of  Prince  William,  to  amend 
the  9Sth  chapter  by  inserting  at  the  end  of  the  chapter  the  following 
section : 

Sec.  7.  "Any  justice  of  the  peace  may  order  out  patrols  in  his 
county  or  corporation,  and  appoint  a  captain  for  each  patrol  so  ordered 
out  by  him." 

And  the  question  being  put  thereupon  was  determined  in  the  affir- 
mative. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Laidlet  to  amend  the  53d  chapter,  by 
striking  out  the  second  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Sec.  3.  "  Every  order  for  a  levy  shall  be  for  a  certain  sum  upon  the 
free  male  persons  above  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  that  may  be  in  any 
county,  without  such  limits,  and  for  a  certain  per  centum  upon  the 
amount  of  state  taxes  assessed  in  said  county,  on  the  property  men- 
tioned in  the  35th  chapter,  on  the  interest  or  profit  mentioned  in  the 
53d  section  thereof,  the  yearly  income  mentioned  in  the  54th,  and 
the  fees  mentioned  in  the  55th  section  of  the  said  chapter  on  which 
taxes  are  assessed  against  persons  residing  in  the  said  county,  and 
without  the  limits  of  such  town — excepting  therefrom  such  slaves 
and  other  persons  as  the  court  for  said  county  may  have  exempted 
from  taxes  and  levies,  because  of  age,  infirmity  or  a  charitable  reason." 

And  the  question  being  put  thereupon  was  determined  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

The  53d  chapter  on  the  subject  *-of  county  levies,"  contained  the 
following  as  its  third  and  fourth  sections: 

Sec.  3.  "  Annually  in  May  or  June,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be, 
the  court  of  each  county,  when  a  majority  of  the  acting  justices  of 
the  county  is  present,  or  when  the  justices  shall  have  been  summoned 
to  attend  to  act  upon  the  matter,  shall  make  up  in  its  minutes  an  ac*- 
count  of  all  sums  lawfully  chargeable  on  the  county  which  ought  to 
be  paid  within  one  year,  stating  for  what,  how  much  and  to  whom 
such  payment  is  to  be  made,  and  after  taking  into  view  whatever  balance 
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may  appear  dae  from  the  sheriff  or  collector,  and  all  other  snms  doe 
to  the  county  which  can  be  collected  within  one  year,  shall  order  a 
levy  of  80  much  as  is  necessary  to  be  raised,  and  direct  every  snm  so 
chargeable  to  be  paid  out  of  the  balance  due  from  the  sheriff  or  col- 
lector, or  out  of  the  other  sums  due  to  the  county,  or  out  of  the  levy 
as  the  court  may  deem  best.  The  levy  shall  be  for  a  certain  sum  npoo 
each  of  the  slaves  and  persons  mentioned  in  the  second  section,  un- 
less a  levy  be  ordered  under  the  following  section : 

Sec.  4.  "  After  an  order  shall  have  been  made  by  the  court  of  any 
county  at  one  term  for  the  justices  to  meet  at  the  next  term  and  con- 
sider the  expediency  of  levying  upon  lands  and  other  property,  if  at 
such  next  term  a  majority  of  the  acting  justices  be  actually  prespnt 
and  concur  therein,  the  court  may,  instead  of  ordering  the  levy  merely 
upon  the  slaves  and  persons  mentioned  in  the  second  section,  order  it 
upon  the  said  persons,  and  on  such  of  the  lands,  slaves  and  other  pro- 
perty mentioned  in  the  35th  chapter  as  are  assessed  in  the  said  county, 
and  without  the  limits  of  such  a  town  as  before  mentioned,  and  on 
the  interest  or  profit  mentioned  in  the  52d;  the  yearly  income  naen- 
tioned  in  the  53d,  and  the  fees  mentioned  in  the  54th  section  of  the 
said  chapter,  on  which  taxes  are  assessed  against  persons  residing  in 
the  said  county  and  without  the  limits  of  such  a  town.  Ever^  order 
for  a  levy  under  this  section  shall  be  for  a  certain  sum  upon  each  of 
the  persons  mentioned  in  the  second  section  other  than  slaves,  and 
upon  the  other  subjects,  including  slaves,  for  a  certain  per  centum 
upon  the  amount  of  state  taxes  thereon." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Stovall  to  amend  the  same  by  striking 
out  from  the  third  section,  last  clause,  the  words  *^  unless  a  levy  be  or- 
dered under  the  follotoing  section,^^  and  also  by  striking  out  the  said 
fourth  section. 

And  the  question  being  put  thereupon  was  determined  in  the  ncsga- 
tive.

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Robinson  to  amend  the  said  section,  by 
striking  out  the  words  "  Hampton  Roads,"  and  inserting  the  words 
"City  Point," and  it  was  determined  in  the  negative.

The  104ih  chapter,  ^  1,  provides,  **If  any  person  sell  wine,  ardent 
spirits,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  or  any  other  intoxicating  liquor,  to  a 
slave,  without  the  written  consent  of  his  master  or  the  agent  of  his 
mastery  he  shall  forfeit,"  &c. 

The  said  section  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Watson,  by  stri- 
king out  the  words  "or  agent  of  his  master." 

The  6lh  section  of  the  same  chapter  provides,  that  "Any  person 
permitting  a  slave  under  his  control  to  go  at  large,  trade  as  a  free  man, 
or  hire  himself  out  for  his  own  or  his  master^s  benefit^  shall  forfeit  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty  dollars." 

The  said  section  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Mato,  by  striking 
out  the  words  "for  his  own  or  his  master's  benefit." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Thomas,  to  amend  the  106th  chapter, 
on  the  subject  "  of  suits  for  freedom,"  by  inserting  after  the  fourth 
section  the  following: 

5.  "  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  found  aiding,  abetting  or  main- 
taining any  person  in  the  prosecution  of  a  suit  upon  a  petition  as  afore- 
said, and  such  person  or  persons  shall  fail  to  establish  his  or  their 
claim  to  freedom,  every  person  so  found  aiding,  abetting  or  maintain- 
ing, shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  owner  of  such  slave,  or  to  the  person 
who  shall  prosecute  for  the  same,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for 
every  person  so  complaining,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt  or  in- 
formation in  any  court  of  record  within  this  commonwealth,  and 
moreover  be  liable  to  an  action  on  the  case  for  damages  arising  there- 
from to  the  party  grieved  thereby." 

The  said  amendment  was  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Yerbt,  by 
iiiserting  in  the  first  line,  after  the  word  "persons,"  the  words  "other 
than  a  citizen  of  this  state;"  and  the  question  being  put  upon  adopt- 
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ing   the  amendment  as  amended,  was  determined  in  the  negative.

heirs,  during  the  time  of  such  coverture;  and  after  the  determination 
thereof  all  such  real  estate  shall  immediately  revest  in  the  woman  and 
her  heirs,  other  than  her  husband,  and  they  may  re-enter  and  take 
possession  thereof." 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Perrow,  the  said  bill  was  amended  by  striking 
from  the  chapter  the  said  thirteenth  section.

The  twelfth  chapter,  section  fourth,  provides  that  "  the  court  to 
which  any  such  petition  may  be  presented,  shall  assign  the  petitioner 
counsel,  who,  without  reward,  shall  aid  him  in  the  prosecution  of  his 
suit;  and  until  the  person  claiming  to  be  the  owner,  or  some  one  for 
bim,  will  enter  into  bond,  before  the  court  or  its  clerk,  in  such  penalty 
as  the  court  shall  direct,  conditioned  to  have  the  petitioner  forthcoming 
to  abide  the  judgment  of  the  court,  and  in  the  meantime  to  allow  him 
reasonable  opportunity  to  prepare  for  trial,  shall  deliver  him  in  charge 
to  the  proper  officer  for  safe  keeping,  at  the  expense  of  the  person  so 
claiming  to  be  owner.  The  petitioner  shall  have,  free  of  cost,  all 
needful  process,  services  of  officers  and  attendance  of  witnesses."

The  ll4th  chapter,  ^  3,  is  the  following: 

"  So  much  of  any  such  lands  as  may  not  have  been  redeemed  by 
the  former  owners  or  sold  by  the  commonwealth  as  delinquent  and 
omitted  lands  by  virtue  of  any  acts  heretofore  passed,  nor  vested  in 
any  bona  fde  claimant  in  pursuance  of  the  two  preceding  sections, 
shall  be  liable  to  entry,  survey  and  grant,  in  the  same  manner  as  waste 
and  unappropriated  land.  But  no  such  grant  shall  hereafter  issue^ 
or  be  valid  to  pass  the,  right  of  the  commonwealth  or  the  Literary 
fund,  to  any  such  delinquent  and  omitted  land,  unless  the  fad  of 
the  forfeiture^  and  the  person  in  whose  name  it  was  incurred,  be 
stated  in  the  entry  and  grants 

The  said  section  was  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ferguson,  by 
striking  out  the  words  in  italics. 

The  said  section  was  further  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Lane  of 
Lee,  by  striking  out  the  word  ^^  delinquenV^  where  it  first  occurs,  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  ^^forfeited,^^ 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Moore  that  the  said  bill,  as  amended, 
be  laid  upon  the  table,  and  it  was  agreed  to  by  the  house. 
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The  bill,  entitled  <<  an  act  to  take  the  sense  of  the  citizens  of  Wayne

The  ll6th  chapter,  ^  1,  provides,  that  **  No  estate  of  inheritance  or 
freehold,  or  for  a  term  of  more  than  five  years,  in  lands,  shall  be  con- 
veyed, unless  by  deed  or  will;  and  no  gift  of  a  slave,  or  of  any  goods 
or  chattels,  shall  be  valid,  unless  by  deed  or  will,  or  unless  actual  pos- 
session shall  have  come  to  and  remained  with  the  donee,  or  some  per- 
son claiming  under  him.  If  the  donor  and  donee  reside  together  at 
the  time  of  the  gift,  possession  at  the  place  of  their  residence  shall  not 
be  a  sufficient  possession  within  the  meaning  of  this  section." 

The  motion  submitted  by  Mr.  Watson  on  yesterday,  which  was 
pending  when  the  house  adjourned,  proposed  to  amend  the  section  in 
the  last  clause,  by  inserting  after  the  word  ''gift,"  the  words  ''of  a 
slave,"  and  it  was  determined  in  the  negative.

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  house  the  following  communication 
from  the  public  librarian,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Faulkner,  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table : 

Richmond,  June  21,  1849. 

To  the  Hon.  Henry  L.  Hopkins, 

Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates. 

Sir, — I  beg  leave/through  you,  to  ask  leave  of  the  house  to  submit 
a  brief  statement  in  regard  to  my  official  conduct  as  state  librarian. 

By  the  act  of  February  11,  1828,  the  executive  was  required  to  se- 
lect and  fit  up  a  room  in  the  capitol  for  the  library ;  to  provide  rules 
for  its  government,  and  I  was  required  to  act  as  librarian. 

The  rules  so  prescribed  are  those  now  in  force,  and  but  a  single  one 
has  since  been  added.  The  library  was  first  opened  with  a  small  col- 
lection of  books,  at  the  December  session  1828,  and  was  soon  after- 
wards placed  under  the  direction  and  control  of  a  joint  committee  of 
the  two  houses.  The  question  soon  arose  as  to  who  were  entitled  to 
the  use  of  the  library,  and  the  joint  committee  instructed  the  librarian 
that  the  institution  was  for  public  purposes,  as  specified  in  the  law,  to 
wit,  for  the  use  of  the  court  of  appeals,  the  general  court,  the  general 
assembly  and  the  several  departments  of  the  government.  But  that 
it  would  be  consistent  with  its  character  as  a  state  institution,  to  ex- 
tend the  courtesy  of  admission  to  all  visitors  to  the  metropolis,  citizens 
of  our  own  and  other  states  and  countries ;  to  gentlemen  of  the  bar, 
non-residents  of  Richmond,  who  often  attend  the  courts  here ;  and 
that  though  indiscriminate  access  to  a  large  local  population  was  inad- 
missible, yet  that  any  person  who,  for  the  purposes  of  legal,  historical, 
scientific  or  literary  research,  desired  access  to  books  in  the  library 
which  he  could  not  otherwise  obtain,  should  be  accommodated.  These 
instructions  have  been  fully  carried  out,  and  have  never  been  changed 
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by  subsequent  committees.  The  librarian  has  always  endeavoured  to 
have  it  understood  that  these  were  the  courtesies  of  the  state,  not  his. 
But  the  office  is  one  in  which  no  man  can  avoid  giving  offence  to 
some;  and  hence  while  I  have  always  endeavoured  to  perform  its 
duties  with  fidelity  to  the  state,  and  with  courtesy  to  all,  I  have  not 
escaped  much  unjust  and  unfounded  censure  from  those  who  under 
the  existing  laws  have  no  right  to  the  use  of  the  library. 

If  distinguished  gentlemen  of  the  bar  desire  to  use  it  for  their  own 
personal  accommodation  daily,  surely  the  librarian  is  not  to  blame  that 
they  have  no  right  to  do  so ;  and  if  that  oflieer  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duty,  but  in  as  civil  terms  as  he  knows  how  to  employ,  informs  them 
why  it  is  inadmissible,  they  should  not,  therefore,  charge  him  with 
treating  them  as  intruders.  That  complaint  of  the  librarian  was  made 
to  individual  members  composing  the  joint  committee  at  the  session  of 
1840-41 — not  to  the  committee  collectively — ^in  very  much  the  same 
terms  in  which  it  seems  to  have  been  conveyed  to  a  distinguished 
member  of  the  house  of  delegates.  The  report  of  that  committee 
will  shew  that  they  approved  the  course  which  had  been  pursued  by 
the  librarian.  Certain  it  is  that  no  incivility  was  ever  offered  by  him 
to  any  one  of  the  distinguished  gentlemen  who  have  been  referred  to, 
either  in  act,  word  or  intention. 

As  regards  the  proposed  change  in  the  mode  of  selling  the  reports. 
I  beg  leave  to  say  that  nothing  has  been  farther  from  my  wish  than  to 
thwart  the  plan  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  committee  of  revisors. 
But  knowing  as  I  do,  that  through  misconception  or  want  of  informa- 
tion on  the  part  of  one  of  the  revisors,  the  committee  have  been  led 
into  a  mistake  which  will  almost  certainly  fail  in  the  results  expected 
from  it,  I  only  desired  to  have  the  matter  left  under  the  control  of  the 
library  committee,  so  that  if  the  plan,  upon  trial,  should  not  succeed, 
they  may  not  be  bound  to  it  by  positive  legal  restrictions.  I  desired 
this  for  the  public  interest,  not  my  own,  nor  to  save  myself  trouble. 

For  twenty  years,  under  the  supervision  of  the  committee,  I  have 
used  every  possible  exertion  here,  in  Philadelphia  and  in  New  York,  to 
extend  the  sales  of  the  Virginia  Reports,  and  feel  confident  that  if  the 
reports  of  the  committee  from  year  to  year  be  examined,  it  will  appear 
that  every  copy  has  been  sold  that  could  have  been  sold  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, and  that  without  the  loss  of  one  dollar  to  the  state.  From 
the  amount  of  sales  made  by  me  to  law  booksellers  in  Richmond  during 
the  entire  term  of  twenty  years,  I  am  warranted  in  saying  that  they 
are  always  prepared  to  supply  purchasers  with  the  Virginia  Reports — 
and  catalogues  of  the  two  principal  law  houses  in  Philadelphia  and 
New  York,  for  the  two  last  ye^rs,  shew  that  they  also  have  every  one 
of  the  Virginia  Reports  for  sale.  This  state  of  facts  I  judge  to  be 
but  little  known,  as  the  impression  seems  to  prevail  that  the  Reports 
are  now  for  the  first  time  to  be  thrown  into  the  market,  and  that  here- 
tofore no  purchaser  could  obtain  one  without  a  pilgrimage  to  the  attic 
of  the  capitol. 

How,  or  why  the  state  first  became  the  purchaser  of  these  Reports 
I  do  not  know — but  certain  it  is  that  for  the  series  from  Gilmer  to 
Leigh,  inclusive,  she  paid  a  very  high  price.     Every  volume  of  Leigh's 
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Reports,  except  the  first,  cost  her  over  $  6  per  copy,  and  some  of  them 
above  $  7 — yet  none  of  them  have  been  sold  by  her  at  more  than  $  6 
per  copy — nor  is  the  price  generally  above  the  average  price  of  the 
Reports  of  other  states. 

I  went  but  once  before  the  committee  of  revisers  on  this  subject, 
and  then  understood  they  had  sent  for  mo.  It  was  not  in  my  power 
to  attend  immediately,  and  after  getting  there  it  seemed  to  me  that 
they  were  already  decided.  The  labours  of  the  committee  were  intense, 
and  it  was  not  then  in  ray  power,  upon  a  sudden  call,  to  present  the 
details  necessary  to  a  true  understanding  of  the  subject.  Considering 
the  matter  settled,  I  had  no  wish  to  appear  before  them  again  in  re- 
ference to  it,  nor  have  I  the  slightest  recollection  of  having  solicited 
that  or  any  other  interview.  I  was  before  them  subsequently  for  se- 
veral entire  days  upon  the  militia  law,  but  attended  at  the  request  of 
the  respected  chairman.  This  has  doubtless  led  to  the  mistake  in  re- 
gard to  the  other  subject. 

The  fourteen  agencies  for  the  sale  of  the  Reports  and  other  stock, 
were  established  in  1830  under  the  instructions  of  the  library  commit- 
tee— it  was  an  experiment — I  had  no  instructions  or  authority  to  de- 
mand security,  nor  would  it  have  been  given  if  required.  I  did  all 
that  could  be  done  to  close  them  without  loss  to  the  state.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stovall,  the  bill,  entitled  *'an  act  concerning  the 
Civil  Code  of  Virginia,"  part  I,  with  the  amendments  of  the  senate 
thereto,  was  taken  up,  and  the  said  amendments  being  read,  the  first 
and  second  amendments  were  severally  agreed  to. 

The  senate,  in  their  third  amendment,  proposed  to  strike  from  the 
7th  chapter  the  21st  section,  which  is  the  following: 

"  If  by  reason  of  an  equality  of  votes,  for  two  or  more  persons,  or 
other  cause,  there  be  no  election  of  a  delegate  for  any  county  or  cor- 
poration, at  the  time  appointed  therefor,  the  officer  conducting  the  elec- 
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tion  at  the  courthouse  of  such  county  or  corporation ;  or  if  for  sod 
reason,  there  be  no  election  of  a  delegate  for  an  election  district,  or  a 
senator,  or  member  of  congress,  at  the  time  appointed  therefor,  the  offi- 
cers conducting  the  elections  at  the  several  courthouses  of  the  district 
in  which  such  failure  may  occur,  shall  forthwith  give  notice  thereof 
by  advertisement  at  four  suitable  places  in  the  proper  counties  or  cor- 
porations, and  an  election  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  such  failure 
shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of  the  month  succeeding  that  on 
which  the  election  was  before  appointed  to  be  held ;  and  so  from  time 
to  time  until  an  election  be  had;  except  that  in  case  of  a  failure  to 
make  an  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  happening  during  the  session  of  the 
general  assembly,  or  of  congress,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  election  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  officers  condncting 
the  election  at  the  courthouses  of  the  proper  counties,  corporations  or 
districts,  provided  the  same  be  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty 
days  from  the  time  when  such  failure  shall  be  ascertained." 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing  to  said  amendment,  was 
determined  in  the  negative.     Ayes  37,  noes  60.

The  15th  chapter  of  the  bill,  as  it  passed  the  house,  contained  the 
-following  clause:  "and  the  several  clerks -of  the  following  standing 
committees  of  the  house  of  delegates  shall  receive  each  the  sum  of 
thirty-five  dollars  every  week  until  discharged  from  further  duty  by 
said  committees,  that  is  to  say,  the  clerk  of  the  committee  of  courts 
of  justice;  the  clerk  of  the  committee  of  propositions  and  grievances; 
the  clerk  of  the  committee  of  finance ;  the  clerk  of  the  committees  of 
claims  and  privileges  and  elections ;  the  clerk  of  the  committees  of 
roads  and  internal  navigation  and  of  schools  and  colleges ;  the  clerk 
of  the  committees  of  agriculture  and  manufactures  and  of  the  militia 
laws;  and  the  clerk  of  the  committees  on  banks  and  on  trade  and  me- 
chanic arts." 

The  senate,  in  their  eighth  amendment,  proposed  to  strike  this  clause 
from  the  section,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  :  "  The  clerks 
of  the  several  standing  committees  of  the  house  of  delegates  shall  be 
allowed  for  their  services  twenty-eight  dollars  per  week  until  dis- 
charged, that  is  to  say,  the  clerk  of  the  committees  of  courts  of  justice 
and  finance;  the  clerk  of  the  committees  of  claims  and  privileges  and 
elections  ;  the  clerk  of  the  committees  of  roads  and  internal  navigation 
and  schools  and  colleges  ;  the  clerk  of  the  committees  of  propositions 
and  grievances  and  agriculture  and  manufactures.  The  said  clerks 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  clerks  of  the  committees  on  banks  and  trade 
and  mechanic  arts,  militia,  and  any  similar  service  that  may  be  required 
of  them,  without  additional  compensation." 

The  same  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Stovall,  by  striking  out 
the  words  in  italics^  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following :  "com- 
mittee of  courts  of  justice  ;  the  clerk  of  the  committee  of  propositions 
and  grievances ;  the  clerk  of  the  committees  of  privileges  and  elections 
and  agriculture  and  manufactures ;  the  clerk  of  the  committees  of  fi- 
nance and  claims ;  the  clerk  of  the  committees  of  roads  and  internal 
navigation  and  schools  and  colleges." 

And  the  amendment,  as  amended,  was  then  agreed  to. 

The  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth  amendments  were  severally 
agreed  to. 

The  seventeenth  chapter  of  the  bill  as  it  passed  this  house,  contained 
the  following  as  its  nineteenth  section  : 

"He  shall  not  grant  a  pardon  to  any  person  sentenced  for  a  crime  or 
misdemeanor  by  the  judgment  of  a  court,  upon  the  ground  that  the 
conviction  on  which  such  sentence  was  founded  was,  in  his  opinion, 
either  contrary  to  evidence,  or  without  sufficient  evidence,  or  contrary 
to  law  ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a  pardon,  if  the 
72 
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convict  be  recommended  to  mercy  by  the  jary  which  sat  on  his  trid, 
the  court  which  pronounced  the  judgment,  or  the  general  conn,  nor 
when  facts  discovered  since  the  trial,  or  not  in  evidence  before  the 
jury,  make  it  proper;  nor  prevent  the  granting  a  reprieve  until  the  end 
of  the  next  session  of  the  general  assembly." 

The  thirteenth  amendment  of  the  senate  proposed  to  strike  from  the 
chapter  the  said  section ;  and  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing 
to  the  said  amendment,  was  determined  in  the  negative.  Ayes  47, 
noes  53.

The  fourteenth  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

In  their  fifteenth  amendment  the  senate  proposed  to  strike  from  the 
19th  chapter  the  20th,  21st,  22d  and  23d  sections,  and  to  insert  in  liea 
thereof  other  sections,  to  be  numbered  20th,  21st,  22d,  23d,  24th,  2dth 
and  26th  sections. 

The  24th  section  of  the  said  amendment  provides  that  <'  the  court 
of  appeals  shall  have  power  to  make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  orders 
for  the  regulation  of  the  law  library  at  each  place  as  may  seem  to  it 
proper,  so  that  they  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter." 

The  said  section  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Sheffet,  by  ad- 
ding thereto  the  following  words : 

"  Bnt  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  take  from  the 
joint  library  committee  the  power  to  alter  said  rules  and  orders  as  may 
seem  proper  to  said  joint  committee." 

The  said  amendment  was  further  amended  on  his  motion,  by  strikio? 
out  the  26th  section  thereof,  which  is  the  following : 

"Sec.  26.  Both  librarians,  in  respect  ta  the  law  libraries,  shall  ob- 
serve such  rules,  regulations  and  orders  as  the  court  may  make  in  rela- 
tion thereto.  But  nothing  in  sections  24th  and  26th  shall  be  constrned 
to  take  from  the  joint  library  committee  the  power  to  make  any  altara- 
tion  in  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  court  of  appeals,  which  may  seefli 
proper  to  said  joint  committee." 

And  the  said  amendment  as  amended  was  agreed  to. 
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The  sixteenth  amendment  proposed  to  strike  from  the  22d  chapter 
the  6th,  7th,  8th,  9th  and  10th  sections,  and  to  insert  other  sections  in 
lieu  thereof. 

The  8th  section  of  said  amendment  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr. 
MoNcuRE  of  Stafford,  by  striking  out  the  words  <*all  duties  under  the 
3d  section  of  this  chapter,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"  ordinary  duties,"  and  as  amended  was  agreed  to. 

The  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  amendments  of  the  senate  were  also 
agreed  to. 

The  nineteenth  amendment  being  under  consideration,  and  the  ayes 
and  noes  thereon  having  been  ordered  to  be  recorded,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Wallace,

"  Each  volunteer  company  which  is  armed  and  uniformed  (besides 
its  regular  members)  may  enrol  not  exceeding  fifty  contributing  mem- 
bers, each  of  whom,  on  paying  to  the  treasurer  of  the  company  iu  ad- 
vance three  dollars,  shall  be  exempt  from  attending  the  musters  or 
meetings  of  the  company,  and  from  all  other  military  duty  for  one 
year,  except  that  he  may  be  drafted  or  detailed  for  actual  service. 
Upon  such  payment  by  any  contributing  member,  the  commandant  of 
the  company  shall  furnish  him  with  a  certificate  of  membership,  which 
shall  entitle  him  to  such  exemption  for  one  year  only. 

The  said  amendment  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Buswell,  by 
striking  out  the  word  "  three,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
<'  one,"  and  as  amended  was  agreed  to. 

In  their  21st  amendment  the  senate  proposed  to  strike  out  the  9th 
section  of  the  26th  chapter,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof: 

"Besides  the  regimental  or  battalion  musters  and  ihe  two  regular 
company  musters  prescribed  by  the  Isl  section  of  chapter  25th,  there 
shall  be  two  other  musters  of  each  volunteer  company  every  year,"  S^- 

The  said  amendment  was  amended  on  motions  made  by  Mr.  Robiiv- 
soN  and  Mr.  Dorman,  so  as  to  read : 

"  Besides  the  regimental  or  battalion  musters  prescribed  by  the  1st 
section  of  chapter  25th,  there  shall  be  four  other  musters  of  each  ro- 
lunteer  company  every  year." 

And  the  said  amendment  as  amended  was  then  agreed  to. 

The  22d,  23d,  24th,  25th,  26th,  27th,  28th,  29th,  30th,  31st,  32d, 
33d,  34th  and  35th  amendments  were  also  agreed  to. 

Ordered^  That  the  clerk  communicate  said  bill  to  the  senate,  and  in- 
form them  of  the  action  of  this  house  upon  their  said  amepdmen/s. 
and  request  their  concurrence  in  the  amendments  to  their  amendments. 

Mr.  Moncure  of  Stafford  announced  that  the  committees  on  revision 
and  for  courts  of  justice  had  no  further  use  for  a  clerk,  and  thereupon 
it  was  ordered  that  the  clerk  of  each  of  said  committees  be  discharged 
from  further  attendance.

Resolved  by  the  general  assembly^  That  the  governor  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  deliver  to  the  captain  of  the  Petersburg  artillery 
company,  carbines  instead  of  the  pistols  heretofore  furnished  to  said 
company,  requiring  the  surrender  of  an  equal  number  of  pistols  before 
delivering  the  carbines,  and  taking  bond  with  security  for  the  preser- 
vation and  return  of  said  carbines,  according  to  law. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Price,  the  house  resolved  itself  into  a  committee 
of  the  whole  house,  Mr.  Strother  in  the  chair ;  and  after  some  time

The  said  bill,  with  the  said  amendments,  was  taken  up,  and  the 
£rst,  second  and  third  amendments  were  agreed  to. 

The  8th  section  of  the  104th  chapter,  provides  that  **any  person 
permitting  a  slave  under  his  control  to  go  at  large  and  trade  as  a  free 
inan,  or  to  hire  himself  out  for  his  own  or  his  master's  benefit,  shall 
forfeit  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty  dollars." 

The  committee  of  the  whole  house,  in  their  fourth  amendment,  pro- 
posed to  strike  out  the  words  "  for  his  own  or  his  master's  benefit." 

The  same  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Moncure  of  Stafibrd,  by 
striking  out  the  said  words,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  '^  for 
the  benefit  of  any  person  whatever;"  and  as  amended,  was  agreed  to. 
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The  106th  cbapteri  section  the  4th,  provides  that  "  every  persoQ 
who  may  arrest  a  runaway  slave,  and  deliver  him  to  the  owner,  or  his 
agent,  or  to  some  jailor  at  his  jail,  with  the  certificate  of  a  juatiee,  io 
the  manner  herein  provided,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  of  such  owner 
a  reward  therefor,  that  is  to  say,  if  such  slave  be  arrested  in  this  state, 
and  within  fifty  miles  of  his  residence,  a  reward  of  five  dollars;  or  if 
more  than  fifty  miles,  ten  dollars." 

The  committee  of  the  whole  house  proposed,  in  their  fifth  amend- 
ment, to  strike  out  the  word  '^  ten,'-  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "twenty-five," 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing  to  the  said  ameodmait, 
was  determiued  in  the  negative. 

The  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth 
amendments  of  the  committee  of  the  whole,  were  then  agreed  to. 

The  121st  chapter,  4ih  section,  upon  the  subject  "of  the  privy  ex- 
amination and  acknowledgment  of  a  married  woman,"  contained  the 
following  clause  :  "  Or  she  may  appear  before  a  justice  or  notary  public 
within  the  United  States,  or  a  commissioner  appointed  within  the  saine 
by  the  governor  of  this  state ;  and  such  justice,  notary  or  commis- 
sioner, may  so  examine  her,  and  if,  after  such  explanation,  she  make 
such  acknowledgment  and  declaration,  he  shall  certify  the  same,''  &c 

The  committee  of  the  whole,  in  their  thirteenth  amendment,  pro- 
posed to  strike  out  the  words  "a  justice,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "  two  justices  ,*"  and  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing 
to  the  said  amendment,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.  Ayes  60, 
noes  18.  ^

The  said  amendment  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  SnEFFEyi  bj 
substituting  for  the  said  words  "  who  shall  be  present  together,"  »"^ 
as  amended,  was  agreed  to. 

The  122d  chapter,  4th  section,  provides  that  "no  will  shall  be  valid 
unless  it  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  testator,  or  by  some  other 
person  in  his  presence,  and  by  his  direction,  in  such  manner  as  to  make 
it  manifest  that  the  name  is  intended  as  a  signature ;  and  moreoveri 
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unless  it  be  wholly  written  by  the  testator,  the  signature  shall  be  made, 
or  the  will  acknowledged  by  him  in  the  presence  of  at  least  two  com- 
petent witnesses, /7r6sen^  at  the  sanie  time;  and  such  witnesses  shall 
subscribe  the  will  in  the  presence  of  the  testator,  but  no  form  of  attes- 
tation shall  be  necessary." 

The  committee  of  the  whole  house  proposed  to  amend  the  said  sec- 
tion by  striking  out  the  words  <<  present  at  the  same  time." 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing  thereto,  was  determined 
in  the  negative. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  house  proposed  to  amend  the  114th 
chapter,  by  inserting  after  the  3d  section  the  following  new  section : 

"All  persons  non-resident  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  and  owners  of 
lands  lying  therein  west  of  the  Alleghany  mountains,  shall,  within  five 
years  after  this  act  takes  eflect.  cause  their  lands  to  be  surveyed,  and 
shall  return  to  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  wherein  such  lands,  or 
the  greater  portion  thereof,  shall  lie,  the  plat  and  certificate  of  the  sui^ 
veyor,  together  with  a  statement  deducing  their  title  from  the  common- 
wealth, and  shewing  their  chain  of  title  from  the  original  patentee,  to 
the  date  of  said  survey.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  of  the  se- 
veral county  courts  to  provide  a  book,  marked  *  non-resident  records,' 
in  which  he  shall  record  all  plats  and  certificates  of  survey,  and  state- 
ments of  title  required  by  this  section.  Any  person  failing  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  forfeit  his  entire  estate  in  the 
lands  so  owned  by  him,  to  the  board  of  the  Literary  fund,  and  the 
same  shall  be  liable  to  entry,  survey  and  grant,  in  the  same  manner  as 
waste  and  unappropriated  lands. 

"Notice  of  this  act  shall  be  given  by  the  auditor  of  public  accounts 
in  some  one  of  the  leading  newspapers  printed  at  the  seat  of  the  fede- 
ral government,  and  the  capitals  of  each  of  the  states  of  this  Union ; 
the  expense  of  such  advertising  to  be  paid  from  the  public  treasury." 

The  same  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ferguson,  by  substitu- 
ting therefor  the  following : 

**  All  i^rsons  non-resident  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  owning  or  hav- 
ing an  interest  in  lands  lying  therein,  west  of  the  Alleghany  moun- 
tains, in  surveys  purporting  to  be  for  ten  thousand  acres  or  upwards, 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall,  within  five  years  from  the 
time  the  same  takes  efiect,  cause  such  lands  to  be  surveyed,  and  return 
to  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  wherein  such  lands,  or  the  greater 
portion  thereof,  shall  lie,  the  plat  and  certificate  of  the  person  making 
the  survey,  shewing  distinctly  the  metes  and  bounds  thereof,  together 
with  a  statement  shewing  how  and  under  whom  they  claim  such  lands, 
their  chain  of  title  from  the  person  under  whom  they  claim,  to  the 
date  of  each  survey,  and  a  reference  to  the  court  in  which  the  deed  or 
deeds  under  which  they  claim  are  recorded,  or  where  any  such  deeds 
have  not  been  recorded,  shewing  that  fact.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  of  every  county  court,  when  any  such  returns  shall  be  made  to 
his  office,  to  provide  a  book,  marked  *  non-resident  records,'  in  which 
he  shall  record  all  plats  and  certificates  of  survey,  and  statements  re- 
quired by  this  section.  Upon  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  all  lands  so  owned  by  such  persons  shall  be  forfeited  to 
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the  board  of  the  Literary  fund ;  and  the  same  shall  be  liable  to  entry, 
survey  and  grant,  in  the  same  manner  as  waste  and  unappropriated 
lands.  But  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the  rights  (tf 
bona  fide  occupants  of  any  portion  of  such  lands.  Notice  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  given  by  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  by  pablicatioo 
weekly  in  two  of  the  leading  newspapers  published  at  tfaHS  seat  of  the 
federal  government,  for  six  months,  the  expense  of  which  shall  be  paid 
from  the  public  treasury." 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing  to  the  said  ameodineDtafl 
amended,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.     Ayes  59,  noes  28.

A  bill  concerning  the  Civil  Code  of  Virginia,  part  III,  with  the 
amendments  thereto  proposed  by  the  committee  of  the  whole  house, 
was  taken  up. 

The  eighteenth,  nineteenth,  twentieth,  twenty-first,  twenty-second 
and  twenty-third  amendments  were  severally  agreed  to. 

The  124th  chapter,  section  the  2d,  contained  the  following  clause: 
**  but  if  in  any  suit  for  a  partition,  in  a  county  or  corporation  court,asale 
of  the  real  estate,  or  part  thereof,  be  proper,  the  case,  before  any  decree 
for  sale  therein,  shall,  by  the  order  of  said  court,  be  removed  to  the  cir- 
cuit court  of  the  county  or  corporation  having  jurisdiction  of  chancery 
cases." 

The  committee  of  the  whole  house  proposed  to  amend  ibe  sm 
clause,  by  inserting  after  the  word  ^^proper^^^  the  words  "and  the  divi- 
dend of  each  party,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  exceed  the  ralucw 
three  hundred  dollars." 

The  same  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Moncdre  of  Stafford,  b/ 
striking  out  the  word  "each,"  and  inserting  the  word  "any,"  and  as 
amended,  was  agreed  to. 

The  twenty-fifth  amendment  was  also  agreed  to. 
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The  130th  chapter,  section  32d,  provides  that  <' every  such  personal 
representative  of  any  person  who  may  hereafter  die,  shall  apply  the 
personal  estate,  after  the  payment  of  funeral  expenses  and  expenses  of 
administration,  to  the  payment  of  the  decedent's  debts,  and  lawful  de- 
mands against  his  estate,  in  the  following  order: 

<<  First.  Debts  due  to  the  United  States. 

''  Secondly.  Taxes  and  levies  assessed  upon  the  decedent  previous 
to  his  death. 

'*  Thirdly.  Judgments  and  decrees  rendered,  and  recognizances,"  &c. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  house,  in  their  twenty-sixth  amend- 
ment, proposed  to  insert  after  the  word  '<  death,"  the  following  clause  : 

**  Thirdly.  Debts  due  as  personal  representative,  guardian  or  com- 
mittee, where  the  qualification  was  in  this  state ;  in  which  debts  shall 
be  included  a  debt  for  money  received  by  a  husband  acting  as  such 
fiduciary  in  right  of  his  wife." 

The  amendment  having  been  for  some  time  under  discussion,  Mr. 
DoRMAN  demanded  that  the  main  question  be  now  put,  and  it  was  de- 
termined in  the  negative.

The  146lh  chapter,  13th  section,  provides  that  "if  any  person  shall 
transact  business  as  a  trader,  with  the  addition  of  the  words  'factor,' 
< agent,'  <and  company,'  or  'and  Co.,'  and  fail  to  disclose  the  name  of 
his  principal  or  partner,  by  a  sign  in  letters  easy  to  be  read,"  &c. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  house,  in  their  forty-fourth  amendment, 
proposed  to  insert  after  the  word  "fail,"  the  words  "for  thirty  days:" 
and  the  question  being  put  upon  agreeing  thereto,  was  determined  in 
the  negative. 

The  forty-fifth,  forty-sixth  and  forty-seventh  amendments  were  se- 
verally agreed  to. 

The  148th  chapter,  6th  section,  provides  that  "all  words  which, 
from  their  usual  construction  and  common  acceptation,  are  construed 
as  insults,  and  tend  to  violence  and  breach  of  the  peace,  shall  be  ac- 
tionable. iVb  plea^  exception  or  demurrer  shall  preclude  a  jury  from 
passing  thereon,^^ 

The  committee  of  the  whole  house  proposed,  in  their  forty-eighth 
amendment,  to  strike  out  the  words  in  italics^  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words :  "  But  the  defendant  may  rely  upon  any  defence  which  he 
may  now  make  in  actions  of  slander  at  common  law." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Price,  before  striking  out  the  words  pro- 
posed to  be  stricken  ont  by  the  committee,  to  amend  the  section  by 
striking  out  the  words  ^^plea,  exception  or,^^  and  it  was  agreed  to  by 
the  house. 

The  question  was  then  put  upon  agreeing  to  the  amendment  of  the 
committee,' and  it  was  disagreed  to. 

The  forty-ninth  and  fiftieth  amendments  of  the  committee  were 
then  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stovall,  the  said  bill  was  farther  amended  by 
striking  out  the  10th  section  of  the  160th  chapter,  which  is  the  fol- 
lowing : 
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^^What  constable  may  serve  a  warrant  or  execution, 

<<Sec.  10.  No  constable  shall,  in  any  civil  case,  serve  a  warraDto! 
execution  out  of  his  district,  except,  that  on  the  death,  resignation, re- 
moval or  refusal  to  act  of  the  constable  assigned  to  a  particular  district 
the  duties  of  constable  within  that  district  may  be  performed  by  uy 
other  constable,  until  there  is  a  constable  assigned  to,  and  willing  to 
act  for,  such  district.  Any  constable  violating  this  section  shall  forfeit 
five  dollars." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Strother,  the  bill  was  further  anaended  by  add- 
ing to  the  108th  chapter  the  following  new  section : 

'<  If  any  female  of  the  age  of  twelve,  and  under  fourteen  years,  shall 
marry  without  the  consent  of  her  father  or  guardian,  or  if  she  hare 
none,  of  her  mother,  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  she  re- 
sided at  the  time  of  such  marriage,  shall,  upon  the  petition  of  her  next 
friend,  commit  her  estate  to  a  receiver,  who  shall  give  bond  before  the 
court,  and  shall  hold  the  said  estate,  and  pay  out  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  to  her  separate  use,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  during 
such  coverture ;  and  after  the  determination  thereof,  all  such  estate 
shall  be  delivered  into  the  possession  of  the  female  and  her  heirs,  other 
than  her  husband." 

The  150th  chapter,  section  1st,  provides  that  <<  any  claim  to  property, 
or  to  any  debt,  forfeiture,  fine,  penalty  or  other  money,  which  would  be 
recoverable  by  action  at  law,  or  suit  in  equity,  if  of  greater  value  or 
amount  than  /t£7enty  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest,  shall,  if  not  of  greater 
value  or  amount  than  twenty  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest,  be  cogoiza- 
bie  by  a  justice,"  &^. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Stovall,  to  amend  the  said  section  by 
striking  out  the  word  *'  twenty,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "  fifty,"  and  it  was  determined  in  the  negative.  Ayes  46, 
noes  51.

the  principal,  and  the  interest  so  allowed,  unless  the  amount  or  rate  of 
interest  be  truly  stated  in  writing  in  the  contract  or  assurance^  and  be 
not  more  than  the  rale  of  eight  dollars  upon  one  hundred  dollars  for 
a  year;  in  which  case  the  interest  so  stated  shall  be  legaU' 

The  motion  submitted  on  yesterday  by  Mr.  Conwat,  which  was  un- 
der consideration  when  the  house  adjourned,  proposed  to  amend  the 
said  section  by  striking  out  the  words  in  italics;  and  the  question  be- 
ing put  thereupon,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative  unanimously.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Scott,  the  same  was  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "  by,"  the  words  "  such  representative  or." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas,  the  same  chapter,  and  irth  section,  was 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following : 

'<  In  taking  the  said  account  the  commissioner  may  subject  any  party 
interested  to  interrogatories  on  oath,  and  require  the  production  of  all 
books  and  papers  in  their  possession  which  may  be  necessary  for  the 
proper  settlement  of  the  account." 

The  said  bill  was  further  amended  on  motion  of  Messrs.  Sheffct, 
Scott  and  Faulkner,  in  the  7th  section  of  the  132d  chapter. 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Kilbt,  to  amend  the  said  chapter 
by  striking  out  the  said  7th  section  as  amended,  and  the  8tb,  9th  and 
10th  sections.

<'  Sec.  7.  A  statement  of  all  the  money  which  any  fiduciary  men- 
tioned in  the  first  section  shall  have  received  or  become  chargeable 
with,  or  have  disbursed  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  order 
conferring  his  authority,  or  within  any  succeeding  year,  together  vritb 
the  vouchers  for  such  disbursement's,  shall,  within  six  months  after  the 
end  of  every  such  year,  be  exhibited  by  him  before  a  commissioner  of 
the  circuit  court  for  the  county  or  corporation  wherein  the  order  was 
made.  And  a  statement  of  all  the  money  which  any  trustee  acting 
under  a  trust  created  hereafter,  shall  have  received,  or  become  charge- 
able with,  or  have  disbursed  within  a  year  from  the  date  of  such  trost, 
or  within  any  succeeding  year,  together  with  the  vouchers  for  such  dis- 
bursements, shall  be  laid  by  him  before  a  commissioner  of  the  circuit 
court  of  the  county  or  corporation  wherein  the  instrument  creating  th^ 
trust  was  first  recorded. 

"  When  commissions  are  forfeited  by  fiduciaries  in  default. 

<<  Sec.  8.  Any  fiduciary  who  shall  wholly  fail  to  lay  before  such 
commissioner  a  statement  of  receipts  for  any  year,  within  six  montbt

after  its  expiration,  shall  bmv«  no  compensation  whatever  for  his  ser- 
vices during  the  said  year ;  and  though  a  statement  be  laid  before  the 
eommissioner,  yet  if  such  fiduciary  be  found  chargeable  for  that  year 
with  any  money  not  embraced  in  the  said  statement,  and  of  which  no 
information  is  given  by  the  fiduciary  to  the  commissioner,  until  the 
comobissioner  acquires  knowledge  of  it  otherwise,  there  shall  be  no  al- 
lowance of  commission  on  such  money.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  a  case  in  which,  within  six  months  after  the  end  of  any  year,  such 
fiduciary  shall  have  given  to  the  parties  entitled  to  the  money  received 
in  such  year,  a  statement  of  the  said  money,  and  actually  settled  there- 
for with  them ;  nor  to  a  case  in  which,  within  the  said  six  months  after 
the  end  of  any  year,  a  fiduciary  shall  have  laid  a  statement  of  his  re- 
ceipts within  such  year,  before  a  commissioner  in  chancery  who  may, 
in  a  pending  suit,  have  been  ordered  to  settle  his  account. 

**  Means  of  compelling  fiduciaries  to  settle  accounts  before  commis- 
sioners. 

<*  Sec.  9.  When  any  fiduciary  shall  have  so  failed  to  lay  before  such 
commissioner  a  statement  of  his  receipts  for  any  year,  a  commissioner 
before  whom  the  said  statement  might  have  been  laid,  shall,  upon  re- 
quest made  to  him  within  ten  years  from  the  commencement  of  such 
year,  by  any  person  who  is  interested  as  creditor,  legatee,  distributee  or 
otherwise,  or  who  appears  as  next  friend  of  an  infant  so  interested,  is- 
sue a  summons  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  other  ofScer  of  any  county  or 
corporation,  requiring  him  to  summons  such  fiduciary  to  lay  before  the 
commissioner  a  statement  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  accompa- 
nied by  his  vouchers,  for  such  year,  and  for  the  time  which  may  have 
since  elapsed.  If  the  same  be  not  within  one  month  after  the  service 
of  such  summons,  laid  before  the  commissioner  who  issued  it,  he  shall, 
on  being  requested  so  to  do,  report  the  fact  to  the  circuit  court  which 
appointed  him ;  and  said  court  shall  take  such  measures  to  compel  the 
performance  by  the  fiduciary  of  his  duty,  as  could  be  taken  if  an  ex- 
press order  of  the  court  had  been  disobeyed. 

'^  Commissioners  to  report  upon  bond  and  sureties  of  fiduciaries. 

<<  Sec.  10.  When  any  fiduciary  mentioned  in  the  first  section,  except 
a  sheriff  or  other  officer,  shall  have  laid  such  statement  before  a  com- 
missioner, he  shall  examine  whether  said  fiduciary  has  given  such  bond 
as  the  law  requires^  and  whether  it  is  in  a  penalty,  and  with  sureties 
sufficient.  Any  commissioner  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  county  or 
corporation  wherein  the  order  was  made,  conferring  on  said  fiduciary 
his  authority,  shall,  at  any  time  before  such  statement  is  laid  before  a 
commissioner,  upon  the  application  of  any  person  who  is  interested,  or 
appears  as  next  frend  of  an  infant  interested,  after  reasonable  notice  to 
such  fiduciary,  examine  into  any  of  the  said  matters,  or  enquire  whe- 
ther security  ought  to  be  required  of  a  fiduciary  who  may  have  been 
allowed  to  qualify  without  giving  it,  or  whether,  by  reason  of  the  in- 
capacity, misconduct  or  removal  of  any  fiduciary,  or  for  any  other  cause, 
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it  is  improper  to  permit  the  estate  of  the  decedent,  ward  or  other  per- 
son, to  remain  under  his  control.  The  result  of  every  such  examinar 
tion  and  enquiry  shall  be  reported  by  the  commissioner  to  the  circait 
court  by^  which  he  is  appointed."

The  7th  section  of  the  same  chapter  contained  a  clause  that  "  From 
any  such  judgment"  (of  a  justice),  "the  justice  rendering  it  may, 
within  five  days,  on  such  security  being  given  as  he  approves,  for  the 
payment  of  the  same,  and  all  costs  and  damages,  (if  it  be  affirmed,) 
allow  an  appeal,"  &c. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ferguson,  the  same  was  amended  by  striking oot 
the  word  "  five,"  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Price,  the  word  "  ten"  was 
inserted  in  lieu  thereof.

The  3d  section  of  the  1 10th  chapter,  provides  that  "  where  land  *« 

bona  fide  sold  in  the  lifetime  of  the  husband,  to  satisfy  a  lien  or  \Sr 

eumbrance  thereon,  created  by  deed  in  which  the  wife  has  united,^ 
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created  before  the  marriage,  or  otherwise  paramount  to  the  wife,  she 
shall  have  no  right  to  be  endowed  in  the  said  land,  or  any  of  its  pro- 
ceeds, notwithstanding  a  surplus  of  such  proceeds  may  remain  after 
satisfying  the  said  lien  or  incumbrance,^^ 

The  said  section  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Moncure  of  Staf- 
ford, by  striking  out  the  words  in  italics,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof, 
'<  But  if  a  surplus  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  remain  after  satisfying  the 
said  lien  or  incumbrance,  she  shall  be  entitled  to  dower  in  said  surplus, 
and  a  court  of  equity  having  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  may  make  such 
order  as  may  seem  to  it  proper  to  secure  her  right." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Eilbt,  to  amend  the  132d  chapter,  by 
inserting  in  lieu  of  the  7th,  8th,  9th  and  10th  sections  stricken  out  on 
yesterday,  the  following : 

«  Every  fiduciary  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  chapter,  and 
every  trustee,  other  than  a  trustee  in  a  deed  made  to  secure  creditors, 
shall,  within  two  years  from  the  time  of  his  qualification  or  appoint- 
ment, and  so  in  like  manner  for  each  and  every  year  thereafter,  apply 
to  the  court  from  which  his  powers  emanated,  to  refer  his  transactions 
to  some  commissioner  of  said  court,  to  state,  settle  and  adjust  his  ac- 
counts on  the  estate  committed  to  his  charge,  so  far  as  he  may  have 
progressed  in  managing  the  same;  and  every  such  fiduciary  shall, 
within  six  months  after  such  order  shall  have  been  made,  cause  his 
accounts  to  be  settled  before  such  commissioner. 

^*'When  commissions  are  forfeited. 

*'  Any  such  fiduciary  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  shall  forfeit  all  right  to  any  commissions  or  compensation 
whatever  for  services  rendered  during  the  periods  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  section.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  case  in  which, 
within  the  periods  above  named  for  settlement,  the  accounts  of  such 
fiduciary  shall  have  been  actually  settled  with  the  parties  entitled  to 
the  estate,  or  shall  have  been  referred  to  a  commissioner  in  chancery, 
who  may,  in  a  pending  suit,  have  been  ordered  to  settle  his  accounts."

the  husband* 8  life  interest  in  the  same;  and  no  transfer  of  the  title 
to  the  said  slaves  during  coverture  shall  be  made,  otherwise  than  in 
the  mode  prescribed  for  the  conveyance  of  real  estate  by  feme  coverts. 
If  the  wife  die  without  issue,  the  said  slaves  shall,  if  the  husband  sur- 
vives, be  absolutely  his. 

"  The  personal  property  acquired  by  the  husband  by  marriage,  shall 
not,  during  the  coverture,  be  liable  to  be  taken  in  execution  for  any 
debt  contracted  by  him  prior  to  the  marriage,  nor  after  the  coverture 
shall  cease,  unless  the  husband  shall  survive  the  wife,  she  leaving  no 
issue. 

<'  A  husband  shall  not  be  liable  to  pay  any  debt  contracted  by  his 
wife  prior  to  marriage,  except  to  the  extent  that  he  shall  have  acquired 
property  of  hers  by  the  marriage ;  nor  shall  such  liability  be  released 
by  his  or  her  death  before  the  recovery  of  the  debts  due  by  her." 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Price  proposed  to  strike  from  the  first  section 
of  said  amendment  the  words  "  subject  to  the  husband's  life  interest 
in  the  samef^  and  the  question  being  put  thereupon,  was  determined 
in  the  affirmative.

The  138th  chapter  was  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Smith,  by 
adding  thereto  several  sections  upon  the  subject  of  rents. 

The  140th  chapter  was  also  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Smith,  by 
adding  thereto  two  sections. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Lane  of  Lee,  to  amend  the  114th 
chapter,  by  inserting  after  the  4th  section  the  following : 

'<  All  lands  in  this  state  lying  west  of  the  Alleghany  mountains,  re- 
turned delinquent  for  the  nonpayment  of  taxes  since  the  1st  day  of 
April  1831,  and  before  the  1st  day  of  the  same  month  in  the  year 
1845,  shall,  if  not  sold  heretofore,  or  redeemed  in  the  manner  now 
prescribed  by  law  by  the  1st  day  of  April  1861,  be  forever  forfeited  to 
the  commonwealth,*  and  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  which  the 
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commonwealth  now  has  or  may  hereafter  acquire  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act  or  any  preexisting  law,  shall  be  transferred  to  and  vested  in 
any  person,  (other  than  him  in  whose  name  it  was  forfeited,)  claiming 
under  a  grant  from  the  commonwealth,  issued  heretofore  or  hereafter 
to  be  issued.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed,  as  to 
impair  the  rights  of  those  who  have  purchased  such  lands  at  sheriffs' 
sales,  and  shall  procure  deeds  thereto  within  the  time  now  allowed  by 
law."

"  If  an  excess  beyond  the  lawful  interest  be  paid  in  any  case,  the 
person  paying  the  same,  may,  in  a  suit  brought  within  one  year  there- 
after, recover  it  from  the  person  with  whom  the  contract  was  made,  or 
to  whom  the  assurance  was  given :  and  it  may  be  so  recovered  from 
such  person  notwithstanding  the  payment  of  the  excess  be  made  to 
his  endorsee  or  assignee.

of  the  United  States,  counsellors  and  attorneys  at  law,  ministers  of 
the  gospel,  officer^  of  colleges,  and  preceptors  and  teachers  of  acade- 
mies and  schools,  practising  physicians,  cashiers  and  officers  of  incor- 
porated banks,  and  ferrymen,  and  all  persons  who  are  more  than  sixty 
years  old. 

"3.  All  members  of  the  fire  departments  in  the  City  of  Richmond, 
Petersburg.  Lynchburg  and  Norfolk,  and  the  City  of  Wheeling,  shall 
be  exempted  from  serving  as  jurors  in  civil  cases. 

"  4.  The  county  court  of  each  county,  and  the  hustings  court  of 
each  corporation,  shall,  as  soon  after  this  act  goes  into  effect  as  may 
be,  and  thereafter  once  at  least  in  every  two  years,  prepare  a  list  of 
such  inhabitants  of  the  county  or  corporation,  not  exempted  as  afore- 
said, as  they  shall  think  well  qualified  to  serve  as  jurors,  being  persons 
of  good  moral  character,  of  sound  judgment,  and  free  from  legal  ex- 
ception, which  list  shall  include  not  less  than  one  hundred  persons. 

"5.  The  list,  when  so  prepared,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk  of 
the  court,  to  be  by  him  safely  kept  in  his  office;  and  the  court  may 
alter  it  by  adding  thereto  the  names  of  any  persons  liable  to  serve,  or 
by  striking  any  names  therefrom. 
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"  6.  The  court  shall  cause  all  the  names  borne  on  the  said  list  to  be 
written  each  on  a  separate  paper  or  ballot,  and  shall  roll  up  or  fold  the 
ballots,  so  as  to  resemble  each  other  as  near  as  may  be,  and  so  that  the 
name  written  thereon  shall  not  be  visible  on  the  outside,  and  shall 
place  the  ballots  in  a  box  to  be  kept  by  the  clerk  for  that  purpose. 

"  7.  If  any  person  whose  name  is  so  placed  in  the  jury  box,  shall  be 
convicted  of  any  scandalous  offence,  or  be  guilty  of  any  gross  immo- 
rality, his  nai!ne  shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  box  by  the  court,  and  he 
shall  not  be  returned  to  serve  as  a  juror. 

"  8.  All  jurors  required  to  serve  on  juries  for  the  trial  of  cases  in 
any  circuit  court,  except  cases  of  felony,  shall  be  selected  by  drawing 
ballots  from  the  said  box,  and  the  persons  whose  names  are  borne  on 
the  ballots  so  drawn,  shall  be  returned  to  serve  as  jurors. 

'<  9.  When  any  jurors  are  to  be  so  drawn,  the  ballots  in  the  jury 
box  shall  be  shaken  and  mixed  together,  and  the  presiding  justice  of 
the  court  shall  openly  draw  therefrom  as  many  ballots,  without  seeing 
the  names  written  thereon,  as  shall  be  equal  to  the  number  of  jurors 
required ;  and  if  any  person  so  drawn  is  exempted  by  law,  or  is  unable, 
by  reason  of  sickness,  absence  from  home  or  other  cause,  to  attend  as 
a  juror,  or  if  he  shall  have  served  as  a  juror  in  the  circuit  court,  within 
one  year  then  next  preceding,  or  if  he  shall  be  excused  by  the  court, 
his  name  shall  be  returned  into  the  box,  and  another  shall  be  drawn 
in  his  stead. 

"  10.  When  any  person  is  drawn  and  returned  to  serve  as  a  juror  as 
aforesaid,  the  court  shall  endorse  on  the  ballot  the  date  of  the  draft, 
and  shall  then  return  it  into  the  box  ;  and  whenever  there  is  a  revision 
and  renewal  of  the  ballots  in  the  box,  the  court  shall  transfer  to  the 
new  ballots  the  date  of  all  drafts  made  within  two  years  then  next  pre- 
ceding. 

"  1 1.  No  person  shall  be  liable  to  serve  as  a  juror  in  any  circuit  coort 
oftener  than  once  a  year,  but  he  shall  not  be  exempted  by  reason  of 
having  been  drawn,  unless  he  shall  actually  attend  and  serve  as  a  juror 
in  pursuance  of  the  draft. 

*'  12.  The  clerks  of  the  several  circuit  courts  shall,  in  due  season, 
before  any  term  of  their  respective  courts,  at  which  a  jury  may  be 
wanted,  and  before  the  session  of  the  county  or  corporation  courts  of 
their  respective  counties  or  corporations,  to  be  holden  next  preceding 
the  said  terms  of  their  respective  courts,  or  at  such  other  times  as  the 
respective  courts  may  order,  issue  writs  of  venire  facias  for  twenty- 
one  jurors,  and  shall  therein  require  the  attendance  of  the  jurors  on 
the  first  day  of  the  court,  or  on  such  other  day  thereof  as  the  court 
shall  order. 

•*  13.  The  writs  of  venire  facias  shall  be  delivered  to  the  sheriffs  or 
other  proper  officers  of  the  several  counties  or  corporations,  and  shall 
be  served  on  the  county  or  corporation  courts  of  their  respective  coun- 
ties or  corporations. 

**  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty' of  any  county  or  corporation  court,  on 
which  such  writ  shall  be  served,  forthwith  to  cause  the  proper  number 
of  jurors  to  be  drawn  from  the  box,  and  a  list  thereof  to  be  delivered 
to  the  officer  serving  the  writ,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer,. 
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at  least  five  days  before  the  time  when  the  jurors  are  required  to  at- 
tend, to  summon  each  person  who  is  drawn,  to  attend  the  sitting  of 
the  court,  at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  the  writ,  and  make  due 
return  thereof  to  the  clerk  at  or  before  the  opening  of  the  court  from 
which  it  issued. 

^'  15.  If  in  any  case  there  be  no  session  of  any  county  or  corpora- 
tion court  holden  between  the  emanation  of  the  writ,  and  five  days 
before  the  return  thereof,  or  if  for  any  cause  a  list  of  jurors  shall  not 
be  delivered  as  aforesaid  to  the  officer  serving  the  writ,  the  same  shall 
be  served  on  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county  or  corpora- 
tion, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  justices  forthwith  to  atteiid  at 
the  clerk's  office  of  their  county  or  corporation  court,  and  in  the  pre- 
sence of  each  other,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  clerk  of  such  court,  to 
cause  to  be  drawn  from  the  box  the  proper  number  of  jurors^  and  a  list 
thereof  to  be  delivered  to  the  officer  serving  the  writ,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  summon  each  person  who  is  drawn,  and  make  return  of  the 
writ  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section. 

<*  16.  Nothing  contained  in  the  preceding  section  shall  prevent  any 
circuit  court  from  issuing  writs  of  venire  facias  in  term  time,  for  ad- 
ditional  jurors,  or  requiring  other  jurors  to  be  summoned,  whenever  it 
shall  be  found  necessary  for  the  convenient  dispatch  of  business ;  in 
which  case  the  writ  shall  be  served  and  returned,  and  the  jurors  shall 
be  required  to  attend  on  such  days  as  the  court  shall  direct. 

<'  17.  On  the  day  when  the  jurors  are  summoned  to  attend  at  any 
court,  the  clerk  shall  write  the  name  of  each  one,  who  shall  be  in  at- 
tendance, and  not  excused,  on  a  separate  paper  or  ballot,  and  place  the 
same  in  a  box  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
the  sixth  section  of  this  chapter. 

<'  18.  If  any  person  duly  summoned  to  attend  as  a  juror  in  any 
court,  shall  neglect  to  attend,  without  any  sufficient  excuse,  he  shall 
pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  which  shall  be  imposed  by 
the  court. 

''  19.  If  in  the  opinion  of  any  court,  a  lesser  number  of  jurors  than 
twenty-one  will  suffice  for  the  convenient  dispatch  of  the  business 
thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  court  to  enter  such  opinion  of  re- 
cord, expressing  therein  the  number  of  jurors  proper  to  be  summoned, 
and  thereafter,  until  otherwise  directed,  the  venire  facias  shall  not  re- 
quire a  greater  number  to  be  summoned  to  attend  such  court. 

"20.  Any  circuit  court,  when  not  incompatible  with  the  proper  dis- 
patch of  its  business,  shall  have  power  to  discharge  all  persons  sum- 
moned as  jurors  therein,  or  to  dispense  with  their  attendance  on  any 
day  of  its  sitting. 

"21.  Juries  in  civil  cases  in  circuit  courts  shall  consist  of  seven  per- 
sons, to  be  selected  by  lot  from  the  jury  box ;  but  if  either  party  require 
it,  the  jury  shall  consist  of  twelve  persons,  to  be  so  selected,  except  in 
cases  where  two  juries  have  been  discharged  on  account  of  their  failure 
to  agree  in  a  verdict. 

"  22.  When  by  reason  of  challenge  or  otherwise,  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  jurors  duly  drawn  and  summoned,  cannot  be  obtained  for  the 
trial  of  any  cause,  the  court  shall  cause  jurors  to  be  returned  from  the 
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bystanders,  or  from  the  county  or  corporation  at  large,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose may  direct  the  venire  facias  to  any  fit  person,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  execute  and  return  the  same  according  to  the  exigency  thereof. 

'^  23.  The  persons  so  returned  shall  be  such  as  are  qualified  and  lia- 
ble to  be  drawn  as  jurors  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  law. 

"24.  The  court  shall,  on  motion  of  either  party  in  any  suit,  exa- 
mine on  oath  any  person  who  is  called  as  a  juror  therein,  to  know 
whether  he  is  related  to  either  party,  or  has  any  interest  in  the  cause, 
or  has  expressed  or  formed  any  opinion,  or  is  sensible  of  any  bias  or 
prejudice  therein,  and  the  party  objecting  to  the  juror  may  introduce 
any  other  competent  evidence  in  support  of  the  objection,  and  if  it 
shall  appear  to  the  court,  that  the  juror  does  not  stand  indifierent  in 
the  cause,  another  shall  be  drawn  or  called  and  placed  in  his  stead,  for 
the  trial  of  that  cause. 

"26.  If  a  party  know  any  objection  to  a  juror,  in  season  to  propose 
it  before  the  trial,  and  omits  to  do  so,  he  shall  not  afterwards  be  al- 
lowed to  make  the  same  objection,  unless  by  leave  of  the  court. 

"26.  No  irregularity  in  any  writ  of  venire  facias,  or  in  the  drawing, 
summoning,  returning  or  impanneling  of  jurors,  shall  be  sufficient  to 
set  aside  a  verdict,  unless  the  party  making  the  objection  was  injured 
by  the  irregularity,  or  unless  the  objection  was  made  before  the  swear- 
ing of  the  jury. 

"27.  If  either  party,  in  a  case  in  which  a  verdict  is  returned,  shall, 
during  the  same  term  of  the  court,  either  before  or  after  the  trial,  give 
to  any  of  the  jurors  who  shall  try  the  cause,  anything  by  way  of  treat 
or  gratuity,  the  court  may,  on  motion  of  the  adverse  party,  set  aside 
the  verdict,  and  award  a  new  trial  of  the  cause. 

"28.  When  by  a  neglect  of  any  of  the  duties  required  in  this  chap- 
ter to  be  performed  by  any  of  the  officers  or  persons  herein  mentioned, 
the  jurors  to  be  returned  shall  not  be  duly  drawn  and  summoned  to  at- 
tend the  court,  any  person  guilty  of  such  neglect,  shall  pay  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  to  be  imposed  by  the  court. 

"29.  Any  circuit  court  may  allow  a  special  jury  in  any  case,  to  be 
formed  in  the  following  manner,  viz :  a  panel  shall  be  made  of  twenty 
qualified  jurors,  free  from  just  cause  of  exception,  from  which  fifteen 
shall  be  chosen  by  lot ;  the  parties  thereupon,  beginning  with  the 
plaintiff's  or  the  commonwealth's  attorney,  where  the  commonwealth 
is  a  party,  shall  alternately  strike  off  one  until  the  number  be  reduced 
to  seven,  which  number  shall  compose  the  jury  for  the  trial  of  the  case. 

"30.  Nothing  contained  in  the  preceding  sections,  shall  apply  to  the 
impanneling  of  jurors  in  cases  of  felonies,  but  the  jurors  shall  be 
called,  chosen,  sworn  and  impanneled  for  the  trial  of  every  case  of  fe- 
lony, according  to  the  chapter  concerning  juries  in  such  cases. 

"31.  Every  juror  summoned  to  attend  any  circuit  court,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  diem  for  every 
day  he  shall  actually  attend  in  obedience  to  such  summons,  to  be  al- 
lowed by  the  court,  and  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury.  But  no  juror 
who  shall  depart,  without  leave  of  the  court,  or  being  summoned  as  a 
witness,  shall  charge  for  his  attendance  as  such,  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive any  compensation  for  his  services  as  a  juryman. 
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<'  32.  If  any  person  shall  be  guilty  of  any  frand,  either  by  practisiog 
on  the  jury  box,  previously  to  a  draft,  or  in  drawing  a  juror,  or  in  re- 
turning into  the  box  the  name  of  any  juror  which  has  been  lawfully 
drawn  out,  and  drawing  and  substituting  another  in  his  stead,  or  in 
other  way  in  the  drawing  of  jurors,  he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars.'^ 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Perrow  to  amend  the  said  amendmeot 
by  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  chapter: 

"  Who  may  serve  on  juries. 

^<  Sec.  1.  Any  male  citizen  of  the  state,  who  is  of  sound  mind,  aged 
twenty-  one  years,  who  has  not  been  convicted  of  crime,  and  is  not  re- 
lated to  either  of  the  parties  to  the  issue  to  be  tried,  and  who  has  made 
up  no  opinion  in  relation  to  the  facts  in  issue,  shall  be  a  competent 
juror  in  all  civil  actions,  and  to  try  presentments,  indictments  and  in- 
formations, (where  the  penalty  is  not  death  or  confinement  in  the  pe- 
nitentiary,) and  to  try  all  offences  committed  by  free  negroes. 

"  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  compelled  to  serve  on  a  jury  or  venire. 
who  is  named  in  the  second  and  third  sections  of  chapter  twenty-two. 
Nor  shall  the  governor  of  the  stale,  citizens  over  sixty-five  years  of 
age,  practising  physicians  and  attorneys,  officers  of  fire  companies  and 
officers  of  any  court,  be  compelled  to  serve.  Nor  shall  any  person  be 
compelled  to  serve  as  a  petit  juror,  who  has  served  as  such  three  days 
in  the  last  twelve  noonths. 

**  Officers  to  summon  and  provide  jurors, 

"  Sec.  3.  The  sheriff,  or  other  proper  officer  of  any  court,  where 
juries  are  required,  shall  summon  twenty-four  jurors  to  serve  on  petit 
juries,  tojthe  first  day  of  the  term  of  any  court  where  jury  causes  are 
to  be  tried,  and  shall  provide  competent  juries  for  each  day  of  such 
court,  during  its  session,  where  required,  or  until  juries  may  be  dis- 
pensed with. 

"  Sec.  4.  The  jurors  so  summoned,  shall  attend ;  and  for  failure  to 
do  so,  may  be  fined  by  the  court  ten  dollars  for  such  failure,  unless 
good  cause,  to  be  adjudged  of  by  the  court,  be  shewn  to  the  contraryj 
at  that  or  the  next  term. 

^^  Juries  may  be  purged, 

"  Sec.  5.  After  the  panel  of  the  jury  to  try  any  civil  cause,  or  pre- 
sentment, indictment  or  information,  (where  the  penalty  is  not  death 
or  confinement  in  the  penitentiary,)  shall  be  made  out,  it  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  inspection  of  the  attorneys  on  both  sides  of  the  issue, 
and  the  attorney  on  each  side  may  strike  from  the  panel  as  many  as 
three  of  the  names  thereon,  and  the  proper  number  shall  be  made  op 
from  the  bystanders  or  from  other  citizens,  qualified  as  in  the  first  sec- 
tion. The  court,  for  cause  shewn,  may  order  any  number  of  the  ju- 
rors to  be  stricken  from  the  panel,  and  others  supplied. 
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"  Officers  may  be  fined  for  not  providing  juries. 

'*  Sec.  6.  If  the  officer  fail  to  provide  a  sufficient  number  of  compe- 
tent jurors,  to  do  the  business  of  the  court  with  sufficient  dispatch,  or 
shall  summon  incompetent  jurors,  he  shall  be  fined  twenty  dollars  by 
the  court,  unless  he  shew  good  cause,  to  be  adjudged  of  by  the  court, 
why  such  fine  should  not  be  imposed. 

^^  Jurors  to  disclose  facts. 

"  Sec.  7.  A  juror  knowing  any  thing  relative  to  a  matter  of  fact  in 
issue,  shall  disclose  it  in  open  court. 

<*  Sec.  8.  Parties  to  suits  between  citizens,  or  in  prosecutions  where 
the  penalty  is  pecuniary  fine,  may  waive  the  trial  by  jury  and  submit 
the  law  and  the  fact  to  the  court,  whose  decision  shall  have  the  same 
force  as  if  a  jury  had  brought  in  a  verdict. 

"  Courts  shall,  in  certain  cases,  allow  compensation  to  jurors. 

<^Sec.  9.  When  jurors  are  necessarily  detained  on  the  business  of 
the  court  more  than  one  day,  the  court  sitting  shall  allow  to  each  ju- 
ror so  detained,  for  expenses,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  per  diem  during  such  detention,  to  be  certified  and  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  as  other  claims  and  allowances  are  certified  and  paid." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Tomlin  first  to  perfect  the  substitute  of 
Mr.  Scott,  by  striking  out  in  the  first  section  the  words  *<  qualified  to 
vote  in  the  choice  of  members  of  the  general  assembly,"  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  **  twenty-one  years  of  age ;"  and  it  was  agreed 
to  by  the  house. 

A  further  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Tomlin  to  amend  the  said  sub- 
stitute, by  striking  from  the  31st  section  the  words  "and  paid  out  of 
the  public  treasury,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "and  the 
amount  thus  necessary  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  county  or  town,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  levied  in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  or 
town  levies;"  and  the  question  being  put  thereupon,  was  determined 
in  the  affirmative.     Ayes  43,  noes  41.

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<M.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  a$$embly^  That  the  sheriff  of 
each  county,  where  a  circuit  court  is  appointed  to  be  holden,  shall,  be- 
fore every  meeting  of  such  court,  summon  twenty-four  of  the  most 
discreet  freeholders  of  the  county,  being  citizens  of  this  commoa- 
wealth,  and  not  constables,  nor  ordinary  keepers,  nor  surveyors  of 
highways,  nor  owners  or  occupiers  of  a  mill,  to  appear  at  the  succeed- 
ing circuit  court,  on  the  first  day  thereof;  and  the  said  twenty-four 
freeholders,  or  any  sixteen  of  them,  shall  be  a  grand  jury,  who  shall 
be  sworn  to  enquire  of  and  present  all  treasons,  murders,  felonies,  or 
other  misdemeanors  whatsoever,  which  shall  have  been  committed  or 
done  within  the  county  for  which  they  are  impanneled ;  and,  if  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  the  said  freeholders  should,  not  attend  on  the  first 
day  of  the  court,  the  sheriff  shall  summon  from  the  by-standing  free- 
holders, qualified  according  to  law,  a  sufiicient  number  to  form,  to- 
gether with  such  of  the  first  mentioned  freeholders  as  do  attend,  a 
grand  jury. 

'<  2.  The  sheriff  of  each  county,  and  the  sergeants  of  the  Cities  of 
Williamsburg,  Richmond,  and  borough  of  Norfolk,  and  other  corpora- 
tions within  this  commonwealth,  shall,  before  every  quarterly  session 
of  the  county  or  corporation  courts  respectively,  summon  twenty-four 
freeholders  of  his  county  or  corporation,  being  citizens  of  this  com- 
monwealth, and  not  being  ordinary  keepers,  constables,  surveyors  of 
highways,  or  owners  or  occupiers  of  a  mill,  out  of  which  number  shall 
be  impanneled  a  grand  jury  of  sixteen  at  least,  who  shall  be  sworn  to 
enquire  into  the  breach  of  the  penal  laws,  and  make  presentment  of 
the  offenders.

.  be  given  you  in  charge,  or  otherwise  come  to  your  knowledge^  touching 
the  present  service ;  you  shall  present  no  person  through  malice,  ha^ 
tred  or  ill  will;  nor  shall  you  leave  any  unpresented,  through  fear, 
favour  or  affection,  or  for  any  reward,  hope  or  promise  thereof:  but 
in  all  your  presentments  you  shall  present  the  truth,  the  whole  truth, 
and  nothing  but  the  truth,  according  to  the  best  of  your  skill  and  tin- 
derstanding.     So  help  you  God. 

'^  4.  The  following  oath  shall  be  administered  to  the  other  jurors: 

"  The  same  oath,  that  A  B,  your  foreman,  hath  now  taken  before 
you  on  his  part,  you  and  each  of  you  shall  well  and  truly  observe  and 
keep^  on  your  respective  parts.     So  help  you  God. 

*<  5.  Every  such  grand  jury  for  a  superior  court  of  law,  or  for  the 
inferior  court  of  a  county  or  corporation,  shall  and  may  present  all  of- 
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fences  made  penal  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  although  the 
recovery  of  the  fines  for  such  offences,  shall  be  otherwise  directed  by 
the  laws  inflicting  the  same ;  except  only,  that  no  presentment  shall 
be  made  in  a  superior  court  of  law,  of  any  offence,  where  the  penalty 
inflicted  by  law  is  less  than  five  dollars. 

*•  6.  Every  freeholder  summoned  to  appear  on  a  grand  jury  as  afore- 
said, and  failing  to  attend,  not  having  a  reasonable  excuse,  shall  be 
fined  by  the  courts  respectively,  not  exceeding  eight  dollars,  unless 
good  cause  be  shewn  to  the  contrary,  ^t  or  before  the  next  court,  to  be 
pSLid  to  the  commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  the  Literary  fund. 

''  7.  Grand  jurors  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest  in  all  cases,  except 
treason,  felony  and  breaches  of  the  peace,  during  their  attendance  at 
court,  coming  to  and  returning  from  thence,  allowing  one  day  for  every 
twenty  miles  from  their  places  of  abode;  and  all  such  arrests  shall 
b-e  void. 

'*  8.  No  grand  jury  shall  make  presentment  of  their  own  knowledge,

'<  10.  For  the  trial  of  all  cases  in  the  superior  courts,  and  in  the 
county  and  other  inferior  courts,  where  a  jury  may  be  necessary,  the 
sheriff  or  other  officer  attending  such  courts  respectively,  shall,  every 
day  the  court  sits,  summon  a  sufficient  number  of  by-standers,  or 
others,  qualified  as  hereinafter  is  directed,  to  attend  the  court  that  day, 
that  out  of  them  may  be  impanneled  sufficient  juries  for  the  trial  of 
causes  depending  in  such  courts;  and  if  any  person  so  summoned, 
shall  fail  to  attend  the  court  accordingly,  he  shall  be  fined  eight  dol- 
lars, to  be  paid  to  the  commonwealth  for  the  use  of  the  Literary  fund. 
**  11.  When  any  superior  court  of  law,  during  term  time,  shall

"  16.  No  sheriff  shall  converse  with  a  juror,  but  by  order  of  the 
court,  after  the  jury  have  retired  from  the  bar. 

<*  17.  If  any  sheriff  shall  fail  to  summon  a  grand  jury,  and  return  a 
panel  of  their  names  as  herein  directed,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  twenty 
dollars  to  the  commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  the  Literary  fund. 

^'  18.  If  any  juror,  upon  any  inquest  whatsoever,  shall  take  any  thing, 
by  himself  or  another,  to  give  his  verdict,  and  shall  be  thereof  con- 
victed, such  juror  shall  not  thereafter  be  put  on  any  jury,  and  shall 
pay  ten  times  as  much  as  he  shall  have  taken ;  whereof  one  half  shall 
go  to  him  who  will  sue  for  the  same,  and  the  other  half  to  the  com- 
monwealth, for  the  use  of  the  Literary  fund. 

"  19.  The  sheriff  of  the  county  of  James  City,  for  the  time  being, 
and  his  under  sheriffs  and  deputies,  and  every  of  them,  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to  summon  jurors  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  James  City  county,  in  all  and  every  part  of  the  City  of 
Williamsburg,  as  well  in  that  part  lying  in  the  county  of  York  as 
James  City,  to  serve  on  juries  on  the  days  appointed  for  holding  courts 
in  the  said  county  of  James  City. 

*<  20.  All  and  every  act  and  acts,  clauses  and  parts  of  acts,  contain- 
ing any  thing  within  the  purview  of  this  act,  shall  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed.  But  all  fines  or  penalties  incurred,  and  all  rights 
and  remedies  which  have  accrued  under  such  acts,  clauses  and  parts 
of  acts,  shall  remain  in  force,  and  be  recovered  as  if  this  act  had  ne- 
ver been  made."

"CHAPTER  CLXII. 

"  OF    JURIES    GENERALLY. 

^'^  1.  No  person  shall  be  qualified  to  serve  upon  a  petit  jury,  in 
any  proceeding,  civil  or  criminal,  unless  he  is  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  and  owns  property,  real  or  personal,  of  the  value  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars. 
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"  Who  exempt  from  serving  on  juries. 

<<  <^  2.  The  following  persons  shall  be  exempt  from  serving  on  a 
jury :  The  governor  of  the  state,  persons  over  sixty  years  of  age,  prac- 
tising attorneys  and  physicians,  officers  of  the  fire  department  of  a 
town,  officers  of  any  court,  and  all  those  mentioned  in  the  second  and 
third  sections  of  chapter  22,  as  exempt  from  militia  duty,  except  school 
commissioners,  trustees  of  free  schools,  officers  of  the  militia,  and  offi- 
cers and  members  of  volunteer  companies.  No  person  so  exempt  shall 
be  compelled  to  serve,  if  he  object  thereto. 

^^  Jurors  to  be  interrogated  as  to  their  qualifications, 

"^  3.  Every  court  shall  interrogate,  under  oath,  every  person  sum- 
moned before  it,  to  serve  on  a  jury  in  a  case  in  which  defence  is  made, 
and  shall  reject  him  from  the  panel  if  he  be  not  found  to  be  qualified 
as  aforesaid. 

*'  No  person  to  be  a  juror  at  any  term  at  which  he  has  a  matter 
of  fact  pending  for  trial  by  jury, 

"  ^  4.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  serve  as  a  juror,  except  in 
trials  for  felony,  at  any  term  of  a  court  during  which  he  has  any  mat- 
ter of  fact  to  be  tried  by  a  jury,  which  shall  have  been  or  is  expected 
to  be  tried  during  the  same  term. 

**  No  exception  to  a  juror  allowed  after  he  is  sworn. 

''  <^  5.  No  exception  shall  be  allowed  against  any  juror  after  he  is 
sworn  upon  the  jury,  on  account  of  any  legal  disability. 

^^When^  by  whom  and  how  petit  juries  are  summoned  and  im- 

panneled. 

"  ^  6.  The  sherifi"  or  other  officer  of  any  circuit  or  other  court  of  a 
county  or  corporation,  shall  (unless  or  except  so  far  as  the  court  shall 
otherwise  order)  every  day  of  each  term,  summon  twenty-four  persons 
qualified  and  not  exempt  as  jurors,  to  attend  the  court  that  day,  that 
out  of  them  may  be  impanneled  jurios  for  the  trial  of  all  causes  in 
such  court  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

"^  7.  When  any  court  thinks  it  necessary,  it  may  order  its  sheriff 
or  other  officer  to  summon  any  number  of  jurors  to  attend  forthwith, 
or  on  any  subsequent  day  of  the  term. 

"  ^  8.  If  any  sheriff  or  other  proper  officer  shall  fail  to  summon  ju- 
rors according  to  the  two  preceding  sections,  or  shall  knowingly  sum- 
mon persons  not  qualified  to  serve,  or  exempt  from  serving  as  jurors,  he 
shall  be  fined  by  the  court  twenty  dollars:  and  if  any  person  so  sum- 
moned fail  to  attend  accordingly,  without  sufficient  excuse,  he  shall  be 
fined  by  the  court  ten  dollars. 
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<'  §  9.  The  sherifT  of  the  county  of  James  City  nay  summoa  the 
inhabitants  of  said  county  in  any  part  of  the  City  of  Williamsburg,  to 
serve  on  juries  in  the  said  county. 

"§  10.  Any  court  may,  except  in  a  case  of  felony,  allow  a  special 
jury,  which  shall  be  formed  as  follows :  A  panel  shall  be  made  of 
twenty-four  qualified  jurors,  free  from  special  cause  of  challenge, from 
which  eighteen  shall  be  chosen  by  lot.  The  parties  or  their  counsel, 
thereupon,  beginning  with  the  plaintiff,  shall  alternately  strike  off  one 
from  the  eighteen  so  chosen,  until  the  number  is  reduced  to  tweire, 
who  shall  compose  the  jury  for  the  trial  of  the  case. 

"  The  trial  by  jury  may  be  waived^  or  the  number  reduced  by  Iht 

consent  of  parties, 

"^  11.  In  any  case  except  a  case  of  felony,  in  which  a  trial  bjr 
jury  would  be  otherwise  proper,  the  parties  or  their  counsel,  by  coo- 
sent,  entered  of  record,  may  waive  the  right  to  have  a  jury,  and  there* 
upon  the  whole  matter  of  law  and  fact,  may  be  heard  and  determioed, 
and  judgment  given  by  the  court ;  or  by  like  consent,  the  jury  naj 
consist  of  seven  ;  and  in  that  case  a  verdict  shall  be  as  valid  and  hare 
the  same  effect  as  if  it  had  been  found  by  a  jury  of  twelve. 

"  Views, 

**  ^  12.  The  jury  may  in  any  case,  at  the  request  of  either  party, 
be  taken  to  view  the  premises  or  place  in  question,  or  any  property, 
matter  or  thing,  relating  to  the  controversy  between  the  parties,  when 
it  shall  appear  to  the  court  that  such  view  is  necessary  to  a  just  deci- 
sion, provided  the  party  making  the  motion  shall  advance  a  sum  suf- 
ficient to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  jury  and  the  officers  who  attend 
them  in  taking  the  view,  which  expenses  shall  be  afterwards  (axed  in 
the  costs. 

^^  Conduct  of  jurors  and  sheriff. 

"^.  13.  A  juror  knowing  any  thing  relative  to  a  fact  in  issue, 
shall  disclose  the  same  in  open  court. 

"^  14.  After  a  jury  has  beeii  impanneled,  no  sheriff  or  other 
officer  shall  converse  with  or  permit  any  one  else  to  converse  with  a 
juror,  unless  by  leave  of  court."

IN  SENATE,  August  6,  1849. 

The  senate  have  passed  the  bill,  entitled  "  an  act  concerning  the 
Civil  Code  of  Virginia,"  part  III,  wilh  amendments,  in  which  they 
request  the  concurrence  of  the  house  of  delegates. 

Oil  motion  of  Mr.  Ferguson,  the  said  bill  and  amendments  were 
ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table ;  and  the  said  amendments  were 
ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Stillman,  from  the  committee  on  enrolled  bills,  reported  that 
said  committee  had  examined  the  enrolled  bill  concerning  the  Code  of 
Virginia,  part  I,  and  found  it  truly  enrolled. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  communicate  the  same  to  the  senate  for 
further  examination  and  signature. 

Mr.  Conway,  from  the  committee  of  conference  on  the  matters  of 
disagreement  between  the  two  houses  on  the  bill,  entitled  "an  act 
concerning  the  Code  of  Virginia,"  part  II,  presented  a  report,  which, 
on  his  motion,  was  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table. 
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A  bill  concerning  the  Code  of  Virginia,  part  Y,  was  taken  up,  and 
further  amended  on  motions  severally  made. 

A  message  was  received  from  Ihe  senate  by  Mr.  Stanard,  who  in- 
formed the  house  that  the  senate  disagreed  to  the  amendments  pro- 
posed by  the  house  of  delegates  to  the  35th  and  37th  amendments  of 
the  senate  to  the  bill,  entitled  '<  an  act  concerning  the  Civil  Code  of 
Virginia,"  part  II ;  that  they  farther  insisted  upon  their  38th,  39th  and 
40th  amendments  to  said  bill,  to  which  the  house  of  delegates  dis- 
agreed ;  and  that  they  agreed  to  the  amendments  recommended  bf 
the  committee  of  conference  thereto. 

The  bill  concerning  the  Code  of  Virginia,  part  V,  was  further 
amended,  and  ordered,  as  amended,  to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third 
time. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Watson,  that  the  house  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  leave  be  given  to  report  a  bill  to  amend  the  act,  en- 
titled *'an  act  to  establish  free  schools  in  the  county  of  Albemarle,^^ 
passed  March  14th,  1849. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Moncure  of  Caroline,  the  said  resolution  was 
ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  bill,  entitled  "an  act  concerning  the  Civil  Code  of  Virginia," 
part  II,  with  the  amendments  thereto  proposed  by  the  senate,  was 
taken  up.

The  house  proposed  to  amend  said  amendment  by  substituting 
therefor  the  following :  "  shall  be  made  annually  in  September  or 
October  by  the  governor,  upon  the  recommendation  of  three  suitable 
persons  by  the  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  place  of  inspection  is 
situated."

The  committee  of  conference  on  the  part  of  the  house  of  delegates 
met  a  committee  on  the  part  of  the  senate,  upon  the  disagreement  of 
the  two  houses  upon  several  amendments  to  the  bill,  entitled  ''an  act 
concerning  the  Civil  Code  of  Virginia,"  part  II,  with  authority  to  sug- 
gest such  consequential  amendments  as  were  rendered  necessary  by 
the  amendments  heretofore  agreed  to  by  both  houses,  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report : 

The  committee  on  the  part  of  the  senate  declined  to  submit  any 
proposition  to  the  committee  of  the  house,  relating  to  the  disagree- 
ment of  the  two  houses  on  the  subject  of  the  ''  inspection  laws,"  not 
feeling  authorized  to  do  so  at  this  time. 

The  committee  on  the  part  of  the  house  proposed  to  the  committee 
of  the  senate  that  the  following  amendments  be  recommended  to  be 
adopted  by  both  houses,  as  necessary  and  consequential  upon  the 
amendments  heretofore  adopted,  in  which  proposition  the  committee 
of  the  senate  concurred :

The  seventh  amendment  was  amended  on  motions  of  Messrs.  Wn/r- 
TLEj  and  Moncure  of  Stafford,  and  as  amended,  agreed  to. 

The  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth,  fourteeDlb; 
fifteenth  and  sixteenth  amendments  were  severally  agreed  to. 

The  seventeenth  amendment  was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Mon- 
cuRE  of  Stafford,  and  as  amended,  agreed  to  by  the  house. 

The  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  amendments  were  also  agreed  to. 

The  twentieth  amendment  was  disagreed  to. 
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By  the  twenty-first  ameodment  the  senate  proposed  to  strike  out 
the  4th  section  of  the  114th  chapter,  which  is  the  following : 

''  All  persons  non-resident  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  owning  or  hav- 
ing an  interest  in  lands  lying  therein,  west  of  the  Alleghany  moun- 
tains, in  surveys  purporting  to  be  for  ten  thousand  acres  or  upwards, 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall,  within  five  years  from  the 
time  the  same  takes  effect,  cause  such  lands  to  be  surveyed,  and  return 
to  the  clerk's  ofiice  of  the  county  wherein  such  lands,  or  the  greater 
portion  thereof,  shall  lie,  the  plat  aud  certificate  of  the  person  making 
the  survey,  shewing  distinctly  the  metes  and  bounds  thereof,  together 
with  a  statement  shewing  how  and  under  whom  they  claim  such  lands, 
their  chain  of  title  from  the  person  under  whom  they  claim,  to  the 
date  of  each  survey,  and  a  reference  to  the  court  in  which  the  deed  or 
deeds  under  which  they  claim  are  recorded,  or  where  any  such  deeds 
have  not  been  recorded,  shewing  that  fact.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  of  every  county  court,  when  any  such  returns  shall  be  made  to 
his  office,  to  provide  a  book,  marked  ^  non-resident  records,'  in  which 
he  shall  record  all  plats  and  certificates  of  survey,  and  statements  re- 
quired by  this  section.  Upon  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  all  lands  so  owned  by  such  persons  shall  be  forfeited  to 
the  board  of  the  Literary  fund ;  and  the  same  shall  be  liable  to  entry, 
survey  and  grant,  in  the  same  manner  as  waste  and  unappropriated 
lands.  But  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  afiect  the  rights  of 
bona  fide  occupants  of  any  portion  of  such  lands.  Notice  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  given  by  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  by  publication 
weekly  in  two  of  the  leading  newspapers  published  at  the  seat  of  the 
federal  government,  for  six  months,  the  expense  of  which  shall  be 
paid  from  the  public  treasury." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  George,  that  the  house  disagree  to  the 
said  amendment,  and  it  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

The  thirty-third  amendment  of  the  senate  proposed  to  insert  in  lieu 
of  the  32d  section  of  the  130ih  chapter,  the  following : 

<<  Where  the  assets  of  the  decedent  in  the  hands  of  bis  personal 
representative,  after  the  payment  of  funeral  expenses  and  charges  of 
administration,  are  not  sufficient  for  the  satisfaction  of  all  demands 
against  him,  they  shall  be  applied : 

"  First.  To  debts  due  to  the  United  States. 

**  Secondly.  Taxes  and  levies  assessed  upon  the  decedent  previoos 
to  his  death. 

<<  Thirdly.  Debts  due  as  personal  representative,  guardian  or  com- 
mittee, where  the  qualification  was  in  this  state,  in  which  debts  shall 
be  included  a  debt  for  money  received  by  a  husband,  acting  as  sncfa 
fiduciary  in  right  of  his  wife. 

« Fourthly.  AH  other  demands  ratably,  except  that  accounts,  not 
acknowledged  by  the  decedent  or  his  agent  in  writing,  of  more  tban 
three  years  standing  previous  to  the  death  of  decedent,  shall  be  post* 
poned  to  all  other  demands,  except  voluntary  obligations,  and  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  any  lien  by  judgment  or  other- 
wise, acquired  in  the  lifetime  of  the  decedent." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Moncure  of  Stafford  to  amend  the  said 
amendment  by  striking  from  the  fourth  clause  the  words  "that  ac- 
counts, not  acknowledged  by  the  decedent  or  his  agent  in  writing,  of 
more  than  three  years  standing  previous  to  the  death  of  decedent,  shall 
be  postponed  to  all  other  demands,  except  voluntary  obligations,  and 
that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  any  lien  by  judgment  or 
otherwise,  acquired  in  the  lifetime  of  the  decedent,"  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  "  those  in  the  next  class ;  and 

"  Fifthly.  Voluntary  obligations." 

And  the  question  being  put  thereupon,  no  quorum  voted.  Ayes

Ordered,  That  leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  compensate  the 
revisers  for  the  completion  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  and  for  other 
purposes,  and  that  Messrs.  Stovall,  Segar,  Conway,  Thomas,  Goodson, 
Darracott  and  Worthington,  prepare  and  bring  in  the  same. 

Mr.  Stovall  subsequently  presented  the  following  bill  : 

No.  532.  A  bill  to  compensate  the  revisers  for  the  completion  of 
the  Code  of  Virginia,  and  jTor  other  purposes,  which  was  read  the  first, 
and  on  motion  the  second  time,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read 
a  third  time. 

Mr.  Stillman,  from  the  committee  on  enrolled  bills,  reported  that 
they  had  examined  the  enrolled  bill  concerning  the  Code  of  Virginia, 
part  II,  and  found  the  same  correctly  enrolled.

The  bill,  entitled  "an  act  concerning  the  Civil  Code  of  Virginia," 
part  III,  with  the  amendments  thereto  proposed  by  the  senate,  and 
the  amendments  to  said  amendments  proposed  by  the  house,  was 
taken  up. 

The  seventeenth  amendment  of  the  house  to  the  fifty-fifth  amend- 
ment of  the  senate,  to  which  the  senate  disagreed,  being  again  read, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Moncure  of  Stafi*ord,
